From a memorandum recently issued by the В.Т.В.А. 
we quote the following :— 

`* АП architects, whether competitors or otherwise, 
are reminded that discussion or correspondence in the 
publie or professional Press which tends to criticism or 
disparagement of an assessor or award cannot alter 
the}final and binding nature of that award, but may 


the rightness or otherwise of the award made? To 
our mind an architectural journal should not form 
simply a collection of news items, but should express 
convictions and have a definite policy on matters of 
importance. 

But if we may express ourselves on the subject of 
an award, as architectural journals have often done,

prejudice architects and the whole competition system 
in the opinion of the public, and is therefore highly 
undesirable." 

There seems to us to be certain reasons why archi- 
tects should not write to the public Press in such 
matters, because the readers of that Press are hardly 
likely to appreciate or understand the points at issue 
and may form exaggerated ideas as to their importance. 

But it equally seems to us to be reasonable that these 
matters should be ventilated in the professional Press, 
which mainly circulates among architects and those 
concerned in building—in a word, among those who 
are likely to be able to understand the points at 
issue. 

From time to time we review competitions editorially. 
Are such reviews to be colourless statements merely 
describing designs and not expressing our views as to 


why should not any architect or architects write to us 
on the same subject ? Our sole duty is surely to reject 
any communication which seems to us of a libellous 
nature or to be merely frivolous, but otherwise to 
publish it with or without comment of our own. 
If anything we write can be proved to be misleading or 
untrue we are willing to withdraw it if we can be 
shown to be in error. We are equally bound to write 
our comments or articles without showing prejudice 
and in a judicial spirit, and if we do so we think we 
have done all that can be reasonably demanded by 
anyone. 

The whole question seems to boil down to this—is it 
more important to maintain the reputation of a certain 
assessor,or a certain award, ог to uphold what we regard 
as the cause of justice ; and surely in the event of con- 
flicting views the latter must have the first claim on us 2 
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Again, even if we assume that criticism of a certain 
result may tend to “ prejudice the whole competition 
system," will that necessarily do architects any real 
harm ? Buildings will be built and architects em- 
ployed whether as the outcome of competitions or of 
direct appointments by publie bodies, and good 
désigns сап be produced and good architects employed 
as a result of direct selection. 

The diffieulty raised by а bad award 18 this—that а 
certain authority have bound themselves under the 
existing system to accept it as “ final and binding," 
and so not only a mistake has been committed but 
the results of that mistake are made irrevocable. 

If, on the other hand, an architect is directly com- 
missioned to get out a sketch design for any building

and that sketch design does not satisfy his clients 
they are free to terminate the matter either by paying 
а fee agreed beforehand or the usual scale 
proportion of fees due for work abandoned at a certain 
stage. 

The policy of the R.I.B.A., as we understand it, has 
never been to insist on the desirability of competitions 
per se, but to make recommendations as to the best 
way to carry them out, and seeing that the buildings 
will be erected and architects employed in either case ; 
it seems to us to matter little which method is adopted. 
We shall in either case have the same number of 
buildings erected and the same number of architects 
employed ; it is only the proportion between the two 
methods of selection which will be varied. 

We may be asked what useful purpose is served by 
criticism 1f the award cannot be upset. The answer to 
this 15 that where a whole profession, through the 
publicity given in its own Press, becomes aware that a 
certain assessor has made a bad award there is far less 
chance that he will be employed a second time, because 
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the nature of the mistake he has made becomes 
generally known. If nothing is to appear in the 
professional Press on such points, how is the President 
for the time being, or even the members of the Com- 
petition Committee, to know with certainty whether 
a mistake has been made ? 

Nor is it encouraging to an architect who has 
produced a design which should have received the 
premier position to feel that the facts are buried 
beneath an artificial structure of silence. If, on the 
contrary, it 18 known that he has been unfortunate 
he may receive compensation for what has occurred 
by being selected as one of the competitors in a 
limited competition or recommended to a_ public 
body for direct employment.

Our arguments are based on the assumption that 
the present system—which we consider to be unsatis- 
factory—is to be maintained; and, in this case, we assert 
that it 18 of paramount importance that competition 
results should be freely and fairly discussed in the 
professional Press and that no attempt should be made 
to silence either the Press or individuals. 

To do so is tantamount to ignoring the existence of 
a disease, instead of trying to extirpate it or to take 
steps to limit its contagion. 

No man and no body of men сап really be infallible 
in all circumstances, but if it 15 necessary for any 
particular object to assume that they are, and to act 
on the assumption, it is the more desirable that they 
should perform their duties knowing that any error 
of judgment is likely to be commented on in print and 
may deprive them of the chance of being employed 
in the same capacity. 

We are, in these matters, too much afraid of the 
general public, who surely will not be surprised if 
they discover that an assessor is not necessarily 
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infallible and his brother architects do not keep silent 
when an error is committed. No government can 
escape criticism because it is an authority invested 
with executive power, and if it could do so it would 
be generally admitted that public interests would 
suffer. 

Our duty in such matters as are under discussion is, 
first and foremost, to say what we think without 
prejudice or favour ; and, secondly, to give space for 
all comments and correspondence which reach us, 
unless it should appear to be ill-founded or malicious. 
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If we favour anyone without sufficient cause, if we 
condemn anyone without sufficient reason, we have 
failed in one of the most important functions and have 
not maintained the dignity of the Press. Out of the 
recognition of truths reforms come, and if we are to 
keep abreast of the times our societies must be con- 
tinually adjusting their conditions and improving their 
methods of procedure. Favours can only be given 
to comparatively few, but justice may be accorded to 
all, and is the right of the least important among us as 
well as the greatest.

Notes and Comments. 


The Criticism of Amateurs. 

We are continually coming across stringent criticism of 
modern buildings by gifted amateurs, which usually takes 
the form of a comparison of the appearance of modern work 
with the buildings of some old and time honoured city. 

The critics do not often stop to think that one thing 
which we are up against is the enormous increase of scale 
required by modern requirements. Where our forefathers 
could carry on important businesses in buildings only some 
20 to 30 ft. high, or composed of two storeys, we have to 
build tier on tier to heights of 80 feet and upwards. We 
are forced, willy-nilly, toemploy long ranges of symmetrical 
windows placed closely together, for we are insistent on 
light now, and should never put up with the inconveniences 
of the past. The picturesque gable is automatically 
eliminated from our great buildings, and we get a series of 
horizontal stages which often offend our critics. But if 
they would but stop to think they would realise that it is 
not the modern architect but modern conditions which are 
at fault, and what they say would be modified in character. 


University College. 

An appeal is being made for £500,000 in celebration of 
the foundation of University College in 1827, when H.R.H. 
the Duke of Sussex laid the foundation of University College 
on April 30. This was the first time that University edu- 
cation was thrown open to all, without distinction of race, 
class or creed. The money asked for will, in a large measure, 
be used for various building projects, including a site 
and entirely new buildings for the Chemistry Department, 
for a University School of Architecture, accommodation for 
Statistics and Eugenics, for Sculpture Studios and the 
Departments of Anatomy, Physiology and Pharmacology, as 
well as the enlargement of the Engineering Laboratories. 
The number of students has increased to 3,000, the last 
18 years having been a period of expansion which it is 
hoped will be succeeded by consolidation. All Saints’ 
Church, in Gordon Square, formerly known as All Saints’ 
Church, is to be converted into a great ceremonial hall, 
designed by Professor Richardson. University College 
has a great and well deserved reputation, and we have no 
doubt the appeal will meet with a generous response. 


The Cost of Repairs. 

The cost of repairs to stonework exposed to the London 
atmosphere is often a heavy item, especially where Portland 
or some of our soundest stones have not been used. Sir 
Frank Baines puts down the cost of necessary repairs to 
the stonework of the Houses of Parliament at £1,000,000, 
while at the same time stating that the buildings as a whole 


are sound. Still putting the present cost of the Houses 
ot Parliament at £12,000,000, it is notable that one-twelfth 
of that sum has to be expended on the stonework within 
a period of a single century. Such figures make us think of 
the comparative permanence of brick, and where economy 
of upkeep is a great consideration, brick possesses advan- 
tages which cannot be minimised. Doubtless though, 
science in good time may provide us with some means of 
giving greater permanence to our stone buildings in towns. 


London. 


Lecturing on the future of London at the Institute of 
Public Administration, Mr. Topham Forrest said that the 
London of 1950 would probably embrace Uxbridge on the 
west, Romford on the east, Dartford on the south-east, and 
Purley on the south. In 1823 the greatest distance from 
any part of London to the open country was 15 to 2 miles, 
now the distance from the central area to open fields was 
6 to 8 miles. He considered that if prompt action were 
taken a ring of park land might be maintained and that 
existing parks in the inner suburbs, which follow an 
approximately circular line, could be connected by boule- 
vards, that of the north following the line of the Regent’s 
Canal and Victoria Park, thus becoming a waterside рго- 
menade. Doubtless thinking to his American experiences 
he suggested that the railings round the public squares 
might be demolished, throwing the squares open to the 
street. Whether we have sufficient respect here for 
property to make this feasible remains to be seen!  Fore- 
casts are always interesting, but their realisation largely 
depends on our ability to take а bigger and more liberal 
view of needs and requirements than we are sometimes 
willing to do. 

In any case the future development of London is а 
thing apart from that of any other of our great cities as 
it is so largely concerned with the world's commerce and 
not with some specialised trade, such as cotton or wool. 
It mav, therefore, grow in size and importance even if 
greater competition and more stringent trade conditions 
tend to retard the development of other centres.

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The New York Skyscraper of Yesterday and То-дау.— Ц.

Twenty Years of Progress in Skyscraper Architecture. 


The Singer building has ever continued to make its 
impress on the skyline of lower New York. Spurred on 
by the success which had crowned the efforts of Mr. Flagg 
and his Singer building, the architects of the Metropolitan 
Tower attempted to outdo any and all previous efforts. 
N. Le Brun & Sons, architects, were its designers. The

location of the building was particularly fortunate, facing 
Madison Square Park, so that one was allowed an unob- 
structed view of the complete building from many dif- 
ferent points of vantage. This fact is worth mentioning 
as few of the city’s tall buildings are placed where they can 
be seen in “ full length,” so to speak, no matter where one 
stands. The New American Radiator building is one of 
the few others that is fortunate in this respect. Located on 
West Fortieth Street, it also faces a park—Bryant Park—-so 
that from almost any position in the park, which extends 
north as far as Forty-second Street, an unobstructed view 
of the complete building can be obtained. The Metro- 
politan Tower building comes under the category of the 
“ combined tower type," a name which we have taken, 


for lack of a better one, to designate the third type in the 
development of the skyscraper. The tower is its main 
feature and it rises high above the surrounding mass of the 
combining structure. 

A few years later the Woolworth building arose to its 
remarkable height. It was based on somewhat similar 
lines as the Metropolitan, with its main feature a tower- 
like form, subordinated by other forms which all led up to 
the tower, making it more prominent and accentuating its 
height. In fact, the success of the Woolworth building was 
really due to its height. As the tallest of the city’s buildings 
—even now it still can claim that distinction—it aroused 
interest and respect. It proved to be, as, по doubt, was 
expected, a great advertisement for the owner and his 
business enterprises, whose name it carries. Cass Gilbert, 
too, tbe architect, was brought prominently into the 
limelight, although not for the first time, for his West 
Street building of a few years earlier had been extremely 
successful. As an engineering feat, the Woolworth still 
heads the list of delicate construction. The commercial 
element had again been here brought to the fore, but 
the artistic had made such strides that it could never give 
up now, and the prospect of amicably combining art and 
commercialism seemed near at hand. As already inferred, 
this tall, soaring mass, with its central, tower-like form, 
was suggestive of the next type of skyscraper to be given 
serious consideration. Instead of combining a tower with a 
mass or structural body, it seemed possible, especially 
under certain restrictions of floor or lot space, that the 
entire building itself take the form of a tower. It was this 
idea which Helme & Corbett, the architects, incorporated 
in the design of the Bush Terminal Saies Building on West 
Forty-second Street. about five years later, in 1917, to be 
exact. It was a success, a masterful solution of the prob- 
lem which it presented. Its application was, nevertheless, 
limited, for, in order to retain the necessary proportions 
to give the effect of a tower, a building with a floor plan 
even approaching that of some of the larger modern build- 
ings must needs be of impossible height. And yet it aided 
materially in the solving of the problem of skyscraper 
design. The Bush building took its place as probably the 
most successful of the buildings of this type. 

It should here be noted that architects enthusiastically 
accepted the tower type or idea as the most satisfactory 
solution of the design of buildings of limited floor area. 
The city has many interesting examples of the adaptation 
of the principle on which the Bush building is based. 
Perhaps some other buildings, by the design of their crown- 
ing motives, gave even more the appearance of a tower, 
a8 a tower is generally conceived, than did the building 
designed by Helme and Corbett; but it must always be 
borne in mind that architects were not merely designing 
towers, but actually skyscrapers in the form of towers. 
There is a big difference. What to do with those buildings 
in which the floor plan made it inadaptable to the tower idea 
was another big problem. Suggestions were soon forth- 
coming, however, and not long after, about 1920, one idea 
was embodied in the Fraternities Building on East Thirty- 
eighth Street, designed by the architects, Murgatroyd and 
Ogden. The building was conceived as a massed group 
of towers. There was one central tower which carried 
to the extreme height of the structure, and smaller ones 
subordinate to it which culminated several storeys below. 
The idea was entirely satisfactory. The soaring quality 
of the building was accentuated, the mass interesting 
and in no way interrupted, and the form and design in 
every respect pleasing. 

The massed-tower type, let us call it that, was the signal 
for a new chapter in skyscraper architecture. Although 
causing no particular stir in architectural circles at the time 
of its inception, nor even realising itself that it presented 
any more than ordinary progress in skyscraper architecture, 
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it was this type of building which suggested, and even 
demonstrated, the possibilities of the setback, and it was 
only a few years later, 1п 1922, that the zoning law, establish- 
ing the setback, was put in force. The setback law, as we 
all know, revolutionised skyscraper architecture. The 
old types continued for a time, adapted to meet the new 
stipulations and requirements; but before long, inspired 
by the enthusiasm which the setback created, and realising 
more and more its opportunities, a new style actually 
began to appear. Skyscraper architecture—a style— 
thoroughly American in its design and characteristic 
of the country in which it originated—had become a 
reality. The New York Telephone Company’s new 
building—the Barclay-Vesey, as it is called—on West 
Street, designed by McKenzie, Voorhees and Gmelin, 
now nearing completion, represents the highest state of 
perfection which modern skyscraper architecture has 
attained. 

Thus, then, we may describe the various stages in the 
development of the skyscraper as, first, the box ; second, 
the all-over design box ; third, the surmounted or combined 
tower; fourth, the tower; fifth, the massed tower; and 
finally, sixth, the setback. These designations must not 
be considered too literally. They represent, as well as any 
method could, probably, the steps by which the pinnacle 
was attained. It must not be understood, however, that the 
earlier types passed out of existence with the introduction 
of a new idea. In fact, frequently an older one was recalled 
and given an entirely new interpretation. Such a building 
as the Flatiron Building, at the junction of Broadway 
and Twenty-third Street, included many characteristics 
of the very earliest box type; for example, the heavy 
overhanging cornice, but it represented much more ad- 
vanced thought than those of previous years. And we 
might go on and mention many other buildings of equal 
importance, all of which contributed in no small way to the 
actual development of skyscraper architecture. 

These several buildings, already mentioned, represent the 
progress made in the development of the skyscraper 
during the last twenty years. They serve to mark the 
various steps or phases of skyscraper design at intervals 
of approximately every five years from 1905 to the 
present time. Let us recall them once more to mind, 
in the order in which they appeared. First, the Singer 
Building, the surmounted tower type. Second, the 
Woolworth Building, a tower also prominent in its design, 
but more as a central feature which the remainder of the 
building leads up to. The combined tower type, as we 
have called it. Third, the Bush Building, strictly the 
tower type. Fourth, the Fraternities Building, the massed 
tower type. And Sixth and last, the Telephone Building, 
the setback type. That is the history of the skyscraper 
during the last twenty years in a nutshell. With ite 
development we find woven the names of such immortals 
as Stanford White, John Carrere, Richard Hunt, Donn 
Barber, to say nothing of that vast number of the living 
who are still giving of their full efforts to raise the standards 
of American architecture throughout the country. 

It is not necessary to stress the various advantages and 
disadvantages of the different types by which the sky- 
scraper attained its goal. In the perfection of the setback 
principle, we can be assured that any inconveniences will 
be discarded, and likewise all conveniences retained. 
Certain of the older forms, for example, were economically 
unsound, while others were impractical from some other 
angle. Ав regards design, it is interesting to note that 
architects were so engrossed in the study of mass and form, 
that motif was relegated to second place. Originality of 
motifs had given way entirely to adaptation of period 
ideas. Adaptation, however, under such extreme con- 
ditions, was originality in practice if not in theory, but once 
the mass became stabilis»d, originality of motif was bound 
to appear, and did, when the zoning law was inaugurated. 
Commercialism апа art had actually smoothed out all 

their differences, 2nd skyscraper architecture attained its 
goal Іп the design of the skyscraper—and by that 1 
mean ite motifs and not its mass alone—from its earliest

inception, the ideas so successfully incorporated in period 
designs, were always influential, as in all phases of archi- 
tectural design during the last twenty to twenty-five years. 
It sounds almost ludicrous to associate the delicate and 
refined designs of the Adams brother of England with 
Skyscraper architecture ; and yet there it is, in accurate 
detail, in the design of the Vanderbilt Hotel building, 
for example, а building of twenty storeye or more. Or 
again, whoever in originating the Gothic motives in the 
fourteenth century would have believed that those very 
ideas would be introduced into the design of a thirty-storey 
building? They have been, in the Bush, Trinity, and, 
more modernised, perhaps, in the American Radiator 
building. The ltalian and Spanish, too, have been revived 
and reincarnated into the designs of skyscrapers. The 
classic has probably been more generally used than any 
other, while the staid and dignified lines of the French 
Louis XVl—classic in its inspiration—have found their 
way into the designs of buildings ranging anywhere from

five to forty-five storeys. But, thanks be, the setback 
has inspired our architects to new ideas. The Hotel 
Shelton, designed by Arthur Loomis Harmon, which was 
probably the first of the tall buildings to be erected under 
the new law, opened a new chapter in skyscraper design. 
The old forms and motifs had disappeared. There is little 
or no suggestion of period motives, except, perhaps, 
in the arched colonnade on the street level, and in every 
way it severs all connection with the old incongruous forms. 
Americanism seemed to have found a means of expression, 
at last. And yet we must not minimise the efforts and 
achievements of those of earlier days. Such a problem 
as the skyscraper presented—intricate in every way— 
could not be solved in the twinkling of an eye. One step 
led to another, until finally the entire barrier had been 
broken down. Architecture had won out. 

So the setback becomes a type. We hope it will be a 
permanent proposition, for it seems to hold possibilities 
that will take care of future needs for some time to come. 
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We hesitate at predictions, although those with more 
imaginative minds than our own have conceived setback 
skyscrapers with rows of terraces twenty floors above the 
street level, gardens thirty storeys in the air, and the whole 
city’s skyline seldom falling beneath the level of the 
Woolworth Building, with its fifty-six storeys. The 
adoption of the setback type, however, does not mean that 
architects have nothing further to do, and may гейге for

the rest of their lives. Only certain lines of the mass are 
drawn by the setback law. Opportunities for form and 
motif are greater than ever before. Even many of the 
old forms are adaptable to the setback idea, although in 
their new interpretation and environment they would 
never be recognised. The Shelton Hotel, for example, 
is suggestive of the massed tower type of earlier years ; 
the American Radiator building is representative of the 
tower type, as governed by the setback law. By far the 
greatest benefit that American architecture can hope to 
derive from the setback type is already evident. It is the 
inspiration which will urge architects on to create a new 
style. The setback is of American origin. The type of 
building which it has inspired is also American. For the 
first time since the skyscraper was introduced, skyscraper 
architecture means a tall building of American design. 
For skyscraper architecture is actually an American style 
of architectural design. 

While intending in no way to diminish or to detract 
from the talent and ability of the American architect 
in his masterful solution ofthe problem with which he found 
himself confronted, due credit must also be given the 
American inventor and manufacturer for their part in 
urging architects to greater accomplishments. Industry 
and manufacture have actually set the pace during the 
remarkable progress of the last twenty years. After all, 
structure— building materials and their stipulated methods 
of construction—is the foundation from which form and 
design arise. The prominent part which modern structural 
materials have played in the history of the development 
of the skyscraper during these last twenty years should 
never be lost sight of. Steel and concrete construction, 
for example, since their first conception, have been a vital 
factor in the perfection of the skvscraper. Modern terra 
cotta also offered opportunities which gave new ideas to 
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architecture. Тһе revived interest in wrought iron and the 
awakening of a better craftsmanship in varied lines has had 
its effect, too, on skyscraper design. Stone and brick, 
in new settings and modern environments, have urged 
architects on to unthought of possibilities. And in equip- 
ment, too, industry had kept apace. Fireproof materials 
of various descriptions have been devised to take care of 
an increasing necessity. Elevators, which play such a 
prominent part in making tall buildings practical, have been 
во perfected that the chance for accidents have been almost 
entirely eliminated ; and, in its most modern construction, 
as in operation in the new Standard Oil Building, on lower 
Broadway, of which Carrera & Hastings, Shreve & Lamb 
were the architects, the cars stop automatically in response 
to a signal, so that the services of an attendant are reduced 
to a minimum, the safety of the car increased and its service 
extended. 

The outstanding feature of this modern style of American 
architecture which the skyscraper has been instrumental 
in introducing, 18 probably the close relation of its decorative 
interest іп its structural plan. In the first place, its form, 
or better, its mass, is based solely on its structure. That 
13 as 1t should be. "Then, secondly, its decorative motifs 
are devised and applied wholly to accentuate this form. 
That gives a reason for its ornament, no matter what that 
ornament may be, and that reason is to emphasise certain 
lines of its structure—actually its form—thereby creating 
interest 1n some places more than in others, a direct аррПса- 
tion of the principle of subordination in design. 

So, then, in discarding the periods as a means of in- 
spiration, we have not, in originating a new or modern style, 
created anything that is freakish or radical, as things 
labelled * modernist " are apt to be considered these days ; 
rather we have gone back to the very first and basic prin- 
ciples of architecture for the foundation. 


R.I.B.A. Notes. 

Exhibition of Dominion, Colonial, and Indian Architecture.— 
On the recommendation of the Exhibition Joint Committee 
it was decided to hold an Exhibition of Dominion and Colonial 
Architecture in the R.I. B. 4. Galleries in the autumn of 1926 апа 
an Exhibition of Indian Architecture in the spring or autumn of 
1927. 

Exhibition of Garden Architecture.—On the recommendation of 
the Art Standing Committee the Council authorised the expendi- 
ture necessary for the organisation of an Exhibition of Garden 
Drawings and Photographs from April 7 to 21, 1926. 

London Architecture Medal.—On the recommendation of the 
Art Standing Committee it was decided to amend the conditions 
of award of the London Architecture Medal. "The revised con- 
ditions will be published in due course. 

London Squares and Open Spaces.—On the recommendation 
of the Town Planning and Housing Committee it was decided 
to approach the London County Council with a view to their 
including in a General Powers Bill certain new powers with 
regard to squares and open spaces in London. 

Allied Societies.—The Rhodesian Institute of Architects was 
admitted as an Allied Society of the R.1.B.A. 

The British Architects’ Conference, 1926.—A_ provisional 
programme for the British Architects’ Conference to be held 
in London from June 14 to June 19 was approved and a Grand 
Committee and an Executive Committee were appointed for the 
purpose of organising the Conference. 

Probationership of the R.I.B.A.—On the recommendation of 
the Board of Architectural Education the School Certificate of 
the Universit v of Durham was included in the list of examinations 
recognised. 

London County Council General Powers Bill, 1926.—1t was 
decided that a petition should be lodged in opposition to the 
London County Council General Powers Bill 1926 in respect of 
the powers which were sought in connection with new regula- 
tions for reinforced concrete buildings and drainage. 

The Contributory Pensions Act, 1925.—On the recommendation 
of the Architects’ and Builders’ Consultation Board it was 
decided that in view of the obligations which will be placed upon 
building employers in the matter of contributions for their 
employees by the Widows, Orphans and Old Age Contributory 
Pensions Act, which came into force on January 4, 1926, members 
should be advised to include an amount as a separate item in 
bills of quantities to cover liabilities arising from the require- 
ments of this Act in continuation of the existing practice with 
regard to other insurance provisions. 
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Former and Present Worship in Architecture. 
By Loren H. B. Knox. | 


Two buildings which were erected for the same purpose 
face each other in London. Both were built to God with 
prayer. The cost of each was great, and each is typical of 
its time. One arose in the thirteenth century by will of a 
weak and extravagant king, continually at his devotions, 
whose subjects did not join in his prayers for its success for 
the reason that it was paid for by his fines and extortions 
imposed on them. Contrasted with this, the other arose 
in our day from the prayers, gifts and sacrifices of a worship- 
ful denomination, fervid in preaching and prayer, which 
believes in personal communion with God. The king was 
religious for his day, but his day was dark and his faith 
superstition. But the faithful multitude of to-day, who 
paid for their temple, drew nigh to their Maker with a 
trust guided by the light of reason. 

My contrast of these two edifices is not primarily archi- 
tectural. Such brief and superficial analysis as I give, in 
the limits of this article, is to get at something deeper 
than their designers knew. I wish to see the spirits of their 
ages revealed in them. 

On the exterior of the early church we sce rows of great 
buttresses, at the top of each being a niche sheltering the 
figure of a king, saint, hero or worthy, and above that a 
pinnacle. Between these projections are large pointed 
windows each enclosing two lancets, some plain, others 
trefoil, capped by quatrefoil and cinquefoil lights. Above 
these, in the triforium, are broad, pointed, triangular arch 
ends, enclosing, in the nave, three cinquefoil circled 
windows, and, in the transept, a single eight-cusped circle. 
The triforium is crested by a balustrade pierced by quatre- 
foils on the nave, and by a battlemented range on the tran- 
sept. Over the aisle roof in the clearstory rise the great 
pointed arches, each spanning two pointed windows 
surmounted by a cinquefoil circled window. Flying 
buttresses run up to the walls and to the battlemented 
parapet, from which spring the steep roofs of the nave 
and the transepts. 

Entering, one sees vistas in every direction of living 
trunks with springing branches folding together high 
overhead. Arches between diapered spandrels, leap up- 
ward and point sharply toward Heaven. Arcades run 
around the walls. But light pours in from these walls, 
which are not stone but the glass of vast lancet and wheel 
windows, sometimes clear, sometimes gem-like in hues. 
Grey beauty and mystery lure the eye down high, narrow 
aisles, through the towering, ribbed nave, into the tri- 
forium's arched recesses, up the soaring transepts, then 
to the solemn sanctuary with its chapels and ambulatory. 

East of this is a sixteenth century chapel, built by 
another devout but avaricious monarch. It is not austere 
and simple, like the main church, but is a miracle of laced 
loveliness, whose walls are stone as plastie and delicate 
as porcelain, and whose roof is arched into a wilderness of 
fans, lilies and roses. 

If the mercenary tyranny of the royal builder of the 
thirteenth century weighed for aught in this erection, it 
should show blemishes. But there are none. Every 
solemn pier, as it were, is a great arm whose ribs fold aloft 
like hands in supplication to the Unseen. Its vaults are 
lovely, but decorated with sacred symbols, as recesses for 
plaver. Glorious as the windows were, their jewelled tones 
were preludes to the splendours about the throne of God. 
Not a figure or a decoration but joined earth to Heaven in 
holiness or beauty. 

The sixteenth century chapel was a degeneracy from all 
this. It was a worship of grace, as well as of God. But it, 
too, knelt to the Almighty, though with less self-abnegation 
than the old. Ав the loveliness of goddesses under Ргах!- 
teles was a decline from the “ grand and square " Phidian 
gods, so this twined tendrils about the oak of faith. 

Facing this ancient church is the temple of the present. 
It is stone faced. А curved entrance bay has a centre door, 
the jambs of which are bundled rods and an ax, the fasces ; 


the lintel 18 а flourish of foliage about a central scroll and 
palms. Above this is a huge round-topped window, of 
curious pane-pattern, the jambs of which are horizontal 
fillets and leaves; the arch being hidden under a large 
volute scroll and two great classic females holding out to 
each other sheets of garlands, whose legs hang down on the 
jambs. Underneath its fluted base is а sarcophagus-like 
embellishment, with drapery, swords and spears, flanked 
by bas-reliefs of horses. 

On either side of the centre door on the ground floor of 
this bay is à squared plain door, over which are the fasces. 
À heavy rounded moulding runs above these doors across 
the entire structure, over which is a variety of entablature 
broken by engaged plinths and ornamented panels. From 
this, in the bay, rise six large composite half-columns, 
coupled on each side of the commanding centre window. 
Between the paired half-columns and the outer single half- 
columns are empty niches with shell tops, over which are 
heavy projecting squared shields, or panels, above scrolled 
urns, rods and chains, and under carved eagles with 
drapery and pendants. Тһе real entablature surmounts 
this across the whole facade. Іп this frieze is а row of low 
rectangular windows, with projecting sills which break the 
architrave. Overthe capitals of the half-columns are broken 
projections alternately faced with the heads of a female, a 
lion, a bull and an eagle ; above which is a line of dentils. 

Each side of the curved bay entrance is а wall streaked 
with horizontally recessed joints and perpendicularly by 
two double superimposed composite pilasters. Here are 
squared doors capped by fasces, and, above, vertical window 
slits and the same low rectangular windows in the frieze, 
below which are great scrolled and wreathed shields, with 
trumpets, helmets, drapery and pendants. 

Back of, and projecting from these walls, are the plain 
end walls, the quoins of which are deeply recessed. From 
the heavy rounded moulding capping the podium of each 
wall are raised panelled plinths for each of four half. 
columns and end pilasters. This portion is lighted on each 
side by three huge round topped windows, crested by 
crowns, urns, rods and foliage, above which are the big 
squared shields, or panels, adorned by helmets, eagles, 
drapery and pendants. 

Over all this is a flat attic with scrolled end buttresses 
and two octagonal windows. Above this appears to be a 
high storey in the form of a Greek cross, which, however, 
is a mere elevation for the gallery within. Itis horizontally 
streaked with recessed joints. Тһе intersections of the 
arms of the cross are walled in, and each filling contains a 
vast bull's-eye window. On the finished ends of the 
cross are great shallow recesses containing six engaged 
Ionic columns, with two coupled sets in the centre and two 
pilasters on each side. Between these columns are а 
round topped centre window and two small side windows. 
An entablature surmounts this storey, over which is a vast 
elevated curved pediment, or blank panel. 

From this apparent storey rises the squared dome base, 
with its corners cut off, the cut portion being streaked with 
recessed joints and adorned with large squared ornate panels. 

In appearance the vast black dome is square, with 
elliptical bull’s-eye windows in the centre of the sides, but 
in reality it is octagonal, the corners being cut away and 
the resulting band adorned with urns, helmets, flags at 
the base and with shells, wreaths and palms half way up. 
It fits its base, and is capped by a squared balustrade with 
great corner urns. From this rises the big squared Renais- 
sance lantern. 

On entering this building, the visitor is flourished up to 
the auditorium, first by a grand centre curved stairway, 
then, under a broad, heavily foliated arch, by two curved 
stairs, then a single, then again a double curved sweep, 
to a Doric entrance hall with a row of coupled columns. 
These flights of stairs are embellished by iron scrolled 
handrails. 
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The auditorium, under the vast coffered, flowered, 
wreathed and latticed dome, with its rosettes, dentils, 
modillions, foliations and four shell-topped niches, is 


finely adapted to preaching. One side is filled by the 


mighty organ and great platform pulpit. The main floor 
is spacious, and above this on three sides are deep galleries 
under the sweeping arches of the Greek cross, each lit by 
the three windows noted from the outside. In what 
appear from the inside as pendentives are the four big 
bull’s-eyes. Broken entablatures, pilasters, panels, scrolls, 
leaves, sheaves, dosserets, modillions, lion’s heads, brat- 
tishing, dentils, coffers, curved pediments and bays, 
corbels, friezes, rolled mouldings, abound in this temple of 
worship. 

If the character of its builders should sanctify architecture, 
this should at least be sincere. Yet it is false in every- 
thing. Its symbolism isa lie. Even as a secular hall it is 
a counterfeit “style.” God is not in it. Beauty is not 
in it. Honesty is not in it. No reverence is here. It is 
a clutter—a clutter of French Opera House elements, badly 
used, with meaningless “ decoration." 
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Why should the building raised by а superstitious 
despot in а dark age be holy, and another, erected by a 
godly denomination in an enlightened time, be false ? 
I think because, beyond the monarch, the thirteenth century 
had a soul to make God the chief concern of man, to 
which builders must conform. On the other hand, our 
day, externalised, materialised, despiritualised and over- 
intellectualised by soulless and sceptical science and vul- 
garising democracy does not hold God the supreme concern 
of man ; so that, notwithstanding the faith of the founders 
of this edifice, neither they nor its architects could put 
into it anything holy or true. The soul of the age com- 
pelled the one. But the other reflects a dav when the fire 
of faith is dead in mankind. Тһе architects of the latter 
tried to speak a forgotten tongue, so could not even get the 
truth of а column ог of à pediment. 

This self-evident contrast, seen by thousands every day, 
is worth emphasising just to enforce this truth. How 
much better it would have been had the builders of our 
day "adapted," or even literally copied, а оеш type 
from the ages of faith.

Loren H. B. Knox, not only hurls approbrious epithets at 
the works of various artists included in the Exhibition, 
which he is, of course, fully entitled to do, but he goes 
further and criticises both an unfortunate visitor who 
happened to be in the Gallery at the time, and the personnel 
of the Gallery itself. I quote from his review. 

“То which the echoing youth, paid connoiseur of the 
establishment, gurgled assent as to flashing insight (віс).” 

The youth referred to can be no one but myself since the 
personnel of my Gallery consists of myself (the owner and 
manager) and а ladv secretary. I protest that it would 
not only be in the interest of good manners but of accurate 
criticism if Mr. Knox grounded his assertions on a more 
intimate acquaintanceship with facts. And I must add 
that it seems to me an undesirable and, I admit, disconcert- 
ting innovation, when art critics slay not only the painters 
whose works are there for exhibition, but the visitors and 
personnel who, so far as J am aware, are not.—Yours verv

Dear Sir,—Not the faintest reflection on the personal 
charactér of anyone visiting or connected with the 
Mayor Gallery was intended in my article of February 19. 
Mr. Mayor naturally resents my remarks on his exhibition 
which I consider an epitome of the soulless vulgarity and 
ugliness standard in esthetics to-day. But I do not think 
һе can rightly construe what I said into. anything but a 
scoring of the “ works" shown and a reflection on the 
soundness of his judgment on art and that of the young 
man visitor in extolling the same. At the beginning of mv 
article I said, “ I shall speak of them (the pictures) as 
epochal manifestations, without a trace of personal con- 
sideration." 

My attack was solely on what I think the hideous per- 
version of ~ art" there shown. It strikes me that so long 
ав the Mayor Gallery exhibits to and for the public, the 
canvases should be open to the same breadth of inter- 
pretation as would be those of the Royal Academy, for 
example. If I were writing up pictures there and saw what 
I thought particularly atrocious '' art," over which people 
whom [ considered affected cultists were expressing delight, 
I ask Mr. Mayor, would it or would it not be permissible 
to comment on the fact? I think that even he will admit 
that it would. How then does his gallery differ 2 


I see there a collection, open to the public, of what I 
believe to be utter perversions of painting in the form of 
Post-Impressionistic, Cubistic and other distortions, which, 
from my point of view, cannot be regarded as phases of 
art. Is it of any interest to my readers to know whether 
ог not anyone approves of these ssthetic atrocities? I 
think it is. How shall I show that? А young man 
enters who looks intelligent. I do not give his name, or 
know his name, or care to know him or his name. Не does 
approve of the specimens, as I think from affectation, 
false knowledge, imitation and as an echo of what he con- 
siders “ advanced ideas" on “art.” The Gallery pro- 
prietor whom I do not recognise, but who also looks 
intelligent, assents to his approval. I marvel that two 
apparently rational beings can do this. May I utter that 
marvel ? If I think these two are representative of a type 
of hyper cultivated individuals who thus foster what is not 
true art by extolling the counterfeit, have I not a right 
to note their folly ? 

It goes without saying that either Mr. Mayor or his paid 
assistant would endorse those encomiums. Mr. Mayor 
honestly, but I believe wrongly, thinks these canvases in 
his gallery are true art, and he has a perfect right to trv 
to sell them. Equally I have a right to try to educate the 
public to some degree of sense on this subject. 

Mr. Mayor must know that I am not writing a social- 
iesthetic column. I am not echoing the false twaddle of 
the ordinary art reviewer. My aim is to do what I can 
utterly to extirpate ideas from the public mind that there 
ін the faintest. trace of esthetic verity in such “art” as 
that to which his establishment seems devoted. He, and 
all others who display such stuff, I believe, deserve blame. 
16 is because no one talks sense on this subject that these 
counterfeits are exhibited and lauded by “ connoisseurs ” 
and “ art critics," who are incapable of going right on the 
subject. They have no capacity to know age-soul focalised 
by the artist's soul. 

In all fairness and friendliness, I will tell Mr. Mayor, 
but without compliments of conventional nonsense, that 
ere long I trust that neither he nor the directors of any 
other art gallery, private or public, will show this type of 
output, which is not true art, nor а phase in the develop- 
ment of art, but only the fungi of its decay and dissolution.

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Book Notes. 


A French Work on Construction. 

“ Traité Pratique de Construction Moderne." by С. Е. бее, 
engineer and architect. Vols. І. and П. Gauthier-Villars et 
Cie. Paris: 55 Quai des Grands- Augustins. 

We have been interested in looking over a French 
work on Building Construction contained in two paper- 
backed volumes of some 500 pages each, and written 
with the logical completeness and clarity which distinguish 
most French books dealing with scientific and quasi- 
scientific subjects. Тһе first volume deals with materials, 
natural and manufactured, methods of brick and tile 
making, heating, ventilation and water supply, drainage, 
sanitary work, electricitv and aspects. Тһе second volume 
covers the subject of foundations, the strength of masonry 
vaults and arches, walls, and also those of reinforced 
materials ; joinery, including that of shop fronts, stair- 
case construction, the strength of materials, the construc- 
tion of scaffolds, and steel and ferro-concrete roofs and 
other constructional forms. Our methods are во different 
from those employed on the Continent that these volumes, 
though very interesting, will chiefly be of use to those who 
are commissioned to carrv out work in France or Belgium ; 
but as far as we can judge, every aspect of building receives 
adequate treatment and explanation. 


Mitchell’s ** Building Construction," Part II. 

“ Building Construction." by Charles F. Mitchell. Part II. 
Advanced Course. 10th edition. London: В. T. Batsford, 
Ltd., 94 High Holborn. 

This is a new addition of а valuable book on construction, 
which is designed for the use of advanced and honours 
candidates for various professional examinations. The 
rapid extension of the application of steel and ferro- 
concrete to building, and the increasing necessity for economy 
in their use have made a correct knowledge of the stresses 
and principles of design in such materials most necessary. 

The chapters dealing with the theory underlying such 
design have, therefore, been rewritten and extended. 
Beyond its use for students, the book is intended to 
form a useful reference for all those engaged in building 
operations. 

The volume is composed of twenty-eight chapters, 
the first sixteen of which deal with materials generally, 
while the succeediug five treat of steelwork and ferro- 
concrete construction, and include a chapter on graphic 
statics. The three next chapters cover the subjects 
of roofs, joinery, stairs and handrailing, and the last chapters 
deal with sanitation and water supply, electric bells and 
lighting, апа hot-water and ventilating apparatus. Ап 
appendix contains specimens of the examination papers 
set by various authorities. 

The book contains 999 pages and about 800 illustrations, 
which are well and clearly reproduced. Тһе best comments 
on а work of reference can only adequately be made by 
one who has used it continually over a period of time, 
but from what we know of its past popularitv and can 
gather by a brief examination of its pages, the book should 
prove a useful addition to an architect's library. 


А Book of Furniture. 

“Му Book of Furniture," by Maurice Adams, A.R.I.B.A.: 
Maurice Adams, Ltd., Adams House, 6 Granville Place, 
Portman Square, W.1. 28. 6d. net. 

Mr. Maurice Adams has very wisely devoted his energies 
to the design and construction of furniture, and in a small 
but attractive book of 107 pages has given the results 
of his efforts. The office and showrooms of the company 
known as Maurice Adams, Ltd., are at Adams House, 
6 Granville Place, Portman Square, London, УЛ. Much 
of the furniture illustrated does not conform to any one 
tvpe or stvle, but 1s closely reminiscent of the Queen Anne 
and William and Mary period tvpes simplified, and almost 
all of it relies on the natural beauty of the wood used 
on the value of curved forms rather than on mouldings. 
Mr. Adams has named much of his furniture “ Queen 
Alexandra," or * King George V." style, and many of the 
examples shown are excellent and refined. We do not 


altogether like the high and somewhat acute rounded 
forms which Mr. Adams affects in many of his mirrors 
and dressing-tables, nor do we much саге for his ^ horn " 
beds, in which the foot of the bed is marked at each angle 
by what is practically an upturned leg, but in making these 
two criticisms we exhaust all we һауе to mention in dis- 
praise of the furniture shown. Тһе evolution of new forms 
in design is attended, as we all know, with great difficulty, 
and yet may be a commercial necessity if a furniture designer 
is ever to make an independent reputation and not give 
us essays on well-known styles and types. Some of the 
furniture illustrated conforms to styles, being described 
as Cromwellian, Chippendale or Cabriole, and these more 
strictly stylistic works are among the best of those illus- 
trated. Тһе book is gratifying as showing a large amount 
of work marked by restraint and simplicity, and it is 
evident that a visit to the company's showrooms would 
well repay anyone wishing to furnish а house. 


The Wren Society. 


Vol. П of the Wren Society, 1925. St. Paul's Cathedral: 
Original Wren drawings from the collection in the Library 
of St. Paul's Cathedral. Issued only to subscribers and 
printed for the Wren Society at the University Press, Oxford. 
There appears to be no record of the presentation of 

the two volumes of Wren drawings in the library of St. 

Paul's which were brought to the notice of the Society Бу 

the surveyor of the Cathedral, and of the first of which the 

Societv's second volume deals. Out of the 185 items con- 

tained in the two volumes, 108 have been selected for 

publication, 49 from Volume I and 59 from Volume П, 

for this and next year's publication of the Society. There 

are in this collection of drawings a number of prints showing 
the building as intended at various dates, and later on the 

Society intends dealing with these prints in a series, but 

at present the actual drawings are of greater value. Many 

references are made in the two volumes of the All Souls 
collection published in the Society ' s first volume, and this 
should prove of value, as it links up the two collections. 

The present volume contains many draughts of the sup- 
ports of the dome, the side elevation of apse and adjoining 
bay, the elevation of the upper part of the transept, draw- 
ings of the Western Chapel and Library, the detail of the 
cross surmounting the dome, the west front before the 
design of the upper part of the two western towers was finally 
determined, a study for the lantern over dome and for the 
front of the choir, a section througb the choir, looking west, 
and other interesting matter. Опе is led to think as 
one looks through the volume of the advantages brought 
about by the slower progress of building in the past as 
compared with the present. The processes by which modern 
work is carried out tend to crvstallise a first design on the 
basis of which complete working drawings are drawn up, 
quantities based and tenders obtained. There is less free- 
dom given to the making of modifications which upset 
much carefully considered and detailed work, making the 
designer chary of embarking on great changes. In the case 
of St. Paul's we have only to compare the progress sketches 
with the executed work to see how greatly the latter has 
gained bv delay and to wonder whether in our estimate of 
the relative merit of present and past work we make quite 
enough allowance for the handicap we now work under. 
The problem of St. Paul's was at every stage an extremely 
complicated one, and the building as executed is the out- 
come of ingenious compromise between conflicting 
svstems of construction which, paradoxically, have given 
us at one and the same time one of the world's greatest 
buildings and one of the most colossal falsities ever con- 
trived Бу the ingenuity of man. 

Be this as it mav, the Wren Society's illustrations of the 
original drawings are of the first interest to us all апа of 
the greatest encouragement as showing how tentatively and 
gradually a great design may take shape. The Society 
appeals for more members to enable it to extend the scope 
of its most useful efforts, and we trust in this they will meet 
with the full success which their efforts undoubtedly deserve, 
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Quaint Trade Recipes of Long Ago. 
By C. Edgar Thomas. 


Among what the late Austin Dobson would probably 
have termed “а ragged collection of books " it was the 
present writer’s fortune recently to hight upon a quaint 
little volume compiled by one William Pybus, and published 
at Hull, at the price of 10s. 6d., in the year 1810. Its title 
runs: “А Manual of Useful Knowledge, being a Collection 
of Valuable Receipts and Philosophical Experiments, 
selected from various authors." From the dust upon it, 
it had evidently been long asleep. It was cosmopolitan, 
too, in the matter of its literary bed-fellows, for standing 
sentinel on either side (we acknowledge the anachronism !) 
were Mr. Colley Cibber’s most awful tragedy of “ Caesar 
in Egypt," and, wonder of wonders, the fifth edition of the 
“ Narrative of all the Robberies, Escapes, etc., of the 
notorious Jack Sheppard." 

But all this is by the way. Our fingers were soon busied 
in turning the pages of our find. Almost at once our 
attention was arrested by particulars of “А Composition 
for Roofing Houses, as communicated by the Royal Society 
of Sweden.” It runs: 

" Let tar be boiled in an iron pot; get charcoal finely 
powdered, mix it with the tar, by constantlv stirring it 
till the whole 18 reduced to the state of mortar, and spread 
it upon а boarded covering with а broad wooden trowei, 
to the thickness of one fourth or fifth of an inch; it will 
become hard and durable. Neither the heat nor cold of 
this climate will affect №: it is with this composition that 
the peasants of Sweden cover their houses." 

It must not be assumed that tiles for roofing were un- 
known at this period, for а subsequent recipe details a 
method of employing them “ by which one half of the 
quantity usually required for that purpose is sufficient." 
Here it is : 

“М. Cathala, а French architect, has invented а new 
method of employing tiles for the roofs of houses. The 
tiles are to be made of a square, instead of an oblong form. 
The hook by which they are fastened is at one of the angles, 
во that when fastened to the laths, they hang down diagon- 
ally, and every tile 18 covered one fifth part on two sides, 
by the superior row. А gentleman in this country (Mr. 
Chiffney) some little time ago, obtained a patent for laying 
slates in a similar manner." 

Other pages furnish us with at least two recipes for 
making cement. One is specially concerned with “ап 
excellent cement " for the express purpose of “ curing 
Damp Walls." It was to be prepared in the following 
manner : 

“ Вой two quarts of tar with two ounces of kitchen 


grease, for a quarter of an hour in an iron pot ; add some of - 


this tar to a mixture of slaked lime and powdered glass, 
which have passed through a flour sieve, and been constantly 
dried over the fire in an iron pot, in the proportion of two 
parts of lime and one of glass, till the mixture becomes of 
the consistence of thin plaster. The cement must be used 
immediately after being mixed, and therefore it is proper 
not to mix more of it than will coat one square foot of wall, 
since it quickly becomes too hard for use, and care must 
be taken to prevent any moisture from mixing with the 
cement. For a wall merely damp, a coating one eighth 
of an inch thick will be sufficient ; but if the wall is wet, 
there must be a second coat. Plaster made of lime, hair, 
and plaster of Paris, may afterwards be laid on as a cement. 
The cement above described will unite the parts of Portland 
Stone or Marble, so as to make them as durable as they 
were prior to the fracture." 

The other has reference to “ Derbyshire Spar, and other 
Stones," and reads as follows : 

“А Cement for this purpose may be made with about 
seven or eight parts of resin, and one of beeswax, melted 
together, with a small quantity of plaster of Paris. If it 
13 wished to make the cement fill up the place of any small 
chips that may have been lost, the quantity of plaster must 
be increased a little; when the ingredients are well mixed, 
and the whole is nearly cold, the mass should be well 


kneaded together. The pieces of spar that are to be joined, 
must be heated until they will melt the cement, and then 
pressed together, some of the cement being previously 
interposed. Melted sulphur, applied to fragments of 
stone previously heated (by placing them before a fire) to 
at least the melting point of sulphur, and then joined with 
the sulphur between, makes a pretty firm and durable 
joining. Little deficiencies in the stone, as chips out of 
corners, etc., may also be filled up with melted sulphur, 
in which some of the powder of the stone has been mixed : 
heat the stone first." 

Idly turning the pages we soon come to the thorny 
question of Ventilation, a matter that has taxed the brain- 
boxes of countless generations. The writer commences 
with the somewhat ingenuous remark that there are various 
ways of ventilation, or changing the air of rooms. А certain 
Mr. Tidd, we gather, contrived to overcome the difficulty 
by the somewhat complicated method of 

“ taking out the middle upper sash pane of glass, and fix- 
ing in its place a frame box, with a round hole in its middle, 
of about six orseven inches diameter, in which holes are fixed, 
behind each other, a set of sails, of уегу thin, broad copper 
plates, which spread over and cover the circular hole, so 
as to make the air, which enters the room, and turning round 
these sails, to spread round in thin sheets sideway, and so 
as not to incommode persons by blowing directly upon 
them, as it would do if it were not hindered by the 
sails." 

It is admitted that the foregoing plan is “ very unseemly 
and disagreeable in good rooms," and another, invented by 
“ the late ingenious Mr. John Whitehurst ” is recommended. 
His system consisted in 

“ opening a small square or rectangular hole in the party 
wall of the room, in the upper part, near the ceiling, at а 
corner or part distant from the fire; before it he placed 
a thin piece of metal, or pasteboard, etc., attached to the 
wall in its lower part, just before the hole, but declining 
from it upwards, so as to give the air that enters the hole, 
a direction upwards against the ceiling, along which it 
sweeps, and disperses itself through the room, without 
blowing in a current against any person." 

The method is described as being an admirable one for 
the cure of smoky chimneys, while a picture placed before 
the hole will prevent the disfigurement of the room. 

Quite а number of these old recipes are concerned with 
the treatment of timber for building purposes. Неге 18 
one for the seasoning of green timber and rendering it 
immediately fit for use. 

“ After cutting down the timber from the stock, take off 
the outer bark immediately, and also the inner rind clean 
to the wood ; cut it up to the different purposes for which 
it may be wanted, whether scanthngs for roofings, joists, 
planks, deals, or the like. After preparing them for their 
proper use, steep them in lime water for a few days, or 
pay them over with a little of the lime, along with the water. 
The hotter it is used after the lime is slacked so much the 
better. Lime water is made by slacking the lime shells 
in water. This will answer equally well for round trees. 
The author of this method says he has been for a great 
number of years past, used to take down and repair both 
ancient and modern buildings, in which a good deal of 
Scots fir had been used, but he never found one inch either 
rotten or worm eaten, where it was in the least connected 
with lime, and kept dry; on the contrarv, he found it 
more hard and firm than when first used." 

At the beginning of the last century, green wood, to 
prevent it splitting ш the turning, was apparently treated 
in the following manner: “ Having cut your wood into 
pieces of а proper size, put it into а vessel full of ley made 
with wood ashes, boil it there about an hour, then, taking 
the cauldron off the fire, allow the lev to cool, then take 
out the wood, and dry it in the shade." А composition 
for preserving weather boardings was fourd in the fol- 
lowing :— 
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“ Take three parts of air-slaked lime, two of wood ashes, 
and one of fine sand, or seal coal ashes ; sift these through 
a fine sieve, and add as much linseed oil as will bring it to 
a consistence for working with a painter’s brush; great 
care must be taken to mix it perfectly. I believe grinding 
it as paint would be an improvement; two coats are 
necessary, the first rather thin, the second as thick as can 
conveniently be worked." 

To harden wood, especially that for use as pulleys, 
boiling it for seven or eight minutes in olive oil was recom- 
mended. It would then become as hard as copper. Several 
pages are taken up with odd methods for staining and 
colouring wood. Obviously one cannot quote a tithe of 
these; two must suflice. 


METHOD oF GiviNG AN Евому Brack ro HARD AND FINE 
Woops. 

“ Rub it with aquafortis а little diluted ; small threads 
of wood will rise in the drying, which you will rub off with 
pumice stone, repeat this process again, and then rub the 
wood with the following composition. Put into a glazed 
earthen vessel a pint of strong vinegar, two ounces of fine 
iron filings, and half a pound of pounded galls, and allow 
them to infuse for three or four hours on hot cinders ; at 
the end of this time augment the fire, and pour into the 
vessel four ounces of copperas (sulphate of iron) and a 
chopin of water, having half an ounce of borax and as 
much indigo dissolved in it, and make the whole boil till 
a froth rises; rub several lavers of this upon your wood, 
and when it is dry polish it with leather, on which you have 
put a little tripoli. 

“ METHOD OF GIVING A Fixe Враск Согоов To Woon. 

“ Steep your wood for two or three days in luke-warm 
water, in which a little alum has heen dissolved ; then put 
а handful of logwood, cut small, into a pint of water, and 
boil it down to less than half а pint. If you then add a 
little indigo the colour will be more beautiful; spread a 
laver of this liquor quite hot on your wood with a pencil, 
which will give it a violet colour ; when it is dry spread on 
another layer, dry it again, and give it a third ; then boil 
verdigrease, at discretion, in its own vinegar, and spread 
a layer of it on your wood ; when it is dry rub in with a 
brush, and then with oiled chamois skin; this gives a fine 
black, and imitates perfectly the colour of ebony.” 

And then we all know that wood burns ; they knew that 
in 1810! Therefore it 18 not surprising to find included 
in this little book particulars of a powder " that. will prevent 
wood from catching fire." 

* Take one ounce of sulphur, one ounce of red ochre, and 
six ounces of copperas, mix them together and pulverise 
them. To prevent wood catching fire, it is first covered 
with joiner's glue, over which the powder is spread. This 
process is repeated three or four times after the wood has 
become dry." 

Varnishing and lacquering are dismissed with one recipe 
apiece. Varnishing for pales and coarse woodwork was 
undertaken with the aid of " anv quantitv of tar; and 
gr nd it with as much Spanish brown as it will bear, without 
rendering it too thick to be used as a paint or varnish, and 
then spread it on the pales, or other wood, as soon as 
convenient, for it quickly hardens by keeping. This 
mixture must be laid on the wood to be varnished by a 
large brush, or house painter's tool, and the work should 
then be kept as free from dust and insects as possible, till 
the varnish be thoroughly dry. It will, if laid on smooth 
wood, have a verv good gloss, and is an excellent preserva- 
tive of it against moisture, on which account, as well as 
its being cheaper, it 1s far preferable to painting, not only 
for pales, but for weather boarding, and all other kinds of 
woodwork for grosser purposes. Where the glossy brown 
colour is not liked, the work тау be made of a greyish 
brown by mixing а small proportion of white lead, or whit- 
ing or ivory black, with the Spanish brown." 

Lacquering for brass necessitated taking— 

“ Eight ounces of spirits of wine, and one ounce of 
annatto, well bruised ; mix this in a bottle bv itself; then 
take one ounce of gamboge, and mix it in like. manner, to 
the same quantity of spirits ; also bruised saffron, steeped

in spirits, to nearly the same proportion. After this take 
seed lac varnish, what quantity you please, and you may 
brighten it to your mind by the above mixture. If it be 
too yellow, add a little more from the annatto bottle; and 
if it be too red, add a little more from the gamboge or 
saffron bottle; if too strong, add a little spirits of wine. 
&c. Thus you may temper lacquer, or varnish, to what 
degree of perfection you please." 

At the commencement we quoted a Swedish recipe ; 
another from that country explains how the Swedes pre- 
served from rust ironwork exposed to the air. It runs: 

" They take such a quantity of pitch and tar as they 
think they may then have occasion for, and mix it up 
with such a quantity of the best sort of soot as not to make 
it too thick for use. With this composition they paint or 
besmear all the parts of the ironwork ; for which purpose 
they make use of short, hard brushes, because they must 
press pretty strongly upon the iron, in order to give it a 
sufficient quantity, and they always chuse to perform this 
operation in the spring time of the year, because the mode- 
rate heat of that season hardens the pitch so much, that 
it is never melted by the succeeding heats of the summer, 
but on the contrary acquires such а gloss as to look like 
varnish. This ін found by experience to preserve iron 
from rust much better than any sort of paint; and is as 
cheap as any that can be made use of." 

The employment of little children for chimney sweeping 
ін now, happily, a thing of the past. May not be traced 
in this final example of these quaint old recipes the germ 
idea of the modern sweep's brush ? 

“ Procure а rope for the purpose, twice the length of 
the height of the chimney; to the middle of it tie a bush 
(broom, furze, or any other) of sufficient size to fill the 
chimney, put one end of the rope down the chimney 
(if there be any windings in it, tie а bullet or round 
stone to the end of the rope), and introduce the wood 
end of the bush. After the rope has descended into the 
chamber, there let а person pull it down. Тһе bush, bv 
the elasticity of its twigs, brushes the sides of the chimney 
аз it descends, and carries the soot with it. If necessarv, 
the person at the top, who has hold of the other end of the 
rope, draws the brush up again ; but in this case, the person 
below must turn the bush to send the wood end foremost, 
before he call to the person at top to pull it up." 


An Offer Worth Considering on Conditions. 

Representatives of the Building Trade Workers of 
Scotland waited upon Sir John Gilmour, Secretary of State 
for Scotland, and stated that if the Government would 
give them the same terms as those given to Lord Weir thev 
would build brick or stone houses in less time than Lord 
Weir “could deliver his inferior structures," This, if 
accompanied by guarantees, would well deserve considera- 
tion. We know that one of the principal causes of the 
greatly increased cost of building is low production and 
not high wages, and if only brick or stone houses could 
be built in the same or less time than Weir houses thev 
would be cheap enough. But we do not see how this most 
desirable result can be effected unless the trade unions 
modify their methods. Still, the fact that such an offer 
should be made from such a source is а gratifving sign of 
the times and we are by no means inclined to put it on one 
side as a mere exhibition of fireworks, but rather hope it 
mav be a sign that labour is beginning to take a truer view 
of the eause of national difficulties.

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The Appreciation of Art. 
By E. Leslie Gunston, A.R.I.B.A. 


The Napoleonic dictum regarding this country of ours 
that we were a nation of shopkeepers seemed to indicate 
that he, a great military genius, considered that we were 
lacking in the cultivation and appreciation of the arts. 
This is a hard saying considering that just before the time 
at which these words were uttered some of the finest 
paintings and some of the finest literature of recent times 
had been produced by the British nation, although it is 
true the giants in literature of the Victorian era had yet to 
come. In the art of music we were sadly deficient, but 
then, with rare exceptions, we have always been deficient 
in great composers compared with those produced by other 
nations. 

Be that аз it may, this question of our lacking in apprecia- 
tion of the fine arts is interesting from the point of view of 
to-day. Are we as a nation really concerned about art as 
manifested in architecture, painting and music ? Do we 
really trouble ourselves to understand and appreciate these 
arts? The answer, it must be confessed, is ^ Хо”; we 
do not bother very much about the cultivation of the 
beautiful, but an age of enlightenment seems a little nearer 
now than it did some time ago. This age is still far distant, 
however, and the work of education must go on, for it is 
only by education that appreciation of the arts is attained. 
While some have the natural intuition for seeing beauty 
in most things, many can train themselves so that their 
taste improves as they grow older, but many more are 
absolutely indifferent to the arts, and, what is perhaps 
worse, feel no need of them. What is to some the verv 
breath of life is considered by others as more of a weakness 
than anything else, and an appreciation of fine things is 
looked upon as something to be ashamed of. This is not 
80, apparently, in other countries, but we are a strange 
people. 

Many go through life without any conscious appreciation 
of architecture, painting, poetry or music, and often like 
what is bad through sheer ignorance of what is good. 
Beautiful buildings are passed by unnoticed by the majority. 
Most tourists visit places for a few hours just to say they 
have been there, and that is all. No lasting impression is 
made, and what the town or city reallv looked like is not 
remembered. They have no time to let the atmosphere 
of the place sink into their minds, and it is only by doing 
this that any appreciation of buildings and of places can 
come to the traveller. Architecture and design is so little 
understood that a good building is the same to the casual 
glance as а bad one. Тһе sense of the fitness of things 18 
so undeveloped that а window at the top of а chimney 
stack or а colonnade of Ionic columns in a Gothic cathedral 
would not be considered amiss by the great majority of 
people. 

The designing of a building by an architect is only vaguely 
guessed at, and that a building requires an immense amount 
of study through all the stages of preliminary sketches, 
small and then larger scale drawings, and full sizes is not 
appreciated at all. Buildings just grow or are designed 
on the spot in the good old mediaeval fashion—for surely 
the builder does all the necessary designing! Without 
first understanding some of the difficulties encountered, 
and methods adopted by an architect in designing a 
building, little real appreciation of the work involved can 
be given. Some people know they like a building, but 
why they like it they cannot say. Perhaps it conveys to 
them a sense of great strength, rhvthm, or some indescrib- 
able satisfaction, which is but the result of а definite 
object having been obtained by the architect in his search 
after the fitting design, the perfect proportions and the 
suitable ornamentation. Design, as has recently been said 
in these columns, * consists of an assembly of facts in the 
mind, and the correct application of the facts to a given 
problem." Хо better illustration can be given of the truth 
that if anything is designed that exactly fulfils the purpose 
for which it was intended, then it has of necessity some 
qualitv of beauty. Take, for instance, the modern loco- 


motive. What finer sight could there be than one of these 
magnificent engines sweeping through a station at a mile 
a minute? The very design of it seems to denote great 
strength. It was not designed essentially as a thing of 
beauty, but as a most complicated machine of practical 
utility. А thing of beauty 1t 1s, however, because every- 
thing superfluous has been eliminated and only the vital 
parts for perfect working remain. Another instance of the 
inherent beauty brought about by the elimination of every- 
thing superfluous is the modern battleship, a design of 
great strength, unconsciously attained. Тһе grand руга- 
midal massing up of the multifarious parts, the impedi- 
menta of naval warfare, the guns and the great mainmast 
and funnel in the centre is magnificent, but everything is 
necessary for the purpose for which it was built. We may 
perhaps be straying from the appreciation of art, but if 
the sight of such things gladden the heart and eve of 
anyone, it shows that appreciation of the art of building 
is present, not necessarily architecture, as is usually соп- 
sidered, but the architecture of battleships and locomotives. 

To turn to one of the sister arts of architecture, namely, 
painting and kindred subjects, appreciation of what is 
really good is far less common than may be supposed. If 
the art of painting were really appreciated, then the 
National Gallery, the Wallace Collection and some rooms 
at the Tate Gallery would be crowded every day instead of 
only at week-ends, as at present, and even then they 
cannot be said to be crowded. It is more than likely that 
not ten persons in every thousand who every day pass the 
National Gallery have ever been inside. It is presumed 
they must be content with the covers of their magazines 
and their inferior reproduct:ons. "The glories of the Italian 
schools and the homely exquisite pictures from the Nether- 
lands do not appeal to them. 

It is the modern craze, especially among the better 
educated, to admire the pictures of certain artists who 
cannot draw, have no sense of the subtleties of colour, and 
whose only outlook on life is one of sordidness and profound 
melancholy. These men produce canvases and drawings 
which for sheer infantile incompetence it would be difficult 
to equal. The drawing is usually that of the standard of 
a clild of ten, and the colouring of a similar degree of 
excellence. This passes for art and some go into raptures 
over it, which only proves that those who profess to admire 
this sort of picture are either trying to appreciate something 
they do not understand, and which is hailed by irresponsible 
and gushing critics as something really new and beautiful, 
or else their good taste is non-existent, for no one who is sane 
can for a moment let his better judgment be so warped as 
to think that these daubs and grotesque drawings are 
anything but the products of disordered minds. 

Such artists of recent times as Leighton and Sargent, and 
many others, are despised by these futurists because they 
achieved amazing feats of draughtsmanship. There is more 
in cne of Sargent's masterly brush strokes than all their 
messy daubs and childish drawings. Perhaps this silly 
craze to admire the ugly (and this craze, unfortunately, is 
not confined only to painting) will soon perish, and people 
will not continue to wish to be thought smart by admiring 
productions lacking in beauty. Тһе true appreciation of 
painting and the kindred subjects will come through training 
the mind to search for beautv, and to understand the 
limitations of the materials аё the artist's disposal. 

Let us consider now the other great art—that of Music. 
We are not what one would call a musical nation. We 
have produced few composers of any greatness, and the 
British nation has not been а musical nation in the 
sense that Germany has been. What names have we to 
compare with those of Bach, Mozart, Beethoven and 
Wagner, to mention four of the very greatest names from 
the Continent ? Sir Edward Elgar is, no doubt, our finest 
living composer, if not the greatest. British composer of any 
time. The names of Purcell and Bvrd are great in the list 
of English composers of earlier davs. and we have some 
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PANNING the years—those arches link іп 

an eternal chain the past, present and 
fatere. From each pier leaps the half- 
span «pwards to join another in mid-air. 
Thus are the years linked in the Aisles of 


Time.

And, as span follows span, Mankind strives to 
embody and build into those arches something 
of his advancement and progress, so that each 
succeeding опе may outvie its predecessor in 
perfection.

We, as a Fiem, add with enthusiasm our quota 
of craftsmanship, sparing no effort to better 
what we had thought the best, and leaving— 
built into each succeeding span—the mark of 
our workmanship. 
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living composers whose names will ђе remembered. But 
if we are not a nation to produce a Bach or a Wagner, a 
Tchaikovsky or a Chopin, we do not appreciate music as 
we should. Our concert halls are rarely full, except when 
some great ^ star " is singing, but there is a glamour about 
these great singers that attracts а crowd, and it is not 
altogether a love of fine music. that collects the large 
audience. So many people are content to hear very 
second-rate music. Give them some of the `` restaurant "' 
melodies one hears nowadays and they are quite happy and 
do not wish for any first-class works. 16 18 more than 
likely they have never heard any one of Beethoven's or 
Tchaikovsky's symphonies, though with the tremendous 
popularity of the gramophone, classical music is not 
confined to а few performances in the concert hall. Few 
people, however, buy gramophones to educate themselves 
in music and to play what is good, their chief recreation 
being jazz music and perhaps extracts from the musical 
comedies of the day. If they hear Wagner. Bach or 
César Franck, or any of the great musical geniuses, they 
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do not understand. and therefore do not appreciate. It 
13 a curious fact that а composer may be well known by 
one very often inferior composition, and the multitude 
do not trouble to find out and hear any other works that 
most probably have made his name immortal. Many 
who know the melody of the Wedding March from 
" Lohengrin" have never heard the love duet from 
“ Tristan and Isolde,” or the Fire Music from the “ Val- 
kyrie " ; many who know T'chaikovsky's `* Chanson Triste ” 
have never even heard of his fourth, fifth or sixth sym- 
phonies, and to some the Funeral March is the only work 
Chopin has written, and many more do not know that it 15 
only a part of a sonata. 

This lack of interest in and appreciation of things archi- 
tectural, pictorial and musical 1s sad, but as time goes on 
perhaps the cultivation of the Arts may become so much 
a part of our daily life that good buildings, good pictures and 
good music will be so plentiful that there will be no oppor- 
tunities for bad work to predominate, as it unfortunately 
does at the present time.

The Manchester Town Planning Scheme.* 


We are constantly noting the increased interest 
taken in town planning, as evidenced by the publica- 
tion of books dealing with different centres and 
authorised by the authorities of those centres. The 
most illuminating of all hitherto published have been 
those on which Professor Abercrombie has been em- 
ployed as he has a special gift for understanding in 
their broadest aspects the needs of a district and 
laying down means by which these needs may be best 
met. The last survey on which he was engaged, that 
of East Kent, is a masterly achievement and one which 
seems likely to bear immediate fruit, while his survey 
of Dublin is equally good but may remain a paper 
scheme because of financial and other difficulties. 

The report now before us, which deals with Man-

chester, is a colossal undertaking since the area dealt 
with is one of 1,020 miles with a population of 8,000,000 
and an assessable value of about £20,000,000, while 
the report states that “ there is no other comparable 
self-contained region in which industry and commerce 
are so highly and completely developed," which makes 
it the more necessary to put every acre to its most 
productive use and to provide every possible facility 
of communication. 

The committee is composed of representatives of 
7 county boroughs, 30 boroughs, 66 urban districts 
and 14 rural districts, these bodies sending 118 repre- 
sentatives in all. Besides these the county councils 
of Cheshire, Derbyshire, Lancashire and the West 
Riding of Yorkshire, the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce, the Manchester Society of Architects, the 
Garden City and Town Planning Association, the Lan- 
cashire and Cheshire Branch of the Roads Improvement 
Association, the Northern Division of the Town Plan- 
ning Institute and the Ancient Monuments Society,

together with representatives of the Ministries of Health 
and Transport, are all co-opted members of the Com- 
mittee without voting power; the Committee num- 
bering 320 in all. Іп the preparation of the regional 
scheme the Committee has operated through a number 
of sub-committees. 

The whole district covered is contained within an 
irregular circle with a radius of some 15 milas from 
Manchester, this area embracing Chorley on the north- 
west, Rawtenstall on the north, Saddleworth and 
Entwistle on the east, Buxton on the south-east, 
Warrington on the south-west, while on the west it 
stretches up to, but does not include, Wigan. Мап- 
chester, Salford, Oldham, Bolton, Bury, Rochdale, 
Macclesfield are all included in the area covered, 
which forms practically the textile district of England. 

The objects of the Committee are defined as being : 
(a) То advise as to the linking up and co-ordination of 
town planning schemes within the area; (b) the 
preparation of a regional plan for the area to deal 
with lines of communication by road, rail and water, 
including new roads and the widening of existing ones, 
the allocation of portions of the area to particular 
users, the location of regional parks, open spaces and 
other reservations, the general lines of development of 
the area and other matters. А special staff was 
appointed to deal with the necessary work of prepara- 
tion for a period of three years. 

The object of the Committee has not been to prepare 


a detailed scheme for the whole distriet, which would 
be an immense task, but rather to lay down certain 
general lines which would have to be observed in the 
preparation of the detailed local schemes within the 
area; in other words to decentralise in order to obtain 
the advantage of collective planning over the area. 
The next stage will be the preparation of detailed plans 
for the various areas into which the district has been 
subdivided. 

The distriet includes both high moorlands in the 
Pennine distriet and flat plains 1n. Cheshire, some of 
which are so low-lying as to be subject to periodical 
flooding, which forms a natural barrier to building 
activities. There is a close connection between the 
abundance of pure soft water of the Mersey and the 
development of the dyeing and bleaching processes of 
the textile industry. The road problems аге un- 
usually difficult owing to the fact that building develop- 
ment has been practically continuous over extended 
areas, together with the existence of very heavy traffic 
and the location of many mills in isolated situations ; 
259 miles of new roadways are suggested, and the 
widening of existing roads for 79 miles. 

It is suggested that very large areas could be retained 
for agricultural use if compensation was paid to their 
owners on the basis of the difference on value between 
agricultural and building values, which need not be 
costly, as much of the land has little value for the 
latter uses. 
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The report recommends that building areas should 
be zoned according to their suitability for industrial 
or domestic building and that open spaces, of which 
there are at present 500, should be increased by the 
addition of a large number of parks, for at present 
there is but one acre for every 600 inhabitants. The 
Committee recommends that the proportion should 
in future be one acre to every 500 persons. 

There are many picturesque villages within the area 
and many buildings of historical and architectural 
interest. These include Worsley Old Hall, Clayton 
Hall, Ordsall Hall, Kenyon, Peel Hall, Astley Hall, 
Smithalls Hall, Hall г the Wood, Great Lever Hall, 
Tonge Hall, Kersall Hall, Slade Hall, Bramsall Hall, 
and several others. | 

Proposals for the right development of such a dis- 
trict, spoilt as it is by the results of sporadic individual 
action, are rendered most difficult and complicated by 
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circumstances. Just as our law is case law and not 
codified law, building development and road making 
have until comparatively recently fitted into no ordered 
scheme, but, like Topsy, have “ growed.” Hence, 
excepting in such a very exceptional case as that of 
the Kast Kent Coal Fields or such a city as Canberra, 
we are at every turn confronted with obstinate facts, 
and what is ideal can only be carried out very tenta- 
tively if indeed circumstances allow it to be carried 
out at all. The town planner is for this reason often 
considered an unpractical dreamer, but he is in reality 
a very practical adviser by whose help alone we can 
in the future save ourselves enormous expenditure 
and inconvenience. Without the immediate applica- 
tion of the remedies of the town planner great and 
growing urban districts will become impossibly con- 
gested by the weight of population and its manifold 
needs.

Notes and Comments. 


The Shakespeare Theatre. 

The destruction of the Shakespeare Theatre at Stratford- 
on-Avon will raise many questions. It is hardly likely that 
if reconstructed public taste would now endorse anything 
of the character of the building destroyed, suggesting as 
it does “ revivalist " influences. It is also a question whether 
Stratford-on-Avon, save for sentimental reasons, is the 
best place for a Shakespeare Theatre, and whether it would 
not be best to make an attempt to bring about what 18 so 
ardentlv desired by Shakespeare students, the building of 
a theatre in London. At Stratford such a building rather 
forms a memorial than fills a need, and those who make a 
pilgrimage to Stratford would probablv find a Shakespeare 
Theatre in London an infinitely greater attraction. Shake- 
speare wrote his plays for the English people, and not for 
the inhabitants of his birthplace alone. It will, in any case, 
be interesting to see what will be done, and we hope an 
architect. of eminence will be employed whatever is decided 
upon. 


Wembley. 


Ап agreement has been reached between the Wembley 
District Council and the liquidators of the British Empire 
Exhibition under which it is agreed that the site can be 
used for factories, with the exception of a strip along 
Raglan Gardens, which will be given to the Council for 
street widening, and a plot of land formerly used as a 
charabanc park, which will be utilised as an open space. 
The Malava and New Zealand buildings will, it is stated, 
be pulled down. It has always seemed to us to be regrettable 
that an enterprise of such a scope as the British Empire 
Exhibition should have been carried out on any site other 
than one on which the buildings erected could in the future 
be utilised for exhibition purposes. Exhibitions for various 
purposes have become so constant a feature of modern life 
that there is every reason why they should be held in 
buildings of a permanent nature, which could be rented 
from time to time for any other uses. Such a position as 
the White Citv would seem to us to be far better suited for 
permanent exhibition purposes than Wembley, and we 
might suggest that in the numerous schemes for the 
improvement of London this want should be borne in 
mind and, if possible, provided for. 


London University Again. 


The University of London Union Society discussed a 
motion `* That in the opinion of this House a centralised 
site, preferably in Bloomsbury, is the only solution of the 
problem of the future of the London University." As is well 
known, the University have been offered this site, and 
this site only, and it has always seemed to us that the fact 
that the site was to be a free gift has been the only factor 
which has secured its consideration. The Bloomsburv 
site is intersected by public roads, which is far from ren- 
dering it an ideal one for the purposes needed. Its chief 
attractions are the neighbourhood of University College 
and the British Museum, but even these inducements do not 
seem to us to be sufficiently convincing arguments. Among 
other sites proposed are Holland House, South Kensington, 
and ап ош де area, sav, in the neighbourhood of Hampstead, 
and we are inclined to think that this would be found to be a 
better solution. An ideal university site is not one in the 
middle of a great city, but rather one on which its buildings 
тау be conveniently disposed, and in connection with 
which suitable hostels and similar accommodation can be 
erected. Besides this the cost of the site, wherever it шау 
be, is only a small item in the total expenditure, and it is 
the best manner in which an enormous total sum can ulti- 
matelv be spent which should govern the issue rather 
than that of a preliminary economy. For all these reasons 
we hope that the offer of the Bloomsbury area will not 
he allowed to determine the greater issue or to tie the 
hands of future generations. 


The Birmingham Town Hall. 

We are sorry to note that the Birmingham Town Council 
and the architects of the city appear to be at cross purposes 
about the reconstruction of the interior of the town hall. 
It 18 proposed to improve the arrangements to render 
them in accordance with the requirements necessary for 
the safety and convenience of places of public meeting, 
and incidentallv to provide 500 additionalseats. In a letter 
to the " Birmingham Daily Post," Mr. Rupert Savage 
points out that the City Engineer has developed a taste for 
civic architecture апа wants to take over, in addition to 
his own verv numerous and verv exacting functions, 
the work of designing public buildings hitherto considered 
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the special function of those specifically trained for the 
purpose. The Council, after receiving a deputation from 
the local Association, have resolved to adhere to their own 
course. 

This seems to us a most retrograde policy on the part of 
one of the most progressive municipalities in the country. 
Birmingham has many good architects, some of whom 
have carried out work of the greatest importance, and it is 
to these men, and not a municipal engineer, that architec- 
tural work should be given. We have no quarrel with 
engineers, but we believe that real economy is only made 
possible by the employment of men in the capacity for 
which they have been trained. We neither want engineers’ 
architecture nor architects’ engineering. Ап engineer 
employed to carry out architectural work in many cases 
has to rely on, and is largely in the hands of, the decora- 
tive firms he employs, because he is attempting to cope with 
work for which he has not been educated. As a rule the 
so-called saving in fees has as a counterpart the increased 
cost of less efficient work, and very often increased staff 
charges. We hope that the Birmingham Town Council 
will alter its decision and follow the dictates of reason 
and common sense. 


Unemployment. 

We often feel a little reluctance to accept the best advice 
from our opponents and there is very great inclination to 
look with suspicion on schemes which are fathered by those 
we find ourselves generally opposing, but now that Sir 
Alfred Mond has crossed the floor of the House we trust he 
may be able to induce his new colleagues to consider his 
plan for the encouragement of industry and the relief of 
unemployment. Now that one person in every 30 is in 
receipt of the dole everyone must realise how serious the 
position is, and Sir Alfred Mond's scheme has, as far as we 
can see, no weak points. It is not compulsory and so cannot 
be said to conflict with individual freedom. The firms 
which would be eligible under his proposals are forced to 
reveal statistics and to show that they will be employing 
additional labour and receiving what would be paid in the 
form of doles for purposes of that additional labour only, 
and finally those who would otherwise have the dole and 
nothing more are paid the full wages for their labour. It 
would cost the country nothing which is not already being 
paid ; it would put an end to idleness which, in the end, 
unfits people for effort, and it would prove a stimulus to 
trade. Sir Alfred Mond has shown that he has nosympathv 
with sweated labour and believes that the best interests 
of business depend on the full and proper payment for 
all services rendered. 


Leeds Street Improvements. 

We illustrate bv a plan and views the large improvements 
which it is proposed to effect in the central area of Leeds 
and are glad to note that the city authorities have verv 
wiselv decided that the elevational treatment of frontages 
to the new thoroughfares shall be considered as a whole. 
The designs we illustrate have been made by Sir Reginald 
Blomfield and are of a quiet Georgian tvpe, and it is 
satisfactory to note that the buildings will be of a moderate 
height. 


British Portland Cement Manufacturers, Ltd. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 

A marked improvement in the home trade demand for Port- 
land cement was experienced during the vear, апа the tonnage 
exported was maintained. Тһе policy referred to in the Сћап - 
man's speech last year of absorbing the assets of the sub- 
sidiary companies has been given effect to, and the necessary 
transfers from the investment account to the fixed asscts and 
other accounts in the balance sheet have been made. The 
profit, which amounts to £772,843, includes the whole of the protit 
of the subsidiary companies from the various dates of absorption, 
whereas in the previous year only the dividends received were 
brought into the company's revenue account. Тһе sum of 
£250.000 has been placed to general depreciation reserve, £5.000 
to barge depreciation account, and £37,206 has been provided 
for the debenture stock sinking funds. Тһе directors recommend 
the payment of a final dividend of 10 per cent. on the ordinary 
shares, making, with the interim dividend, 15 per cent. for the 
year. | 
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The Plaza Theatre. 


Our illustrations show the Plaza Theatre carried out 
from the designs of Mr. Frank T. Verity, which forms 
one of the finest picture theatres erected in this countrv 
and which is distinguished for its dignity and architectural 
quality. 

The fibrous plaster relief decorations and decorated 
woodwork required for the interior of the theatre were 
entrusted to Messrs. G. Jackson & Sons, Ltd., of 49 Rath- 
bone Place, London, W., a firm of long standing and 
tradition on this particular branch of the building industry. 
They carried out the whole of this work from the carefully 
studied designs of the architect, Mr. Frank T. Verity, 
F.R.LB.A. There is no discordant line or centre in the 
whole composition, and every modelled ornament and 
moulding follows in feeling the Italian Renaissance Period 
of the sixteenth century. This has been most carefully 
accomplished by Messrs. Jackson's chief modeller, Mr. 
Harold Bailey, and the other artists and workmen emploved 
by them. 

The fibrous plaster ceiling over the main auditorium is 
composed with richly decorated coffered panels. Тһе back 
portion of the ceiling over the large circle is formed with 
enriched mouldings relieved by two fine paintings by 
Messrs. Marc-Henri and Laverdet, the whole enclosed bv a 
groined treatment on the lower portion of the walls. The 
proscenium opening, one of the largest in London, is 
surrounded with a finely modelled band of fruit and flowers, 
and above the proscenium frame black glass has been 
introduced reflecting the hanging electric light fittings and 
enriched ceilings of the auditorium and emphasising the 
arch above. The architect has given special attention to 
the treatment of the wall surface of the projection room 
at the back of the circle, having introduced а symmetrical 
treatment of arches with caryatid figures and panels which, 
with the introduction of colour, mask the necessary open- 
ings for the projectors. Тһе two centre flank walls of the 
auditorium have been most carefully designed by Mr. 
Verity, where he has introduced an Italian loggia, modelled 
in low relief in perspective painted also by M. Henri, with a 
distant view of a deep blue sky, trees and buildings 
showing between the arches of the loggia. Тһе main motif 
on the side walls leading up to the proscenium consists of 
two large arches, one containing the organ and the other 
anexit. These arches have been filled with two magnificent 
grille screens 28 ft. high by 16 ft. wide, representing old 
Italian iron work with tapestries introduced behind them.

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The Aero Engine and Fine Art. 
By Loren H. B. Knox. 


Many things made by man are much the same from 
age {о age. ‘Their revelations of the essences of periods are, 
therefore, vague or hidden. Linen woven in Egypt в.с. 1900 
contrasted with linen woven in Europe 1900 A.D.,would 
bring to light no marked difference between that ancient 
era of the twelfth to the seventeenth dynasties and our 
civilisation to-day. Тһе porcelain ware of old China and of 
modern England, appearing the same to any but an expert, 
would tell of no contrast between Confucianism and 
Christianity. Paper of the sixteenth century and the best 
paper of to-day would throw no light on the Reformation 
as bearing on modern Scepticism. бо with early silver- 
ware and the best of ours ; glassware and leatherwork of 
the past and present ; only a profound philosopher, who also 
knew these arts, could read the nature of man in the 
different centuries in their handicrafts. 

There are other human products, however, which are 
distinct now from those of former times. Scientific 
machinery to-day is infinitely beyond anything heretofore. 
The “ Leviathan " is not of the same species as the “ Santa 
Maria," any more than the Mogul locomotive resembles the 
ox-cart. To me the aero engine is one of the best types of 
man's invention because it compresses great power for 
wonderful achievement in small bulk. А little maze of 
cylinders, cooling ribs, pipes, valves, rods, pistons, crank- 
shafts, studs, nuts, wheels, pinions, pumps. springs and 
tubes—it lifts man with the eagles. Insignificant in size, 
it has the power of hundreds of horses. It must be perfect, 
for by it man sustains himself miles in the air for hours at a 
time. Over the ocean, mountains and Arctic ice it must 
bear him without fail. By it he can do what he has wished 
to do since the dawn of time, yet never accomplished until 
twenty-two years ago. Of all the inventions of our mar- 
vellous era of science, this joining the birds in flight is the 
only one which has been anticipated from the birth of the 
race. It is this compact confusion of twentieth century 
machinery that makes it possible. 

But I think it has done more than make man master of 
the air. lt has mastered man. Could it exist save by the 
intensest application of his mind : not alone the mind of its 
designer, but of all the minds of his generation goading 
him on to success? Could an intellect of the present 
weave through a labyrinth of failures to its perfection had 
there not been like triumphs over infinite failures in the 
steam engine during the nineteenth century ? Then man 
conquered land and sea by surrendering himself utterly to 
Science in developing the locomotive and the marine engine. 
Now, in the twentieth century, he mounts the firmament 
with a much smaller, but even more wonderful, device. 
Brains, logic, reason in the last hundred years; nay, іп 
the past fifty years; nay, in the past twenty years ; have 
advanced him more in the conquest of the physical world 
than milleniums did before. None can doubt that this 
was done under a spirit which not only absorbed the inven- 
tors and discoverers themselves but dominated the age as 
well. Why should any man consumer himself to produce 
these mechanisms unless the world demanded them and 
stood waiting for him to give the boon to humanity ? But 
these fierce fires of thought burned up in man what was not 
needed for the government of the forces of nature. Looking 
at the aero engine, I see a century given over to invention 
and discovery. Countless minds have been absorbed in 
thinking out details of appliances for other machines which 
enter into this. They were the spokesmen. as it were, of 
three thinking generations which compelled them at their 
tasks. Man's brain became sufficient, as he thought, for 
all his needs. But was this true ? | | 

No; he found that the utilitarian was not all. The 
practical did not satisfy him. It gave lim no comfort in 
the ideal. Imagination and beauty did not survive the 
flames of this furnace. For me the aero engine opens a 
door through which I see the fires of three generations 
consuming а faculty of man. Logic devours Fancy. It 
is his Imagination, his Intuition, his Inspiration, his 


Emotion—his Soul—that is sacrificed. That is the cost of 
this triumph. Whv should the poet lie on a violet knoll 
and dream of drifting over heaven with a silverv cloud 
when he can mount his mechanical aeroplane and in five 
minutes be soaked by that bank of mist? Нож can man's 
fancy be stirred by mystery when he has abolished mystery ; 
nay, when he has abolished the faculty for mystery ? Yet 
he still longs to dream, and he regrets the loss of the 
beautiful things born of dreams. I see in the aero engine 
that the poet and the artist no longer have the power to 
shape the ideals of а people. Хо fine art from the soul 
could flourish beside that utilitarian victory of the mind. 
The genius of the age for use would not speak the language 
of beauty. 

Architecture and sculpture at the time of Phidias; 
painting in Italy in the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries 
and in the Lowlands in the seventeenth century ; poetry 
amongst the Troubadours and at the time of Petrarch ; 
musie in the Vienna of Beethoven ; all were expressions of 
single geniuses who were swept up the heights by popular 
enthusiasms as intense as that now dominating men and 
demanding the aero engine. Тһе epochal forces were of 
like vigour, but their source was different. Тһе former were 
emotional; the present are scientific. I know as surely 
when I gaze on the grand figures of the Elgin marbles that 
they came from the soul of their age as I know that the aero 
engine came from the mind of this. Powers behind each 
were the absorbing interest of their eras. 

Is it stretching a contrast too far to relate this motor to 
present fine art? І do not think so. The bearing of the 
former on the latter seems to me as direct as cause and effect. 
Science positively created the engine and negatively made 
present fine art what it is. If I knew this mechanism 
thoroughly, and current aesthetics not at all, I could reason 
that no true fine art, architecture, sculpture, painting, 
poetry or music, could be created in this period. Not only 
the genius that constructed the marvellous motor but the 
essence of its day must be wholly mental, scientific and 
mechanical. True fine art blooms from the soul, the 
emotional, idealising, inspirational, symbolising, epitomising 
faculty. That must atrophy when the opposite trait of 
exact reason absorbs mankind. True utilitarian art is 
compelled by the mind of its age. True fine art js com- 
pelled by the soul of its age. 

Soul development in the Renaissance stimulated the 
intellect, and Florence bred * universal men " of spiritual 
and mental supremacy. But the reverse is not true. 
Intellectural development does not enlarge the imagination 
of man. Inm fact, it dwarfs it by rendering it unnecessary. 
Our excess of it to-day in science, I believe, has killed soul. 
Aesthetic Architecture, though the most practical of the 
five chief fine arts, is nevertheless inspirational, but at 
present it either copies badly and mechanically the old 
types, or strains after а `“ new," “ original " style by avoid- 
ing all grace in a clumsy assembly of crude masses and 
alien “ motifs." If sculpture now tries the true former 
symbolism it is dull lip-service ; if it boasts ‘‘ freedom ” 
and *' vitality." its soulless contortions and vulgar realisms 
prove its death struggle, not its birth throes. Our literal 
painting is objective, without human content or compul- 
sion in its " representation " or its '"impressionism " ; 
while the imaginative phase at best presents thin, flat 
figures, uninspired and utterly inadequate ; at worst dis- 
gusting distortions. Most poetry at present is metrical, 
but the best of it is scarcely memorable, as true verse which 
returns to the people in magical words emotions it received 
from them, must be; but often, in its vacuity and un- 
witting impotency, it pretends to “ virility " in a mangled 
mess of prose, called ‘ Free Verse." Current music, like- 
wise, has no content: for the old forms, and, essaying them, 
is empty and weak ; but when it commits the folly of 
supposing that destruction of established forms proves a new 
content, as Schonberg, Stravinski and others have done, it 
becomes the cacophony of imbecility. 
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These contemporary manifestations of the fine arts, I 
think, bear out the deduction that they cannot live in the 
дау of the aero engine. It means nothing to say that art 18 
now individual, and is no longer a racialimpulsion. That, in 
effect, admits that there is no true art. In that sense art 
cannot be individual, for art, if the word means anything, 
springs from genius, and genius, voicing aspiration and 
inspiration, is unconscious draughts from the deep emotional 
reservoirs of the age. It has no utterance if that well is dry. 
Until we realise that the source is now arid, all our optimistic 
babble about “ encouraging modern art” is worse than 
nonsense, for it means fostering, at best, nothing more than 
taste and technique, precisely what art is not. 

Nor do I believe that the spell of the aero engine will grow 
less. Physical science seems just beginning. What then 
is the chance of reviving the fine arts ? It is clear what will 
not give them rebirth. All the art schools in the world will 
not, for, lacking capacity to give an individual student a 
soul, much less to give soul to the age, all they can teach is 
that same taste and technique, neither of which is art. 
Patronage of “ modern art” will not, for that 18 only 
giving artificial stimulus to a counterfeit. Art societies 
and " art colonies " are vain, for they, too, try to cultivate 
a plant without roots. Artists to-day are chiefly impotent 
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to do this, for, if their natures are not nourished by popular 
ideals, they stutter in a dead tongue, yet call their inarticu- 
late sounds the “ truth,” thus persuading “ art authority ” 
that the false is true, which, in turn, confirms the fraud in 
popular opinion, so far as the folk think on a product that 
now does not concern them. 

In my judgment there is no hope for rebirth of true fine 
art unless capacity for ideals be cultivated in the masses. 
Considering their present cast in the mould of science, this 
seems a vain reservation. But if the five chief fine arts, 


Architecture, Sculpture, Painting, Poetry and Music, were 


used in our schools, not to make art but for soul develop- 
ment, as creative exercises, the next generation might need 
beauty. Keep science in its place, but quit our present 
intellectualising inspirational works in the schools. Practice 
the five chief fine arts, not to create them but to create 
capacity for their compulsions in the future of the race. If 
it were a part of curricula, from the earliest to the latest, to 
design buildings, mould original figures, paint imagina- 
tively, compose verse and music, succeeding generations 
might have souls fcr beauty and a language for art, com- 
pelling their spokesmen, the artists, to embody their 
aspirations in true forms of architecture, sculpture, painting, 
poetry and music.

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Book Notes. 


“ Pettorelli, A.” Il Bronzo e il Rame nell'arte decorativa 
Italiana. (U. Hoepli: Editore, Milano.) 

It must be understood that a critic is not compelled to 
criticise, and that sometimes he reluctantly does so. Ап 
instance of this is Signor Pettorelli's book, and an apology 
is made with finding fault with his excellent work. 

The book deals with Italian bronze and brass work, 


with text and numerous illustrations. Тһе explanatory. 


text from an art and technical aspect is well worth reading. 
We are given, for example, the formule adopted by various 
makers in the composition of their bronzes :

The book is divided into five sections: (1) Etruscan and 
Roman; (2) Medieval; (3) Renaissance; (4) 1600 to 
1700 ; (5) Neo-Classic and Modern. It contains 225 plates 
of illustrations. If these facts be considered it will be 
noted that it covers from the early periods to the present 
time, but 225 plates cannot possibly do justice to this 
subject, and the weakness of the book lies in this fact. 
The author has endeavoured to cover much too much 
ground. 

The book becomes simply a sketch, a brief summary of the 
de and does not bear close investigation as а reference 

ok. 

Bronze work is, of course, closely allied to sculpture, 
though numerous details can be adapted for architectural 
purposes, for interior decoration, for mouldings, etc., and 
because of this we find that numerous sculptors utilised 
bronze as a medium of expression, as Donatello, Masaccio, 
Pisano, ete. 

The influence of France in Italy during the end of the 
seventeenth century and during the eighteenth century 
was strongly felt, and because of this Signor Pettorelli 
has thrust several specimens of Louis XV and Louis XVI 
work, though it would have been better if they had been 
eliminated, for it simply causes confusion. 

The book covers a gap (there are few books on this 
subject) and it is recommended as one that should be at 
hand in an architect's reference library. It is to be noted 
that the publishers are publishing in the same series on 
Italian art one on woodwork and furniture, a volume on 
Ironwork, and one on stucco work. We certainly look 
forward with interest to these volumes. 


“ Pedrini, A." L'Ambiente, il Mobilio e le Decorazioni del 
rinascimento in Italia. (Itala Ars: Editore, Torino.) 
Signor Pedrini's book covers the furniture and decora- 
tion in Italy during the Renaissance. It is an admirable 
book and worthy of study. 1% seems to us, however, that 
the subject is being rather overdone, in as far as we recall 
to mind another volume on the same subject by F. Schott- 
mueller and Signor Ferrari (that indefatigable and prolific 
writer) has also written a book covering this subject. 

Ás a matter of fact very little work is done in England 
in Italian Renaissance furniture and decoration, and we 
are at a loss to account for this unless it be that the public 
has little interest in Art * (in any form) as a whole, ог 
whether the expense is too great, though a casual survey 
of an American professional magazine will reveal an enor- 


* This lack of interest in Art may be gauged by the fact that 
for every Fine Art publisher in London there are ten in Paris. 
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mous amount of work in this style in the States. Any 
elementary student knows the solid fact that the style 18 
beautiful (that is, according to Western esthetics), that 
there is a wealth of detail that has never been surpassed. 

Signor Pedrini’s book illustrates several interiors, and 
has fallen into the mistake (which is common to all books 
on this subject) of showing monumental interiors, by which 
we mean interiors of palaces, the Vatican, etc. These 
large interiors, with their frescoes, statues, paintings are 
too grandiose to be applicable for to-day’s use. 

The book as a whole is good, the examples chosen are 
well selected. To those who are interested in the subject 
this book is as good as any (we even consider it better than 
the Schottmueller) though much of the material has 
appeared before. 


Correspondence. 
The “ Modernist” Topsy-Turveydom in Art. 
To the Editor of THE ARCHITECT. 

SiR,— You and your art critic are to be congratulated on 
the stand you are making against the “ Modernity ” move- 
ments in art, which are “ the portent and epitome of this 
generation's moral and spiritual disorder." It is time 
that the whole of our otherwise excellent Press should 
purge itself of the intellectual ignominy brought on it by 
persons interested in making the worse appear the better 
art. 

The foolishness underlying the whole movement against 
sanity in art makes one blush for one's countrymen for 
allowing themselves to be so fooled. The crusade I started 
against this degeneracy so long ago, and had to carry on 
almost single-handed, is now being taken up in America 
with keen intensitv and with a wealth of invective we dare 
not indulge іп. They are making heroic efforts to get at 
the true inwardness of the moral and spiritual disorder of 
the time. In my own analysis of the complex and unpre- 
cedented situation I got little beyond the weariness of the 
esthetic faculties which demand change faster than the 
legitimate progress of art can meet it, this leading on to the 
revolutionary rage which found its most deadly expression 
in Bolshevism, and which in art led on to the analogue of 
Satanism and the Black Mass, on altars decked with 
"Flowers of Evil" Dr. Hyslop has shown the close 
analogv of the “ Modern " art with that produced by the 
inmates of Bedlam. The Americans go further and connect 
it with still deeper depths of morbid and moral degradation. 
Charles Vezin, son of the great actor, Herman Vezin, speaks 
of * the crime wave, the slime wave and art." He says it is 
an expression of the same trend to degeneracy that has led 
to such orgies of crime, and the dirtying of the stage. 

Now Mr. F. W. Ruckstull. an extremely able sculptor, 
was so horrified by the downward trend of “art " that he 
devoted the remainder of his life to combating it and 
started а magazine for that purpose, and last year he pub- 
lished a great book called ~ Great Works of Art and What 
Makes Them Great," containing a wealth of quotation and of 
illustration. He goes still further in his analvsis of the moral 
degradation brought on art by the Newists. In the awful 
distortions, mutilations and the malformations of the human 
figure, he sees nothing less than symbolic Sardism. Now 
Sardism is the most horrible aspect morbid humanity can 
descend to—an insane union of lust and cruelty —a desire to 
injure, mutilate, or even murder—d la Nero—-the object 
of lust. While he accuses none of the semi-insane ^ ar- 
tists " of actual Sardism, he sees in the awful atrocities 
committed bv them in the murder of beauty, and in the 
painting of the human figure, the same morbid frame 
of mind, and he scarcely goes too far in calling it “ Sym- 
bolic Sardism in Art." 

‘Now, И this crusade goes on as it has begun, soon the 
whole rotten “ Modernity " movement will stink in the 
nostnls, and that section of our Press which has been 
infected would be wise to clear itself while there is vet 
time. These movements would all have been still-born had 
it not been for the all-powerful Press.— Yours faithfullv,

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Legal Notes. 


Claim for Fees. 


In the King’s Bench Division on March 8 Mr. Justice 
Greer heard an action in which Mr. Basil Oliver, chartered 
architect and F.R.I.B.A., of High Street, Kensington, sued 
Mr. Sydney G. Brown and his wife, also of Kensington, 
torecover £190 14s. for fees and disbursements in connection 
with the preparation to the order of the defendants of a 
set of plans for a house at Shepperton in February 1925. 

Mr. W. E. Watson, for plaintiff, said the claim was based 
upon the Institute schedule of fees, which, although not 
accepted by the Courts as binding, was nevertheless regarded 
as a reasonable guide. Most of the discussions in this 
matter were with Mrs. Brown, the female defendant. 
А time table was arranged because the defendants were 
going abroad and thev were anxious that all matters should 
be decided before their departure so that the work of 
building this house, which was to be a summer residence, 
might be proceeded with in their absence. 

The defence, said counsel, was, first, that the plans pre- 
pared were not to the defendants' instructions and approval 
and that the cost came out in excess of that laid down ; 
and, secondly, that Mr. Oliver had unduly delayed their 
preparation and was proceeding to obtain tenders before 
they had been approved. Defendants counterclaimed for 
£340 by reason of such alleged delay. Plaintiffs case was 
that no limit whatever was ever mentioned for the cost of 
the work and that he had given to him a definite sketch 
showing the number of rooms and their disposition which he 
was to follow, so the cost was not really within his purview. 

Mr. Oliver gave evidence as to numerous interviews he 
had with Mrs. Brown. He kept to the time table and to 
the best of his knowledge faithfully carried out her instruc- 
tions. He suggested they should have a quantity survevor, 
and Mrs. Brown agreeing, he sent the drawings to Mr. 
H. J. Venning, the quantity surveyor who usually did his 
work, who priced the work at £4,700 odd. Mrs. Brown 
had told witness there was no limit as to cost. Eventually 
Mrs. Brown wrote that as time was getting short thev had 
decided to place the matter in other hands. 

Mrs. Brown. in evidence, said that she told Mr. Oliver 
that they wanted a cottage. She made it clear that the 
building contract must be signed and the building begun 
by March 17, when she and her husband were going for a 
holiday abroad. Mr. Oliver accepted that as a condition 
of his employment and drew up a time table accordingly. 
She thought the building would cost about £2,500. She 
objected to having a quantity surveyor, but Mr. Oliver said 
they must have one. She was continuallv asking for plans 
and specifications, but could not get them, and she then 
cancelled them as the building could not be ready in time. 

His Lordship, giving judgment after hearing other evi- 
dence, said he did not think Mr. Oliver did anvthing wrong 
in delaying until he got his client's final decision upon one 
or two matters. In those circumstances time was passing 
and it was necessarv for him to keep to the time table, as in 
fact he did. No doubt it would have been better to prepare 
the specifications before getting out the quantities. However, 
time was getting short, and he (the Judge) thought Mr. 
Oliver was justified in saying he would give his instructions 
verbally to the quantity surveyor, and he could get out the 
quantities, and he (Mr. Oliver) could prepare the specifica- 
tions by the time 16 was necessary to get the contract signed 
bv the contractor. He did not think the mere fact that Mr. 
Oliver did not get out the specifications was suflicient 
reason for dismissing ћип. He was entitled to be paid upon 
a quantum merui basis and he would be given judgment, 
which would be against the male defendant, for £142 6s. 
and costs. The counterclaim would be dismissed. 

In a further action arising out of the same matters, in 
which Mr. H. J. Venning, of Welwyn, Herts, claimed 
£121 118. from Mr. and Mrs. Brown for his services as 
quantity survevor, his Lordsh‘p held that Mrs. Brown must 
be taken to have authorised Mr. Oliver to employ Mr. 
Venning, who would have judgment for the amount 
claimed, with costs.

Covent Garden Market 


At a joint meeting between the Directors of the 
Beecham Estates, Ltd., the owners of Covent Garden 
Market and the Committee of the Covent Garden 
Tenants’ Association it was officially announced that 
Parliamentary powers are to be sought to remove 
Covent Garden Market to the site now occupied by the 
Foundling Hospital. 

There can, we think, be little doubt that the pro- 
jected removal is a good thing for London, as it will 
enable a far better use to be made of the fine site now 
occupied by Covent Garden Market. The new market 
will also be in closer touch with most of the larger 
railway terminal stations and form a more central 
distributing centre for London north of the Thames. 

The views which we have seen of the proposed new 
market are not inspiring, but they may probably be 
regarded only as giving some idea of the promoters’ 
desire to erect a large and well-equipped building on 
the new site. There is no reason why a market should 
not form a pleasing addition to the architecture of any 
city, especially because, depending as it does on top 
light, there 13 nothing to militate against a fine archi- 
tectural treatment of the containing walls. The 
intimate expression of a market should be internal and 
not external, and every care should be taken to ensure 
its main object—that of a place where commodities 
ean be displayed to the best advantage, and in which 
the avenues of communication are simple, direct and 
easily found by all. We may express a hope that those 
who control the undertaking may give architects an 
opportunity of showing what they can do, for London 
hardly possesses a market worthy of the metropolis. 

Both Smithfield and Leadenhall Markets are products 
of an unfortunate period in the history of architectural 
design, but architects have learnt much in the last 
half-century, and the public should realise that every 
practical convenience is capable of reasonable archi- 
tectural expression. More than this, the well-trained 
architect of to-day is an adept in the proper utilisation 
of space, and is now fully alive to the possibilities 
afforded by the use of steel and ferro-concrete con- 
struction. 


The good architect, as a matter of fact, 15 more 
careful and sparing in the use of what is called ornament 
than the engineer, who wants to beautify an utilitarian 
structure. Опе of the things the public should learn 
to recognise is that the services of the architectural 
profession can only be employed to the fullest advan- 
tage if it is clearly recognised that the greater and 
more practical the problem the greater need there will 
be in the future to take them into consultation. The 
well-trained architect of to-day is a very different man 
than his colleague was in the old days of the Gothic 
Revival. Then his aim was to bend and confine the 
needs of the day into the strait-jacket of medieval 
similitude ; now he is of all men the most eager and 
alert to make use of all the means afforded by modern 
invention and research. The study of Town Planning 
and its ideals also help the modern architect and 
broaden his views when he has to consider such 
problems as a market or a bridge, and while we are 
heartily in sympathy with the aims and wishes of the 
Beecham Trustees in the removal of Covent Garden 
Market to the Foundling site, we cannot put in too 
strong a plea that they will avail themselves of the 
best architectural advice in the carrying out of their 
programme. in which we hope they will overcome the 
opposition of vested interests. 


London Traffic 


The trafhe question is still а very troublesome 
problem in London. The London Traffic Advisory 
Committee has been considering a number of schemes 
for relieving congested thoroughfares in the central 
area and providing alternative routes for east and west 
traffic. One, according to the “ Sunday Times," is 
intended to make better provision for trafic getting to 
and from the docks. To cut this out of Oxford Street 
it is proposed to turn it on the west side from the 
Bayswater Road up Stanhope Street, Chester Place, 
Hyde Park Square (South side), Connaught Street, 
Cambridge Street, across Edgware Road, through Upper 
George Street, George Street, High Street (Marylebone), 
New Cavendish Street, Upper Marylebone Street and

Howland Street to Tottenham Court Road. Неге it 
would branch off either to the north along the Euston 
Road, Pentonville Road line or to the south along the 
Francis Street, Torrington Place, Tavistock Place, 
Regent Square, Sidmouth Street line to St. John’s Street, 
thence to Hackney Marshes and Eastern Avenue. 
This line certainly takes advantage of existing streets 
to a considerable extent, but the split of traffic at 
Tottenham Court Road is a serious defect, that 
thoroughfare being already a very busy one. The new 
line would involve a number of street improvements, 
and it would be better if a new street was cut through 
from Upper Marylebone Street to Tottenham Court 
Road by the Whitefields Tabernacle, facing Francis 
Street, as making a better and more direct line. 


Another route is projected from Hyde Park Corner to . 


Vauxhall Bridge, avoiding the Victoria Station area, 
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proceeding by way of Grosvenor Crescent, Belgrave 
Square, Eccleston Street, Belgrave Road, Lucas Street, 
Bessborough Street and Bessborough Gardens. This 
question of alternative routes is an important one, but 
the London Traffic Advisory Committee is rather more 
concerned with the police regulation of traffic and to 
that extent is more concerned with immediate palliative 
measures than the broad question of providing for 
London's growing traffic requirements by a well- 
considered scheme of town-planning, which would 


provide the needed through traffic routes. The pro- 


vision of new routes in the outer circle to prevent much 
traffic passing unnecessarily through the centre area 
is a matter that must not be lost sight of. And in the 
moving of goods from the docks to the western districts 
of London we think the use of theriver and the Regent's 
Canal might be more largely enforced. 


. Notes and Comments 


The Amenities of Oxford. | 

It is one of the hopeful signs of the times that the citizens 
of many of our provincial cities and towns are beginning 
to take an interest, and an intelligent interest, in the 
development of their surroundings. The unofficial civic 
committee which appears to have been formed in Oxford 
and is focussing local opinion on matters affecting the 
amenities of that city should do much good in а place whose 
many beauties demand, above all, disinterested and 
sympathetic treatment. It is to the credit, too, of the 
City Council that it is disposed to consider proposals 
from those whom the Home Secretary would probably 
dub “ old women," but who are only anxious to conserve 
the beauties which they have inherited. This makes it 
possible that a satisfactory solution may be found of the 
St. Aldate's site question, on the clearance of which some 
£20,000 has been expended. The erection of shops would 
probably bring а quick return, but the evident desire 
not to unduly commercialise the southern approach to the 
city will, it is hoped, prevent their being built. Mr. 
Edward Warren has suggested a scheme whereby the cleared 
land might be transformed into а public garden, with a 
parking space for motor cars, which is said to be needed, 
occupying the back part of the site and screened by trees. 
In this way it is thought that & 5 per cent. return on the 
money spent might be obtained from parking fees, as the 
stand for cars in St. Giles is said to bring in £1,000 a year. 
This scheme is said to be gaining favour, and would probably 
meet the views of those members of the Council who are 
impressed with the necessity of finding some means of 
obtaining & reasonable financial] return on money con- 
tributed from the rates. 


Regent Street 

Delissa Joseph in a letter to “ Тһе Times," defends new 
Regent Street and describes the result as being “а har- 
monious whole which has still left а certain amount of 
freedom in points of detail to each designer." While it 
is true that іп Nash's design each block had a certain 
individuality of its own, the effect of the whole was far 
more harmonious than that of the new street, though 
we admit the same principle has been applied to it. The 
initial mistakes seem to us to be two in number. Firstly, 
the whole scale and height of the new buildings are too 
great; and, secondly, а simpler general treatment would 
have been preferable. The increased heights and greatly 
enhanced cost of the new buildings, which are rack-rented, 
will prove a heavy burden on industry, and we believe it 
would have been very much pleasanter had brick instead of 
stone been employed above the shop fronts and the latter 
treated іп а less grandiose manner. We believe that it 
will be ultimately acknowledged that shops are best treated 
like the stalls in a market—simply and regularly. They are 


but the frames in which goods are shown, and the simpler 


the treatment the more value is given to contents of the 


shop itself. Nor can we see much justification for carrying 
up а shop window through several stories, which, as Mr. 
Trystan Edwards has well pointed out, destroys а sense 
of scale, while displays in the upper parts of the windows 
are only clearly seen from the tops of omnibuses. 


‘Shakespearean Theatres 

The project to erect a new and improved theatre at 
Stratford-on-Avon, to replace that recently burnt out, has 
apparently raised some confusion and some regretful 
feelings about the other Shakespeare National Theatre 
which was to be erected in London, and for which the 
nucleus of a fund exists in the bequest of £70,000 by the 
late Sir Carl Meyer. Sir Israel Gollancz, in an interview 
has cleared up some of the misunderstandings about these 
two enterprises which have probably arisen because, from 
the interest accruing to the London Shakespeare Memorial 
Committee on the investment of the above fund, certain 
contributions were made to subsidise the productions of 
the New Shakespeare Company under Mr. Bridges Adams 
at the Shakespeare Memorial Theatre of the older Stratford 
Memorial Committee. These contributions had to be 
discontinued as the London Committee were legally advised 
that the interest derived from their fund should be allowed 
to accrue. Apparently the London Memorial organisation 
have now some hope that a site for their building may be 
given to them, and as their scheme for а Shakespeare 
Memorial National Theatre in London has rather wider 
objects than the theatre at Stratford, they are not prepared 
to join forces and funds for the erection of the new house 
in Shakespeare's birthplace. From the legal aspect, (Те 
London fund could not be applied for the purpose. 


Houses and Garages 

It is stated that during last year 1,600 houses and 750 
garages were erected in Croydon, во that almost every second 
house may have had a garage attached to it. The garage 
is becoming almost as fixed a requirement as a kitchen or 
drawing room, and house designers now have to include 
it in planning their accommodation. In many oases this 
is а convenience, as there is often a difficulty in providing 
space for bedrooms over an economically planned ground 
floor, and the additional space afforded by the garage 18 
welcome. What is not welcome is when the garage has 
to be arranged in front as the scale of garage doors conflicts 
with that of the doors and windows. The same remark 
applies if the doors are enclosed in an arched opening. 
This is one of the designer's most difficult problems, and 
at present one which has not been successfully surmounted ; 
but there is such obvious economy in incorporating house 
and garage that it is likely to be more and more frequently 
&dopted in the future.

“The Architect and Building News ” 


The union of two interests, like the junction of two rivers 
into one main stream, directs our attention more to the 
future than to the past. We think of what. may be rather 
than what has been, but now that the “ Architect " and 
the `‘ Building News" ав two independent entities are 
replaced by THE ARCHITECT AND BUILDING NEws it may 
be interesting to recall a few facts connected with each and 
with the services they have rendered to the cause of archi- 
tecture and the structural sciences connected with archi- 
tecture. ~ The Architect" first appeared in January 
1869, so that it is now in its 57th year. It had been preceded 
by a publication entitled “Тһе Architect and Building 
Operative," first published in 1849, the title of which was 
changed to “Тһе Architect and Building Gazette” in 
1850. The “ Architect " was founded and owned by Mr. 
Gilbert Wood and after his death in 1911 was carried on by 
his son. It was the first architectural publication to give 
weekly lithographic plates, and the Architectural Illustra- 
tion Society, founded in 1886 to illustrate work selected by 
eminent architects, utilised it for their purposes. In other 
ways it has been closely and intimately connected with the 
architectural profession and has been pre-eminently an 
architects’ paper while giving space to general information 
on matters of building. 

“Тһе Building News” first appeared in 1854, so that its 
independent history covers a span of 72 years, during which 
period it has faithfully served the interests of the building 
world, devoting much attention to matters of structural 
science and to the manifold business matters connected 
with building, while never neglecting the higher interests 


of design. One of its most notable features was for many 
years the “ Building News Designing Club." Founded 
when architectural education, save that to be learnt by 
rule of thumb in offices, hardly existed, and when the 
Architectural Association School held night classes only 
in which architects in practice taught and lectured, the 
“ Building News Designing Club” gave the younger men 
both incentive to design and the experience only to be 
gained by competition and criticism, many of us can 
remember how eagerly the “ Building News " was looked 
for by the younger generation. | 

Now that the two journals have been united in one publica- 
tion we hope that THE ARCHITECT AND BuILpDING NEWS 
together wil be able to render greater service than 
either of them could independently, and that we may 
reta‘n all the subscribers of each paper and make an appeal 
to those who have as yet supported neither of the two 
journals. 

Building tends to become more complex through the 
employment of new methods of construction while the 
field covered by an architectural paper is very much 
greater than in the past because of the consideration ot the 
many issues dealt with under the head of town and regional 
planning which demand space in the technical press. 

We do not outline à programme now, preferring to 
attempt to produce what will be both useful and attractive 
to those engaged in different capacities in the great industry 
of building and its final and highest expression as one of the 
great arts, and it is our hope that we may yet again prove 
the truth of the adage L'union fait la force. ·

Railway Rates 
Railway rates are quoted as being one of the chief causes 
of the scarcity and high price of bricks in many districts, 


. and as is usual an attempt is made to hold the railway 
companies responsible for the state of affairs. The railway 


companies are suffering in the first place for having been 
pioneers in the early days of railway developments. Rail- 


ways here have always been treated as intruders, having to 


pay heavily for any land and facilities given them. They 
are handicapped by the small scale of the early bridges 
апа tunnels made, necessitating the use of small tracks. 


` They are heavily rated, and have now to face the competi- 


tion of motor lorries using and destroying the roads, and 
last, but not least, they are handicapped by the scale of 
wages settled since the war. It is hardly to be wondered 
at that in the face of these facta freight rates should be high. 
The railways have, it is true, in the palmy days of their 
prosperity choked off the competition of water-borne 
traffic on the canals by buying up portions of the system 
with а view to making the remainder useless, but the Canal 
Commission, which was held some years ago, held up little 
hope of what might be done by the reconstruction of the 
canal system. Changs are often expensive; if not impossible ; 
but tl.e oniy great economy open to the railway companies 
would seem to involve the adoption of the American 
system, under which no officials are employed at the smaller 
stations and booking is carried out on the trains themselves. 
But thi-, again, would mean that all our rolling stock would 
have to be either scrapped or converted. 


House at Leamington, Warwick 

This house was planned to view as much as possible of 
а made garden to the south ; and placed in the Х.Е. 
corner of the site, in order to screen the drive by а row of 
existing oaks. It contains three living rooms and eight 
bedrooms, the L-shaped plan adopted giving all main 
rooms a good aspect.

Post-War Glimpses of Architectural Vitality |

Іп respect of human beings there is nothing which makes 
a more universal and delightful appeal to old age than 
its exact opposite—youth. Youth, which embraces 
freshness, vitality, joie de vivre, and very often, too, 
impudence, but which is persona grata to every generation 
because it suggests renewal, fresh hopes, fresh possibilities. 

In respect of art, alas! youth is not so popular, and it is 
only the most enlightened old age which does not soon 
begin to deplore the tendencies of the present. And it is 
only fair to say that youth does not spare its elders a fair 
share of criticism. No doubt this little struggle is quite 
normal and healthy, and the earnestness with which each 
party shakes its head over the other’s shortcomings is 
really a measure of the sincerity of conviction (or the 
strength of bigotry). It’s all according. 

But in England we are apt to overdo our zeal in the 
guarding of the fine old English tradition. No sooner is 
there the faintest sign of a breakaway from the tradition 
(and this tradition is merely the generally accepted dress 
of the moment, either Italian, or Regency, or Gothic, or 
Greek, or “ Scholarly ”) than there is an earnest appeal from 
the old guard to rally round and stop this search for novelty. 
“ Му own view of architecture is that the deliberate 
search after originality is futile," said Sir Reginald Blom- 
field in a recent article in the “ Quarterly Review." What 
after all is a deliberate search for originality? Is it 
merely the desire for sensationalism ? Or may it not be 


considered as the spirit of inquiry and invention, the spirit 
which discovers new materials and creates new forms 7 
Is it not that same spirit which will help to revive crafts- 
manship? Is it not an original thought ina mechanical age 
like ours, more valuable, even if it is imperfect, than the 
same old repetition? What is the meaning, on the 
facades of great departmental stores, of friezes or sacrificial 
ox-skulls and garlands ? Why аге emblems of immortality 
carved over the doors of motor show-rooms ? And what 
defence can there be, in these or any other days, for building 
huge fake Orders supported on steel points ? Does anyone 
suppose that a cultivated Greek or Roman or Renaissance 
citizen would not roar with laughter at seeing the way we 
" moderns " are using our gifts of artistic heritage and 
mechanical invention ? | 

It is here that this article, begun with quite other inten- 
tions, begins to degenerate into a tirade. Let us forget 
for a moment the missionary spirit, and see what has 
happened elsewhere. The struggle that is going on in 
Europe may console us for our own difficulties. 

Let us glance first at post-war Germany. One’s im- 
pressions of German .architecture are very mixed. In no 
country has there been a larger volume of experiment, 
or painstaking research. There appear to be strong 
divisions of opinion as to the intrinsic value of much of 
the most recent work, and as to the direction which 
future development will take. | 
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The architectural adviser to one of the biggest German 
architectural publishing firms, a firm which pays particu- 
larly great attention to ultra-modern work, believes that 
there are growing up the seeds of a classic reaction; not the 
return to the full-blooded Graeco-Roman-Renaissance 
classic, but rather towards the type of the delicate classical 
adaptations favoured by the Swedes and Danes, in which 
the traditional detail becomes less structure than decora 
tive accessory. 


There is no doubt of the existence of a school of design: 


directly opposed to the “ brutality " school. It was very 
interesting to see in Munich last summer an exhibition of 
the Arts and Crafts. How superior it was, one says it 
with regret, to our own shows at Burlington House. While 
80 saying, one is not trying to belittle the gallant efforts 
of a struggling band in this country, but it is quite obvious 
that in Germany greater support has been forthcoming. 
Pre-war Munich design is а fairly familiar story, but 
nothing could go further than this exhibition towards re- 
moving the reproaches which were commonly levelled at 
German art. The type and character of the work revealed 
to an astonishing degree influences similar to those affecting 
Swedish and Austrian applied arts and crafts. Quite 
obviously there was no copyism, but a strong bent towards 
the same ideals. There is established, therefore, evidence 
of а direction somewhat different from that of men like 
Mendelsohn, Taut, Gropius, though there is plenty of 
common meeting-ground. At any rate, the “ Hindenburg 
touch " seems to have fallen into disfavour, and modern 
logic is flavoured either with a dash of eighteenth century 
or with some new entirely and often piquant sauce. 
There is far more architectural courage displayed in 
Germany than probably any other country except Holland. 
All types of expressionist design have been attempted. 
Madgeburg has been made a sacrifice to communal colour 
theories, and some of Taut's unexecuted schemes make 
Mendelsohn appear by contrast as а die-hard. Тһе all- 
glass skyscraper, а model for which was shown in а recent 
number of the “ Baukunst,” will no doubt never be built. 
But even if it were no more than an advertisement for a 
glazing firm, it would still be evidence of imagination. 
The result of these experiments is to improve vastly the 
knowledge available of the proper way to solve up-to-date 
problems regarded from all the major aspects of economics, 
materials and scientific equipment. Of course, the esthetic 
result of this blend may be crude and lacking in “ inevita- 


bility,” but it is never devoid of interest and imagination. 


The architectural exponents of eccentricity in various 
forms resulting in such phases as the so-called “ dynamic 
style " have gradually worked themselves back into sanity ; 
but they have not lived in vain, for their most wild-cat 
schemes have always had a sufficient kernel of reasonable- 
ness to enable them to be accepted as a stimulus. Some 
of the recent German work is very good indeed. Curiously 
enough, as it improves it loses its definitely Germanic 
label; one is not quite certain, on looking at such a build- 
ing as the Bellin-Haus in Hamburg, whether it is à German 
or a Dutch product. 

As a matter of fact, this observation 15 true of the modern 
architecture of other countries besides Germany. The 
movemert is not local, or traditional, or even national. 
It is, on the contrary, international and cosmopolitan, and, 
in a measure as the conditions affecting it are similar in 
various countries, so we find a family likeness in the result. 

At first this internationalism will seem a repellent idea, 
but there need be no fear of the disappearance of racial 
characteristics. The Renaissance was almost an inter- 
national movement, since it spread the same fashion all 
over the earth ; but it did not take very long for the national 
imprint on architecture to be restored. Just as long, in 
fact, as races have no real internationalism, so will archi- 
tecture follow suit. 

There will be, however. in the future, greater encourage- 
ment towards an international flavour in architecture than 
was possible in the past. Quite apart from improved 
facilities for travel, intereommunication, printing, exchange 
of knowledge, ete., there have grown up in every big nation 
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certain sections of humanity whose characteristics are cos- 
mopolitan. Тһе leadersof commerce and finance—and even, 
alas, the politicians—are rapidly becoming international 
sects. It is these men who dictate the needs which the 
architect in collaboration with others of his kind sets out to 
satisfy, and these needs are only slightly varying with local 
conditions. Inthe main they are very much of a type, and 
hence also is the architectural expression. This may be a 
fact to be deplored, but at any rate it must be recognised, 
and may mitigate the naive indignation of the spectator 
who suddenly thinks he has discovered that foreign styles 
are being imported into England. Even if that were the 
case, + would simply be true to tradition. Foreign styles 
have been imported into this country ever since the begin- 
nings of her history ; and when we have kept them long 
enough in suspicion we finally begin to look upon them with 
pride as our very own. We are perhaps a shade sancti- 
monious when we refer to “ our tradition." 

The materials of building will probably remain one of 

those factors which make for local differences. Some 
countries have clay, and stone, and iron, and others 
haven't. The presence or otherwise of the raw material 
will affect design, if not in respect of traditional feeling, at 
least because of the economic factor. 
- The great development in post-war Austria of reinforced 
concrete construction as opposed to steel frame is due to the 
difficulty and cost of procuring r.s.].s. Тһе writer was 
told in Vienna that very often the steel-frame building 
would be much more desirable if it were not for this one 
cost item ; and incidentally the Viennese engineers envied 
their English colleagues the luxurious factor of safety in 
which we indulge ourselves in London. 

The lack of good building stone has affected the whole 
aspect of Vienna as a palatial city, and the stucco of the 
Baroque Palaces is never quite certain whether it is plaster 
or imitation stone. Modern Vienna has been, and will be, 
affected by this limitation. Its architecture, whatever may 
be its other affinities with Paris, for instance, will never be 
truly Parisian, for good building stone abounds in France. 
Instead, we will probably get a more logical treatment of 
plaster, the use of colouring pigments such as that (a 
German patent preparation) employed in the red ground 
story of the new Fuchsenfeldenhof apartments, and develop- 
ments of the slab surface treatment used by Otto Wagner 
in his Post Office Savings Bank. This treatment, consisting 
of large thin marble slabs secured by bronze rivets to the 
concrete walls, would be admirably adapted to some modern 
slab materials, if such can be perfected for external use. 

The Viennese are making great architectural progress. 
They are less self-conscious as architects than we in England, 
and have been obliged by necessity to deal with essentials 
first and let “ Architecture " come in naturally as the 
principle of assembling the essentials into а harmony. 
The result is very practical building and real freshness in 
design. The pompous note has almost disappeared, since 
no one can afford to pay for it, and in its place has come 
"amenity." Тһе applause elicited from a lay audience by 
a lantern shde showing the interior courtyard of one of the 
new Vienna housing blocks, shows that the architect's real 
strength is in providing, in a nice note, the homely simple 
things which appeal to us fundamentally. The countries 
which are doing the best pioneer work in architecture are 
those which are not too self-conscious, too tradition-proud. 
The French are very apt to harp on “Та belle tradition 
française "; but it is rather a tradition of doing things 
elegantly than a reference to a definite tendency. And our 
friends have the happy knack of appropriating any other 
national traditions which may tickle the Gallic fancy, and 
bringing them out as French. Where would the Paris 
Exhibition have been but for Vienna and Munich ? 

The flame of architectural vitality which is kindling so 
brightly in Denmark, for instance, will require careful 
stoking lest it be extinguished by a rather cold and rigid 
formalism which threatens to become a manner. The too 
rapid appearance of a formula is a little disquieting, and 
the Danes may, if they are not careful, fall into the ever-

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The Reconstruction of the Vaudeville Theatre, London 


Mr. Robert Atkinson, F.R.I.B.A., has recently had the 
task of re-constructing the interior of the Vaudeville 
Theatre. It was not an ideal kind of job for an architect 
to undertake, because he was debarred from making a design 
for the principal facade facing the Strand. This latter, un- 
fortunately, has been left in its original state. The theatre 
was gutted because, not being a fire-proof construction, the 
London County Council required it to be rebuilt in accord- 
ance with their own regulations for securing the safety of 
the public. These latter are now properly complied with 
in the present structure. Advantage has also been taken of 
the necessity to re-build by increasing the number of seats 
in the auditorium and of improving the general accommo- 
dation of the theatre in a number of ways. Although the 
actual area covered by the building was unchanged, Mr. 
Atkinson has contrived, by very skilful planning, not only 
to increase the number of seats, but to make each sitting 
space more comfortable and more spacious. An excellent 
view of the stage can be obtained from all parts of the 
theatre; moreover, the dressing-room accommodation is 
greatly improved, and all the subsidiary apartments used 
by the public, such as tea-rooms and cloak-rooms, are 
admirably arranged. 


Now let us consider the design of the theatre itself. 
Before doing this in detail it may be well to examine the 
general problems presented in the design of a theatre 
auditorium. The architectural elements are few, and this 
one might at first imagine would make the problem easier, 
but such is not the case, for the elements are so disposed 
that the task of combining them into an æsthetic unity is 
an exceedingly difficult one. Тһе ordinary theatre audi- 
torium consists of a main floor (or parterre) comprising the 
stalls and the pit (in this case the pit portion has 
been merged in the stalls), dress circle or balcony cover- 
ing a section (generally about half of the parterre), and 
above this another gallery variously described as the upper 
circle or sometimes merely the gallery. Exactly opposite 
the galleries and in front of the parterre is the proscenium, 
or large aperture, through which we obtain a view of the 
stage. Between the proscenium and the dress circle and 
occasionallv on parterres and upper circle level, are also 
several small compartments called boxes, from which can 
be obtained an oblique view of the stage at close range. 
Now what is the problem? It surely is to unite these 
elements in such a manner that, as far as possible, each is 
conscious of the other. For instance, the proscenium

opening ought, if possible, to take cognisance of the boxes 
on either side of it, the ceiling of the auditorium should take 
cognisance of the main well of the theatre, that is to say, 
that part of it which is immediately over the parterre 
should be different in treatment from the part surmounting 
the upper circle or gallery, for by this means the design 
acquires an additional vitality, for the ceiling itself seems 
then to communicate with the parterre and convey its 
knowledge ot the plan of the building and the extent to 
which the galleries project over the floor of the parterre. 
Now let us consider the galleries themselves. Here we 
meet with a constructional problem which, instead of 
becoming simpler, has become more difficult in recent years, 
owing to the fact that in the modern theatre it is rightly 
considered very important that the space occupied by seats, 
whether on parterre or upper level, should have the smallest 
number possible of upright posts or pillars such as would 
obstruct the view of the stage from any part of the theatre. 
In the old days it was quite a common thing to see a gallery 
supported by quite a number of pillars highly attractive 
from the artistic point of view, and forming just the right 
esthetic junction between the upper circle and the parterre 
and galler y respectively. To-day all these elegant supports 
are swept away, and wbere it is at all possible to do so we 
suspend our galleries on giant girders which reach from 
side to side of the theatre and dispense with the necessity 
of any intermediate vertical support. How under such 
conditions is it possible to establish the proper esthetic 
relationship between the galleries and the floor ? Such are 
the main problems encountered in the design of a modern 
theatre auditorium. 

Let us consider these problems separately relating to each 
case the general to the particular by reference to Mr. 
Atkinson's design. We may take the disposition of the 
galleries first. It has not here been found possible to dis- 
pense altogether with vertical supports, because room could 


not be found for the depth of girder which would have 
been necessary to accomplish this result. It is noteworthy 
that in some of the larger theatres, such as the Pavilion, 
Shepherd’s Bush, and the new Plaza Theatre, the depth of 
girder required was so great that in the former case a whole 
storey of rooms was included in its vertical dimension, 
while in the latter this was also the case, the only difference 
being that a shallow Royal circle was cantilevered from this 
main girder, thus cleverly concealing the clumsiness of the 
main constructional member. In the Vaudeville the 
dimensions of the theatre were far too small to admit of 
such a device, and Mr. Atkinson’s arrangement of an un- 
obtrusive vertical post, as shown in the accompanying 
illustration, provided a straightforward solution of the 
problem presented to him. 

One of the main differences between Mr. Atkinson's 
design and the one which it superseded is, that the latter at 
dress circle level assumed on plan the old-fashioned horse- 
shoe shape, while the present design is distinguished by a 
rectangularity of shape. From the esthetic point of view 
the horse-shoe shape appears to have the advantage, for it 
is the means whereby the dress circle is brought into 
intimate formal relationship both with the boxes and the 
proscenium opening, but there is no doubt that ђу Mr. 
Atkinson's rectangular solution the seating accommodation 
has been considerably improved, and this latter considera- 
tion would naturally carry great weight with the proprietors 
of the theatre. 

Mr. Atkinson has provided a large circular ceiling im- 
mediately over the well of the theatre, thus giving sesthetic 
emphasis to the main portion of the parterre. Let us next 
consider the proscenium opening. This necessarily has à 
very large scale, and it seems to be a rational treatment that 
the jambs of the opening should proceed in one unbroken 
line from top to bottom. This, however, ignores the line 
of the upper circle level and the nether extremity of the

boxes determined by this, so it appears desirable that a 
transitional member should be inter-closed between the 
jambs of the proscenium and the lateral boundary of the 
box adjacent to it. This transition presents a rather 
difficult problem. In this» instance Mr. Atkinson has 
provided a decorative panel surmounted by a wall ornament 
corresponding to that which is carried round the parapet 
of the boxes and the dress circle. 

So much for the main problems of composition. It 
remains to be said that the detail and colour scheme of the 
interior are altogether delightful. The deep cream of the 
walls is relieved by just sufficient gilded ornament. 16 
is extremely pleasant to see a theatre design which shows 
a departure from the old, bad traditions of over-decoration. 
One feels in this auditorium that one has entered an ex- 
tremely attractive little theatre which possesses an atmos- 
phere of intimacy and charm. The style of ornament is 
derived from the Georgian. The photographs here pro- 
duced show in what elegant manner Mr. Robert Atkinson 
has exploited classic motifs, and he is to be congratulated 
upon a design which shows so much refinement and 
restraint. 


Control of Architectural Design 

The number of people who favour a measure of control 
of architectural design is increasing daily: It has been 
found that existing by-laws are insufficient, and there 
seems to be growing up a desire to veto some of the esthetic 
atrocities which are inflicted upon public notice. The 
problems of sesthetic control was admirably dealt with at 
the Town Planning Institute last week by Mr. William 
Haywood, F.R.LB.A. He speaks with peculiar authority 
upon such a topic, for as secretary of perhaps the most 
successful of the provincial Civic Societies—namely, that 


at Birmingham—he has a unique experience of the methods 
whereby it is alone possible to persuade architects and 
builders to submit to advice from a public body on the 
question of civic design. By establishing beyond all question 
the disinterestedness of the personnel of the Birmingham 
Civie Society, Mr. Haywood and his collaborators have 
succeeded in performing signal services to their native 
city. In order to attain its objects the Birmingham Civic 
Society devised a scheme for the creation of an Advisory 
Art Committee with a strong municipal membership. 
Ex-officio members of the Committee include the Lord 
Mayor, a representative of the Birmingham Public Works 
Committee, a representative of the Education Committee, 
the City Surveyor, the Vice-Chancellor of the University, 
the Principal of the School of Art, the Director of the School 
of Architecture, the President of the Birmingham Archi- 
tectural Association, the Chairman and the Hon. Secretary 
of the Civie Society. The findings of the Committee 
upon all matters submitted to it are in the nature of recom- 
mendations only, and such advice as it gives refers prin- 
cipally to land or buildings actually belonging to the 
municipality. The Committee, however, has already 
acquired so much prestige that it is frequently consulted 
by private owners of property, who are encouraged to 
apply to it not only because they have a certain faith 
in its decisions, but because they know that the Committee 
holds all matters submitted to it in the strictest confidence. 
All new designs for public buildings or minor works to 
be erected upon land belonging to the City, all proposals 
for planning new parks, memorials of any kind to be erected 
in any public street, as may be selected for admission to 
the Advisory Art Committee by the City Departments 
concerned, are reported upon by the Advisory Art Com- 
mittee. | 
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Farmhouses— III.

WOOLBRIDGE HOUSE, 


There stands amid surroundings partly beautiful and 
romantic, and in part commonplace, down in Dorset, the 
ancient stone-built manor-house of Wool, now a farmhouse. 
In the view given above of it the scene is lovely, for 
you look across the sedgy river Frome to the house, with 
the ancient Gothic bridge on the right. But, facing the 
other way, you have in view all the clangorous activities 
of Wool railway station. It is not a large station, but the 
traffic of it is considerable and deafening; for it does a 
big trade in dairy produce and handles milk churns. More 
noise can be made by a railway porter with an empty tin 
milk-churn than with almost anything else on earth. 

Woolbridge House is the name of this old place. It 
figures, very thinly disguised, as ‘‘ Wellbridge House," 
in Thomas Hardy's “ Tess of the D'Urbervilles." Not here 
to enter upon the long descent of it, through the centuries, 
it belongs to the family of Erle-Drays, of Charborough Park, 
whose kinship with the Turbervilles is duly and ornately 
set forth in a window of stained-glass armorial shields in 
the church of Bere Regis. The Turberville name is extinct, 
but no doubt many Dorset folk partake of that ancestry. 
Ill-omened indeed for such is the sight of “Turberville 
Coach ” which, drawn by headless horses and driven by a 
similarly incomplete coachman, is said at times to be 
encountered on the wild Dorset heaths. None others 
save those who have the Turberville blood may see that 
sight ; and well it would be for those who do if they did 
not encounter that ghostly equipage, for to those who meet 
it the meeting is a sign of death within the year ! 

Such, at any rate, is the story ; and indeed Woolbridge 
House is an eerie-looking, as well as a picturesque place. 
In those time before Thomas Hardy made it famous, the 
stranger might count upon being courteously admitted to 
see the interior, but strangers are nowadavs so many and 
so insistent that the privilege can be no longer assured. 
The chief interest is rather a repellent one—is found in the 
two portraits of Turberville women on the walls of the 
staircase, they are “ Life-size portraits on panels built 
into the masonry.” 

I will pass on now to the other end of Dorset, where, not 
far from Lyme Regis, is Bettiscombe. Here, lonely stands 
the old mansion of that name, now a farm, but built, it 
would appear, in the time of Queen Anne by one Azariah 
Pinney, one of two brothers, as a country residence. Some 
twenty years earlier they had been concerned in the Duke 
of Monmouth’s fatal rebellion in the West. John Pinney 
was executed and Azariah was sold as a slave into the 
plantations of the West Indies. He eventually returned 


from the island of Nevis, and died in London in 1719. The 
grim feature of Bettiscombe is its “ Screaming Skull,” 
probably that of a negro servant brought home by Pinney ; 
one who died from consumption. 

Among those manor-houses that long since have become 
farms, but yet keep something of their old dignity, is that 
of Combe Sydenham, away down in Somerset, near Cleeve 
and Watchet. The back view of the house, showing to 
advantage as it does the tower, its principal feature, is 
weirdly impressive. The buildings are seen as a grey, 
neglected mass, rising from a hollow site below the level of 
the road. As the first part of the name clearly suggests, 
Combe Sydenham is situated in a valley. George Sydenham, 
who built the house in 1580, seems to have been something 
of a Latin scholar, for above the entrance may still be read 
the inscription : 

Porta . patebo . a . tuis . semper 

generosa . Georgi . ingratis 

animus . Janua . causa . patens. 
This, indicating that the door always shall be open to the 
gentle, but closed to the ungrateful, spirit, seems to hint 
that Sydenham was a warm-hearted and hospitable person 
who had had experience of both kinds. It is а great roomy, 
cavernous house, with a stone-flagged hall, in which is kept 
8 curious relic. It is commonly said to be а cannon-ball, 
but it is really а meteorite, of а goodly size and weight, 
about а foot in diameter and 100 lb. avoirdupois. 

Along the old Exeter road between Blandford and Dor- 
chester, amid the avenues that attest а former dignity, 
stands the farmhouse once the manor house of Milborne 
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MILBOURNE ST. ANDREW MANOR HOUSE, 


St. Andrew, a residence of the Mansel-Pleydells, who, 
when they built Whatcombe House, close by, in 1758, left 
the older home. The red brick piers of the entrance gates 
remain partly ruined and standing with an air of futility 


There is, however, an interesting story to be told of 
Plumpton Place, near Lewes, one of the most romantically- 
situated of old manor houses in Sussex. It is a property 
belonging to the Earl of Chichester, descendant of the old 


on the grass, without a trace of the carriage drive that Pelhams of Loughton, and bearer of that name. Plumpton 
once ran between them. They are still surmounted with 
sculptured displays of military trophies, surrounding a 
cartouche bearing the lichened arms of the Pleydells, 
including an inescutcheon of pretence showing that before 
they allied themselves with a Mansell they had married 
money with a Morton. It is a fine house, of about 1680, 
full of character, with unusually high-pitched roof ; some- 
what foreign-looking, for that reason. In the garden, with 
its sundial are pretty old-world box-edged flower-beds and 
shady arbours. Foundations of old buildings are traceable 
in the meadows. It is a homelike spot, the very opposite, 
for example, of the grim-looking old farmhouse of Laughton 
Place, in Sussex, in the dead-levels of that desolate region 
called “Тһе Dicker,” near Hailsham. Laughton Place 
stands lonesome, on merely an occupation road. Anciently 
it was a seat of the Pelham family, and yet bears here and 
there the Pelham device, a buckle, a badge by tradition 
avarded Sir John Pelham, who helped make the French 
King John prisoner at the battle of Poitiers. Remains of 
a moat, a heavy brick tower and a clumsy brick, corbie- 
stepped gabled building rise from among much modernised 
other parts, amid a great concourse of barns and sheds. 
The marshes of Glyade stretch away sadly and illimitably. 
The place looks romantic, in the minor key, but there 
seems no story to be told of it. 
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Place anciently was the seat of Leonard Mascall, one of a 
family of much importance in Sussex, some three and four 
hundred years ago. It became a farm, and is now occupied 
by agricultural labourers. Not yet has the old house cap- 
tured the affections of some wealthy person, keen to re- 
model it, and to reside in picturesque state in moated 
circumstances. For a broad and clear moat surrounds the 
house ; the head waters of a little stream issuing from the 
downs. 

I like to think that when Leonard Mascall resided at 
Plumpton Place, it must have been a delightful home, just 
as he must have been an endearing and delightful person. 
For he was not merely a country gentleman, one of that race 
who gave their name to East Mascalls, near Lindfield (an 
ancient house until recent years in roofless ruin, but now 
restored), but he was a man of affairs ; Clerk of the Kitchen 
to Matthew Parker, Archbishop of Canterbury. And he 
was a true husbandman; one who took the most intense 
interest in agriculture and in fishing. He flourished in the 
sixteenth century. Not merely did he interest himself 
in all sorts of rural pursuits, but he wrote and published 
books about them. Не is said to have introduced .both 
carp and pippins into this country ; and he was a great 
man on the rearing of pigs. His work, “ The First Book of 
Cattel,” was published in 1596, after his death, in 1589. 
Six other editions were called for ; the last in 1680.

tempting pastime of chasing the Neo-Greek will-of-the-w'sp. 
The simple hardness of our age does not particularly 
require as aids to expression such detail as is found in the 
Greek vocabulary, and the danger of pseudo-archaism is 
scented in some of the “ purer " modern Danish work as 
in that of the younger Swedish school. 

In many other European centres is good modern work 
going up—in Helsingfors, in Prague, in Zurich, in Buda 
Pesth, not to mention old friends like Holland. There 
are buildings in each town which would rank with anything 
we have in London along modern lines. Тһе fact that 
there are so many examples of merit in modern design 
shows the strength and logic of the modern movement. 
It cannot be stopped, but it can be guided. In this it 
reveals itself as the spirit of vouth. 

In England we need have no fear of our architectural 
development suflering permanently from retarded growth. 
But we must confess that for every real flower that blooms 


in our post-war architectural garden we can count a score 
of plausible-looking wecds.

Portable Electric Planer 
(Black & Decker, Ltd.) 


A Portable Electric Planer 


New portable electric tools are always to 
be welcomed, for even though the tool in 
question may have been designed for some 
specific purposes, its advent tends to urge 
а more general utilisation of the electrical 
power which is now almost universally 
within reach. Electric drills, hammers and 
screwdrivers, each have their own circle of 
users, but the Rotary Planer recently intro- 
duced by Messrs. Black & Decker, Ltd., of 
Great Queen Street, Kingsway, W.C.l, 
seems to have an interesting future in front 
of it. This tool was designed to provide 
а practical means of reclaiming old shipping 
cases by removing the original shipping 
marks, but there is little doubt that its 
utility will not stop there, for it is a sturdy 
well-built tool which could be made to 
render good service wherever building 
timbers are in use. The multiple-blade 
knife is driven through hardened steel 
gearing by means of a “ Black & Decker '' 
Heavy Duty }-inch Electric Drill, running 
at 3,000 r.p.m. It will be noted from our 
illustrations that the driving spindle of the 
planer is gripped in the drill chuck and that 
а simple camping device is provided to 
steady the combination. Тһе depth of the 
cut is regulated by. an adjustable plate. 
In common with the other electric tools 
manufactured by Messrs. Black & ПссКег, 
Ltd., who are well known in the United 
States, this tool is provided with a “ pistol- 
grip and trigger switch." Ав it is 
essentially an electric drill with a planer 
attachment, it may be converted for drilling 
purposes by uncoupling the planer and 
substituting the necessary “ bits." 


A Paint with a Dual Purpose 


At the present day, when the chemist 
plays so important а role in modern in- 
dustry, it is not surprising that his researches 
аге primarily responsible for the intro- 
duction of many new products which are 
turned to a useful purpose in the building 
trades. In this connection paints and 
varnishes have been well in evidence, but 


the coming of a product which is as remark- 
able as '' Bitalumin " is not an everyday 
occurrence. “ Bitalumin," which is manu- 
factured by Messrs. The Hewitt Construction 
Syndicate, Ltd., of 39 Victoria Street, 
London, S.W.l, is a metallic aluminium 
paint possessing the anti-corrosive proper- 
ties of a bituminous composition. Іп 
other words, it is a paint with a dual pur- 
pose, and is essentially a mixture of alumi- 
nium paint and bituminous paint. In use, 
it exhibits the unusual phenomenon known 
as “‘leafing "—that is, as soon as it is applied 
the aluminium component rises to the sur- 
face of the bituminous body and gives a 
bright metallic coating overlying one which 
has the anti-corrosive property of an ordi- 
nary bituminous paint. Two distinct 
coats are thus obtained in one application, 
and whilst the bottom one is preservative 
in character, the top one meets all the 
requirements of a metallic paint from the 
point of view of appearance апа light- 
reflective properties. As such * Bita- 
lumin ” is suitable for а] uses to which 
aluminium paint ‘is normally applied, and 
in particular for structural iron and steel. 
work, and tanks and water pipes which are 
subject to sweating. Its introduction marks 
а distinct advance in the genera] utility 
of bituminous products, for in this role it 
yields a clean surface which has none ot the 
"semi-stickiness " of an ordinary bitu- 
menous paint, and by reason of its over- 
lying metallic film it can be painted over 
without any subsequent troubles from 


“ grinning.” 


An Improved Concrete Block 
Machine 


The popularity gained by their No. 2 
Concrete Block Pressure Machine has in- 
duced Messrs. Winget, Ltd., of Grosvenor 
Gardens, London, S.W.1, to put out an 
improved 1926 model. In this machine, 
which has been designed for use on building 
schemes where power is not available or 
where the work does not call for the instal- 
lation of the more powerful presses, an 
increased pressure of 10 tons can be ob. 
tained. This has been made possible by 
the adoption of an improved type of worm- 
driven head. In the original machine 
the ramplate pressure was only 34 tons. 
The operating hand-wheel is now placed оп 
the right-hand side of the machine instead

of at the back, and ап automatic mould box 
is provided, all three doors of which are 
unlocked and opened by one movement 
through a link motion. These improve- 
ments have not only eased the energy 
required for manipulation, but have also 
increased the output of the machine up to 
150 blocks per hour. The standard blocks are 
18 inches by 9 inches by 44 inches, but 
the machine can also be adapted for 
partition slabs of the same superficial area 
as these blocks and of any thickness up to 
44inches. The operation of this “ Winget " 
pressure machine is simplicity in itself. 
When the moulding box has been filled 
with concrete and roughly screeded off, it 
is brought into position beneath the ram- 
plate by а single movement of the lever. 
Pressure is then applied by means of the 
hand-wheel. The wheel is rotated until 
the ramplate regains its original position, 
when, by the reverse movement of the lever, 
the moulding box is withdrawn to the filling 
position and opened for the removal of the 
block. А new pallet is then placed in the 
moulding box and the operation is repeated. 
It should be noted that the pressure 
mechanism eliminates all possibility of 
guesswork in applying the same pressure, 
and that the guide shafts attached to the 
ramplate ensure an even vertical pressure 
and obviate the production of а tapered 
block or slab. 


An Improvement in Mantel 
Registers 


It has long been recognised that the 
expansion of the iron is directly respon- 
sible for the breaking away of the plaster 
work on each side of & cast iron mantel 
register. Іп individual cases this may 
not be а serious defect, but to many of 
the local housing authorities it is now 
threatening to become а matter of some 
consequence in regard to the expense en- 
tailed by constant repaiis. То obs.ate this 
trouble Messrs. The Forth & Clyde and 
Sunnyside Iron Cos., Ltd., of Falkirk, have 
just introduced the "''Beadon"' Mantel 
Register, which, as shown in our illustra- 
tion, is provided with а patent bead for 
covering an expansion clearance between 
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the edge of the plaster and the body of the 
iron-work. To some extent this bead 
actually enhances the general appearance 
of the register, but it also permits the walls 
to be distempered or papered right up to 
the side of the mantel-piece. In setting 
this mantel the plaster is cut away an 
additional $ inch at each side, over that 
necessary to take the size of mantel specified 
—that is, for a 30 inch mantel the plaster 
should be removed to a width of 31 inches. 
The covering bead then laps the joint and 
any expansion or contraction which takes 
place does not affect the plaster. Mantels 
provided with this bead can also be fitted up 
when the wall has been “ last-coated,”’ for 
any pointing up at the sides of the mantel 
becomes unnecessary. The mantel register 
illustrated is 30 inches wide by 48 inches 
high, and will take a 14-inch fire. The 
manufacturers wish to point out that it 
is supplied to the trade through builders’ 
merchants and ironmongers only. 


A New Boiler with a Distinctive 
Feature 

The presence of a continuous supply of 

hot water adds considerably to the comfort 

of the household, and since the kitchen range 

is now so often replaced by a gas or electric 

cooker, in the interests of domestic economy

the installation of an independent hot water 
boiler becomes а necessity. Тһе types of 
domestic boilers in use are therefore legion, 
but in spite of this it is not always well t. 
pass by a newcomer without considering 
its individual merits. The “ Pilot " Boiler, 
a new product of Messrs. James Keith & 
Blackman Co., Ltd., of 27 Farringdon 
Avenue, London, E.C.4, is provided with a 
petent nickel-plated rail to prevent pots 
and pans from being accidentally pushed 
off the hot-plate. When extended in front 
of the open fire this device forms & con- 
venient airing rail, which would be greatly 
appreciated in most households. Тһе boiler 
itself will provide 35 gallons of hot water 
per hour at a temperature of 150? Fahr., 
and is therefore suitable for working in 
conjunction with a 50-gallon cylinder. The 
fire-box is of ample dimensions to enable 
the boiler to work throughout the night 
without attention, and thus obviates re- 
lighting & fresh fire every morning. The 
average fuel consumption works out at 
about 1} cwt. of coke per week, but like 
most other domestic boilers, combustible 
household refuse may be utilised to reduce 
the actual quantity of coke or anthracite 
consumed. Тһе "Pilot" Boiler is con-

structed of cast iron and has а hot-plate 
measuring 14 inches wide by 20 inches 
deep. The fire-door is fitted with mica 
panels so that the fire is always visible, 
and a rocking grate is provided to enable 
the fire to be cleared with the minimum 
of trouble. Ample facilities are also pro- 
vided for cleaning out lime deposits, the 
interior of the boiler being easily reached 
by removing the cleaning doors on either 
side. It is also pleasing to note that every 
part of the boiler is standardised, so that 
accidental breakage can be immediately 
replaced from stock. Some manufacturers 
of domestic boilers have been sadly neglect- 
ful in this respect, and the trouble and 
inconvenience which results under such 
circumstances can only be gauged from the 
actual experience of the householder. 


A New Electric Cooker 


Now that so many local electricity under- 
takings are developing the “ All-Electric ” 
house, cooking by electricity should receive 
a certain impetus. Messrs. The Hotpoint 
Electric Appliance Co., Ltd., of 24 Newman 
Street, Oxford Street, W.1, are therefore 
abreast of the times with the introduction 
of a new Electric Cooker suitable for flats 
and housing schemes where the catering is 
limited to three or four persons. The 
* Falconette " Electric Cooker. which we 
illustrate, is constructed of cast iron and 
mild stecl, and comprises an oven sur- 
mounted by а hob carrying one of the 
“ Hotpoint" boiling plates.

A New Panelling Board 


Oak panelling is undoubtedly one of the 
most delightful forms of internal decora- 
tion, but under present-day conditions its 
cost is to a certain extent prohibitive. It 
is no great wonder, then, that many sub- 
stitutes for oak panelling have been mar- 
keted from time to time. The latest new- 
comer in this line—'' Kardoak " Panelling 
Board—has been introduced by Messrs. 
Jesse Ball, of Cheapside Timber Yards, 
Birmingham. This board is one of the most 
natural reproductions of figured oak which 
we have seen, for it is noticeably free from 
the continuous repetition of the grain 
which is so often found in this class of 
niaterial. “ Кагдоак ” is supplied stained 
and polished ready for use. ЈЕ does not 
shrink and is unaffected by dampness,

inasmuch as it is backed with a bituminors 
paper. At present it is being supplied in 
three thicknesses, varying from ф to 
} inch, the sheets being 31} inches by 
214 inches. Several standard shades are 
made and can always be matched and 
ordered by a reference number. Where 
desired it can be supplied double-sided, but 
realising that it may be necessary to match 
existing panelling the manufacturers are 
also marketing the material in an unstained 
condition. ''Kardoak" may be fixed to 
brick walls, with or without plaster, by 
pinning the sheets direct to wall grounds, 
the joints being covered by laying on 
wooden stiles forming the panels. With 
damp walls this method is advantageous as 
the grounds form an air space between the 
wall and the board, which adds considerably 
to the life of the material. It is unnecessary 
to have grooved framework, as this panelling 
board does not twist nor shrink. In the 
case of match-boarded walls and partitions 
the sheets may be tacked direct to these. 
Ordinarily no paste or glue is necessary, 
but where large panels are desired and thin 
or medium sheets are being used a touch of 
glue at the back is to be recommended.

The Reconstruction of London." 
By Mr. У. В. Davidge, F.R.LB.A., F.S.T, A.M.Inst.C.E., Vice-Pres. Т.Р. 


ZONING FOR INDUSTRIES. 

What can be done to put our industries in the right 
place? At present we have gas works scattered all over 
London, innumerable electric power stations and refuse 
destructors, factories of all kinds in all sorts of suitable and 
unsuitable positions. Even the choicest residential areas 
are being steadily invaded by commercial buildings and 
the most important of our West-end squares are being 
taken over, one by one and house by house, for business 
purposes. 

Is it possible to call a halt to this continual change of use 
which is going on under our eyes daily ? 

Canute could not stop the rolling waves, and it may well 
be doubted whether we shall ever be able to so stereotype 
and define the residential areas as to forbid the natural 
changes that must come in course of time. 

Much can, however, be done to regulate the placing of 
the more important industries and to prevent the wholesale 
spoiling of our residential districts by the present haphazard 
scattering of industrial buildings 

It will be noted from the diagram that in every London 
borough there are a very large number of buildings in 
public ownership, such as schools, hospitals, public offices 
and the like, and it will be seen what possibilities there are 
in all such districts for something in the nature of a civic 
centre, by the gradual grouping together of all such 
buildings. 

In the United States, practically all cities of any import- 
ance have adopted “ zoning ” regulations, primarily for 
the protection of residential areas, and the definite exclusion 
of industrial buildings from such areas has been found of 
such direct advantage that the idea is everywhere supported 
by the pressure of public opinion. On financial grounds 
alone it has been found well worth while to protect good

residential districts from the rapid fall in value which is 
inevitable if there is no restriction on the use to which 
buildings may be put. 

In a word, the control exercised is to all intents and pur- 
poses the same as that at present enforced on all well- 
managed estates, not so much for the protection of the 
ground landlord as for the welfare of the tenants them- 
selves. 

It is well known that the London County Council have 
at present under consideration the possibility of Zoning 
Regulations for London, and it is quite clear that so far as 
London is concerned it is essential that any such regulations 
must be part of a general plan for the replanning and re- 
construction of London. 

Powers to provide for the replanning of built areas are 
already promised by Government for the near future, so 
that it behoves us to consider what form such powers might 
reasonably take. 

Obviously the right placing of industries is a matter of 
the first importance. Gas works and electricity works 
and other large users of coal must of necessity be placed 
in close touch with the railways and the river or canal. 
Many of these undertakings are already being combined, 
and there is a prospect in the near future of one great central 
power station on the Essex bank of the Thames. The time 
is rapidly approaching when a similar amalgamation of 
the gas undertakings will render it possible to remove the 
various local gas works, such as those at Wandsworth and 
Vauxhall, to a new industrial site on the Thames side well 
below London, thus freeing their present sites for better 
uses and at the same time removing from the Thames and 
the various railways a vast amount of unnecessary traffic 
by water and by га), aggregating millions of tons annually. 

The cartage by road and rail to innumerable factories, 
first of the coal and the raw material from the docks to the 
works and subsequently the distribution of the manu- 
factured article to all parts, causes continued and un- 
necessary congestion of our streets. It would pay over and 
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over again to establish all new factories and gradually to 
transfer the old factories to new industrial townships below 
London, where the works would be in direct touch with 
the port and foreign trade. 


THE NERVE CENTRES OF LONDON. 

In Roman London, the life of the City, no doubt, focussed 
round the market place or forum, remains of which have 
recently come to light in Gracechurch Street, near the 
present Leadenhall Market. The main street of the ancient 
city, then as now, was, and is, Cheapside. 

With the Guild life of the Middle Ages, the civic centre 
of London became the Guild Hall, although the Lombards 
were still to be found in Lombard Street and the merchants 
on Cornhill. 

Later, on the erection of the Mansion House, Royal 
Exchange and Bank of England, the centre of the civic 
and commercial life of the City became definitely located 
` at the spot where the roads originally forked to pass each 
side of the Roman forum. 

The religious life of the City, however, centred on St. 
Paul's and its adjoining monastery of the Black Friars. 
Whitehall and Westminster have for many long centuries 
symbolised the Government centre of London. 

The University of London is of comparatively modern 
growth. Its constituent parts, University College, King's 
College, the Colleges of South Kensington and the Poly- 
technics are all widely separated, and it is desirable that 
the Senate and the principal buildings of the University 
should be located in a position where eventually the other 
buildings can be grouped around. It is known that the 
Government are anxious to secure the removal of King's 
College from their premises at Somerset House, and the 
Government offer of a new site in Bloomsbury is not 
altogether a disinterested one. Тһе site offered т Blooms- 
bury is, however, of very limited area, and only a com- 
paratively small portion of the activities of the University 
could by any possibility be collected there. The need for 
a comprehensive plan for the development of London is 
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nowhere better marked than in its University, consisting 
of scattered groups of buildings and institutions in all 
parts of London. 

The opportunities offered by the south side of the river 
have not yet been explored by the University authorities, 
although nowhere else in London are such large and 
valuable building sites unobstructed with streets to be 
found. 

THE ANCIENT COMMERCIAL CENTRE. 

In the case of practically all communities, the area of the 
original settlement becomes in time the centre of business 
and business life. The narrow streets of the old-walled 
city of London, and especially the more ancient parts near 
the Bank and the Royal Exchange, have thus become by 
long tradition the business hub of the community. 

In New York the area of the original settlement near 
Battery Point and bounded by * Wall Street " still remains 
the heart of the city, and the same is true of all cities. 

Even in the smaller cities, the meeting point of the 
principal roads 1s certain to attract traffic and consequently 
bring in population, thus almost automatically causing 
the growth of a shopping or business centre. 


THE GROWTH OF INDUSTRIES. 

With the coming of the industrial age, in the late 
eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries, it was natural 
that the industrial areas should spring up as close as possi- 
ble to the city, hence we find the business area fringed round, 
and to a certain extent hedged in, by industries of every 
kind, especially along the edge of the river and its tributary 
streams. 

The heavy industries have naturally located themselves 
adjoining a waterway. Particular industries have chosen 
particular localities. In Bermondsey, for instance, the 
leather works, tanneries and skin dressers established 
themselves, by an early species of zoning, along the edge 
of the river immediately below London, where апу pollution 
would not affect the water supply of the city and where 
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power for the mills could be obtained from the impounded 
tidal waters of the Thames. 

All round the immediate neighbourhood of the commercial 
area of the City the same industrial growth is to be ob- 
served, the industries as they expand gradually absorbing 
the decayed fringes of the one-time residential area adjoin- 
ing them. 

The effect of this constantly changing character of our 
principal districts is already to be seen in many directions. 
The one-time high-class residential districts of Hanover 
Square and Soho Square have long been invaded by 
business premises, and with the steady outward growth of 
both commerce and industry it will not be many years 
before the whole of the present fringes of the residential 
areas will be absorbed by commerce or industry. 

This natural process cannot be ignored, and the most 
that zoning regulations can hope to attain is to prevent 
the haphazard spoiling of whole districts by the sudden 
introduction of buildings of discordant character. 

The accompanying diagram on this page will explain the 
principal points to be considered in the preparation of 
zoning restrictions for London. 

These points may be summarised as follows :— 

Commercial areas. 
Industrial areas. 
Residential areas—with their necessary shopping areas. 

The difficulty is in providing sufficient room for the 
gradual expansion of each and all of these varying areas. 
But expansion there must be, not for one class but for every 
class of building, and in any plan that is drawn up for 
restrictive zoning it 1s important, if disaster is to be avoided, 
that this point should be fully met. 

Industries of ап obnoxious character must be placed 
where they will do the least harm. Heavy industries must 
be near rail and water. Тһе lighter industries in close touch 
with electric power. Meanwhile both the commercial and 
residential areas are already overcrowded, and only bv the 
gradual sacrifice of the cheaper outer ring of residential 
property has it been found possible to meet the needs of 
industry. 
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This process is both wasteful and tedious, and unfor- 
tunately has the result that all round the fringe of the 
existing industrial areas there is an area of old residential 
property fast going to rack and ruin. The orderly develop- 
ment of London can only be brought about by a proper 
system of zoning, forming part of a general plan for the 
reconstruction of London. 


THE MARKETS оғ LONDON. 

In ancient times, the erection of markets and fairs 
formed a part of the King’s prerogative, and no market or 
fair could exist except by direct grant from the Crown. 
Thus Henry III covenanted by Charter with the City of 
London not to grant permission to anyone else to set up а 
market within a radius of seven miles from tke City, and 
this privilege was again confirmed by a charter granted in 
the first vear of the reign of Edward III, dated March 6, 
1326. While the City Corporation has from time to time 
waived its rights in order to permit of the establishment 
of markets in London by private enterprise where a demand 
apparently existed, its franchises as the market authority 
for London have been frequently recognised and confirmed 
in recent vears by Acts of Parliament and decisions of the 
High Courts of Justice.

Local markets also exist in several outlying suburbs, 


Borough Market 
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such as those at Brentford, Kingston, Romford, St. Albans 
and Woolwich. 

Markets are in general the growth of centuries and are 
not easily established. They are mostly just off the 
principal lines of communication. There are, however, 
many traffic difficulties in getting to and from existing 
markets, and it will be agreed that in a properly planned 
Greater London there will be room for a number of easily 
accessible district markets, properly co-ordinated as ad- 
juncts to the central markets. 

Even in the sphere of markets we find that considerable 
changes are in the air: many of the old private markets 
have gone; Shadwell market has long given way to а 
public park ; Deptford cattle market has fallen out of use 
since the war ; Covent Garden market is seeking to transfer 
itself to a new area ; great sums are being spent on Spital- 
fields and other markets. 

It is clear that, with the progress of large departmental 
stores during the last twenty years, there is everywhere а 
tendency to group the smaller businesses into one large 
concern, which in most cases can provide the best of services 
and the best of materials at a convenient centre, and there 
is need for the public markets to be similarly grouped and 
co-ordinated wherever possible. 

The Corporation markets are all well established and it 
does not appear that there is any demand for their removal 
or serious alteration. 

Covent Garden market and Borough market are, however, 
on а more precarious tenure and there is a very strong case 
for amalgamating these markets in a new position, prefer- 
ably on the south side of the river, as suggested in the 
chapter on the “ Surrey Side.”’ 


WHOLESALE SHOPS. 


The wholesale shops and warehouses mostly remain in 
the City, near the original trading centre, although fre- 
quently businesses have migrated, owing to the need for 
continual expansion. The almost automatic grouping and 
segregation of trades, especially those in the same line of 
business, 18 interesting. 

In the middle ages the streets leading off Cheapside each 
had its separate trade, as may still be recalled by the street 
names, such as Wood Street, Bread Street, Milk Street, 
Friday Street, Ironmonger Lane and Old Jewry. To-day 
the wholesale drapers cling to the neighbourhood of St. 
Paul’s, hard by where the ancient coaches used to arrive. 
and the ironware merchants, from the heavier nature of 
their goods, have long made Thames Street, in the neigh- 
bourhood of the river, as their headquarters. 


GROWTH OF SHOPPING CENTRES. 

The popularity of particular localities as shopping centres 
depends primarily upon the ease of accessibility and the 
quality and price of the goods to be obtained. Cheapside, 
the ancient highway in the centre of the City, 1s still 
important, but with the westward movement of population 
has long lost its pride of place as the chief shopping street 
of London. | 

The business premises gradually crept out along Holborn 
and Oxford Street, Fleet Street and the Strand, but not 
until the centres of population shifted westward, following 
on the laying out of the squares, did Oxford Street and 
Piccadilly become important shopping centres. 

Bond Street, the original street uniting these thorough- 
fares, and leading to the palace of St. James long before 
the formation of Regent Street, still maintains its high 
class shops and its courtlv reputation. 

The sudden growth of the shopping centres of Kensington 
and Westbourne Grove is due largely to the business enter- 
prise of the last half-century, following on the underground 
railway, and demonstrates that where sufficient population 
is available and easy means of transit are provided, business 
districts will almost certainly arise at the principal focal 
points. 

The growth of a shopping district is, however, not 
entirely fortuitous, and depends primarily upon the 
available means oí transport. When everyone lived in 
the City, Cheapside was sufficient for all needs. And the 
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Royal Exchange was an attractive shop centre. The 
Streets through which the coaches came, gradually filled 
up with shops as the population continued to spread out- 
wards till the Haymarket became shops. When London 
had grown out to Piccadilly, Bond Street, as the principal 
approach to the Court of St. James, although narrow and 
restricted іп width, became the resort for courtiers in their 
Sedan chairs. 

The formation of Regent Street а hundred years ago 
on the line of what was then “ Swallow Street," did not 
seriously disturb the trade of Bond Street, already well 
established, with а huge and wealthy neighbourhood all 
round. The opening of the wider street brought a fresh 
stream of traffic, and the century which has passed shows 
that in the case of Regent Street a wide street does not 
suffer as a shopping street merely because it is wide. 

The opening of every fresh avenue of traffic, whether bv 
road or by rail, has created fresh centres of attraction, and 
even the fixing of fare-stages on the omnibuses may cause 
an aggregation of passers-by at particular points which 
will eventually be good for trade at that spot. 


WHAT 18 ZONING ? 


Zoning may be described as (1) the restriction to particu- 
lar districts of particular industries with a view to the im- 
provement of the whole community ; (2) the limitation of 
heights of buildings, and (3) the restriction as to the pro- 
portionate amount of any one plot that тау be used for 
building purposes. In America these three main headings 
are known as— 

(1) User zoning. 
(2) Height zoning. 
(3) Area or density zoning (space about buildings). 

User zoning we have already touched upon, and this is 
the principal form of zoning which is fully applicable to 
London. In the case of limitation of height of building 
and requirements as to open space around buildings, the 
present Building Acts already have useful provisions 
which are not covered by American building law. 

The importance of height restriction in such a community 
as London cannot be minimised. It is vital that the height 
of buildings shall have some relation to street width and 
not be dictated by the whim of the proprietor. At present 
the limit of height in London is 80 feet to the eaves, with 
the addition of not more than two further storeys in the 
roof, making a total height of approximately 100 feet. 

This is amply sufficient for all ordinary needs, and it 
18 remarkable that the number of buildings which have 
taken full advantage of their legal powers is comparatively 
small, except in such new streets as Kingsway or the new 
Regent Street. It should be noted that in our latitude 
the shadow thrown by any building on the shortest day is 
between 3 and 4 times the height of the building. 

Density zoning we are already familiar with in our 
suburban developments, by its restriction of the number of 
houses to be allowed to the acre, generally not exceeding 
twelve. No compensation is payable under the Town 
Planning Act in respect of this restriction, hence its very 
great popularity with local authorities. The proportion of 
site allowed to be built over is also a matter of some im- 
portance, but as this is already largely covered by the 
provisions of the London Building Acts, this need not be 
touched upon further. 

Zoning is useful in the protection it affords not only to 
the public, but to property owners. It is, however, purely 
restrictive and must be combined with the constructive 
requirements of а definite plan of re-construction or de- 
velopment. 

Zoning is not, therefore, a thing by itself; but must be 
carried out as part of а general constructive plan for the 
future development of London.

THE position on the Stock Exchange remains dull, and 13 
likely to continue flat until the ridiculous position at 
Geneva is cleared up. 

Last week we called attention to the position of the 
companies owning large shops in Regent Street, and we 
now have Jay’s report, which shows that this big concern 
has made less than £10,000 profit and can pay no ordinary 
dividend. Premises and goodwill stand in the books at 
£322,042, and already £182,332 has been spent on rebuild- 
ing and more will naturally be needed before the block is 
complete. There is a bank loan of £130,000, and it is 
certain that the capital will have to be increased sooner 
or later. The directors point out that there is an advance 
of 300 per cent. in rates, and this advance of course applies 
equally to all the Regent Street premises. If the value 
in earning power had been increased 300 per cent. no one 
would grumble, but it has not, and we again repeat what 
we said last week, that the future of this great street looks 
obscure from a financial point of view. 

A few weeks ago we chronicled the issue of £500,000 
Dorman Long debentures, the money being needed to 
replace loans to replace money gone into Kent Coal. 
Now Pearson and Dorman Long offer £2,000,000 
5 per cent. guaranteed debenture stock under the Trade 
Facilities Act. This money is also needed to develop Kent 
Coal, and it would be interesting to find out exactly how 
many millions have been sunk in the endeavour to turn this 
garden of England into a Black Country. Naturally the 
debentures are thoroughly sound, for they have the guaran- 
tee of the British Government, and it 13 the taxpayer who 
will have to pay if Kent Coal is not a success. 

British Insulated Cables must have struck some very 
fat contracts, for the profit for the vear is up £303,548, at 
£670,299, an astounding result which justifies the board 
in paying 334 scrip dividend in addition to 15 per cent. 
cash dividend, and after writing £75,000 to depreciation 
there is £224,918 to go forward, which is enough to have 
paid another 15 per cent. The financial position 1s quite 
good, for, after deducting from the reserve £333,333 (which 
is retransferred), the total reserves amount to £650,000. It 
is true that there is now a bank loan, but as debtors have 
increased over half a million this 18 not to be wondered at, 
and one-third of the total assets after deducting liabilities 
remain free and the ratio of earnings to total assets is the 
huge figure of 12:1 per cent. We have always advised these 
shares, and we repeat that no one should sell them. 

The Bath and Portland Stone Firms have had a splendid 
half-year, and taking the whole year the profit is £56,532, 
an increase of £13,000 on 1924, but the directors are satis- 
fied with paving 12: and giving a bonus of 7s. 6d. This 
leaves £45,458 to go forward. They have purchased the 
freeholds of some quarries previously leased, and have 
also purchased other freeholds, thus strengthening the 
holdings in Portland and giving them а very much longer 
life. The demand is heavy and increasing, and the whole 
place is working at high pressure and both turnover and 
profits are a record. The great trouble with this excellent 
concern js that the only market in the shares is Bristol, 
and very few people sell, or can buy. The financial position 
shows that almost 50 per cent. of the assets are free, whilst 
the earnings give the high ratio of 12:8 per cent. to total 
assets. Those who have been luckv enough to obtain 
shares on our recommendation should hang on, for the 
prosperity of the concern is assured for at least some vears 
to come. 

Cammell Laird balance sheet is now out and shows a 
loss on the year of £36,331, against a profit in the previous 
year of £70,894, and £50,000 has been taken from reserve. 
Of course no dividend can be paid on the ordinary, but the 
final instalment on the preference ін also in arrears. Truly 
the perplexities of these big iron and steel works increase 


each week, and this great firm, which is not only interested 
in Leeds Forge but also in Midland Railway Carriage & 
Wagon Company (both reports are now out) and num- 
berless other subsidiaries, has а black outlook before it. 
However, the five-vear notes have been paid off and credi- 
tors have been reduced so that the financial position is 
much clearer than it was, and the balance sheet is now pre- 
sented in a more intelligent form. About a third of the 
assets deducting liabilities are free, во that even if trade 
is bad there is no worry about finance. The shares are a poor 
holding. 

Linoleum Manufacturing Company have held their own. 
In fact, they have made £196,532 compared with £191,556 
in the previous year, and once again pay 25 per cent., carry- 
ing forward £81,958. The financial position here remains 
exceedingly strong, for the reserves are £571,165 against 
an issued capital of £550,000, and the company only owes 
£121,475 and has quick assets amounting to nearly £850,000. 
This is а wonderful record for a concern in its sixty-second 
year. We need hardly say that the securities are thoroughly - 
sound. 

The Rivet, Bolt and Nut Company, the well-known 
Glasgow firm, has not quite held its own, but it has made 
£56,879, which, in а bad year, is really an excellent per- 
formance, and the dividend of 8 per cent. is paid for the 
third year in succession. It will be remembered that the 
preference shares were paid off last October, so that now 
there is only the ordinary capital of £412,500, which 18 
almost covered by quick assets. The financial position of 
this concern is extremely strong, and though the shares are 
only dealt in in Glasgow they are a sound purchase. 

Leeds Forge is a really a subsidiary of Cammell Laird, 
but it does not do well and tlie best it could earn last vear 
was £884, and as there is still a debit balance of £188,565 
nothing can be paid on either preference or ordinary. It will 
be remembered that in 1923 an issue of debentures was 
made, and though these are moderatelv well secured the 
same cannot be said for the preference.

Vertical Ridge Ventilators. 
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The Making of a Slum 


Mr. George Н. Duckworth, C.B., F.S.A., т his paper at the 
R.1.B.A. described the manner in which slumswere made and 
the nature of aslum. This he described as being a street, 
court or alley which reflects the social condition of a poor, 
thriftless and casually employed class. The site of a slum 
was usually a pocket off à main street or a nest of streets 
where through traffic had been made impossible by the 
intervention of canals, railway embankments or other 
obstacles. The inhabitants might be either the scum of the 
population or people employed in unpleasant or uncertain 
occupations. Thus we have gasworks poverty, coster 
poverty and dock ard waterside poverty, workhouse 
poverty and hereditary poverty. 

What usually gives a downward shove to a district was 
the moving away of better class residents, their place 
being filled by others, while often there are no natural 
successors to those who had left. 

Actual degeneration is frequently caused by the whole- 
sale destruction of a slum area in the centre, when no.con- 
venient opportunity exists for adding to the overcrowding 
in a neighbouring district, or to the disturbing effect of such 
exhibitions as those of Earls Court and the White City. 
Another danger was over-housing. 

We should discourage building in closed pockets: and 
build in blocks of four and six rather than ir semi-detached 
houses ; give a common frontage in place of front gardens, 
and maintain it out of the common fund. Special atten- 
tion should be paid to the construction of chimneys. 
Through draughts and sunlight should be provided. A 
parlour should be given in addition to a living-room. 
Sharp turns on staircases should be avoided and peram- 
bulator space provided. 

Mr. Duckworth considered that Mr. Chamberlain’s 
suggestion that slums should be purchased at a fair valua- 
tion and administered by the local councils as being a 
brilliant solution of the problem, and as tenants left de- 
fective houses could be pulled down and replaced, 


The Rebuilding of Rome 

Signor Mussolini has said that he wishes "to make 
Rome once more a great metropolis as in the golden age.’ 
This is to be effected by restoring to Rome her ancient line 
of monuments and roads, by bringing ancient treasures to 
light, while freeing others from encroaching buildings and 
also by erecting'new palaces in а manner not unworthy of 
the ancient capital of the world. Of late years care has 
been taken to avoid acts of vandalism, and the erection 
of gasworks on the site of the Circus Maximus was the work 
of a former generation. The idea of the present Govern- 
ment is to follow on lines suggested by Quintono Sella, 
after the occupation of Rome by Victor Emmanuel IT, who 
sought to draw the centre of modern activity from old 
Rome and give room for expansion. The Station Square 
forms a centre from which new Rome could radiate, and 
plans have already been drawn up for better communica- 
tion between this centre and the older parts of the city. 


Portland Stone and Wren. 

The Bath and Portland stone firms have registered a gain 
of 30 per cent. т 1925 and declared a dividend of 17$ per 
cent. which is 2} per cent. higher than that of the previous 
year. They have been able to secure the freehold of 
quarries previously only leased and in other respects fortune 
has smiled or their efforts. How much of this can be 
attributed to the fact that Wren employed Portland stone 
for St. Paul's and the City Churches? After many 
disastrous trials of other stones in London, during the 
last 70 years it has become almost an axiom for owners 
of estates and other authorities to demand the use of 
Portland stone for external work in London, and there can 
be little doubt that the relative soundness of Wren’s stone 
buildings first directed attention to the fine quality of 
Portland stone. We might expect were a Wren memorial 
in question that the Bath and Portland stone firms would 
contribute liberally, for has not the example of Wren’s 
choice been a most effective commercial asset to them 7

Cesspools and septic tanks cannot purify sewage, the 
action in them is putrefactive—septic in the same sense 
as a wound is septic: a menace to health. 

The purifying process is by bacterial and biological action 
in a downward Filter which is essential if an effluent free 
from nuisance is to be secured. Cesspools may have 
served when only a few gallons per person per day of 
sewage had to be dealt with, prior to the use of modern 
sanitary fittings, but now that 3o gallons per head of 
sewage per day is the normal flow, a cesspool is an insani- 
tary nuisance.

The Manchester Town Hall 


Extension 


The proposed competition for the extension of the 
Manchester Town Hall may once more raise the 
interesting and undetermined question of whether an 
addition to a building need conform to the style of 
that building, and, if not, what should govern its type 
and expression. In past generations no designer ever 
held himself bound by the precedent set by existing 
work. Our medieval churches are often filled with 
Renaissance monuments. The western towers of Tours 
Cathedral are finished in the style of the earlier French 
Renaissance, the porch of St. Mary the Virgin at 
Oxford is a delightful Baroque piece of design, while 
Inigo Jones added his Corinthian Portico to Old 
St. Paul’s. Although the general mass of the western 
towers at Westminster Abbey 13 pleasing, we feel regret 
and not satisfaction that the designer did not frankly 
use his own language but gave us instead a poor parody 
of Gothic. 

To-day, now that we have docketed and named 
every architectural phase, there is a tendency to 
conform to type, but we think it is frequently carried 
too far. For one reason it is clearly unreasonable to 
give the work of one age the similitude of another, 
especially as all design is the outcome of the require- 
ments of an age, while again—and this seems almost 
more important—we can only design at our best if 
we are doing what gives keen enjoyment. We query 
whether it 18 really mght to restore parts of the Keep 
of Cardiff Castle by expunging traces of later periods 
from the Norman work there, and believe we should 
substitute an endeavour to produce a reasonable 
harmony for an attempt to create uniformity. If, as 
Shaw did in a North Country town, we can design an 
addition to a building of the Gothic Revival with en- 
joyment in the Gothic spirit, we should be right in 
doing so; if not, we should adopt another medium 
which appeals to us. 

It is always possible to consider masses and to make 
them harmonise ; it is unnecessary to cast our detail 
in the same manner, and an attempt to do so will 
usually result in want of interest. 


The buildings which have real vitality are precisely 
those which impress us with a sense of the designer’s 
sense of enjoyment in his work. The Gothic Revival 
is dead, having given birth to a fresh and vigorous 
development in the single field by ecclesiastical archi- 
tecture. Both Street’s Law Courts and the Manchester 
Town Hall are good examples of the work of a period 
which is alien to us to-day, but in his cathedral of 
St. Fin Bar at Cork, Burges, who had the instincts of 
a medieval master mason, has given us sculpture 
figures which have all the vitality and power of the 
work of earlier centuries. Despite much coarse and 
crude architectural detail Burges’s work, when he dealt 
with sculpture, had a meaning and vividness which is 
the outcome of the designer’s enjoyment in creating. 

This, then, seems to be the conclusion: we should 
consider general harmony rather than uniformity, 
balance rather than symmetry, and our own language 
rather than what is to us a foreign one. If we can 
take enjoyment in forming our work on what has gone 
before, we are right in doing so, but we may be equally 
right in departing from it, and shall, in doing so, be 
adding a page from our own times to the volume of 
the past. 


Materials and Profiteering 


Last Friday’s debate іп the House of Commons 
arising out of the Labour Bill for controlling the . 
prices of building materials brought out the usual 
allegations on the subject of “rngs” and “ com- 
bines.” Mr. Ramsden pointed out that fat years were 
often followed by lean ones, and that prices during 
1925 had not fluctuated in spite of a record housing 
output. His soundest points in moving the rejection 
of the Labour Bill were that the prices of many 
materials, such as lead, were fixed by the prices of 
imports, and that the muddle and expense of the 
Addison régimé should warn us against repeating its 
methods. 

Mr. Herbert Williams stated that we should only 
socialise those services in which efficiency was pro- 
portionate to expenditure. 
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This is the gist of the whole question, which is in 
reality a very simple one. No case could be made 
against Socialism if it were possible to prove that the 
general community benefited by them if in fact a 
saving was effected. Clearly no one would employ 
labour or make commodities if by so doing they did 
not produce something which could be sold at a profit, 
and so everyone, whether employer or employed, must 
work to produce that profit. 

A government can, and often does, carry out under- 
takings at a loss which 1s made good by the product 
of taxation, which again is taxation on the profits or 
accumulation of past profits of individuals. But if 
the process is carried too far these profits would dis- 
appear, and that disappearance would mean the bank- 
ruptcy of the State and with it the breakdown of 
civilisation. 

We then have to accept the conclusion that we are 
all profiteers in some way or another. Organised 
labour which protects the less capable and efficient 
members of a Union by enabling them to obtain a 
standard rate cf wages does so at the expense of those 
who are more hardworking or efficient whose greater 
Capacity alone enables the standard rate of wages to

Liverpool College Competition 


This competition, which Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, R.A., 
assessed, has been decided as follows :—1st premium of 
£500 to Mr. J. R. Leathart in association with Mr. W. F. 
Granger and Mr. E. Beiry Webber, 2 Adelphi Terrace 
House, Robert Street, London, \.С.2; 2nd premium, 
£300, to Messrs. Crickmer & Foxley, 1 Lincoln's Inn Fields, 
W.C.2 ; 3rd premium to Mr. Maurice E. Webb, 19 Queen 
Anne's Gate, London, S.W.1. 

The whole scheme is to cost £100,000, but а part costing

The 
College 18 ап important institution accommodating a Junior 
and Senior School, assembly and dining hall, gymnasium, 
and other accessories, with a long frontage to the road.

The instructions to competitors were exceedingly good, 
competitors being given every opportunity to arrange 
their accommodation in the best way they could devise. 

We should like to see this precedent followed, as it would 
eliminate disputes. 


The Devon County Architectural Department 

The Devon County Architectural Department is being 
reorganised under a county architect with three divisional 
architects under him. The present sanctioned cost of the 
Service being £8,000 per annum. Тһе questions relating 
to official architectural departments are often both complex 
and difficult. On the one hand in many districts in England 
important buildings are few and far between, and 1t seems 
hard to the local practitioner that he should be deprived 
of the opportunity of employment on them. Оп the other 
hand, given a really good official architect obvious economies 
may accrue from his employme nt, while the cause ofarchi- 
tecture does not suffer. 

We believe the best system where officials are employed 
would be to pay them a sufficient sum to cover the cost of 
their own staff and so to prevent the multiplication of 
smaller appointments, while such а system would prevent 
the establishment of what шау be called vested interests, 
and would also concentrate responsibility and lead to 
greater efficiency. But though every architect дна archi- 
tect should have the support of his profession whether he be 
oflicial or outside, we are sorry to see oflicialism extended 
to new fields. 
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be maintained. Бо long as the more efficient workers 
сап be persuaded that they can better their position 
by bringing pressure on employers this condition of 
things will obtain, but when they clearly realise that 
there is a zero at which the employers’ profits vanish 
and employment must cease they will be anxious to 
stimulate the less hardworking and efficient with 
their own interests. 

Searching enquiries into the prices of building 
materials have usually dissipated the fiction of exces- 
sive profits, whiie in the small number of cases where 
such profits have been proved the direct result has 
usually been increased competition and the lowering 
of rates. 

Prices can only be lowered by the adoption of the 
best methods of production, the elimination of un- 
necessary expenses and by the increase of production, 
and it seems to us to be beyond the wit of man and 
even that of the most efficient of government depart- 
ments to arbitrarily fix what is а “ fair ” or “ unfair " 
margin of profit, while we have had very clear evidence 
of the cost of increasing the scope of departmental 
activities and of interfering with the natural effect of 
the law of supply and demand. 


Comments 


London University 


Mr. Abraham Little, M.P., the member for London Univer- 
sity, points out in " The Times " that many of the state- 
ments made by correspondents are wide of the facts. 
When Mr. Fisher, in 1920, made the offer of the Bloomsbury 
site on which it had an option the site was valued at 
£425,000. The allotment of space between the University 
authorities and King's College was left in the hands of the 
Senate, which apportioned two-fifths of the space to King’s 
College, or approximately £180,000. The value ot King’s 
College had been estimated by the L.C.C. value at 
£1,800.000. The trustees of King’s College were therefore 
asked to part with their assets for one-tenth of their value ! 
Three or four vears later King’s College were offered an 
additional £370,000, but the offer was strictly conditional 
on King's College relinquishing its site and was the deciding 
factor. Mr. Little certainly seems to have given excellent 
reasons for the refusal to accept the Government’s Rlooms- 
bury offer. 

Leeds City Hall 


A proposal brought forward by Mr. T. F. Braime, for the 
utilisation of a site in Guildford Street for a city hall is 
meeting with much support. Тһе proposals of Мг. Braime 
are to be submitted to the Corporation Improvements 
Committee, and as Senior Vice-President of the Leeds 
Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Braime intends to bring the 
scheme before that body. 113 considered that the whole of 
the building projected would be rented without delay. 
Licenced premises exist on the site, and there is a great 
demand in connection with the motor industry and the 
provision of accommodation for cars. 

Dealing with past projects Mr. Braime points out that 
the building of exhibition buildings in outlying districts 
would prove a while elephant. The lesson of Wembley 
being that а loss might have been replaced by а profit had 
it been held ina more central position ; while the Agricul- 
tural Hall at Islington, and Olympia have no permanent 
revenue such as would accrue to the projected Leeds Hall 
from its garage. 

There is much to be said for the holding of exhibitions 
in positions where the buildings erected can secure a per- 
manent income apart from the fluctuating one dependent 
on exhibitions, and very much to be said for the erection of 
permanent exhibition buildings in heu of those which have 
to be demolished.

A Hospital Centre for Birmingham 


The Birmingham Hospital Council are considering 
whether further extensions of the hospital are not inadvis- 
able, and whether future hospital buildings should not be 
erected in the suburbs instead of adding to & building 
situated in a congested central area. | 

Another proposition is that а new general hospital 
capable of accommodating several hundred cases should be 
erected on a suburban site, and that the present hospital 
should be reserved for casualty and urgent cases. 

АЛ the Birmingham hospitals have heavy deficits, and 
the Birmingham General Hospital will be compelled to 
realise some of its securities, the accumulated deficit being 
about £13,000. The Board are inclined to adopt a contri- 
butory scheme. In Sheffield a system under which all 
citizens pay 14. in the pound on their incomes has been 
inaugurated, and it is suggested that this plan should be 
followed. The hospitals have had—especially since the 
War—to struggle under many difficulties and have per- 
formed invaluable services, во it is greatly to be hoped that 
a way out of financial embarrassment may be found as they 
are more or less in the same difficult position everywhere. 


A. London Clinic 


We learn that the erection of a clinic and nursing home 
is projected in close proximity to Harley Street. ЈЕ has 
been designed by Mr. Biddulph Pinchard, in conjunction 
with Messrs. William Pite, Son & Fairweather. Its main 
object is to give patients the advantages afforded by 
hospitals. The equipment is to include the latest ap- 
pliances known to medical science, and it is precisely these 
advantages which have been beyond the reach of patients 
attended at their own homes or in ordinary nursing homes. 
There will be facilities for consultation and such services 
as those of the bacteriologist, the physiologist and the radio- 
logist. Physicians and surgeons will be given every 
opportunity for meeting and consulting with one another, 
and there will be resident medical officers. The nursery 
will be of the highest order obtainable. This new home 
will be known as the London Muristan, after the Muristan 
at Jerusalem, a hospital dedicated to St. John the Eleemo- 
synary, which subsequently became the Hospital of the 
Knights Hospitallers. 

The scheme suggested is one which has been often mooted 


and which should have a great success in London, as it will 
fill a want which has been long felt and will meet with 
support from the medical profession. 


Control of Underground Water Supplies 
Legislation of possibly far-reaching character is fore- 


- shadowed as a result of a report on Underground Water 


which has been adopted by the Advisory Committee on 
Water appointed by the Ministry of Health. The position 
with regard to underground water is considered to be un- 
satisfactory and that, whatever views there are as to the 
right remedies, the problem is not one that the community 
can afford to neglect indefinitely. So long as ample sup- 
plies of water were readily available at moderate cost the 
position, if unsatisfactory, might have been allowed to 
continue; but the ever-increasing demand for water, 
due, not only to the growth and greater urbanisation of 
the population, the larger consumption per head, and the 
higher standards of purity required, make it essential that 
there should be further protection of public supphes. To 
this end, it is advocated that measures be taken to protect 
the availability of adequate supplies of good underground 
water, to prevent waste and to ensure protection in some 
cases against other water users. These measures, it is ad- 
mitted, may affect some interests—principally mining, but 
there is no saying but that many people, who have sunk or 
may desire to sink wells or make borings to obtain water 
for their own use, may find themselves debarred in future. 
We have in mind the case of factories, hotels and other large 
undertakings which have their own private well supplies. 
In the case of mines, the underground water is usually a 
nuisance and has to be pumped out of the workings to 
enable work to proceed. 16 should not, therefore, be found 
impossible to arrive at a solution of the problem which 
will be satisfactory to both the mine owners and the 
community of which they form a small section. In regard 
to privete well owners, the outlook is not so clear, and they 
would be well advised to examine this report, which can be 
obtained from His Majesty’s Stationery Office, price 2d., 
and watch carefully for the future developments.

Local Authorities and Qualified Architects 

We have received from the Secretary of the R.I.B.A. 
a copy of a question asked in the House of Commons on 
Monday, March 15, together with the Minister's answer. 
Sir Philip Pilditch asked the question at the request of the 
Council of the Royal Institute of British Architects, as 
they felt that the subject was one of great importance at 
the present time. 

Sir Philip Pilditch :—To ask the Minister of Health, 
whether he is aware that in certain localities local authorities 
have appointed a sanitary inspector or inspector of nuis- 
ances to act as architect for their housing scheme, irrespec- 
tive of whether the official is qualified as an architect, and 
whether, seeing that it 18 undesirable that housing work 
should be entrusted to other than qualified architects, he 
will notify local authorities that thev should appoint only 
qualified architects to carry out housing schemes ? 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain :—As a general rule local 
authorities are not now required to submit for my approval 
plans and details of their housing schemes. But, as stated 
in the Circular which was issued to local authorities т 
connection with the Housing Act of 1924, I attach import- 
ance to the maintenance of a good standard in the planning 
and lay-out of schemes, and I hope that I can rely on the 
co-operation of local authorities in doing all within their 
power to ensure that these features will be creditable to the 
country and to the local authority. 

I take this opportunity of recalling that local authorities 
were informed in connection with schemes under the 
Housing Act of 1919 that competent architects should be 
employed to plan and design the houses to be erected.

The City Churches 


The Corporation of the City of London has delivered a 
lengthy statement of their objections to the Union of Bene- 
fices and Disposal of Churches (Metropolis) Bill, and this 
will be considered by the Ecclesiastical Committee of both 
Houses of Parliament. Тһе important point of the City 
protest is that the measure is ultra vires, inasmuch as the 
churches within the purview of the proposed measure have 
been built and maintained by the ratepayers of the several 
parishes in which they are situate, either by voluntary con- 
tributions or by means of Church rates, which are, in some 
instances, still being levied upon the inhabitants, irrespec- 
tive of religion or attendance at service. The churches are 
not property in the disposition of the Church of England or 
the Bishop ; and such rights as exist in the churches cannot 
be abrogated without traversing a fundamental principle of 
English law. The Corporation considers that it is contrary 
to the principles of equity and justice that objections to 
а scheme “should be submitted to the same body (the 
Metropolitan Benefices Board) that bas been concerned in its 
initiation and has advised the Bishop . . . on the very 
same proposals upon which it is called to adjudicate as а 
tribunal of appeal" This Board, as is well-known, is 
heavily weighted on the ecclesiastical side, and may be 
calculated to lean to the Bishop's desires, which are also 
well known. Moreover, any Commission appointed under 
the new measure, if it reports adversely to a proposed 
scheme, can at the Bishop's instance be replaced by another 
Commission, or by a series of Commissions, until one is 
obtained that is favourable to his proposals. The City 
statement also considers in detail the various arguments 
put forward for the destruction of the City churches. and 
contends that religious observance should not be confined 
to Sundays, and that the City churches are, on the whole 
fulfilling a distinct need by offenng opportunity for week- 
day services which are well attended, and by giving facilities 
for quiet meditation and prayer to many hundreds of the 
half million day population of the City. Мог does the 
Corporation accept the contention that the need of further 
churches in the suburbs of London has been established 
and point out that many suburban churches are but 
sparsely attended on Sundays, and in that respect are 
comparable with some of the City churches. From the archi- 
tectural point of view, there is no need to repeat opinions 
that have already been put forward for many years past ; 
and, as the Bishop has never admired any City church but 
St. Bartholomew the Great, it is useless to reiterate here 
the claims of City churches built in a period with which, 
ecclesiastically, the Bishop is so much out of sympathy.

Sir John Vanbrugh: A Critical Note

This week we celebrate the bicentenary of Sir John 
Vanbrugh. Born in 1664, he lived 62 years. Although 
he displayed some interest in architecture during his 
boyhood, it was not until the age of 40 that he began the 
practice of this art. The only parallel to this development 
of exceptional architectural talent in middle life is to be 
found in the example of Sir Christopher Wren, who started 
to build at the age of 40, having already attained eminence 
as a scientist. Both these architects have commonly 
been called “ amateurs." And yet, on the face of it, such 
a description is a little ridiculous. Entering his profession 
with a maturity of mind which enabled him to grasp in a 
few months technicalities of building which untutored 
youth takes years to apprehend, and having already 
absorbed through his acquaintance with the general culture 
of his age a very clear idea of the formal significance of 
architecture, each of these famous men was able to plunge 
into architectural practice armed with a remarkable intel- 
lectual competence. An extraordinary vigour is what 
distinguishes their work, and it is a legitimate supposition 
that this attribute is not due to their lack of preliminary 
training, but to the maturity of outlook which they had 
acquired before they began to build. If these great archi- 
tects were amateurs, let us all be amateurs. Іп point of 


fact, it may well be argued that as a general training of 
the mind is one of the chief, if not the very chief, pre- 
requisite for the distinguished practice of architecture, the 
real amateurs are all these others, the clever draughtsmen 
and industrious students of building construction who on 
being torn from school are put to design without having 
acquired a philosophic basis for their art, and who in spite 
of this intellectual deficiency are soon busily engaged in 
providing plans for actual buildings. The careers of Wren 
and Vanbrugh may be commended to the special attention 
of architectural educationalists. Some very bold reformers 
may even suggest that it might be worth while for the 
Royal Institute of British Architects to reconsider its 
method of obtaining recruits to the profession, and in 
addition to the class of entrants who are required to pass 
a stiff technical examination it might admit occasional 
newcomers, preferably of middle age, who have already 
distinguished themselves either in science, the drama, or 
in some other activity not directly connected with archi- 
tecture ! | 

The plays of Sir John Vanbrugh, “Тһе Relapse” or 
" Virtue in Danger," brought out in Drury Lane with 
great success in 1697, “Тһе Provoked Wife,” “ Con- 
federacy," and others, had already brought him considerable

renown, when at the age of 38 he was commissioned to 
design Castle Howard in Yorkshire for the Earl of Carlisle. 
This was his first architectural work. A critic might say 
of it that as a private residence it was too grandiose, that 
it had too many of the qualities proper to a public building. 
This is a fault which many designers of later date have also 
committed, and with less excuse, for while Vanbrugh was 
designing a country palace with no architectural neigh- 
bours, these others have committed the solecism of ignoring 
civic standards within the city itself. But granted that 
Vanbrugh offended against propriety by endowing his 
private palaces with such grandeur that no further means 
could be left to celebrate the dignity of still more important 
edifices, we are not on this account entitled to call him an 
amateur, for even in this earliest work, Castle Howard, 
he shows himself to be in very truth a consummate master, 
not only of the art of composition, but of the Classic style 
itself. Who else has used this great instrument with 
such vigour and delight, with such a sure understanding of 
its capacity to express elemental architectural concepts 
with a high sophistication which yet actually enhances 
their apparent vitality ? After Vanbrugh let no one say 
the Classic style is tame. But critics may object that the 
dramatic quality, the strength and impressiveness of 
Vanbrugh’s designs, are due to the wonderful skill with 
which he arranged the masses of his great buildings. This 
skill in composition must, of course, be acknowledged, 
and I shall presently attempt to analyse it, but let us also 
be fair to the Classic style itself. To judge the extent to 
which the characteristic effects of Vanbrugh’s compositions 
is due to their style I may invite the reader in imagination 
to strip from these noble groups of buildings all the 
familiar emblems of Classicism, pediments, columns, cornices 
and so on, and then substitute for these any other features 
he please. Let him then consider whether the grandeur 
and the vigour of these designs have been enhanced by 
the process. Such a method of comparison between а 
completed design and one uncompleted which might, 
however, have been satisfactorily completed in another 
manner, might seem at first sight a very unjust one, yet 
it will serve a useful purpose if it shows what is in fact 
the truth, namely, that Vanbrugh, for all his supposed 
theatricality and love of bombast, never used columns or 
pediment except in such parts of his design as would permit 
these features to have the maximum pictorial effect. 

At the entrance front at Blenheim, at the garden front 


of Castle Howard, above the portico at Seaton Delaval, and 
at Duncombe Park, the pediment performed its legitimate 
esthetic function of forming a central focus to a long 
facade ; and, it may be added, is quite the most unobtrusive 
and restrained of all the architectural elements which might 
be used for this purpose, for it has the quality of enclosing 
in a symbolic embrace a wide expanse of wallage. Free 
standing columns on a large scale are nearly always used 
by Vanbrugh to mark the main entrance ot a great building, 
and they provide a very successful method of giving to 
the most important part of a building its proper architec- 
tural status. The Classic order is also used in its proper 
manner to increase the scale of certain parts of a building 
without thereby doing violence to the fenestration. It 
is noteworthy that Vanbrugh keeps his windows reasonably 
small, so that the human scale of his buildings is never 
sacrificed, He has been severely criticised for various 
architectural subterfuges, such as making a reception room 
on one side of a courtyard exactly balance the kitchen 
or servant’s quarters on the other, and some of our modern 
designers presume to belittle him on this account It 
must be pointed out, however, that Vanbrugh’s love of 
great scale never led him to be guilty of the common modern 
practice of combining two or more windows to look like one 
great aperture. Innumerable buildings for modern shops 
and offices indulge in this pretence and would have us be- 
lieve that what are really windows of ordinary dimensions 
belonging to two or more stories with floors between indeed 
appertain to one big chamber. This is a species of deceit 
which Vanbrugh would never have countenanced. The 
peculiar thing is that the tendency to group windows into 
these unreal and misleading units is due to the wish of 
designers to give their buildings a large scale, and yet many 
of these ambitious artists have in a spirit of unintelligent 
reaction from the Classic style wilfully deprived themselves 
of the use of an architectural device, namely, the Order 
which would enable them to achieve the scale they desire 
without playing strange tricks with the fenestration. 

In his plans and elevations alike Vanbrugh aimed at the 
maximum of variety which was consonant with order and 
symmetry. Let us take the order and symmetry first. 
The main characteristic of а Vanbrugh facade is а strong 
central feature flanked by subordinate features symmetri- 
cally placed on eitherside. А very simple example is shown 
in the elevation of Kingsweston. Even here, however, the 
architect has contrived to combine within a comparatively 
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small compass, several features of interest. The different 
types of window are well contrasted and the chimneys 
have been grouped together to form a monumental central 
feature above the pediment. The question of chimneys 
is an important one, for Vanbrugh’s style is clearly reflected 
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in his manner of dealing with these features. То put the 
point succinctly one may say that Vanbrugh stood no 
nonsense from chimneys. They are to him strictly sub- 
ordinate features, which must on no account be allowed to 
proclaim themselves unless they can be made part and

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parcel of the main architectural conception. The Kings- 
weston facade is a splendid example of a Vankrugh group 
of chimneys, for on this occasion he has not been content, as 
elsewhere ,to place his flues at the corners of his roof balus- 
trades where they appear like inconspicuous urns or other 
terminal ornaments, but has allowed them to come into the 
open, given them as it were a run for their money, but has 
nevertheless captured them and confined them in a sedate 
and comely architectural pattern. The reason why Van- 
brugh was able to treat his chimneys in this monumental 
manner was that he invariably employed roofs of very low 
pitch which were hidden by the parapets. He appeared 
to have no sympathy with the rural style of architecture 
and believed with Sir Christopher Wren that the only kind 
of roof which had sufficient dignity to take a prominent 
place in an architectural composition of any great pretension 
was a dome. 

The tripartite division of a symmetrical fagade which 
forms the basis of the typical Vanbrugh composition is 
shown in the illustration of Eastbury, a noble house in 
Dorsetshire which is distinguished by an almost faultless 
arrangements of parts. What is so remarkable in these 
designs is that although one may search in vain for any 
original element in their detail the total effect is one of an 
extraordinary freshness and vigour. Moreover, there is 
something unmistakably English about them. Neither 
the French not the Italians could have achieved anything 
quite like Eastbury. In the case of Castle Howard and 
Blenheim both the central feature and the wings are elabo- 
rated, but in such a manner that their right relationship is 
maintained, the lateral members being never allowed to 
grow so important that they dominate the main part of 
the building containing the entrance portico. 

The enormous size of his compositions and the degree of 
their coherence suggests that Vanbrugh would have proved 
himself a town-planner of no mean skill had the oppor- 
tunity presented itself to him. What magnificent civic 
centres he could have designed, what grand “ places ” 
surrounded by noble buildings could he not have made if 
his countrymen had but realised his genius and employed 
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him to dignify and to adorn some of the principal cities of 
England! Yet during his lifetime he was the subject of 
ridicule and vituperation. As Mr. Christian Barman says 
in his fascinating study of Sir John Vanbrugh published by 
Sir Ernest Benn in his Masters of Architecture series, 
" That the most persistently disagreeable figure in our 
literature should expend choicest arrows of his irony upon 
the renegade was perhaps inevitable, but Swift’s was not the 
only voice to raise іп disapproval and— strange, prepos- 
terous though it may seem—the acid reflections of those 
writers who continued in the service of literature have been 
marked and minted in the course of years with the stamp 
of undisputed authority as pieces of authentic artistic 
criticism," and he proceeds to quote the Duke of Man- 
chester who in his * Court and Society from Elizabeth to 
Anne," written 80 years ago, remarks that “if the public 
had not laughed so much at Vanbrugh's comedies the wits 
would probably not have sneered at his achievements in 
stone."

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Sir John Vanbrugh: Some New Historical Facts 
By Mrs. Arundell Esdaile. 


There 18 no more curious commentary on the strength 
of party feeling in the reign of George I than the fact that 
as Sir John Vanbrugh was a Whig his architecture has 
suffered in the estimation of posterity. 1% has taken us 
two centuries to recover from “ Lie heavy on him, earth, 
for he laid many heavy loads on thee," or from Swift's 
contemptuous lines on the modest house he built for 
himself near Charing Cross, “а thing resembling а goose 
pye." Yet the man who built Blenheim for the Whig 
hero Marlborough did во at a cost to himself which might 
have reconciled the most inveterate of Tories—even the 
cost of all peace of mind for fourteen years. That, of 
course, was the fault of Sarah Duchess, who did not scruple 
to accuse him of malversation, treachery and self-seeking, 
and added insult to injury by out-living by nearly twenty 
years the man she had abused. 

But if his position in architecture has been affected by 
literature, his position in literature has been affected by 
his architecture. His well-constructed plote—well, an 
architect's business is construction, and what can you 
expect ? His subsidiary careers as soldier and herald have 
been largely set aside, yet they too must be considered if 
we are to form a fair idea of the many-sidedness of this 
architect of many interests—for the first at least got him 
into a serious scrape and ended by forming a link in the 
Entente Cordiale. 

It is à dangerous thing to have an enquiring mind when 
your enquiries lead you to sketch an enemy's fortifications. 
Your intentions may be innocent, your purpose purely 
aesthetic, but it is hard to convince the enemy of the fact. 
Hogarth did convince the French in 1745, and revenged 


himself for his momentary arrest by his satiric pioture of 
Calais Gate ; Vanbrugh, the bicentenary of whose death we 
remember to-day, did not, and his fair revenge for over 
eighteen months' imprisonment was to be remembered 
with affection by his captors sixty years after. How this 
was we may consider in the light of а fragment of evidence 
as yet unpublished. Voltaire, Theophilus Cibber and 
modern research enable us to piece out the episode, which 
begins with Vanbrugh's appearance at Calais without а 
passport in August, 1690, after having made а tour in 
France previous to the war of 1701 for the double purpose, 
says Cibber, of '' discerning the spirit and genius of that 
polite people" and of “examining the fortifications of 
that kingdom." His interest may have been purely archi- 
tectural, but the French engineer who found him “surveying 
some fortifications with the strictest attention," was cer- 
tainly justified in arresting him, and when the authorities 
“ found several plans in his possession " he was promptly 
sent to prison. Ап English ensign-architect caught in the 
act and traveling without a passport—what could be 
expected ? Cibber omits the intermediate stages in the 
story, known to us now from documents, the detention 
first at Calais and then (May, 1691) at Vincennes, and takes 
him straight to the Bastille; but at Vincennes he was, 
and negotiations for his exchange having fallen through, 
on February 1, 1692, he was transferred to the Bastille. 
Voltaire records that while he was detained at the Bastille 
he was ignorant of the offence he had committed against 
the French authorities. But he was well treated, and 
Cibber’s comment is too curious in an Englishman of 
Hogarth’s generation to omit. “Тһе French, except in 
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cases of heresy, use their prisoners with gentleness and 
humanity. Sir John found his captivity so endurable 
that he amused himself in drawing rude draughts of some 
comedies. This circumstance raising a curiosity in Paris, 
several of the nobles visited him in the Bastille, when Sir 
John, who spoke their language with fluency and vivacity, 
insinuated himself into their favour by the vivacity of his 
wit, and the peculiarity of his humour. He gained so 
much upon their affections that they represented him to 
the French King in an innocent light, and by that means 
procured his liberty some days before the solicitation came 
from England.” In point of fact he was bailed out by a 
Fermier Général, a distinction surely unique in the history

of our architects and men of letters. Voltaire states that 
though he ridiculed the French authorities’ action he showed 
no irritation against them for their treatment of him. 

Voltaire heard the story in England, and records it in 
the “ Lettres Philosophiques sur les Anglais” of 1733. 
Our new shred of evidence proves that the incident was 
remembered in Paris itself twenty years later still. 

When Gregory Sharpe, D.D., whom Dr. Johnson went 
to hear preach at the Temple, went abroad in 1752/3 as 
tutor to Horace Walpole’s bugbear, young Lord Baltimore, 
he spent a considerable time in Paris, largely, to judge from 
his unpublished correspondence, in hunting up MSS. for 
his learned friends. Arthur Ashley Sykes had requested 
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him to be on the look-out for MSS. of Anacreon, to confute 
the heresy of Dr. Ayscough that the works of that poet 
were written by his earliest printer, Harry Stephens (the 
elder Etienne) ; Dr. Thomas Hunt, the Laudian Professor 
of Arabic, was concerned that he should report MSS. dealing 
with Egyptian antiquities, more particularly the “ History 
of Egypt of Abd'olliph in the King of France's Library ” 
Bubb Dodington suggested thet he should be on the look- 
out for a '' few Cornalines du Коу ” for him — impressions, 
presumably—and gives a list of the subjects he had pre- 
viously admired. Yet it is Bubb himself, mirabile dictu, 
and not Sharpe’s other friends, who writes with an eye to 
Sharpe’s own comfort, who realises the difficulties of his 
position * where the Tail directs the Head, which I take 
to be, pretty much the Case of your present Expedition,” 
and proffers, if they get to Rome, introductions to Cardinal 
Albani and the Abbé Nicolini. His two letters, running to 
ten quarto pages between them, are really delightful, save 
for occasional Greek and Hebrew words requiring the 
decent obscurity of а learned language; but we are not 
here concerned with Dodington’s account of Amelia, or 
with the trial of the quack doctor in which Fielding 
appeared as а witness, side by side with Sir Francis Dash- 
wood and Dodington himself, fascinating as they are; 
but his offer to send his friend “ Lord Bolingbroke's last 
published works ” js, as we shall see, not quite irrelevant ; 
for the Vanbrugh passage occurs in a letter from Dr. Hunt 
about the progress of the transcript of Abdóllatiph which 
Sharpe had put in train. That letter is dated August 19, 
1753, and concludes with the words, “ Many thanks to 
you for your entertaining story about Sir John Vanbrugh 
and the Bastille, which 1 could not read without reflecting, 
O, Liberty, &c.” 

Now Voltaire’s story, published twenty years before, 
must have been an old story in Paris by this time, nor is 
it at all likely that Sharpe, who had apparently not seen 
Lord Bolingbroke’s posthumous works, had come across 
Cibber’s volume in which the arrest of Vanbrugh was 
told, and which was published in this very year, 1753. 
It is clear that Sharpe had heard some memory of Vanbrugh 
in Paris itself, interesting enough to be retailed to his old 
friend Hunt. It says much for the personal charm of 
Vanbrugh that, nearly thirty years after his death, and 
more than fifty-nine after his release, his name should still 
have been remembered in the city in which he was known as 
a prisoner for something under ten months so long before. 

Hunt’s reflection on liberty in connection with the 
Bastille has the oddest savour of another expression 
“ Oh Liberty, Liberty, how many sins are committed in 
thy name.” But that famous saying was not due for 
years, and posterity now requires to be reminded that the 
reference is to Addison himself, whose apostrophe was 
then so famous as to be cited as the literary illustration of 
the word Liberty by Dr. Johnson two years later : 

О Liberty, thou goddess, Heav'nly bright ! 
Profuse of bliss, and pregnant with delight ! 
Eternal pleasures in thy presence reign. 

Vanbrugh then left behind him friends and a happy 

memory after seeing the inside of three French prisons 
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named his own house The Bastille, and adapted Moliére 
for his countrymen’s delight. Hogarth took his revenge 
on Johnny Crapaud because, being * prompted to make 
а sketch " of the arms of England upon Calais Gate he 
" was taken into custody." Ніз ‘ sketches and memoran- 
dums were found to be merely those of а painter for his 
private use, without any relation to fortification "—the 
words are his own—and he was promptly set at liberty ; 
but he could not forgive the insult. We may surely see 
in Vanbrugh, who both as soldier and architect ought to 
have known better than to sketch fortifications, а fore- 
runner of the Entente. Hogarth remains the type of the 
Englishman on principle, and here at least Vanbrugh's 
state is the more gracious. 

бо much for the personal charm of this gifted son of 
а sugar-broker and a daughter of Sir Dudley Carleton. 
The eldest of nineteen children, he went to France for his 
architectural training in 1683 at the age of nineteen, re- 
turned to London, spent over ten years in the army, if we 
include the period of his imprisonment, and on Boxing 
Day, 1697, performed the feat, unique in the annals of 
literature, of writing a sequel to an actor's play and getting 
the said actor, Colley Cibber, to take the chief part in it. 
Thenceforward we must look on him as the most successful 
dramatist of his age ; and if about 1701 he returned to his 
old love, architecture, and began on Castle Howard, in 
1704 he entered on а third career when Queen Anne be- 
stowed on him the coveted post of Clarencieux Herald. 
The astonishing thing is that he made a success of all three 
callings. The “ Relapse,” “Тһе Provok’d Wife," and the 
" Confederacy ” are as supreme in their kind as Blenheim 
and Castle Howard in theirs, and the Herald's College, 
which has disapproved of the intrusion of an amateur, was 
forced to confess that he did his work faithfully and well. 
But as if this were not enough, he had succeeded Taman 
at the Board of Works in 1702, and ran the first Opera 
House in London at his own expense from 1705 to 1708. 
Here, of course, he lost money, but he hoped to make his 
fortune when the commission for Blenheim came along. 
He was a Whig. Аза Whig he had fought for William Ш; 
as a Whig he had been made Clarencieux Herald and 
('ontroller of the Board of Works ; and now he was to house, 
and to house worthily, the greatest of Whig heroes. Here, 
as it turned out, his architectural and antiquarian interests 
brought him into trouble, and incidentally justified his 
post at the Herald’s College. It went against the grain to 
pull down the ruins of Rosamund’s Bower and the Old 
Palace of Woodstock at the Duchess’s orders, and he was a 
veritable martyr—and an unsuccessful one, which is perhaps 
worse—-in consequence of his efforts to save them. Sarah 
Duchess had no patience with such foibles. What, haggle 
about a parcel of ruins when his business was to house the 
hero, her great husband * Nothing but personal greed, 
some obscure motive of gain, could be at the back of it ; 
and how Vanbrugh endured her is still a mystery. Prob- 
ably it was because he wished to see his masterpiece com- 
pleted, to immortalise himself at Blenheim ; and this could 
only be achieved by bearing with the Duchess, even when 
she tried to supersede him behind his back and then told 
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him she was doing so because he was dishonest. And 
Hawksmoor finished Blenheim after all. 

Castle Howard, which to many of us is a yet grander 
thing, had brought him into touch with a pleasanter 
patron ; but Stowe is perhaps the place in which his genius 
is, or was, best judged of. Tne Triumphal Arch, the 
Temples, the Palladian Bridges ; few architects have had 
such a site and such a patron as Pope's “ Brave Cobham,” 
or have made use of them more nobly. There never was 
a man with a greater genius for mass, a fuller appreciation 
of the effect of the Grand Manner in architecture, whether 
he were designing an entrance gate or planning a palace ; 
and this was largely because he had, in а supreme degree 
for the day, the quality of imagination. The man who 
cheered his hours of imprisonment in the Bastile by creating 
comic scenes, whose manner was so charming that the 
nobility of an enemy country flocked to his cell, might well 
be, in Jane Austen's phrase, an imaginist when it came 
to designing buildings. That charm, that imagination, 


must have been powerful factors in his dealings with Lord 
Carlisle over Castle Howard, with Lord Cobham over the 
“ Elysian Fields " of Stowe ; and there is surely something 
pleasant in the modest if eccentric houses he built for 
himself. There is imagination in those, surely, if a sense 
of proportion, of the balancing of means to ends, be imagina- | 
tion. And if this appreciation dwells less on the technical 
side of his art, whether literary or architectural, than on 
his personal qualities, it may serve to explain how he won 
his unique position in both arts, and why every year his 
architecture at least is more appreciated. Не has emerged 
at last from the clouds of misrepresentation and the dust. 
of politics, and stands forth as the greatest architect between 
Wren and Adams. Without him, without Blenheim, 
Stowe and Castle Howard, the annals of the Mistress Art 
had been the poorer; and the recent loss of one of his 
lesser houses, Oulton Hall, is а sad reminder that there are 
other powers besides time and change of taste which may 
wipe out in a few short hours the labours ot an architect. 


The Architect and His Client. 


Captain R. L. Reiss (Director of Welwyn Garden City and 
Hampstead Garden City) made some severe criticisms on 
architects at a meeting of the Architectural Association on 
Monday evening. The mere fact that an architect had 
some letters after his name was, he said, no criterion that 
he was competent, and he had found in his experience that 
a great many architects were incompetent. Up to the 
present he did not think architects had been able to recon- 
cile their functions as artists and as business men desirous of 
satisfying their clients. The first principle of architecture 
was that a building should express the purpose for which it 
was erected, and how could that be applied to a modern 


shop. The main object of a shopkeeper was to sell аз. 


many goods as possible, to do which he had to have as large 
an area of window space as possible; the shopkeeper 
wanted to tempt people to buy things they did not want 
and also to give the impression that goods on which he 


placed a very high value were in reality cheap. How was 
the architect to express such a building ? Was his design 
to be such as to indicate that “ this is a place where you can 
buy things you do not want, and pay more for them than 
they are worth *" Because the public had been led by 
books and by the public utterances of speakers on archi- 
tecture to think that architects were only concerned with 
big buildings, the bulk of the smaller building work was not 
in the hands of the profession. Не wanted all building to 
be the work of architects, and so far as he was concerned it 
was less important that Lincoln Cathedral dominated 
Lincoln than that the remainder of the city should be 
decently designed and well built. It was an invariable fact 
that the employment of an architect increased the cost of 
building, and it was for this reason that nearly all local 
authority housing schemes were now in the hands of

The health of the people is the supreme law. The future 
of our towns, the future of our country, the future of our 
Empire, depend on the rising generation, and to them and 
for them we must dedicate all our effort. Our financial 
resources must, of course, be considered, wisely husbanded 
and wisely spent; but it is the height of unwisdom to go 
blindly on without & definite plan, without an ideal, and 
such a роћсу, if persisted in, must lead us as a city to 
disaster and to bankruptcy. 


HEALTH CONDITIONS. 


The conditions of life in our towns are everywhere im- 
proving, so far as health is concerned, due largely to a 
better understanding of sanitation and the simple rules of 
health. Our air is clearer. Intemperance is becoming a 
thing of the past, but there is grave danger that in the 
complacency with which we regard these obvious forward 
steps we may lose sight of the many ways in which we fall 
short of the simple jov of living which our fathers ex- 
perienced. 

А hundred years ago everyone іп London was within а 
quarter of an hour's walk of the open country. Fifty years 
ago, half an hour in an omnibus or a train took one to the 
still unspoilt fields of Surrev or Middlesex. To-day, with 
all our improved transit bv motor and motor omnibus, we 
are at least an hour's journey from the open country, in 
whichever direction we go, and for the slum dweller such 
a journey is utterly impossible. 

Either we must bring the country, with its flowers and 
its playing grounds, back into our towns, with larger squares, 
with finer parks and boating lakes, or we must strike out а 
new line and take the town out, complete with its industries 
and residences, to new satellite cities on the highlands of 
Kent and Surrey or the hills of Hertfordshire. There is 
no half-way house, although there is room for both methods 
to be adopted in the vast area of the Home Counties. 

Death rate and infant mortality rate are onlv a means of 
measuring the vitality of the population ; the bodies of the 
people demand recreation, their souls demand the fresh 
air and open spaces, the flowers and the trees which are 
essential to the fullness of life. Everyone 1s entitled to a 
fair share of these necessities of life, and it is only the blind- 
ness of this industrial age which prevents us seeing both 
the necessity and the reasonableness for such a demand 
for “ more life and fuller.” 


Sunshine and open space there 13. т plenty, but we must 

reach out for it. | 
Tae NEED FOR SUNSHINE. 

So far as housing is concerned, the ideal to be aimed at 
is that everv family shall have its home and that every 
room in every home shall have the maximum of sunshine. 
How far such ideals are practicable in this northern clime 
remains to be seen. In the open country, with its wider 
spaces, there is no difficulty in getting sunshine into every 
room, but in the town, with its cramped courts and narrow 
streets, it seems almost by Juck that any sun comes in at 
all. 

The sunshine diagram on page 269 shows that the sun 
in winter only attains an altitude, even at midday, of 
15 degrees above the horizon. This diagram is often used 
in the fight against high buildings, to emphasise the length 
of shadow cast by such buildings, the shadow extending 
to between three and four times the height of the building, 
1.е., a building 100 feet high would throw a shadow 378 feet 
long. 

HEIGHT ог BUILDINGS. 

True as this argument is, as applied to the winter sun, 
it applies not only to high buildings but to all buildings, 
great or small. In the diagram it will be seen that a five- 
storey building requires a clear space on the north side of 
not less than 158 feet if our ideal of sunshine in every 
room is to be attained. 

Even with an ordinary back addition 25 feet or so in 
height, it implies that an open space of 80 feet in width 
should be provided. 

Applying the same argument to our east and west streets 
everywhere, it means that the width of such streets should 
in no case be less than 100 feet, even if limited to two-storey 
buildings. 

Can such an ideal be attained ? It may well be doubted 
whether in the crowded and valuable areas of Central 
London we shall ever be able to attain this all-desirable 
end of securing sunshine in every room. We may have 
to be content with something less, but there can be no 
doubt that such an ideal 18 worth striving for, wherever 
possible to obtain it. 

There is something undefinably dreary about such a 
street as Victoria Street, which, except through the 
occasional gaps between the buildings at the cross streets, 
practically never gets any direct sunshine, apart from the 
distant ravs of the setting sun as it sinks in the west.

A lesson to be drawn from such streets is that the south 
side of all east and west streets should, where practicable, 
be limited in height, and also limited in length of block. 
with as many breaks between the buildings as possible, 
The same, of course, applies to block tenements, high or 
low, laid out in a general east and west direction. 

In many modern housing schemes this lesson has been 
taken to heart, and the accompanying illustrations of some 
of the L.C.C. housing schemes recently carried out by Mr. 
Topham Forrest show that even in congested areas it is 
possible to give due consideration to this point. 

Встіотха CONTROL. 

The London Building Acts and local by-laws all over 
the country have been founded on three main principles :— 

1. Safety from fire. 

2. Stability of construction. 

3. Healthy environment. 


Ever since the Great Fire of 1666 it has been compulsory 
to build in brick, stone, or other incombustible material, 
and from time to time fresh restrictions have been added 
to ensure safety and prevent the spread of fire. 

The carrying of the party wall above the roof, and the 
setting back of window frames in 44 in. reveals, both dating 
from the time of Queen Anne, have until recent years been 
universally observed. 

So well thought of was the London Building Act of 1774 
that it was actually transported to New South Wales, 
lock, stock and barrel, and for many years the new city 
of Svdney was erected in strict conformity with the Building 
Acts of London. 

Only since the Addison Housing Act of 1919 have many 
of these restrictions been modified or removed, not always 
to permanent advantage. АП architects will rejoice at 
the disappearance of the unsightly party wall above the 
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roof; but if the carrying up of the party wall is to be 
abandoned, it is essential that the tiles should be bedded 
solid on the party wall, and in many cases this precaution 
is unfortunately omitted. 

The introduction of substitute material for roofing in 
place of the traditional tiles or slates is hardly ever an 
advantage from the point of view of appearance, and it can 
hardly be argued that the present-day suburban builder’s 
house is as picturesque or well designed as the cottages 
built by our grandfathers. 

In structural stability the more important buildings of 
our time are immensely stronger than the old-time building, 
but in the smaller type of house the craze for economy has 
been carried to such an extent that the life of the building 
has been in most cases considerably reduced. The way in 
which our countryside is being desecrated by hideous 
bungalows is certainly not a tribute to our advanced 
methods of building. 

In healthiness of environment, however, the improved 
means of transit are steadily effecting an enormous im- 
provement. The more open methods of development and 
the limitation of the number of houses to the acre are 
fast effecting an improved standard of environment for the 
mass of the people, and in time the dwellers in the inner 
area of London must feel the beneficial results of the wider 
distribution of the population. 

Sanitation is immeasurably better than it was, and the 
general purifying of the atmosphere by the elimination 
of unnecessary smoke and the growing use of gas and elec- 
tricity for heating purposes is already bringing about a 
cleaner and healthier atmosphere all round. 


THE CAUSE ОЕ SLUMS. 

Mr. Duckworth, lecturing before the R.I.B.A. recently, 
gave it as his opinion that slums in practically all cases 
had their origin in isolation from the rest of the com- 
munity. He instanced many cases of more or less detached 
areas, shut in by gas works, railways or canals, which by 
a slow concentration of poor buildings and poorer inhabitants 
had gradually become slums. 

A survey of the slum areas of London certainly seems to 
confirm the opinion that no slum can exist except off the 
route of a main highway, and no slum is likely to arise 
where there is a garden or public square. This twofold 
truth may mean that the pressure of public opinion will 
not tolerate slum conditions on an important highway, 
but more probably it means the poorest cannot afford the 


rents which such a thoroughfare demands. The slum 
dwellers themselves are, however, susceptible both to the 
pressure of public opinion as exercised by the schools in 
their influence on the younger generation and to the gentle 
influence of a well kept garden in their midst. 

The main cause of “ slums " may ђе said to be Poverty in 
the mass, starting with unstable employment, low rents, and 
therefore poor property, bad management in the selection 
and control of tenants, continual overcrowding and sub- 
letting, leading gradually to the self-elimination of the 
better-paid artisan and the consolidation of the district into 
a crowded and congested congeries of dwellings occupied 
only by the poorest of the poor. 

Probably no one can lay down with any certainty the 
whole of the manifold conditions which lead to the formation 
of slums. The most that can be done is by painstaking 
investigations and analysis of the conditions that lead to 
slum conditions, and then by equally painstaking effort 
over a long period of years to gradually eliminate them. 

The root cause of slums is irregularity of employment, 
lack of resources and uncertainty as to the future. 

Home life is impossible. A self-contained home is in 
most cases out of the question, and the consequent herding 
of families leads to entire loss of house-pride and a general 
feeling that nothing matters. The public care of the 
young, and to some extent of the unemployed, has helped 
to improve the general standard of living; but while 
poverty exists low rents only can be paid, the property 
cannot be properly maintained, and the structure of the 
house goes from bad to worse. 

In such an environment, with the building itself falling 
to pieces and hardly anything right, the tenant can hardly 
be blamed for letting things go, and the inevitable result is 
а slum. 


SLUM CLEARANCES. 


When the condition of things becomes so bad that the 
area becomes a menace to the general health of the com- 
munity the local authority has no option but to take steps, 
at great expense, to secure the demolition of the area and, 
at still greater expense, to erect a limited number of healthy 
dwellings in its place. 

Experience shows, however, that even this drastic treat- 
ment does not in any way improve the conditions of the 
people who are displaced. The mere clearance of a slum 
cannot remove the slum dwellers from the neighbourhood 
unless they wish to go, and the consequence of every such

clearance is the direct worsening of conditions in many 
surrounding areas. In hardly any case are any of the 
original slum dwellers sufficiently well off to pay the rent 
of a decent house, even if erected for them, and as a conse- 
quence the new tenements on the cleared site, as official 
statistics show, do not rehouse more than two persons out 
of every 100 people displaced. 

The illustrations of the L.C.C. Tabard Street scheme, 
covering some five acres in Southwark, show one of the 
best of the recent clearance schemes carried out in London. 

POSSIBILITIES OF RE-HOUSING ON THE SITE. 

We have seen that the methods of slum clearance so far 
carried out have tended to aggravate the evils which they 
set out to cure, and if 98 out of every 100 of the displaced 
population are driven elsewhere it is clear that the new 
dwellings on the site must cater for an entirely new popula- 
tion, though considerably less in numbers than those 
displaced. 

The net result, then, appears in better houses on the old 
site, but with strangers occupying them, while the old 
population is forced into the already overcrowded adjoining 
areas. 

The expensive nature of slum clearances and the futile 
results so far attained render it necessary to consider 
whether or not some better method is possible. 

Undoubtedly the ideal solution is for the whole of the 
slum population to be removed by degrees to new satellite 
towns where employment can be found for them. In 
practice, however, the slum dweller is rarely, if ever, a 
skilled tradesman. Не has no trade or craftsmanship at 
his finger-ends; he knows only the chances of casual 
labour at the neighbouring docks or big industrial works. 
To remove him to the country is to take him away from all 
his friends and from any chance of employment in the kind 
of work which he understands, and to ask him to incur the 
expense of a long daily journey into London on the off- 
chance of his quite casual employment is equally out of 


the question. 1% is necessary, from the worker’s point of 
view, that he shall remain as near as possible to his work, 
and the innate conservatism within him will cry out at the 
idea of being compulsorily moved from his own immediate 
neighbourhood. 

There are many such cases, where the only method of 
dealing with the immediate problem is to rebuild better 
houses on the same site. But here arises the difficulty ; 
the old houses are thick on the ground, possibly 50 to the 
acre, and with modern ideas of housing and town planning 
the accepted standard is only 12 to the acre, or at the 
most 20. 

How, then, can these ideas be reconciled ? How, on such 
a congested site, can it be possible to provide playgrounds 
for the children and the green open spaces and gardens 
which are so essential for the happiness of all ? 

Fortunately, the majority of our slum areas are old two- 
storey buildings fallen into decay, and in such cases, by 
the adoption of rather higher buildings, it is possible to 
increase the amount of open space available. Flats, as 
such, are not yet popular in thiscountry, and what appears 
to be necessary in such савез is for a building containing, 
not flats, but a large number of separate two-storey houses, 
superimposed if necessary, grouped round a central garden 
or playground. 

The illustration of the suggested method of dealing with 
this problem in Stepney will make this point abundantly 
clear. 

The plan of this area of ten acres as it is, shows the con- 
gested nature of the district, consisting entirely of two or 
three storey houses, with cramped backyards and insanitary 
conditions. 

The proposed lay-out shows thet, by confining the building 
area to 11 acres only, it is possible to utilise the whole of 
the remaining 81 acres for open spaces, playgrounds and 
gardens, which would be of immense advantage in such an 
area as this.

The proposal is novel in the housing history of this 
country. Every one of the 540 families displaced will have 
the opportunity of a separate self-contained, two-storey 
dwelling on the old site, with the additional attraction of 
the gardens and common open spaces. 

Ample space is provided all round the buildings. The 
height of the buildings can be kept well within the present 
limits of height under the London Building Act, and lifts 
are to be provided wherever necessary to give direct 
access to the separate houses. 

Once such an area is satisfactorily dealt with, the exist- 
ence of the new buildings affords a ready means of gradually 
decanting the population from the adjoining squalid areas 
and opens the way to a steady programme of improving 


the East End of London. 
BETTER Стлз$ Hovsina. 


So far, the authorities have alwavs considered the 
problem of housing either for the artizan class or for the 
very poor. There is, however, a very large class of deserv- 
ing people, not blessed with too much of this world’s goods, 
and too proud to go and live in an East End street, but vet 
desperately in want of a decent home. 

Many such find that their means will allow them to rent 
two or three rooms or to share with friends in the rent of a 
large house. Some attempts at co-operative housing for 
single women and small families have been made, par- 
ticularly in the neighbourhood of St. John’s Wood, but in 
most cases a flat in a co-operative undertaking of this kind 
can only be secured by subscribing fairly heavily to the 
initial capital outlay, which in most cases is considerable. 

There is no reason why excellent tenants of this descrip- 
tion should not have the same facilities as are offered to the 
more necessitous members of the community, and the scope

borough surveyors. He thought the profession should 
engage more in collective advertising on the lines of the 
recent pamphlet issued by the R.I.B.A. 

Dr. Raymond Unwin did not agree that the employment 
of architects increased the cost of housing, and stated that 
on the whole the most satisfactory and economical schemes 
were those under the direction of a competent architect. 
The Ministry of Health urged that architects should be 
employed on all housing schemes. He had to admit, 
however, that a considerable number of architects had been 
engaged on housing schemes who were not really com- 
petent for the work, and it was felt that those responsible for 
architectural education did not sufficiently realise the 
importance of smaller buildings. Some 60 per cent. of the 
total value of building work carried out in this country was 
of the smaller class in which no architect was employed. 
He suggested that perhaps a better method than partner- 
ship of solving the problems brought about by the increasing 
complexity of building was the greater use of consultants, 
on the same lines as those of the medical profession and of 


of the Housing Acts is amply wide enough to provide for 
2 wide extension of housing facilities of this description. 


SMALL DWELLINGS ACQUISITION. 


In the suburban districts of London much has already 
been accomplished by the acquisition of houses for occupa- 
tion under the Small Dwellings Acquisition Act, under 
which advances may be made by the L.C.C. and other 
authorities to enable persons with small capital to secure 
a dwelling of their own. 

The tendency at present is for such houses to be erected 
in the first instance by speculating builders with a view to 
sale, and it is very desirable that a close watch should be 
kept over not only the construction but the surrounding 
conditions and amenities of all such houses erected or 
acquired by the aid of public funds. 


STANDARDS OF CONSTRUCTION AND DESIGN. 


The present standards of construction under the relaxa- 
tion of the Building Acts and by-laws are in many ways 
far from satisfactory, and although no doubt necessary as 
a temporary measure, it is very desirable to secure some 
competent control both over construction and design. 

This will only be fully achieved when it becomes recog- 
nised by the public as a whole that an architect is worth 
employing, even in the smallest of houses. In no other 
way can the public be fully protected from the enormities 
which are everywhere springing up. 

In some parts of the Empire no one is allowed to submit 
plans to the local authority unless he is licensed as a com- 
petent architect, and the introduction of a similar rule in 
England would have a widespread and altogether beneficial 
effect. 

A building must not only be good, but must look good. 


the legal profession. It was also possible that the quantity 
surveyor might be of more assistance to the architect, if 
he was trained for the work. He was afraid the quantity 
surveyor had proved rather a failure in housing work, and 
had now been practically dispensed with. 

Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel (President), who occupied 
the chair, said one of the reasons why the speculative builder 
would always build more cheaply than the architect was 
because he was able to be more of an opportunist and study 
markets ; the speculative builder was always in more close 
touch with the job than the architect could hope to be, and 
was able to vary his materials as he desired. He agreed that 
a hide-bound quantity surveyor was liable to be a hindrance 
to the practice of building, unless the architect looked 
through the bills and dispensed with some of the items. It 
was a curious fact that a builder always sent in a higher 
tender if an architect asked him to do something in an 
unusual way—probably something was added for “ wounded 
feelings." It was no use an architect trying to compete 
with & speculative builder, because the first builder who 
priced the bill of quantities would determine that he should 
not.

(Electrolux, Ltd.) 


Refrigeration in the House 


The introduction of à new system of 
refrigeration which continuously produces 
* cold " without the use of any mechanical 
moving parts promises to go far to make 
cold storage а more general practice for the 
householder, as well as for the retail shop- 
keeper who deals in perishable produce. 
At the present time most of the so-called 
household refrigerators are merely ice 
chests in which a low temperature is main- 
tained at the expense of purchasing a 
continual supply of ісе, and those who 
demand a more efficient mode of refrigera- 
tion must instal an expensive unit complete 
with its compressor and electric motor. 
The ‘ Electrolux ” Refrigerator, which has 
just been introduced by Messrs. Electrolux, 
Ltd., of 153-155 Regent Street, London, 
W.1, however, is the happy medium be- 
tween these two alternatives, for this 
appliance requires the minimum of personal 
attention, there being no valves or mach- 
inery to be watched and kept under control. 
The actual cooling apparatus consists of а 
series of three cylindrical vessels—generator, 
absorber and evaporator—interconnected 
by pipes and charged with a certain 
quantity of water, ammonia and hydrogen 
gas, the whole system being welded to- 
gether and hermetically sealed so that 
escape of the gaseous contents is im- 
possible. The cycle of phases necessary for 
the production of “ cold " is set in operation 
by the application of heat to the cylinder 
known as the evaporator, preferably by 
means of an electrical resistance, a small 
quantity of water being allowed to flow over 
one of the other cvlinders—the absorber— 
and around one of the connecting pipes for 
cooling pipes. Іп this way ''cold" is 
continuously produced in the third cylinder 
—the evaporator—so long as the supply of 
heat and water is maintained, whilst the 
liquid and gaseous contents of the system 
pass through the same cycle over and over 
again. In our illustration the evaporator, 


or the cylinder in which cold is produced, 
is concealed by the insulation forming part 
of the brine tank which is placed inside the 
cold storage cabinet. This brine tank 
assists in maintaining а low temperature 
when the apparatus is shut off. “ Electro- 
lux" refrigeration operates automatically 
оп а consumption of l-unit of electricity 
per hour, an averagetemperature of 40? Fah. 
being maintained inside the cabinet, equal 
to the amount of refrigeration produced by 
melting 50 lb. of ice per day. The 
household cabinet, shown in our illus. 
trations, is provided with cork insulation 
3 inches in thickness, and is lined on the 
inside with washable white enamel. А 
series of small trays for the production of 
cubes of ice are housed in the lower part 
of the brine tank and form a novel feature 
of the internal fitting. Тец cubic feet of 
cold storage are provided with 12 square 
feet of glass shelving, the overall dimensions 
of the cabinet being 65 inches high by 28 
inches wide by 23 inches deep. 


А New Concrete Block for Roads 


А new concrete block road paving, re- 
cently patented by Mr. J. C. Thomson, of 
34 London Street, Edinburgh, is now under 
test at Kelliebank Shipyard, Alloa. The 
units employed are of two forms, the one 
pyramidal (а four-sided pyramid) and the 
other tetrahedral (a three-sided pyramid). 
For one paving unit five pyramids and 
four tetrads are used, four of the pyramids 
being placed close together in square 
formation on the prepared bed of the road. 
The four tetrads are then placed in poeition 
to occupy the spaces between these pyra- 
mids, and into the pit which is formed the 
fifth pyramid is inserted in the inverted 
position. The finished surface therefore 
consists of the bases of the inverted руга- 
midal blocks in close formation. The 
standard blocks which аге being used 
measure 18 inches on each edge, and the 
pyramid and the tetrad units weigh 70 Ib. 
and 40 ]b. respectively. The bases of the 
pyramidal blocks are provided with deep 
cross grooves to increase the efficiency of 
the bedding and to give а non-skidding sur- 
face to the finished roads. The chief 
advantage claimed in respect of this system 
is that the vertical pressure of the traffic 
is distributed over four times the usual 
area and there are no vertical joints. It 
should also be noted that the blocks keep 
their position by reason of their geo- 
metrical form and weight, and that they 
can be lifted and relaid without damage. 
As an efficient drainage is provided over 
the whole surface of the road, the exces- 
sive camber now in use is unnecessary. 
Increased economy under heavy wear and 
tear might also be expected from an adop- 
tion of this sytem, but we are inclined to 
think that the blocks could be more con- 
veniently handled if they were reduced in 
size. 


A New Corrugated Roofing 


A new form of sheeting for roofs and 
external walls has recently been placed 
on the market by Messrs. Cellactite, Ltd., 
of 296 High Holborn, London, \.С.1. 
This material is a fibrous bituminous com- 


position resembling vulcanite, and is 
manufactured in corrugated and flat sheets, 
into which a light steel core has been intro- 
duced to give increased strength with the 
minimum thickness and to afford a better 
fixing. The bituminous composition is 
consolidated under heat and pressure. 
In this way a comparatively thin roofing 
is obtained, which is superior to galvanised 
iron and has many of the advantages of 
asbestos cement at a saving in weight. 
The samples which we have inspected ap- 
pear to have a remarkable strength and 
rigidity, and are tough and waterproof. 
Being of a bituminous character, the com- 
position does not crack or laminate, and, 
in addition, it is unaffected by the weather, 
sea air, and chemical fumes. The corru- 
gated sheets are fixed in precisely the same 
manner as corrugated iron, a lap of 3 to 
4 inches sufficing for a weatherproof joint. 
Nails and screws may be driven through 
the material with comparative ease, and 
the necessary holes for bolts can be drilled 
or punched. It should be noted that the 
light weight of the sheeting permits the 
use of lighter purlins than are ordinarily 
required for asbestos sheets. The flat 
sheets can be nailed direct to studding or 
bolted to steel work. They can be nailed 
close to the edges without injury and are 
easily cut to size with a nter’s saw, 
having relatively fine teeth. “ Cellactite "' 
can be obtained in four varieties—natural 
black, russet, green, and aluminium. The 
corrugated sheets are 6 feet long by 27 
inches wide, giving cover to a nett width 
of 2 feet after allowing for the lap. The 
flat sheets are 30 inches wide, but in 
both cases, approximately, 110 sheets go 
to the ton. Steel-cored ridging, hips, 
valleys and flashings can be supplied to

A New Gas Wash Boiler 


In the combined kitchen-scullery of the 
bungalow or the small house space is 
necessarily limited, and it is here that the 
“ Corna ” Gas Wash Boiler, shown in our 
illustrations, finds its chief merit as a com- 
pact installation. This boiler, which is 
made by Messrs. Cannon Iron Foundries, 
Ltd., of Deepfields, near Bilston, is an all- 
cast one of 10 gallons capacity. It is con- 
structed with an extended triangular top 
which fits into the corner of the scullery 


and at the same time serves a useful pur- | 


pose for accommodating the clothes im- 
mediately they are removed from the 
scalding water.

The cleanliness and convenience of 
electricity, as well as its ease of control, 
have much to recommend it for heating 
purposes, and undoubtedly we have only 
to abide the time when electrical power 
will be available at а special low rate in 
order to prove that its restricted popu. 
larity at the present day is only due to

heating the linen cupboard or the bath- 
room. In the former case, the heater 
should be protected by & wire guard to 
ensure proper circulation of the air, ventila- 
tion being provided at the top of the cup. 
Loard. The towel rail, which we illustrate, 
is a very convenient bathroom fitting and 
can be supplied in any length with as 
many rails as are required. Its use entails 
no danger of the towel scorching, for the 
heating tubes are situated in the centre, 
whilst the towels hang from a double rail 
at the top. Where desired, these towel 
rails can be supplied in pedestal types. 
The “ Lightfoot” Tubular Heating Sys- 
tem is a low temperature one which 
distributes heat evenly and steadily with- 
out waste. Each heater is connected 
separately to the wiring circuit and is as 
independent of other heaters on the same 
circuit as one electric lamp is of another.

resisting insulator, which in turn is pro- 
tected by the outer tube, it is impossible 
for any inflammable material to come into 
contact with it.

TRADE in stocks and shares is improving. There is а fair 
business doing in industrials, and the dealers in the rubber 
market are ехресИ эр a revival. 

The Associated Portland Cement report and balance 
sheet is a very pleasant document, and may be considered 
as the best this big concern has ever given us. The business 
was heavily over-capitalised on floatation, and consequently 
there has been a struggle for years to squeeze out the water. 
To-day the position has been greatly improved and the 
works now stand at under six and а half millions, and 
depreciation is rapidly reducing the fixed assets to their 
real value, whilst, on the other hand, the works are being 
brought up to date and £242.561 has been spent on the 
reconstruction of the Bevan works at Northcliffe. The 
actual profit earned after deducting depreciation, which 
is up £50,000 on the year, is £543,459, which compares with 
£368,088 іп 1924, and quick assets exceed quick liabilities 
by £3,216,350, a ratio of 334 per cent to total assets, which 
is an excellent figure. It should be noted that the mort- 
gages have been paid oft and there are now only dehentures, 
and of these over a million first and second have been paid 
off, and each year this debt is decreased. £100,000 has 
been used to write down the investment in the Indian 
Cement Works and 6 per cent. dividend is paid on the 
ordinary. It looks very much as though the current year 
would show an increased profit, and probably an increased 
dividend, for there is a large and growing demand for 
“ Ferrocrete ”; the export trade holds up and the home 
trade has substantially improved. Altogether we congratu- 
late the directors on having given us the best report in the 
history of the company. The ordinary shares are under- 
valued on prospects of a bigger yield. 

Stewarts & Lloyds have had a bad year, for the earnings 
have dropped £187,841 to £291,119, and although only 
£75,000 is set aside for depreciation, the dividend on the 
deferred is cut down to 18. 6d., whereas in the two previous 
years 2s. 6d. was paid. We fear that even this rate of 
distribution cannot be maintained, for the dividends call 
for £332,670, and after deducting depreciation the total 
profit is only £291,119, and consequently the carry forward 
is reduced £41,552, the firm having paid away in dividends 
more than it has earned in the year. The combine is 
excellently managed, but its capital expenditure mounts 
up rapidly every year and this year has increased £1,381,383. 
Debtors are down £1,266,855, but stocks are up £329,777, 
and cash is only £89,087, whilst there is an overdraft at the 
bank of £286,795. 

Pinchin, Johnson & Co. have made £112,276, which is 
£14,980 less than the previous vear, and the lower profits 
are due to the exceptional conditions on the Continent and 
in the Far East. Still, the amount earned is amply 
sufficient to hold the dividend at 30 per cent. and place 
£15,000 to reserve, carrying forward £30,519. ‘Lhe finan- 
cial position is good, for though cash has dropped £40,894 
investments are up £43,387 and quick assets exceed quick 
liabilities by £623,186, a ratio of 55°8 per ceat., and the 
earnings are over 10 per cent. on the total assets. The 
shares are fairly high priced but the business is one of the 
best іг the country and the goods a are used by every builder 
throughout the world. 

Shanks & Co., the famous ола engineers, have had 
a good year, for they have made £47,744, against £21,319 
in 1924, and the dividend on the ordinary is raised to 
6 per cent. against 5 per cent. in the previous year. This 
leaves £21,167 to go forwara, against £8,487 brought in. 
Therefore no one car accuse the caretul board of dividing 
up to the hilt, for the total capital of the company 18 only 
£378,570 and there are only £290,000 ordinary issued, the 
rest being preference shares which call for under £5,000 a 
year. It is not easy to understand from the balance sheet 
why the directors have been so careful in conserving the 
profits, for the fixed assets are moderately valued ; the 
company only owes £88,846 and has £280,820 quick assets. 


So that the ratio of net quick assets to total assets is over 
35 per cent., which is a very good figure, and after deducting 
£14,255 for depreciation the earnings are 7] per cent. on 
the assets. Ав long as the building trade remains good 
we expect the profits to continue high and we do not think 
that anyone should sell the shares. 

Robey & Co. are one of the best-known engineering firms 
in the country, but they have not been doing well of late 
and it is therefore pleasant to find that before paying the 
debentures а trading profit of £5,078 has been made, but 
as debenture interest calls for £7,662 there is а debit balance 
of £2,584, which increases the total debit to £15,373. 
There has been severe competition in the engineering trade, 
and excellent as are the goods made by the company 
prices have evidently been cut to a level which practically 
leaves no profit. Still, we think that this great firm should 
recover, and it is hardly the moment in which to sell the 
shares, although we are equally sure that until the troubles 
in the coal trade are settled no one should buy. 

Parker, Winder & Achurch is one of the best-known 
firms who deal in ironmongery and builders' requisites 
in the Midland counties, and it is therefore not surprising 
that the profit for 1925 should have risen from £8,061 to 
£10,190 and the dividend has been increased from 7} to 
10 per cent. £5,000 again goes to reserve, making the 
fund £30,000, ала £7,958 is carried forward, against 
£6,843 brought in. Тһе financial position is quite strong, 
for creditors are more than*covered by debtors and stock 
is valued at £75,281. The company has been a steady 
dividend еагрег, and though the shares are only quoted in 
Birmingham they are worth picking up when offered as 
the business is well managed and old established. 

Henry Bessemer & Co. bears а name that has been 
associated with the steel trade for many years, but unfor- 
tunately the concern has not been particularly profitable 
to the shareholders. However, although losses have been 
made for some years, this year, thanks to a reorganisation 
of the works and the erection of new plant, а small profit 
of £1,306 has been earned, thus reducing the debit balance 
to £36,619, and the present year opens with a good order 
book although prices remain low. It cannot ђе said that 
the shares are particularly attractive in view of the past 
history, and we are afraid that the future of the steel trade 
remains rather stormy.

Women and the Home 


The peculiar fitness of women to design the houses 
thev live in is a recurrent topic in the lay press. The 
scores of articles by disillusioned housewives that 
have appeared in print іп recent years make sad reading, 
but infinitely more pathetic is the belief, expressed or 
implied, that all the defects they find in their dwellings 
are due to sins of commission and omission on the 
part of the ignorant male architect. The latest of thee 
effusions to come to hand appeared in “ The South 
Wales Echo " last week. The writer opines, as usual, 
that “if women were their own architects what 
improvements should we not see!” In the present 
state of the world, we are quite certain that this good 
lady would see no improvement, for the drawbacks 
in the average modern house, to which she draws 
attention, are the result, not of the sins of ignorance, 
but of inexorable economic laws. We pass over the 
fact, which she may not know, that the vast majority 
of houses are not designed by architects at all, but are 
erected by speculators with a very definite appreciation 
of the amount at which they can sell or let their pro- 
ductions. It is an unhappy fact, that only since the 
war have architects been employed to any extent in 
designing homes for the masses of the people, and their 
efforts have been confined to state-subsidised schemes 
which had to be undertaken by local authorities because 
the speculative builder could see no economic return 
оп their provision by his private enterprise. Such 
dwellings are necessarily cut down to the minimum 
accommodation and comfort to diminish loss. and thus 
the architect has had little opportunity to display his 

ca pa bilities, certainly not in the directions which this 
lady critic indicates. For her demands do not err 
on the side of modesty. Bedrooms are to have built-in 
cupboards, drawers fitted under the window ledges, 
fitted basins with hot and cold supply and full-length 
mirrors let into the wall. The bathroom must have its 
airing cupboard, porcelain taps and also house the cold 
water cistern as а precaution against frost. The 
kitchen 18 to have tiled walls and a brick floor, a serving 
hateh to the dining-room, a closed dresser and a 
cook's cupboard on the lines of the American kitchen 


cabinet. Тһе large larder, with its stone floor, would 
have either a fixed wall safe or, better still, a refrigera- 
tor. These are only some of the principal require- 
ments in “ the perfect house," which must not be more 
than two stories in height and should have no cellar. 
Well, few modern houses are now built with cellars, 
although our grandmothers would probably not agree 
that the best designed and fitted larder above ground 
was so good for keeping food in hot weather as the old- 
fashioned cellar. As to height, this obviously depends 
on situation. The two-storey house is the rule now 
rather than the exception, but in Mayfair it borders on 
unjustifiable extravagance. We can assure our lady 
critic, however, that her suggestions are not “ howlers ” 
from the professional point of view. The fitments and 
conveniences that she enumerates are well-known to 
architects and commonly installed by them in houses 
of a certain grade, designed for private clients who 
can afford to pay for them, as a regular study of the 
architectural papers would show. Her error consists 
іп supposing that they can be supplied in houses of any 
grade, and that it is ignorance alone that excludes 
them from other dwellings designed to let or sell at 
cheap rates: Still, if our critic pins her faith to 
her own sex, she will get her opportunity of proof. 
It is more than twenty-five years ago since the first 
qualified woman took her place as a member of the 
Royal Institute; and although her sex was slow to 
follow her example, scores of women have entered the 
schools in recent years to be trained as architects, and 
some of them have obtained high honours in the 
examinations. We take leave to doubt whether they 
will be any more successful in circumventing the 
economic difficulties of housing than their male con- 
freres. The State may have had to step in to foot the 
loss on working-class housing, but we think it will be 
long before it undertakes to subsidise the building of 
houses for the upper-middle classes.

Waterloo Bridge Again 
From statements that have appeared in the Press 
this week, it 15 apparent that Waterloo Bridge is not 
to be destroyed without a further effort on the part 


• 
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of the various technical societies and others interested 
to prevent this disastrous step. Sir William Davison, 
M.P., has a question to the Prime Minister, next 
Monday, asking for the appointment of a competent 
commission to consider the whole question of the cross- 
river facilities, of which Waterloo Bridge is only one 
facet. There is only too good reason to fear that the 
various public bodies concerned are treating this grave 
question from the rather narrow standpoint of their 
own individual concerns and responsibilities and not 
as a matter that will have an immense influence on the 
well-being of London as a whole. From expert 
opinion, given at a recent meeting of the Conference 
of Societies, it seems that it will be seven years before 
a new Waterloo Bridge will be available for traffic,

The Uncommercial Drama 

The difficulties of the more serious devotees of the 
drama could not be better illustrated than by the slow 
progress of the Sadlers Wells and Shakespeare Memorial 
Theatre funds. Both have been well sponsored and both 
are still a long way from the total originally aimed at. 
One need not despair, however, of either, or doubt that 
when both the houses open their doors the results will 
justify the hopes of the organisers. It is evident, neverthe- 
less, that neither project will be completely successful 
unless those who claim to have a higher taste in the drama 
are prepared to pay something for it. The “ Old Үс” 
was saved by the handsome donation of a theatrical 
manager, who, while not disdaining the commercial side of 
his business, happened, also, to possess an imagination. 
Such a rara avis, however, cannot be looked for to foot the 
bill for every adventure in the high dramatic line, and lovers 
of the dramatic art should back their words more strongly 
with deeds. The governors of the Shakespeare Memorial 
Theatre have now appointed an advisory Council consisting 
of Sir Charles Holmes, Director of the National Gallery ; 
Mr. E. Guy Dawber, President of the R.I.B.A.; Mr. 
Reginald McKenna, the head of the Midland Bank; Sir 
James Barrie, the distinguished dramatist; and Mr. H. 
Granville Barker, who, both as dramatist and manager, 
has done so much for the advanced drama. With such a 
body of advisers, no one can doubt that the Governors of 
the Stratford house are in earnest or that the best possible 
use will be made of the monies subscribed. But how one 
wishes that some of our rich men were gifted with the 
imaginative powers of Mr. George Dance. 


Wages Increases in Liverpool 

In the Liverpool District, plasterers are to receive an in- 
crease of 2d. an hour, masons and tilers 1d. an hour and 2s. 
& week or 4d. a day tool money, marble polishers 1d. an 
hour, joiners and woodworking machinists 144. an hour, 
street masons, painters and paviors 14. an hour, and 
navvies and general builders’ labourers }4., an hour increase 
The Chairman of the Liverpool, Birkenhead and Wirral 
Districts Buildings and Allied Trades Employers’ Associa- 
tion states that though these increases will naturally have 
some effect on building costs, he hoped that with the three 
vears agreement entered into masters and men would be 
able to settle down to steady work and that the percentage 
increase in the cost of work would not prove to be a serious 
item. 

The Park Street That Was 

Mr. Philip Guedalla, the distinguished writer, has been 
making some investigations into the birthplace of Lord 
Palmerston, the results of which he has confided to “Тһе 
Times." The generally accepted theory that the Vic- 
torian statesman first saw the light at his parents’ house in 
Hampshire seems, in the light of Mr. Guedalla's researches, 
to be no longer tenable. Lord Palmerston was baptised at 
St. Margaret's, Westminster, and his father had a town 
house at Park Street. Comparisons with the rate books, 
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and, in the meantime, the already overtaxed bridge 
at Westminster may fail, an event that would spell 
chaos in London traffic. The provision of a much 
wider bridge, even with greater span to the arches, 
in place of the present Waterloo Bridge would be no 
help to the river traffic at this difficult bend, since the 
greater span of the arches is largely nullified by the 
doubled width. The inereased traffic attracted by the 
wider bridge would add to the congestion in the Strand, 
which is already suffering from the gyratory hustle in 
Trafalgar Square. One can only hope, therefore, that 
the Government will take steps to prevent further 
piecemeal and haphazard methods of meeting difficulties 
which will, as in the past, only serve to create other 
and greater difficulties for London as time goes on.

20, Queen Аппе з Gate, on the Park side of that thorough- 
fare. Mr. Guedalla, in establishing that Lord Palmerston 
was born practically in the shadow of the Parliament he 
was later to adorn, has brought to mind а matter of topo- 
graphical interest that few Londoners now remember. 


Housing under Two Acts 


The Administration of the Housing Acts of 1923 and 
1925 and the Town Planning Act of the last date have been 
subjects considered at а conference of local authorities of 
London and the Home Counties which was held at the 
County Hall, Westminster. 

The conference is one of a series which will embrace the 
whole country and has been arranged by the Housing and 
Town Planning Council. Mr. Frank M. Elgood presided, 
and in а memorandum pointed out that from the latest. 
returns local authorities had built 57,543 houses and 
private enterprise 229,385 houses under the provisions of 
the Chamberlain Act. Under the Wheatley Act, 119,921 
houses had been built by local authorities and 3,560 houses 
by private enterprise. The problem is thus reversed іп the 
two Acts, the one favouring the provision of houses to sell, 
the other those to let. Mr. Elgood is convinced that the 
provisions of the Wheatley Act under which houses must 
be built to let must be maintained in the interests of the 
poorer section of the population. 


The Post Office Tube 


The Post Office Tube Railway, for the conveyance of 
mails, which has been іп course of construction since 1913, . 
will be opened in the autumn. Тһе portion approaching 
completion extends from the Eastern District Othce in the 
Whitechapel Road to Paddington, with intermediate 
stations at Liverpool Street Station, the General Post 
Office at Mount Pleasant, the West Central District Office 
at High Holborn and the Western District Office at Wimpole 
Street, and covers a distance of 61 miles. Extensions are 
projected, one in the form of a loop line from the General 
Post Office to King's Cross and St. Pancras Stations, the 
North Western District Office, Euston Station and back to 
Mount Pleasant. Another loop is proposed, starting at 
the West Central District Office and running south to take 
in the South Western District Office, Waterloo Station, 
the South Eastern Parcel Осе, London Bridge and Cannon 
Street Stations, joining up again with the main line at 
Liverpool Street Station. The tunnels between stations 
are 9 feet in diameter, taking two 2 feet tracks. The cars 
are 13 feet long, and 5 feet high, and will be run without. 
drivers on a svstem of distance control, which permits the 
operator, with the aid of an illuminated map of the system, 
to regulate the speed of the trains, which can be varied 
from 8 to 35 miles per hour. 
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The Masonic Peace Memorial 


One of the most important architectural competitions 
of recent years has just been adjudicated. Messrs. Ashley 
and Winton Newman’s design for the Masonic Peace 
Memorial has been accepted by Sir Edwin Lutyens, Mr. 
Walter Cave and Mr. A. Burnett Brown, who acted as 
assessors on behalf of “Тһе United Grand Lodge of 
Antient Free and Accepted Masons of England.” 


A Limited Competition 

The competition was a remarkable one in that it was held 
in two stages. In the first competition sketch designs were 
produced and from these ten were chosen and the authors 
of these ten were given an honorarium of £500 in order 
that they might prepare the elaborate sets of drawings which 
were required for the second and final competition. This 
method is a highly satisfactory one in that it obviates the 
necessity of a large number of architects incurring the 
formidable expense of preparing finished sheets of drawings 
illustrative of schemes which in the assessors’ opinion were 
wrongly conceived from the start. Yet this revised method 
of holding architectural competitions is also attended with 
difficulties, especially where the assessors have previously 
limited themselves, as they did on this occasion, to accepting 
a definite number of entrants to the final competition. If 
the idea of the weeding out of all but ten of the original 
competitors was to obtain a small number of designs, all of 
which approximated in plan to an ideal solution of the 
architectural “ programme," one would naturally have 
expected to find a marked resemblance between the plans 
exhibited, but what do we find ? Besides the design placed 


first only one other was planned even approximately on the 
same lines, while the remaining schemes exhibit the greatest 
degree of diversity conceivable and resemble each other 
only in the negative quality of differing in most essential 
particulars from the design which was placed first. The 
question here arises : were the assessors able at the termina- 
tion of the first competition to come definitely to the 
conclusion that only one, or at the most two, of the com- 
petitors were proceeding upon the right lines 2 An examina- 
tion of the schemes exhibited at the Galleries of the Roval 
Institute of British Architects leads one to assume that this 
was inherently probable. If it actually was so, the logical 
outcome of this conclusion would be that only two of the 
competitors in the first round should be asked to proceed 
to the final contest. One may, therefore, question the 
desirability of determining beforehand the number of 
entrants to the final competition, because if this is not 
done and half-a-dozen or more architects are invited to 
enter the final competition merely in order that a stipulated 
number should be included, a great injustice is done to 
these latter, inasmuch as they are encouraged to devote 
a great deal of time and energy upon a fruitless object. Tt 
is true, of course, that the honorarium so generously 
provided in this instance should cover most of the expenses 
in cash which the preparation of the drawings would entail, 
but no compensation is given for the loss of the architects 
time. The present writer was informed bv one of the 
competitors that his scheme for the Masonic Memorial had 
occupied the greater part of his thoughts for nearly a year. 

The present competition differs from all others in that 
the conditions of the “ programme " contain elements of 
mystery which are quite foreign to the usual architectural 


plan. Entrants to architectural competitions are only too 
familiar with the mysteries and obscurities which are due 
to the inability of the assessors to indicate with sufficient 
clarity the various items of accommodation required in a 
great building. But where elements of mystery and 
obscurity are not accidental, as in the type of case just 
quoted, but are actually introduced on purpose and from 
necessity, the poor architect who has to prepare designs for 
the building has indeed an unenviable task. Тһе Free- 
masons are a secret society with a ritual which can never he 
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described іп print, for those who have knowledge of the 
rites in question are not permitted to describe them, while, 
of course, the uninitiated cannot do so. The United Grand’ 
Lodge showed remarkable magnanimity, therefore, when 
they encouraged members of the architectural profession 
who were not Masons to submit designs for their great 
building. The Grand Lodge were doubtless inspired by 
the wish to obtain the best design obtainable, and in their 
endeavour to explain to these uninitiated competitors 
what the rooms of their building were thev ran a great risk 
of lifting the veil or, at least, of showing little chinks 
through which profane eyes might obtain glimpses of 
something which they are really quite unfitted to con- 
template. But even those competitors who happen to be 
Masons themselves had difficulties in grasping the 
assessors’ intentions, for what happens in an ordinary 
provincial lodge is apparently not half as mysterious as 
what goes on in the Grand Lodge. This, however, is an 
aspect of the problem which need not be discussed at 
length for, although gossip may have it that the architects 
of the winning design ol:tained a certain advantage over 
their competitors through either knowledge or divination 
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of certain of the more obscure requirements of the Grand 
Lodge, the fact remains that their scheme was far the 
best when judged on purely architectural grounds and 
they are to be heartily congratulated upon a very fine 
achievement. | 


The Architectural Expression of Secrecy 

After all, what was it that the Freemasons wanted ? 
In the first place there was required a great meeting hall 
or temple. In association with this were to be the 
administrative and executive rooms, Grand and Past Grand 
Officers’ Rooms and offices of the Royal Masonic Benevolent 
Institution. Besides a number of smaller lodge rooms 
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there were to be a library, museum, reading and writing 
rooms for visitors from the provinces and overseas. In 
addition, there was to be a licensed restaurant, to replace 
the existing Connaught Rooms and Mark Masons’ Hall. 
Some very important problems of architectural composition 
arc involved in the design, and these problems can be 
discussed without making detailed examination of the plan. 
In fact, as the building is created to serve the needs of а 
soclety which forbears to mention any public object to 
which it is devoted, and expressly proclaims itself to be a 
secret society, it would be an impertinence on the part of 
the critic to offer an opinion as to whether the rooms, either 
large or small, are well arranged. It may confidently be 
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assumed that the members of the Grand Lodge have ап 
intimate acquaintance with the needs of their own institu- 
tion and that Messrs. Ashley and Winton Newman have 
been fortunate enough to provide for these needs in a more 
convenient and economical manner than the other com- 
petitors. 

From the architectural point of view the factor which 
militated against the creation of a design of outstanding 
merit was the appalling complexity of the ** programme." 
None of the great architects in the past were required to 
give their buildings the simplicity which is the hallmark 
of great art when the subjects of the buildings from 
which their forms should grow had such multifarious 
purposes. Most of us who ourselves have in the past 
entered for architectural competitions for the design of 
modern buildings in which practical requirements were 
complex and exacting will have every sympathy with the 
architects who have prepared schemes for the new Masonic 


Peace Memorial and will realise that some of the «esthetic 
problems put forward were as nearly insoluble as any such 
problems can be. The principal problem here is that of 
expression and it may be of interest if we make a detailed 
examination of but two aspects of it. The two most 
important things about this building are that it contains a 
large hall or temple and that it is designed for the use and 
meeting place of a secret society. Let us consider how it 
is possible to express these two facts externally. Ап 
architect who could succeed here would have triumphed 
over the problem and would have produced a work of 
singular merit, but, if he failed to attain this measure of 
expression, no other virtue or talent, directed with whatever 
degree of success to the achievement of other architectural 
objects, will bring his work into the first rank. But before 
estimating the capacities of the various competitors to give 
to their buildings the above-mentioned kinds of expression, 
it is only just that we should ask ourselves whether or not 
they have been effectively barred from achieving this 
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object by the conditions of the programme itself. Let us 
consider secrecy first. What a grand opportunity there 
was here, the opportunity to give architectural expression 
to secrecy! It would be something new, something rare, 
at a time when for the most part things that are modern 
are also apt to be blatant. When all the other buildings 
are shouting at the tops of their voices what distinction 
would accrue toa building which specialised in silence, a 
* hush-hush " building which people would look at with a 
certain amount of awe. Let us ask ourselves what feature 
“in a building" 18 best adapted to express the idea of 
secrecy. Obviously, it is the blank wall or the wall with 
very few small windows. Onlyone of the competitors appear 
to have grasped this essential characteristic of a building 
expressing вестесу, and this is the firm of Wilmott & Smith, 
of Cardiff, who produced а scheme which in many ways 
was the most original and distinguished of all those sub- 
mitted. Тһеу understood the subject of the building, or 
rather one spiritual aspect of the subject, better than any- 
body else, but the façades are unfortunately marred bv 
certain blemishes of composition of во serious а nature that 
a design which would otherwise have delivered а “ knock-out 
blow ” to all its rivals (that is, assuming that the internal 
planning were satisfactory) falls short of the highest 
standard. Тһе particular fault in question is the lack of 
unity in the composition, for the great central doorway cuts 
the facade in two in an irritating manner and, moreover, 
the facade itself is not in any way prepared to receive this 
important feature, for it has no horizontal member which 
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takes any account of the position of the prominent pediment 
and entablature of the portico. Again, the basement 
storey, an important sub-division of the building, itself 
lacks unity inasmuch as it has two equal rows of windows 
which invite division into two conflicting entities. An in- 
teresting feature of the design is the inversion of the 
habitual relationship between the basement of the facade 
and its superstructure. Here the basement, instead of 
being more solid than the wall above it is less solid and is 
punctured by numerous large windows. These were, of 
course, necessary for lighting the various offices. 

The architests, however, have provided so much blank 
wallage above the first storey that the general effect of 
the building is of a mysterious fastness which contains 
things unknown to and unknowable by the public. A 
reference to the plans will show that the small windows 
sparsely placed on the upper portion of the facade belong 
to the smaller lodge rooms. So far as the expression of the 
idea of secrecy is concerned, Messrs. Wilmott & Smith’s 
design is easily the best and has in fact no serious com- 
petitor. Of the others, that of Mr. Percy Thomas and of 
Messrs. De Soisson and Wornum, and of Mr. David N. 
Brown, of Canada, offer a slight suggestion of the same 
idea. The former has given his building plain façades 
punctured by only one row of fairly small windows, while 
the two latter by means of tall attic storeys almost un- 
fenestrated have contrived to excite one’s curiosity as to 
what kind of rite or purpose was performed therein. The 
authors of the remaining designs appear to have ignored 
this particular aspect of the problem and have contented 
themselves with making as orderly a pattern as possible 
of the very numerous windows which appear to be necessary 
if the various administrative and other chambers were to 
receive а sufficiency of light and ventilation. Unfor- 
tunately, the competitors were required to provide so much 
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accommodation upon а limited site that such interior court- 
yards as could be provided were too small to take a principal 
share of the lighting, so that unless, as in the case of Messrs. 
Wilmott & Smith, the architects made a special effort to 
afford this result the external walls would naturally be 
broken by a large number of windows. 


The Temple on Plan and Elevation 

The competitors had an opportunity of giving to 
their buildings a second kind of expressiveness which 
was referred to in a preceding paragraph—namely, the 
expressiveness which comes of the formal display of 
the position and dimensions of the principal chamber of the 


building, that is to say, the temple. It is not here con- 
tended that it was either possible or desirable in so large a 
building to give emphatic expression to what was, after all, 
only a fraction, perhaps not more than a tenth, of the total 
cubical contents, but it may prove to be a quite interesting 
exercise in analysis if we take these ten designs and judge 
each of them by reference to the degree with which the temple 
finds external expression. The accompanying sketch plan 
shows the general lay-out of the site, while the main streets 
surrounding, namely Great Queen Street, Wild Street and 
Wild Court, taken in that order as 2, 3, 4, these numbers 
being given on the other diagrams in order to identify the 
positions of the elevations shown. In three instances only, 
namely, in the designs of Messrs. Ashley & Winton Newman, 
the winners, Messrs. T. L. Dale and H. H. Golding, and 
Messrs. Wilmott & Smith, the main temple chamber has 
no boundary wall upon the street, but is effectively buried 
in the interior of the block. In the designs of Messrs. 
J. B. F. Cowper, Mr. Percy Thomas, Mr. David N. Brown, 


the temple chamber abuts on Great Queen Street, while 
the designs of Mr. Е. W. Simon, Messrs. Lanchester, Lucas, 
and Lodge, Messrs. De Soisson and Wornum, and Messrs. 
Nichol and Nichol the main boundary wall of the temple 
is on Wild Street. Let us consider the architectural treat- 
ments resulting from these various conformations. In 
considering the various elevations regard must also be paid 
to the general lay-out of the site. In the case of the design 
placed first, what must have influenced the assessors in no 
small degree is the fact that the architects grasped a very 
important fact, namely, that the corner between Great 
Queen Street and Wild Street presented the only oppor- 
tunity for a great architectural display. It so happens 
that neither Great Queen Street nor Wild Street are of 
sufficient width to enable a really good view to be obtained 
of a very long facade. On the other hand, the above-

mentioned corner is being opened up to view from Long 
Acre as the block of buildings at the corner of Drury Lane 
and Wild Street is due to be removed. Consequently it 
was a masterly stroke on the part of Messrs. Ashley & 
Winton Newman to put their great tower or cupola in this 
position. When once the maximum note of emphasis 
was placed on this point the main disposition of the plan 
followed therefrom, for with the main entrance at this 
corner it seemed a fairly logical procedure to make the 
main access of the temple on the line bisecting the angle 
between these two streets, so that from the entrance portal 
one should proceed straight to the main chamber of the 
building with subsidiary apartments arranged symmetrically 
on either side of it. But having, with good reason, adopted 
such a scheme it follows immediately that the temple itaelf 
was as it were buried from view, and could on no account 
receive external expression unless it were carried to such 
an enormous height that its roof could be seen from afar. 
Owing to the nature of the site, however, and the require- 
ments of the temple itself, there was no possibility of this, 
and as the axis of the temple was not parallel to any of the 
streets bounding the site it was not even possible to em- 
phasise a portion of the elevation immediately in front of 
the temple chamber and so give to the latter a certain 
measure of architectural expression on the elevations. 
To a certain extent, therefore, the design suffers on this 
account, but there is no doubt that the practical convenience 
which resulted from the central position of the temple and

the extremely skilful planning of the rooms adjacent to it 
were well worth the sacrifice of architectural expression. 
The elevations themselves have dignity and restraint, the 
only blemish which immediately attracts one's attention 
being the unfortunate equality between the width of the 
pilasters and that of the intervals between them. Тһе 
only other scheme which is conceived on the same lines as 
the winning design is that of Messrs. Dale and Golding, 
which has the temple similarly placed and has also the chief 
point of architectural emphasis at the corner of Great 
Queen Street and Wild Street. It appears that in this 
instance the architects have designed their building in a 
style similar to that which was evolved when the Grand 
Lodge was founded in the early eighteenth century, and 
in detail the building is reminiscent of Sir Christopher 
Wren. The plan is an excellent one and their design for 
the interior of the temple is especially worthy of study. 
It is noteworthy that whereas Messrs. Ashley & Winton 
Newman have made their building present, to the three 
streets bounding the site, facades which are homogeneous 
in character, Messrs. Dale and Golding have lowered the 
cornice line and diminished the general scale on turning 
the corner from Great Queen Street to Wild Street, while 
on Wild Court they have relapsed into what must frankly 
be described as а back elevation with no architectural 
pretensions at all. It is not here contended that Wild 
Court, being in the nature of а back alley, deserved any 
better treatment, but there is something to be said in an 
important building of this kind for giving even such facades 
which are least exposed to public view a certain quality 
which proclaims their kinship with the remainder of the 
building. This is not to say that the back of such an 
edifice should be as imposing-looking as its front, but that 
it should at least give & certain indication of its dignity 
and status even when it abuts upon a small alley. 
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“Тһе third scheme in which the temple is entirely hidden 
from the surrounding streets is that by Messrs. Wilmott & 
Smith. The main facade of the building has already been 
commented upon. Here the temple is not marked on the 
facade and the justification for this is to be found in the 
fact that as the general effect of the building is one of 
mystery the idea of masonic ritual has already found partial 
expression without it being necessary to reveal to the 
public the actual form of the temple. The main difficulty, 
in the expression of the architectural subject, in the case of 
all these designs was that part of the building which should 
have given its character and emphatically set its impress 
upon the whole design was necessarily associated with an 
enormous number of small administrative chambers, most 
of which owing to the restrictions of the site had to be lit 
and ventilated from the sides facing the main thorough- 
fares. The competitors were not really given a fair chance, 
for the problem presented to them was similar to that of, 
say, providing all the accommodation of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, in an area which necessitated that the building 
should be eight floors high and that the chapel, hall and 
library instead of standing free, so that all might apprehend 
their several characters and distinctive shapes were, as it 
were, muffled and swathed round with architectural 
accretions which effectively hid them from view. Even 
where the masonic temple abuts on Great Queen Street, as 
it does in the designs of Messrs. J. В. Е. Cowper, Percy 
Thomas, and David N. Brown, of Canada, it was not found 
possible by these architects to give it the formal emphasis 
which it would seem to deserve. Inthe case of Mr. Cowper's 
design, for instance, the columnated central portion of the 
facade towards Great Queen Street, while indeed it sym- 
bolises the main entrance to the building, has nothing else 
very important behind it, and the temple on its right hand 
side is destined to be balanced and have the identical 
external expression of windows as the licensed restaurant. 
One cannot help feeling that while the resultant symmetry 
may be quite pleasant to behold, a certain lack of respect 
to the temple itself is indicated by such an arrangement. 
This comment applies equally to the designs of Mr. Percy 
Thomas and Mr.David N. Brown, though it must be acknow- 
ledged that in the elevations towards Wild Street the end 
of the temple receives a certain measure of expression, and 
this is especially so in the case of Mr. David Brown’s design, 
which exhibits a complete Greek hexastvle front mounted 
on a very tall basement. Of the four schemes which show 
the temple facing Wild Street, that by Mr. F. W. Simon 
is especially worthy of comment, in that he alone of the 
ten competitors, whose designs were exhibited at the 
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R.I.B.A. Gallery, has been so intent upon giving separate 
expression to various important chambers in the building 
that he has rejected the idea of formality altogether. It 
cannot be said that the result 13 very satisfactory, for while 
the separate buildings forming the group are indeed homo- 
geneous, the total effect is one of extreme restlessness, while 
the design of the tall campanile is also lacking in distinction, 
for after proceeding to a certain height its swells and would 
appear to have arrived at an adequate termination, after 
which, however, it incontinently proceeds still further with 
a greatly diminished girth. Messrs. Lanchester, Lucas and 
Lodge and Messrs. De Soissons & Wornum give to their 
temple facades towards Wild Street an admirable symmetry 
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and an emphasis which successfully proclaims the import-* 
ance and dignity of this portion of the building, while 
Messrs. Nichol & Nichol have designed a temple facade 
very reticent in character but perhaps not sufficiently dis- 
tinctive in its fenestration from thát on Great Queen Street. 

The ten diagrams here shown are designed to give the 
position of the temple in each case and to display in the 
simplest terms the general silhouettes of the buildings as 
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seen from the three streets on which they abut, and И is 
hoped that none of the architects will consider that an 
injustice has been done to their designs by this diagram- 
matical treatment. There appeared to be so much to be 
said concerning the general problem of expression and 
composition that space has not been found to enlarge in 
detail upon the stvlistic treatment of the various designs. 
Suffice it to say that with the exception of one example 
the classic style has been followed, and its resources have 
been found adequate to give distinction, coherence and 
a fine decorative quality to the designs, in spite of the fact 
that little novelty of detail is here exhibited. The draw- 
ings, which are now on view at the Roval Institute of British 
Architects, will repay most careful study. 


Birmingham’s Industries Fair, 1927 

The prospectus is now available of the British Industries 
Fair which will be held, concurrently with the London 
section, at Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, from February 21 
to March 4, next vear. This Midland section is being 
organised by the local Chamber of Commerce under the 
auspices of the Board of Trade and the City Council. 
Group 3 of the Fair is to be devoted to exhibits connected 
with construction, building and decoration, and applications 
for space must be made before December 31 next to the 
General Manager, British Industries Fair, Chamber of 
Commerce, Birmingham. Allotments will be made strictly 
in order of application. 


Building Material from Belgium 


A report of the Department of Overseas Trade on “ The 
Economie Situation in Belgium,"* prepared by Mr. J. 
Picton Bagge, the British Commercial Secretary at Brussels, 
gives some interesting figures regarding Belgian exports of 
building material to this country. The figures relate to 1924, 
in which vear the total production of Belgian cement was 
estimated at two million tons, of which 946,147 tons were 
exported, Great Britain coming fourth on the list of cus- 
tomers with 86,692 tons. Of bricks, 806,737 tons were 
exported, Great Britain taking 188,797 tons and Holland 
539,805 tons. Tiles exported amounted to 38,957 tons, of 
which Great Britain took 22,494 tons and Holland the 
remainder. Belgium about balanced her imports and 
exports of fireclay in this vear, but it is curious to note that 
while we sent her 5,102 tons, we took 2,221 tons back. 
Other Belgian exports to this country included building 
and road stone ; 2,919 tons of marble, and 161,404 tons of 
buildingsand. There seems no justification for some of these 
imports, with the possible exception of marble. The rami- 
fications of trade are many and various, but why Great 
Britain should be taking nearly two-thirds of Belgium's 
export of tiles and great quantities of her building sand 
wants a lot of explanation.

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Building News in Parliament 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday, June 2. 

The House reassembled yesterday after the Whitsuntide 
recess to find itself still confronted with the coal stoppage, 
and members launched immediately into a debate upon the 
crisis. It is not only the miners and their dependents, 
as the Prime Minister pointed out, who are suffering from 
a coal stoppage which, in his opinion, ought not to have 
taken place. All kinds of industries which were beginning 
to recover from depression have found their upward 
tendency checked and the figures of unemployment, 
apart from the miners, show a formidable rise. Difficulty 
18 beginning to be felt by the building industry, among 
many others, in regard to the production and the carriage 
of its necessary materials, and this handicap will necessarily 
become greater the longer the stoppage continues. 

Much counsel was offered to the Government in the course 
of the debate as to how the mining crisis could be settled. 
Mr. MacDonald, for the Labour Party, urged that thev 
should again get into touch with mine-owners and miners, 
persuade them to agree to certain lines of settlement, 
and give effect to the agreement іш legislation. Мг. 
Lloyd George urged that the Government should pass 
legislation at once to deal with the whole situation, after 
the method which the Asquith Government followed in 
1912, over the heads of the parties. Many members, 
notably Sir Robert Horne, insisted that settlement of the 
dispute must be reached by lengthening of hours from 7 to 8. 

The Prime Minister's speech, carefully read from type- 
written sheets, was more notable for what it did not, rather 
than for what it did, say. Replying to those who urged 
him to get into immediate touch with the parties to the 
dispute, he revealed that he had never been out of communi- 
cation with them. Не was willing to resume negotiations 
but he would not pledge the taxpayers' money to support 
this one industry. At the same time, he made it clear 
that the Government still were willing to grant a temporarv 
subsidy to the whole industry while negotiations were in 
progress or afterwards to the poorest districts in the event 
of negotiations being successful and work being resumed. 
The glimmerings of wisdom were beginning to reveal 
themselves, among the miners, he declared, and, at the 
right moment, he would be prepared to intervene and to 
propose any legislation that would be helpful; but the 
prosperity of the industry must lie in the statesmanship 
of mine-owners and miners themselves. The House 
drew hope from his speech, although it did not indicate 
any prospect of an early settlement. 


Book Reviews 
Modern Plasterwork Construction. By George P. Bankart 
and G. Edward Bankart. London: The Architectural 
Press. 218. net. 

This work consists of a portfolio containing 33 line 
plates of details to scale, covering the wide uses of modern 
plaster decoration in its application to domes, pendentives, 
barrel, square-vaulted and mansard ceilings, cornices, 
panellings, columns, prosceniums, reinforced concrete 
work, etc. Descriptive notes are given of each plate. 
The work forms a very useful pendant to Mr. G. P. 
Bankart's previous monumental book on the `` Art of the 
Plasterer,” and the clearly-drawn details, showing how the 
construction of the modern plaster work is carried out for 
the various purposes, should make it invaluable for reference 
both by architects and builders.

The cost 
of painting, which is one of the drawbacks of the steel 
dwelling, is said to be trivial with its cast-iron competitor.

A question іп the House of Commons which, on account 
of the General Strike, has only just been made public in 


the belated Hansard for May 6, was put by Mr. T. Thom- 
son to the Minister of Health, asking what grants local 
authorities would be entitled to receive under the Housing 
Act, 1924, after October 1 next, and until new regulations 
are issued under Section 5 of that Act. Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain replied, that in the event of an Order varying 
the amount of grants being made under Section 5 of the 
Act referred to, the Order would contain a provision that 
houses completed by a certain date would be eligible for 
grants on the present basis. In respect of houses not 
completed by that date, the Exchequer contribution would 
be at the new rates determined by the Order.

Local Variations in Construction—VII. 
By Edwin Gunn, A.R.LB.A. 
Timber-Building 


In embarking on the consideration of timber structures, 
which show almost as strong local mannerisms аз rubble 
walling, without so obvious reasons, the remarkable 
way in which a brave start influences after-developments 
and upsets the ordinary chronological evolution of design 
has to b» observed.  Tnere are few parts of England where 
examples of timber-framed buildings cannot be found—for 
a stout oak frame is one of the most indestructible of 
things and suffers adaptation to a degree which affords 
ever-fresh surprises. It is a truism that the mark of early 
date in timber framing is the close spacing of substantial 
uprights, leaving panels equal to or even slightly less than 
the posts, and that the work showing curved braces or 
quatrefoil filling is later; whilst that in which panels 
approach the square and timbers are visibly lighter is still 
later. This is in itself substantially correct, but it does 
not exhaust the story. А district which enjoyed great 
prosperity, and the widespread building activity which 
went with it, might get a manner of building so well estab- 
lished during an early phase 
that types and details which 
ought to have died may 
persist much out of their 
date. The half-timber work 
of the Eastern Counties is a 
case in point, and houses with 
closely spaced uprights and 
no diagonal braces were built 
there well into the seventeenth 
century. The strikingly sin- 
gular examples of Lavenham 
Guildhall, Thurston Hall and 
Swan's Hall, where apart 
from decorative details, the 
design is practically identical

first and last-named, is one of many instances which could 
be given (Figs. 30, 31 and 32). 

But it is a mistake to suppose that the more substantial 
of the early buildings which survive as cottages were built 
as such. There is little doubt that they have come down 
in the social scale and started life as small manor houses 
or the halls of the lesser gentry. In many cases they have 
even preserved their original names. The dwellings of the 
labourers and craftsmen at the time when the much- 
admired “ half-timber " buildings were new, were un- 
doubtedly of relatively poor and slight construction, and 
it is probable that few survive in definitely timbered 
districts, though where rubble or cob building was usual 
it would be rash to risk any generalisation. 

The row of cottages shown in Fig. 1 at the commence- 
ment of these articles quite likely reproduces an early type. 
No doubt the earliest of all would be а roof resting on the 
ground or on a low base-wall—wigwam fashion. Closely 
following this is the cottage on crucks, of which a few 
examples (fewer everv vear) 
vet remain. This type may 
be found in the Midlands, 
Yorkshire, Derby, Leicester, 
and as far south as Glouces- 
ter апа Hereford, and was

sporadically almost anywhere, but individually tend vo 
be “fashionable” in special districts. Cob, stone, ог 
brick cottages may reproduce or enclose any of these 
forms (many early cottages of slight construction were, 
of course, enclosed with better walls as building standards 
advanced), but a naturally “ mass ” construction would 
develop on different lines, and, for instance, the use of 
low pitched roofing tended to the two-storey form much 
earlier than where thatch or tile was usual, since no 
upper storey could be contained in the lower roof. 

In their original form these timber buildings were 
closed in with wattle and daub, as many still are, but with 
the introduction of brick they were later either brick- 
nogged or often entirely brick-cased. The local differences 
which have arisen are chiefly those relating to the after- 
treatment of what were originally very similar structures. 
Suffolk and Essex coated their buildings with lath and

plaster—panelled out and enriched with characteristic 
simple patterning; Kent, Surrey and Sussex tile-hung 
theirs. | Weatherboarding was not unusual in Essex, 
Middlesex and Herts, and can be found in almost all old 
seaports, where people familiar with wooden planked ships 
were naturally inclined to trust to wooden planked houses. 
Bricknogging may be found almost anywhere where brick 
is a staple article, and when used herringbone fashion in 
the larger and squarer panels of later work (as in the 
street front from Princes Risborough, shown in Fig. 34), 
is a very pleasant treatment.

А fastener for ordinary sliding sashes. 
which locks automatically by merely 
closing the window from inside or outside, 
has just been introduced by Messrs. Patent 
Fastenings, Ltd., of 37-38 Gutter Lane, 
London, E.C.2. The locking mechanism 
is fitted to the upper sash, and consists of a 
pivoted bolt or tumbler, which is caused to 
fall into the “ locked " position by engage- 
ment with the projecting lip of a flat spring 
on the lower sash. At the same time 
the tumbler is automatically secured 
by means of a sliding wedge carried by 
the same bracket as the tumbler iteelf. 
To open the window, which can only be 
done from inside the room, the wedge is 
raised and rested upon the shoulder of the 
bracket. Тһе tumbler is then free to be 
thrown out of the locked position by 
raising or lowering one of the sashes. In 
closing the window fhe lip of the spring on 
the lower sash trips the foot of the tumbler 
and causes the latter to fall once more into 
the locked position, when the sliding wedge 
is released and drops into place at the back 
of the tumbler, which cannot be raised and, 
consequently, prevents the sashes from 
being opened. Satisfactory action takes 
place on both new and old sashes, even 
_where a considerable amount of sagging has 
occurred, and windows fitted with this 
device cannot be forced from the outside.

A New Coloured Stucco 


A new form of stucco, manufactured in 
England by a special process, is being 
marketed under the name of “ Plastercrete "' 
by Messrs. Тһе Plastercrete Co., of 62 
Oxford Street, London, W.1. This material 
is composed of chalk, silica sand апа 
quick-setting cement, intimately mixed 
in definite proportions and coloured by the 
addition of suitable mineral pigments. 
It can be supplied in a number of standard 
shades, and it is interesting to note that a 
brick-red tint is available which could be 
used as a flooring material. “ Plastercrete ” 
is merely gauged with water, without the 
addition of any aggregate, when required for 
use, and is applied in just the same way as a

Portland cement stucco. It can also be 
used as a facing for concrete blocks, the 
block and block face being pressed in one 
operation; and the standard white should 
find ready application as a white mortar 
jointing for stone. The tensile strength of 
the material, after seven days’ exposure to 
the air, varies from 345 to 390 Ib. per square 
inch, and this figure should be compared 
with that demanded by the British Stan- 
dard Specification for Portland Cement, 
which, in the case of a mixture of 1 part of 
cement to 3 parts of. sand, is 325 lb. 


Steel Reinforcement for Wood 
Floors 

A new steel bridging for reinforcing 
wood floors and floor framing has just been 
introduced to the American market by 
Messrs. The Blaw-Knox Company, of 629 
Farmers Bank Buildings, Pittsburgh, 
U.S.A., and is shown in our illustrations. 
This bridging is made from strip steel, 
corrugated to give strength and coated with 
rust-proof paint. It is complete in itself, 
and does not need any nails for fixing pur- 
poses, as the necessary fastening is provided 
by prongs which are stamped out of the 
metal. For regular spacing the prongs are 
driven into the top or bottom of the joints, 
and one end ргопџ is bent over and driven 
into the side. In this way а secure anchorage 
is obtained, and as the bridging is in tension,

The outstanding feature in the Industrial Section of the 
Stock Exchange during the past week has been the sharp 
set-back witnessed in Armstrong, Whitworth issues аз 
a result of the position disclosed by the latest report. At 
one time the ordinary shares were offered at 6s. 3d., the 
Second Preference at 7s. 3d. and the Third Preference at 
7s. 6d., while the Debentures have been dealt in as low as 
68 for the 4 per cents., 88 for the 64 per cent. seconds, 
and 78 for the 64 per cent. consolidated, the last named 
being as much as 15 points down on the week at one time. 
Other engineering descriptions have been easier іп sympathy, 
though here and there support was forthcoming at the 
lower level. Hadfield's have provided a bright spot 
on the discovery and development by that firm of a new 
steel alloy which it is believed will help to solve many 
industrial problems in the application of high temperature 
gases, and may in time bring about the desired solution of 
the gas turbine problem. The shares have been bid up 
to 15s. 3d. Electrical equipment descriptions have also 
continued to attract attention though profit taking in some 
instances has left them under the best, Henleys owing to 
the absence of any reference to the talked of scrip bonus 
in the final dividend announcement, which makes 4s. for 
the year. In other directions building trade shares have 
remained quiet pending a satisfactory solution of the coal 
dispute. 

Although shareholders in Armstrong, Whitworth and Co., 
Ltd., had been prepared for a poor report by the passing 
of the final dividend on the preference shares in respect 
of 1925 the position as disclosed by that document is 
regrettably worse than expected. After charging £601,661 
debenture stock, note, and loan interest, and crediting 
an amount of £900,000 transferred from general reserve 
fund the balance to the credit of profit and loss account 
is only £8,498. To this is added the amount brought 
forward from 1924 of £656,893. Deducting the interim 
dividend on the first preference shares paid in October, 
1925, which absorbed £20,000, there remains £645,391, 
which it is proposed to carry forward. In their report 
the directors regret that a continuance of adverse conditions, 
particularly as regards bad trade, the cost of production 
and foreign competition have materially affected the results 
for the year. Moreover, they say, the efforts to secure 
business to compensate for the serious reduction in arma- 
ment orders, for which Elswick and the other main plants 
of the company have always been specially equipped, are 
not giving the results expected. A close investigation of 
certain accounts has been made, from which it is evident 
that the original estimates of profit in connection with 
important contracts will not be realised and that, instead, 
heavy losses due to the above-mentioned and other causes 
will result. The extent of these losses it is difficult to 
estimate, and the full amount is not yet known, but the 
directors have considered it essential to transfer from the 
general reserve the sum of £900,000, as it is considered 
that the greater part of this amount will be required to 
wipe off losses already incurred. Loans and other prior 
charges have materially increased and it may be noted 
that the £3,000,000 of three year notes fall due for retire- 
ment next April. Contingent liabilities exceed £2,700,000 
and investments and advances to subsidiaries £9,500,000, 
each formidable items. The question of depreciation has 
also to be dealt with. We notice that under the heading 
of ‘‘ Investments in and advances to subsidiary and allied 
undertakings at or under cost,’’ an item appears, “ New- 
foundland Power and Paper Co., Ltd., being balance of 
expenditure of contract, including cost of investments 
therein, £5,116,327.” Sir G. H. West, Mr. J. M. Falkner, 
the Rt. Hon. Sir G. M. Murray, G.C.B., Sir C. L. Ottley, 
K.C.M.G., and Lord Sydenham, 6.051. F.R.S., have 
resigned from the board, and their resignations have been 
accepted. A candid statement from the chair in explana- 


tion of the present position will be looked for at the meeting 
on Tuesday next. 

Madeley Collieries, which is also concerned in brick- 
making, made a profit of £33,327 for the year to March 
31 last, against £9,852 for the four preceding months. The 
dividend remains at 7j per cent. but on this occasion 
£11,000 is placed to reserves and the amount carried for- 
ward slightly increased at £6,335.

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THE PROBLEM ОЕ OVERCROWDING 


It was announced on Tuesday that 
the text of the Government’s new 
Housing Bill would be published yes- 
terday ; and in various recent speeches 
Sir Hilton Young has indicated that 
this measure will seek, inter alia, to 
lay down definite standards of hous- 
ing accommodation, and will, as one 
of the preliminaries for action under 
it, call for a national survey of over- 
crowding conditions. During the past 
autumn, a special panel of the Coun- 
cil for Researeh on Housing Construe- 
tion has been considering these two 
matters from the practical aspect, and 
the details of this investigation, and 
the conclusions and recommendations 
resulting from it, are embodied in the 
Second Report* of the Council, issued 
last week. It will be interesting to 
compare the provisions of the Bill on 
these points in the light of the Coun- 
eil's Report upon them. 

As its First Report showed the 

C.R.H.C. is a very practical body. 
This special Panel on Housing Stan- 
dards and Statisties, of which Dr. 
W. H. Coates, of the Т СЛ. was 
Chairman, included Mr. John Dower 
and Mr. L. H. Keay, architects; Mr. 
Caradog Jones, the Director of the 
monumental Social Survey of the Mer-

seyside; Mr. Calvert Spensley, for- 
merly Chief Assistant Valuer to the 
L.C.C., and, in the eapaeity of un- 
offieial observers, Mr. H. H. George, 
of the Ministry of Health, and Mr. 
J. E. Highton, of the Department of 
Health for Seotland. While not 
claiming to be official in character, the 
Panel had the advantage of much 
official knowledge and experience ; and 
the Report, edited by Mr. L. В. Con- 
nor, of the Т.С.Т., with the assistance 
of Mr. Dower, is a very businesslike 
document. 

Its main conclusion is that a great 
deal of hard work will be required to 
give effect to the intentions of the Bill 
in both these matters. As regards 
standards of occupation, limits have 
been suggested, such as 13 or 2 рег- 
sons per room; but it would seem 
necessary first to lay down a standard 
for a room, the cubical contents of 
which may vary greatly. Obviously, 
three or four persons of the same sex 


might sleep in one room if it were. 


large enough. In this matter, the 
Report holds that floor area is more 
in accordance with modern ideas than 
the cubical space imposed under the 
Ministry of Health By-laws for Im- 
provement Areas. Then there is the 
question of the segregation of the 
sexes. The Manchester standard 
fixes this at 7 years; other standards 


at 10 years and 14 years; and, in- 
volved with this, if you take an adult 
factor of accommodation, 13 the ques- 
tion whether two children of this, that 
or the other age are equivalent to one 
adult. Whether the living-room 
should usually, or in emergency, be 
used for sleeping purposes is another 
point. · While a small family may use 
its accommodation indiscriminately 
for sleeping and living, with an ìn- 
ereasing family size, a point arises, 
says the Report, at which one room 
must be reserved for living, and not 
used for sleeping exeept on emer- 
geney. Most of the occupational tests 
depend largely on the “© weighting- 
down '' of children in these equiva- 
lent ealeulations; and, while it is not 
impossible to evolve an occupational 
standard that, allowing for human 
fallibility, will work fairly satisfac- 
torily (and the Report advances one 
of its own), it is by no means easy. 
The difficulties here, however, pale 
beside those of the overcrowding sur- 
vey. For this no reliable data exist. 
The Panel considered the Census re- 
turns, but the information in these is 
insufficient for the purpose; also the 
various housing records kept by the 
local authorities. The latter differ so 
much, however, in character and in 
completeness that, while an immense 
amount of information upon housing 
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conditions is collected in one way or 
another, it cannot, the Report con- 
cludes, be utilised for survey purposes 
(1) because it is not obtained syste- 
matically upon a uniform plan, or (2) 
because, once obtained, it is buried in 
files so troublesome to examine that 
it is cheaper to collect the data afresh, 
ог (3) because it has been collected ad 
hoc tor other purposes, and not in a 
form suitable for housing use. The 
Panel advance their own proposals for 
making the national survey, with 
sample forms for the statements and 
returns in which the information, 
obtained by house to house inspec- 
tion, shall be entered. The data could 
һе eard-indexed for each dwelling. 
Obviously, a certain proportion of the 
dwellings could be scheduled ав 
“© satisfactory " immediately; and 
these could be relegated to a separate 
drawer, and attention concentrated on 
the others. 

It is emphasised, however, that the 
work could not cease with the initial

survey. There would be changes of 
occupation, new dwellings, ete., and 
the returns would need to be con- 
stantly revised and brought up to 
date. ‘‘ A continuous and systematic 
watchfulness is required, for the evil 
is hydra-headed; struck off in one 
district, it quickly grows again in 
neighbouring districts unless preven- 
tive measures are аррПеа.”” 

The truth of this will hardly be dis- 
puted, and if the reading of the Re- 
port induces rather gloomy гећес- 
tions over the difficulties to be sur- 
mounted before we сап eliminate 
slums and overcrowding, its framers 
are insistent that ‘‘ the determina- 
tion. of standards and the improve- 
ment of statistics are matters of 
urgent and vital importanee.’’ If the 
collection of the statistical data im- 
poses upon local authorities a heavy 
and, possibly, extended burden, it 
may be said that much time and ex- 
pense has been devoted in the past to 
the collection of information for 
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special or limited purposes ; and if the 
partieulars have now to be assembled 
upon а соттоп plan, and in readily 
accessible form, the nation will be the 
gainer in the long run. 

In effect, the Report is one more 
argument for the planning of our 
activities, which is so enormously im- 
portant if we are to cope with the con- 
ditions of the modern world. It is 
made evident that we cannot solve the 
Housing Problem until we have de- 
finitely ascertained its character and 
extent; and that, without that infor- 
mation, remedial measures will be 
piecemeal and ineffective. The Build- 
ing Industry National Council is 
equally insistent that until the pro- 
blem is clearly defined, and a con- 
sidered plan drawn up for its solution, 
the services of the Industry cannot 
be employed with benefit to its per- 
sonnel or to the economice advantage 
of the nation. It is to be hoped that 
the moral of this will not be lost upon 
those who direct our national affairs.

THE ROYAL GOLD MEDALLIST 


Willem Marinus Dudok, who has 
been selected to receive the Royal 
Gold Medal of the R.I.B.A., is the 
third Dutch architect to be thus 
honoured. The first was Cuypers, 
protagonist of the Dutch national 
revival, in 1897. The second was 
Berlage, in 1932. This latter award 
was of great significance, for Berlage 
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was the link between national revival- 
ism and the modern movement, and 
his recognition meant that modernism 
was no longer to be considered outside 
the sphere of academic honours. The 
ice of traditional prejudice was 
broken. So this year the R.I.B.A. 
Council had a very wide field from 
which to choose. 
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An unpublished photograph of W. M. Dudok, R.I.B.A. Gold Medallist, 
1935, taken during his recent visti to England. Ав our portrait shows, 
Mr. Dudok has a great admiration for English traditions. 


That their choice fell upon Mr. 
Dudok will surprise nobody and will 
delight those who know him and his 
work. It is no disparagement of his 
achievement to say that it is over- 
shadowed by those of several older 
men who are the real leaders in the 
movement in which he occupies a dis- 
tinguished but definitely subordinate 
position. It should not be forgotten 
that such giants as Behrens, Lloyd 
Wright and Joseph Frank are still 
living; and that to none of these has 
the medal yet been awarded. It is an 
astonishing faet, moreover, that no 
German architect has received the 
medal sinee August Stüler, Sehinkel's 
brilliant pupil, was honoured as long 
ago as 1858. | 

Мг. Dudok is unquestionably the 
most important architeet of the соп- 


temporary Duteh school. His work 
stands high and dry above the 
romantic ‘‘’ modernist ’’ affectations 


which have had far too mueh suecess 
in Holland sinee the war. On the 
other hand, he has not embraced in- 
ternationalism to the extent to which 
his able countrymen, Brinckmann and 
Van der Vlugt and J. J. P. Oud, have 
done. He remains part of the Dutch 
school; the sehool which owes so 
much to the work of Lloyd Wright, 
with its characteristic insistence on a 
dramatie counterpoint of verticals 
and horizontals. 

'* Counterpoint,’’ indeed, seems to 
be the key-word in an analysis of 
Mr. Dudok’s manner. He weaves 
the components of his problem into 
a clear and subtly woven texture of 
lines and surfaces; he uses his 
materials to give point and colour 
(not only in the literal sense) to this 
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texture, and each of his compositions 
is bounded by а strong, deftly 
modulated silhouette. 

Like the majority of English агеһ1- 
tects, Mr. Dudok does not seek to 
join his activities to any philosophical 
trend extending outside architecture, 
and it is perhaps for this reason that 
architects who feel somewhat intimi- 
dated by much recent continental 
work, will find in Mr. Dudok’s a 
friendliness which is lacking else- 
where. They feel that he is an archi- 
tect who has no ethical axe to grind. 
His election to our highest architec- 
tural laurels will be as popular as it 
is well deserved. 

Mr. Dudok was born in 1884. 
After leaving the University ће ђе- 
came a military cadet and studied at 
Breda to enter the engineering corps 
of the Dutch army. It was here that 
he first came into contact with archi- 
tecture. He was made a lieutenant 
in 1905 and continued in the army 
until 1913, when he became Engineer 
of Public Works at Leyden. Two 
years later he was appointed Director 
of Public Works at Hilversum, and in 
1927 was selected as the architect for 
the new town hall. 

As everybody knows, his principal 
work is the development of a school 
type in Hilversum, a dormitory town 
which owes much of its plan as well 
as the design of its town hall to Mr. 
Dudok. These schools show the steady 
development of their architect’s man- 
ner, tending always to а greater 
economy of means and a greater re- 
finement of expression. The town 
hall is, as it were, a lifting of the 
school motif on to a monumental 
plane. It is Mr. Dudok’s greatest 
individual achievement, though one 
feels that the Hilversum schools, con- 
sidered as a group, will form the 
final and authentic witness to his 
genius. 

On this page we illustrate four of 
these schools, including one early 
example and one whieh was finished 
some four years ago. А striking 
charaeteristie is the way in which the 
architecture is wedded to its site, not 
only by careful planning but by the 
judicious use of lawns and flowers. 


Тће Medal and its Designer 


Probably few members of the R.I.B.A. 
are familiar with the appearanee of 
the weighty yellow dise which is the 
Institute's chief honorifie emblem of 
award. 1 was designed in 1848 by 
William Wyon, В.А. (1795-1851), 
chief engraver to the royal mint, and 
the most distinguished member of a 
family of seal engravers, almost as 
eonfusing in their genealogieal in- 
tricacy as the architectural Wyatts. 

The medal bears on the obverse the 
King’s head, this part of the medal 
being altered as a matter of routine, 
on the accession of a new Sovereign. 
On the obverse is a wreath and the 
medallist ’s name. 
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One of the first of Herr Dudok’s schools, built soon after the war. 
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A striking pattern in verticals and horizontals. A school at Hilversum. 
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A school whose thatched roofs give a strong horizontal emphasis. 
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А more recent school showing a tendency to dramatic simplification, 
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W. Dougill, A.R.I.B.A., awarded the 
Godwin and Wimperis Bursary. 


At the general meeting of the 
R.I.B.A., held on January 14, 
the Council’s Deed of Award, giv- 
ing the results of the competitions 
for the annual prizes and student- 
ships was read, and a criticism of the 
work submitted was given by Mr. 
Edward Maufe. It may be noted 
that there were in all 538 competitors, 
and that the total value of the prizes 
and scholarships offered by the 
R.LB.A. is approximately £3,000 а 
vear.

On Monday night Mr. Edward Maufe 
appeared for the second time within a 
iew weeks in the rostrum of the 
Henry Jarvis hall. After assuring his 
audience that this was his last appear- 
ance for the present, and that he had 
no intention of becoming their viear, 
he delivered a very apposite and 
stimulating discourse on the work 
whieh had been submitted for the 
В.Т.В.А. prizes and studentships. 

As Mr. Maufe said, 1934 has not 
been a vintage year for young talent, 
though some of the designs he showed 
on the sereen evinced plenty of 
thought, as well as considerable 
manual dexterity in the presentation. 
It was disappointing that there were 
so few entries for the Owen Jones 
studentship, the subject for which was 
the decoration of the Henry Florence 
Hall in the R.I.B.A. building. The 
standard of the Pugin studentship, 
however, remains as high, or higher, 
than before, in spite of a general de- 
cline of interest in Gothic.

Solution of a Problem 


Addressing the Manchester Society of 
Architects last week, Mr. Francis 
Lorne said that architects must get 
back to the ideal that architecture 
at its best ‘‘ was the perfect solution 
of the praetieal building problem of 
our own age, our own people, climate 
and mode of life." Our failure to 
comprehend this was, perhaps, the 
chief reason why architects handled 
only about 5 per cent. of the building 
work of the country. ‘‘ An idealistic 
superiority, the flight from reality, 
the heavy dealing in abstract zsthetie- 
ism, fully explained why the Govern- 
ment and limited companies estab- 
lished their own architectural staffs to 
produee reasonable solutions for their 
problems. When we had designed an 
accurate economie frame, spaced it 
out conveniently, and clothed it just 
strongly enough to keep out the 
weather and to prevent people push- 
ing furniture into the street, then we 
shall be doing what all designers in 
the past have done when they de- 
signed the dagger, the sword, the coat 
of mail.’ There was a fear that 
system and efficiency destroyed art, 
although it should be clear that all 
great art was a result of thinking 
methodically and beautifully. 


The Utility of Utility Societies 


Most publie utility housing societies 
were constituted as a practical protest 
against the lackadaisical methods of 
local government authorities in deal- 
ing with slums and bad housing con- 
ditions. Possibly this influenced the 
remarks of Mr. Lewis Silkin when, 
in addressing the St. Pancras Housing 
Improvement Society last week, he 


suggested that it was the function of 
such societies to create and sustain 
publie opinion to support the local 
governing bodies in undertaking such 
work; also that the societies should 
make the publie understand that slum 
clearance has to be paid for. Surely 
the loeal authority, with Parliament 
behind it, and the rates to draw upon, 
is in a far better position to bring 
this truth home to the publie соп- 
selousness. Nor was the Chairman of 
the L.C.C. Housing Committee much 
happier in allotting to the utility 
societies the duty of experimenting in 
housing, from the success or failure ot 
which the loeal governing body eould 
decide its own course of action. That 
the L.C.C., with its great resourees, 
should be content to glean its know- 
ledge from the experiments of private 
bodies seems an unnecessary reflection 
upon the undoubted knowledge and 
eapacity of its own Architectural 
Department.

Town Planning in Greater 
London 


To the Editor of THE AncurreeT & 
BuirpiNa NEWS. 

SiR,— May I be permitted to express 
my views regarding the Minister of 
Transport's decision to put in hand 
а comprehensive survey, involving the 
preparation of a plan, of the highway 
development required in the London 
Traffie Area? 

АП road users are only too рат- 
fully aware of the dangers and delays 


. that are constantly arising through 


the inadequaey of Greater London's 
road system. But is it not an indis- 
putable fact that roads constitute only 
one feature of town planning? What 
of such vitally important questions as 
the allocation of areas for different 
uses and the reservation of the much 
needed open spaces? It is an ele- 
mentary axiom that the use to which 
neighbouring lands are put largely 
governs the volume of traffie that will 
utilise a given highway. 

The whole question of roads is de- 
finitely interlocked with planning and 
housing, and no adequate solution of 
London's urgent problems will be 
found unless there is not only aetive 
co-operation among those dealing with 
highway schemes, town planning 
schemes and housing schemes, but also 
proper co-ordination of their various 
proposals. Is anyone satisfied with 
the present situation in regard to the 
planning of London, and will not the 
Government's new Bill to relieve over- 
crowding raise a further erop of 
problems? 

For some time past I have urged 
the necessity of making an exhaustive 
survey of the Greater London Region 
so that an effieient master town-plan 
may be prepared for this densely 
populated territory. АП large 
matters of regional importance should 
undoubtedly be dealt with on the basis 
of a eentral plan for the whole unit, 
and not in the present piecemeal 
fashion.

CURRENT NOTES ON MATERIALS 


Water-retaining concrete structures. 

А report issued by the Insti- 
tution of Struetural Engineers deals 
with this special aspect of concrete 
and may be obtained for sixpenee. It 
is in general terms, but eonveys suffi- 
cient directions to ensure success if 
earefully followed. The direetions 
are aimed at averting cracks ог 
leakages which may arise from :— 

(a) Movements due to shrinkage. 

(b) Movements due to variation of 
temperature and humidity. 

(c) Movements due to the dissipa- 
tion of heat generated by eonerete in 
setting. 

(d) Percolation. 

(е) Damage to the concrete by dis- 
solution caused by percolating water. 

Movements of class (c) need not 
often trouble architects, as they are 
generally experienced in what are 
known as ‘‘ thick constructions ” 
such as heavy dams 4 or 5 ft. thick. 
** Plums ” are recommended as help- 
ful in such circumstances, these being 
lumps of hard non-porous rock over 
1 cub. ft. in substance, which should, 
however, not exeeed 25 per cent. in 
proportion to the pudding. 


Sheet copper-work for building.— 
Г have notieed previously in this 
column the earlier produetions of the 
Copper Development Association, 
which were introductory to the sub- 
ject of the uses of copper in building, 
and largely historical. We are now 
getting down to brass tacks, or should 
it be copper tacks, and the latest of 
the series, issued under the above 
title, is really what it claims to be— 
a practical handbook—which, though 
intended primarily for plumbers and 
builders, will be vastly interesting to 
all architects who want to know the 
best practice in copper-working and 
the capabilities of this most enduring 
and kindly material. Both matter 
‚ апа manner of this production are a 
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credit to all concerned, and the dia- 
grams in particular (the work of Mr. 
Winston Walker, A.A.Dip.) are as 
clear and informative as it is pos- 
sible for them to be. The descriptive 
matter seems in no place to over-run 
the limits of legitimate propaganda. 
Chapters deal fully with plain roofing 
work; incidental details to roofing 
(such as margins and flashings) ; 
rainwater goods; dampcourses, sills, 
drips, weatherings, ete.; the various 
forms of light gauge composite roof- 
ings in which copper is the external 
component; recent advancements in 
welding sheet copper; corrugated 
copper and  eopper tiles; and 
“ patina." There are also tables of 
the physical properties of eopper. If 
every major ingredient of building 
were as completely furnished with its 
“ book of words "' as in this instance, 
the lot of the designer and construc- 
tor would be a happier one—and the 
information is all free on applieation 
from definitely interested persons. 


An electrical leakage detector.— 
An accessory which appears to be 


novel is the ‘‘ Eldel’’ leakage de- 
tector, a permanent wall-fitting which 
claims to be sensitive to so infinitesi- 
mal a loss of current as one mille-amp. 
—equal to 1/200th of the power 
necessary to light a 40-watt lamp. 
Visible warning is given by the con- 
tinuous glowing of a neon lamp em- 
bodied in the instrument, which is 
neither unsightly nor very costly. 

It is, of course, well known that in 
new eleetrieal installations properly 
earried out the insulation resistance 
is relatively high and the leakage of 
eurrent praetieally nil, but owing to 
ageing of the rubber covering in older 
installations and other causes, deteri- 
oration in this respeet may sooner or 
later set т. When this occurs, the 
consequences may be payment for 
leakage to earth of current which 
has done no work, possible shocks to 
oeeupants from metal objects which 
have become charged with electricity, 
and constant risk of fire. I have my- 
self experienced all three of these 
misfortunes, though neither had 
serious consequences. All these risks 
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might be eliminated by the inclusion 
of а leakage-detector in the circuit as 
shown by the accompanying wiring 
diagram. 

The detector is 81 in. by біп. by 
Әріп. and weighs approximately 14 lb. 
It is in a bakelite case and internally 
completely sealed solid in bitumen. 
The lamp orifice is 11 т. in diameter 
and a push-button tester enables the 
instrument to be tested at any time, 
while a seleetor switeh is fitted bv 
whieh the degree of leakage whieh 
must oeeur to eause the warning to 
operate, ean be accurately set. It is 
probable that not every mysterious 
fire attributed to ''some electrical 
defeet " is truly plaeed—the ubi- 
quitous eigarette most likely elaims 
its share—but safeguards are not 
shunned because they тау never 
operate, the hope being that occasion 


will not arise. It’s better to be safe. 
(Electrical Leakage Detectors.) 


Bedding and jointing firebrick.— 
Most specifications which include fire- 
brick work eontinue to direct the use 
of fireclay for bedding. They would 
secure much better and more endur- 
ing results by emploving < Pyruma ”’ 
fire cement, which shows under test 
either tensile, adhesive or abrasion- 
resisting figures higher than any 
reasonable alternative, and in use 
will stand up to the attack of high 
temperatures so that the joints pro- 
teet the arrises of the firebricks 
instead of vice versa. This may be 
dedueed from the fact that in a fire- 
brick setting with joints of fireclay 


the wall-face wears with convex 
courses like horizontal — reeding, 


whereas when set in ‘‘’Ругата '' the 
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«Несі is a shallow fluting, the joints 
forming the fillets and the brick- 
courses the flutes. (J. H. Sankey © 
Son, Ltd.) 


Standard skylights.—There is no 
more certain way of discovering what 
is happening than to notice or 
chronicle an event. A few weeks ago 
I commented upon the appearance of 
stock skylights and lanterns; now 
comes an attractive new list from no 
less than Messrs. Норе 8, together 
with the information that this firm 
has produced these standard com- 
ponents since 1930. They also send 
me a new list in which their well- 
known standard windows are set out 
most conveniently for instant re- 
ference to size, type, and price all at 
а glanee—a most useful production 
absolutely devoid of padding and cal- 
culated to save the busy man’s time. 


CURRENT NOTES ON PLANNING 


Power for the Factory.—Power for 
use in factories may be represented 
by steam, gas or electricity together 
or separately. The first, if required, 
is generally provided by a boiler in- 
stallation on the site, but gas is more 
usually purehased from outside sup- 
plies exeept in a few very large fae- 
tories or where special processes are 
taking place. Electricity, however, 


may be produced at the works itself 


or may be purchased in bulk at high 
or low voltage from outside sources, 
mainly dependent on the anticipated 
quantity needed and the price at 
which it may be bought from outside 
suppliers. Grouped with the power 
plant should be the heating and ven- 
tilation of the factory buildings, 
which may be quite a small matter 
or, on the other hand, may need con- 
siderable space. 

When outside sources of power are 
used, supplies will, in larger schemes, 
he supplied in bulk; gas т large 
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diameter pipes and electricity at very 
high voltages, each requiring the 
provision of a suitable meter room or 
house large enough to take trans- 
formers in the ease of the latter. 
Meter and transformer houses are 
often placed near the point at which 
the main supplies enter the site; they 
must be separated from other build- 
ings, roads and passageways bv fire- 
resisting walls, doors, ete. If sup- 
plies are to be produced on the site, 
a power house is essential to aecom- 
modate boilers, gas retorts or 
dvnamos, according to which source 
of power is needed. The power house 
may be only a small boiler room in a 
basement in a small factory, but in 
some large schemes a very large 
building is involved both in regard 
to floor area and eubie content, to- 
gether with the necessary fuel 
bunkers and cooling towers. 

The placing of the power house in 
relation to the factory buildings is 
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Fig. 1. 


dependent on various factors, the 
merits of which must be weighed up 
in each individual scheme. These 
faetors are the proximity to rail, road 
and river for the transport of fuel 
supplies, the position in the building 
where the greatest eonsumption of 
power will be needed (this is of par- 
tieular importanee in the ease of 
steam in order to reduee cost in sup- 
plv mains, piping and insulation), 
and the proximity to an adequate 
water supply for eooling purposes if 
necessary; а further factor whieh 
may have some bearing on the рові- 
tion of the power house, if coal and 
coke are used, 15 the direction of the 
prevailing wind removing smoke and 
fumes from the chimneystacks. 

Fig. 1 illustrates diagrammatically 
the essential features of a large power 
plant in which steam is raised for 
serving eleetrie turbo-generators, for 
proeess purposes, and for heating the 
building. The тап circulation 
shown consists of fuel supplies which 
pass to fuel storage from which the 
actual boiler furnace supplies are 
drawn as required, either by hand, by 
gravity feeding or by automatic 
stokers; the ashes are removed by 
travelling belts under the furnaces to 
an ash dump at the side of the build- 
ing. The boilers which are raising 
steam at high pressure feed it directly 
to the faetory for process work, to the 
turbines driving dynamos, and to any 
necessary pumps. The steam after 
passing the turbines may be required 
at low pressure for heating the build- 
ings and the hot-water svstem, either 
by steam ог hot-water ¢éalorifiers. 
Cooling towers or continuous water 
supplies from rivers are brought to 
the side of the power house, and in 
the case of rivers the water is rc- 
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turned after use by separate drain- 
age. The power generated is supplied 
to the factory either at the voltage 
generated or is transformed to suit- 
able voltages as required. 

Figs. 2 and 3 show larger factory 
schemes where steam will be needed 
for the generation of electrical 
energy or for purposes of the manu- 
facturing process itself, and illustrate 
the main principles involved іп 
placing the power unit in relation to 
the process buildings and fuel de- 
livery. In smaller schemes where 
sources of heat other than gas or 
electricity are obtained from outside 
sourees, the main requirements are 
similar but on a smaller seale. It is 
essential that fuel is used as near the 
place of its arrival as possible in 
order to avoid handling more than is 
absolutely neeessary even by means 
of conveyors, hoists and chutes, all of 
which are costly to operate and are 
liable to break down. Іп large 
sehemes fuel is usually hoisted to ele- 
vated coal hoppers or bunkers which 
feed the furnaces by gravity, or they 
are stoked by power. Provision has 
also to be made for the removal of 
ash both from furnaces and site, the 
latter often being by methods similar 
to those used in delivering the fuel. 
Diagram A shows the placing of the 
power house in relation to two process 
buildings, which are arranged one on 
each side of a railway siding also 
used in the reception of raw materials 
and possibly the dispatch of finished 
goods. Two or more railway tracks 
are required in order to leave at least 
one track clear for movement of 
trucks to the process buildings and 
for removal of empty fuel wagons; on 
the diagram the one track nearest the 
power house is used for full fuel 
wagons which are unloaded in turn 
by one of various methods into the 
bunkers. The power house is placed 
beyond the fuel bunkers, with the 
cooling towers, if any are needed, on 
the opposite side of the boilers to the 
fuel store. The ashes are removed 
from the side of the power house to 
trucks on a separate siding which does 
not interrupt the use of the tracks 
bringing in fuel and raw materials. 

Diagram B illustrates a factory 
layout where fuel, raw material and 
finished produets are partly delivered 
by railway and partly by water 
transport. The siding which will 
need two or more tracks passes the 
main епітапсев for raw materials and 
is carried on to the power house for 
delivery of fuel and removal of ashes, 
if required; the end portions of the 
traeks being duplieated, or inereased 
in numbers as necessary, to shunt 
wagons to different tracks. The 
materials received from river (гаће 
are lifted from ships or barges at the 
wharf and, in the case of fuel, carried 
by means of conveyors at a high level 
directly into the bunkers, while goods 
are handled by other conveyors at the 
other end of the wharf. All fuel and 
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power house supplies are therefore 
separated as much as possible from 
raw materials or finished goods going 
to and from the process buildings. 

Fig. 3 shows several important 
points, first, a power house which 
has to supply a very extensive fac- 
tory, and, secondly, a service of rail- 
way sidings adjoining a main line 
track not providing much space for 
the sidings owing to the size of the 
site. The power house is placed cen- 
trally along the range of process 
buildings and on the railway side, so 
that supplies of materials to the 
factory may be separated from the 
fuel deliveries. Тһе main siding 
traek is eontinued past the power 
house to the raw materials entrance 
of the factory and is sub-divided to 
give standing space for several lines 
of wagons so that arrival and dis- 
pateh of goods may be dealt with at 
the same time. Тһе diagram also 
shows provision for a fuel dump 
where fuel which is purchased at ad- 
vantageous prices is kept in the open 
until required for use; it is essential 
that such a dump is placed where it 
ean be fed to the bunkers with the 
minimum effort, otherwise  price- 
savings are quickly lost іп extra 
handling charges.

General Situation. — Lyons 18 
France's leading industrial town. 
Like Birmingham, it consists of a cen- 
tral eore of some antiquity, sur- 
rounded by belts of suburbs formed 
of indiscriminately distributed fac- 
tories and ‘‘ taudis,’’ or squalid hous- 
ing for workers. 

Villeurbanne is a typical example 
of such development lying to the east 
of the eity, just far enough removed 
to miss the elevating influence of the 
fine civie spirit which has given 
Lyons, unlike its British counterpart, 
a central area having some magni- 
fieenee and a considerable claim to be 
well planned. Тһе suburb is almost 
completely industrial, and peopled by 
workers to the almost entire exelusion 
of any other elass, with the usual 
disastrous eonsequenees on the stan- 
dard of living. Further, the popula- 
tion had risen in 34 years from 21,000 
in 1897 to 63,000 in 1997, while in 
the last eight years it has inereased 
by a further 21,000 to more than 
54,000. 

Неге, then, we see wild develop- 
ment of industry uncontrolled by any 
wise, over-riding plan, and having, as 
a secondary result, a rapid movement 
of population, housing itself in miser- 
ably squalid conditions on land the 
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value of which nevertheless. rose 
rapidly. Such was the problem 
which in 1924 faced Docteur Lazare 
Goujon, Mayor of Villeurbanne, and 
those Socialists of the Municipality 
associated with him. 

Men of spirit and incorrigible opti- 
mists, we find them in 1926 demand- 
ing and obtaining from the central 
authority in Paris, powers of a most 
unusual and interesting nature, the 
details of which should be stimulating 
and helpful to every authority in this 
country. They constitute an amalga- 
mation of the functions of the muni- 
страну with those of a building 
society, an economic combination 
which has enabled a small town of 
84,000 successfully to complete a task 
of such stupendous dimensions and 
character as would daunt our largest 
cities. 

Legislative Provisions.—By Article 
14, on November 5, 1926, the Chambre 
gave powers to the Commune to par- 
ticipate directly or indirectly, co- 
operatively or commercially, in the 
feeding, housing and саге of the 
publie. In Articles 13-17 of Decem- 
ber, 1926, these powers were extended 
in the unusual manner already men- 


tioned. The Commune was authorised 
to participate in private enterprise, up

to a proportion of 40 per cent. of the 
capital, and a definite representation 
on the board of-the undertaking. 

After a lapse of five years, filled 
with heartbreaking (lifficulties апа 
disappointments, the way was opened 
to suecess by a brilliant but simple 
arrangement. By a decree of the 
Council of State, promulgated by the 
President of the Republic on April 18, 
1931, the Municipal Couneil of Vil- 
leurbanne was granted by Article 1 
the power to form a company to be 
named the ‘‘ Société Villeurbannaise 
d'Urbanisme," to operate over a 
period of 60 years. The undertaking 
was to have a eapital of 10 million 
franes, to be raised in several loans 
each repayable at 30 years, all pro- 
posals to have the approval of the 
Minister of the Interior, the interest 
and repayment to be guaranteed bv 
the authority concerned. 

Article 2 permitted the imposition 
of a special rate of an agreed amount 
to be fixed by the Préfét—a few cen- 
times—if the neeessary eapital or any 
portion of it could not be raised in 
any other way. 

By Artiele 3, the Commune was 
permitted to take up shares in 
'" S.V.U." (Société Villeurbannaise 
d’Urbanisme) to the value of 3,400,000 


frances.

The way was open for the next 
step: the floating of the company by 
publie subscription. The result of the 
venture should be an object lesson to 
our banks and finance houses. Аза 
consequence of the methods employed, 
the power given under Article 2 has 
never been exereised, as the entire 
sum needed was fortheoming from 
other sources. 


Financial Structure of the Com- 
pany. — The total capital was divided 
into 10,000 shares of 1,000 franes 
each, of which the municipality took 
up 3,400 shares, another 250 being 
allocated to provide funds for par- 
ticipation in certain necessary social 
works. 

The remainder of the capital was 
provided in a most unusual manner. 
The interest was gained of a group 
of leading contractors in the district, 
representing all the various building 
trades. 


On condition that they would ` 
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carry out the work to everyone’s satis- 
faction, at agreed prices considerably 
below the usual rates, they were 
allowed to take up the remaining 
6,350 shares, and to undertake the 
contracts for their respective trades 
much on the North Country or Scotch 
system. 


The Programme. — So ambitious 
were the proposals that one stands 
aghast at the temerity of all con- 
cerned. They consist of the follow- 
ing units :— 

An Hotel de Ville, to contain all the 
various activities of a very vigorous 
urban life as well as to give it fitting 
dignity. This was to cost not more 
than 9,000,000 franes. 

A Palais du Travail.—To act as а 
foeus of the social and reereational 
life of the community. This unit was 
to be erected at a cost of 7,000,000 
franes. 

Flats.—The population estimated

to be rehoused would require the pro- 
vision. of 1,500 flats, for which a sum 
of not over 90,000,000 franes was 
allocated. 

A Central Service Station.—The 
entire town was to be heated and sup- 
plied with hot water and electricity 
from one point, while the refuse would 
be utilised as fuel to supply the neces- 
sary power and heat. Not only was 
the domestic section to be so cared 
for, but steam at commercial rates 
and pressures was to be supplied to 
all neighbouring factories, which in 
return would serap their individual 
plants. 

Miscellaneous.—A sum of 3,700,000 
franes was to be expended on the pur- 
chase of the factory of the Company 
of Mechanical Appliances 


A further sum of 2,000,000 franes 
was allocated to the improvement of 
the general amenities of the district, 
which even now, owing to an utter 
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lack of previous planning, аге де. 
pressed and disorderly to a degree. 

Extensive as this initial programme 
was, it has not only been realised ; but 

a stadium, an open-air bath, several 
school, and two summer colonies on 
the foothills of the Alps have been 
earried out in addition! 


The General Lay-out. — Coming 
from Lyons through the mean squalor 
and clanging uproar of the Cours 
Emile Zola, the first glimpse of the 
towering whiteness of the Centre, 
gleaming over the huddle of indivi- 
dual dwellings in the foreground. 
strikes the kevnote. There is no doubt 
that here is an entity conceived on 
communal lines, for a гасе whom the 
eellular dwelling does not irk, who do 
not demand twelve suburban houses

ing to the smallholder and peasant 
farmer the joys and hardships of the 
rural areas. 

Passing up the avenue, which is 28 
metres wide, the impression imparted 
by the salient and re-entrant forma- 
tions of the flat bloeks is one of 
ordered rhythmie play of light and 
shade, reticent, but sufficiently inter- 
esting to constitute good street design. 
The effect is not marred by the intru- 
sion of ugly street furnishings. Not 
even light standards appear, as panels 
are let into the faces of the buildings 
at 20-metre intervals. 

Carefully designed to maintain the 
gigantic scale of the main approach 
vista, which is 310 metres long, the 
Hotel de Ville fronts on the trans- 
verse line of the short avenue Aristide 
Briand, which is perhaps more of a 
small ‘‘ place " than a street. Неге 
also is the eentral telephone exchange. 
At the rear is the Place Albert Thomas, 
finely treated with ^ water-basins, 
colonnades, monumental sculpture 
and vases, crowded in summer with 
"ће citizens and their children. 

The west side of the Place is closed 
by two further groups of flats, while 
the east will eventually be flanked by 
the new Stadium building, now in 
course of erection. On the south side 
stands the Palais du Travail. 


Buildings т Detail.—Hotel de 
Ville.—Severely rich might be ап ap- 


posite description of the building 
which, since it is the design of M. 
Robert Giroud, Grand Prix de Rome, 
is to be expected. There is a flavour 
of the traditional in the great shafts, 
which punctuate all facades, vet over 
all is a subtle freedom, which main- 
tains an affinity with the more func- 
tional, harsher outlines of the Palais 
du Travail and the flat blocks. 

The building is a reinforced con- 
crete structure, the facing of which is 
in a grey reconstructed stone, left 
rough from the forms. 

Palais du Travail.—Consistent with 
the communal character of the entire 
enterprise, the Palais provides a focus 
for almost every social activity, 


whether sporting, recreational or in-* 


telleetual. Somewhat harsh in out- 
line, laeking in cohesion among its 
parts, it is nevertheless an achieve- 
ment in compact accommodation dis- 
posed on a sectional basis. The central 
block contains on the ground floor a 
swimming bath with a fully equipped 
theatre and cinema above, seating 
1,500 spectators. In the west wing 
are the meeting rooms, conference 
halls and offices of the various 
Societies of the Town. In the east 
pavilion are the offices and elinies of 
the Social Welfare and health 
organisations, together with a con- 
ference hall and cinema for instrue- 
tional purposes. The vertical and 
horizontal circulation throughout the 


whole building are well worth careful 
study in relation to economy and 
corridor space, the economie use of 
staircases and the knitting of the con- 
ference halls both to the pavilions and 
the foyer of the theatre, so that the 
whole suite can be used for receptions, 
should the requirement arise. 

The Bath.—Partially below ground 
level, reached from the stairs on the 
flanks of the main entrance, the bath 
is extraordinarily light. This is the 
more surprising, since high side light 
can only be obtained along a portion 
of the side walls and at the end oppo- 
site the point of entry. Reflected and 
diffused artificial lighting is provided 
from the tray-like fixture forming 
caps to the columns, while the bath 
itself is effectively illuminated from 
glass panels set at intervals in the 
sides below water level. 

The Theatre.—By means of stair- 
cases leading from the main entrance 
hall, the principal circulation lobby 
is reached, from which opens a large 
and richly treated foyer. The seating 
accommodation is arranged in stalls, 
a corbeille and first and second са!- 
leries, all giving excellent view lines 
and audition. The position of the 
cinema projection room above the 
level of the top gallery raises grave 
doubts as to distortion possibilities, 
which have not, however, been justi- 
fied by experience. 
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The swimming bath. in the Palace of Ћира 


The Residential Blocks.—There are 
six of these, all of similar character. 
The underlying planning principle 
governing the main form is the com- 
plete omission of the internal area, or 
well. The re-entrant bay supplies 
ample light and freely circulating air 
to all deeply plaeed units in the plan. 
This in itself eonstitutes an important 
and long awaited advance in the 
planning of this type of dwelling. 

On the ground and first floors is 
situated a continuous belt of accom- 
modation for commercial undertak- 
ings. This is now being rapidly occu- 
pied by shops and offices of а varied 


nature, cafés, restaurants апа 
cinemas. 
Along the entire length of each 


block at ground floor level is a service 
corridor, which permits the delivery 
of goods to any shop or flat from 
vehicles parked in the rear street, 
thus leaving the main avenue un- 
eneumbered. Оп the cireulation line 
open all the lateral entries both front 
and rear, the lifts, each for four per- 
sons, and the main stairease serving 
the flats above. 

Accessible also from the rear service

courts are the refuse chutes, which 
discharge into containers at this point 
and permit the garbage to be 
evacuated in carts, without causing a 
nuisance. 

From the second floor to a level 
controlled by the width of the 
adjacent street the flats ‘preserve a 
vertical face. Above, they set back 
on a line defined by a curve of 
1 ft. біп to 11 ft. 3in. radius, which 
is prolonged in a line at 45 degrees 
to the horizontal. This stepping back, 
while providing roof gardens also im- 
proves the possibility of the penetra- 
tion of the sunlight into the recessed 
bays; though it is to be noticed, that 
owing to the main orientation align- 
ment many of the flats face north. 
Even in these cases, however, the 
lighting is very much improved by the 
enjoyment of a greater expanse of 
clear sky by an increased number of 
rooms. 

The flats facing the main avenue 
and squares are linked by a continu- 
ous corridor, which affords easy inter- 
communication for deliveries of goods, 
as well as ample means of escape. In 
this regard, however, it is to be noted 
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There is accommodation for 1,500 spectators. 
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that the flats in the rear wings have 
but one stairease; though it would 
not appear to have been diffieult to 
conneet them with the main line of 
circulation. 

General Accommodation. — The 
capacity of the various flats covers a 
wide range of 2, 3, 4, 5, ог 7 rooms 
likely to meet all requirements. 

The top two floors are occupied by 
studio flats. Only one third, however, 
are provided with a fully equipped 
bathroom, the remainder com- 
promising with a lavatory basin fixed 
in the w.c., with the possibility of a 
spray. 

Constructional Methods. — There is 
nothing very unusual in the form of 
construction. Except in the ease of 
the Hotel de Ville and the east wing 
of the Palais du Travail, which are of 
reinforced concrete, the general 
skeleton is of steel cased in vibrated 
conerete designed to last 100 years 
and to resist earthquake shocks. 
Foundations are formed of steel and 
В.С. beams bearing on piles. Тһе 
panel infilling is of 9in. hollow elay 
blocks. External facing for the 
ground and first floors is of artificial 
stone slabs cramped to the block back- 
ing, above the wall is faced with 
rendering coloured a warm cream and 
a reddish brown for the balconies. 

The floors are composed of hollow 
tiles, the upper shell and webs 
of which are clinker, the lower 
web of pumice. These tiles birdsmouth 
over special key blocks fitted to the 
lower flange of the bridging joists. 
The floor tiles are covered with about 
an inch of concrete, which is 
flaunched round the webs and upper 
flanges of the R.S.J.s. 

Етіта Amenities.—Heating and hot 
water are provided at an extra charge 
of 10 per cent. rent. А radiator is 
fixed in each room of sufficient sur- 
face to maintain an even internal tem- 
perature in all weathers. Hot water 
at 60 degrees is served to all kitchens 
and bathrooms. Wireless from a 
central receiving station is led into 
every flat.- In the 19 storey towers 
two lifts are provided, one slow, one 
express. 

Central Service Station. — This is 
situated to the east of the town con- 
nected to the whole system by a main 
duct running under the centre of the 
roáds. Аз yet, nothing similar іп 
size to this installation has been 
attempted in this country. Not only 
is the hot water, heating and ејес- 
tricity for the whole town dealt with; 
but steam heated to 200 degrees centi- 
grade under a pressure of 12 kilo- 
grammes is supplied to manufacturers 
at a eost of 55 franes per million 
calories. 

The fuel bill is enormously reduced 
by burning the entire town’s refuse, 
8,000,000 calories per hour being 
generated. Four furnaces incinerate 
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The Palace of Labour in the principal square of Villeurbanne. Architect: Morice Lerouz. 
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4 tons of rubbish per hour. The 
whole of the community s output ean 
be dealt with in 8 hours in the 
summer, 13 hours in the winter. The 
rubbish, after collection, is tipped into 
а silo of 190 cubic metres capacity, 
from which a grab extracts it and 
places it on a travelling belt, which 
conveys it to the furnaces. Such an 
arrangement reduces atmospheric 
pollution to a negligible quantity. No 
domestie fires, nor factory chimneys 
mean a clear sky summer and winter, 
since the central service station con- 
sumes its own smoke. 
Transport.—The Authorities have 
not made the mistake of forgetting to 
provide eommunieation with the re- 
mainder of the city. The neglect of 
this is at the moment holding up the 
occupation of one large scheme on the 
outskirts of Paris. A special line of 
electro-buses connects the centre with 
the prineipal railway stations. Later 
it is hoped to institute a circular route 
to link up with all the other suburbs.

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SPORTS PAVILION, WEETWOOD

Erected recently on the University 
of Leeds sports ground, this building 
is of brick, the facers being grey- 
brown in colour. The roof is tiled. 
The wooden colonnade is painted 
white, the remaining woodwork being 
green in colour. The steps and ap- 
proach from the fields are all in brick. 

The accommodation comprises 14 
dressing-rooms on the ground floor, 
together with baths, showers and lava- 
tories for the players. On the first 


floor is a tea-room and bar, with 
kitchen and ecaretaker’s quarters.

The recent tendency for blocks of 
flats to comprise large numbers of 
relatively small flats at low rentals has 
considerably increased the intricacies 
of planning. With the larger units 
which were formerly current, there 
were fewer possible solutions on any 
given site; also, an increase in the 
number of flats means a correspond- 
ing increase in kitchens and sanitary 
installations, bringing with it obvious 
complications of extra piping and 
drainage. 

In the two large blocks illustrated 
in these pages there is no flat соп- 
taining more than three bedrooms, 
while in no case do the rents reach 
£300. The architect’s chief problem, 
in each case, has been to pack as many 
small flats as possible on to the site 
without sacrificing any of the ameni- 
ties associated with the larger and 
more expensive type of flat. 


ROSSMORE COURT 

Site. — A corner site between Park 
Road and Rossmore Road, the 
boundaries running to an acute angle 
where these roads meet. 

Plan. — For the greater part of its 
height the building is а six-sided 


figure with one side partially open to 
the spacious internal courtyard. 


The greater part of the basement 
and ground floor are devoted to 
garage-space, and a petrol station 
with projecting hood occupies the 
triangular space where the two roads 
meet. 


А large restaurant, artificially 
lighted and ventilated, is situated in 
the basement. The outer portion of 
the ground floor, towards Park Road, 
is occupied by eight shops, each of 
which has basement accommodation. 
On the eighth floor are additional 
bedrooms for the use of tenants.

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NOTES FROM THE INFORMATION BUREAU OF

Noise Deadening in Flat Roof 


Ап architect inquired concerning 
methods of preventing sound and impact 
noises passing through a flat roof. The 
concrete roof of a block of working-class 
flats had been used as a children’s play- 
ground, but there had been complaints of 
the noise of children’s play from the ten- 
ants of the top-floor flats. 

The flat roof was of concrete and filler 
joist construction, the concrete being 6 in. 
thick. The roof was covered with a layer 
of felt and а 2-іп. thickness of mastie 
asphalt. The ceiling finish was plaster. 

Information was desired as to methods 
of deadening the noise from the existing 
roof, and as to methods which could be 
applied in a new roof when the present 
building was extended. Elaboration 
would be ruled out on the score of 
expense. 

Reply.—The problem of obtaining effee- 
tive sound-insulation of an existing flat 
roof under the conditions stated is one of 
considerable diffieulty, and it is realised 
that the following suggested methods, 
whieh appear to be the only ones avail- 
able, may be impracticable on account of 
eost. 

(1) Impact noises eould best be damped 
by a layer of resilient material above the 
present roof surface. Slabs of compressed 
cork would probably be effective for this 
purpose, but are not likely to prove dur- 
able under the effects of severe wear and 
continuous dampness, and would require 
to be protected by an additional layer of 
asphalt. The increase in dead load would, 
of course, need consideration. 

(2) Some advantage might be obtained 
by providing suspended ceilings entirely 
out of contact with the roof slab. The 
essential properties of the ceilings them- 
selves are weight and freedom from open 
joints or air-spaees of any kind through 
which sound might find its way. For this 
reason, plaster on laths or on plaster 
board is probably preferable to most of 
the other types of ceiling commonly 
employed. 

The provision of a layer of resilient 
material, however, would involve fewer 
difficulties in a new roof than in an exist- 
ing one, and from the point of view of 
effectiveness and cost would probably be 
preferable to other methods of sound-insu- 
lation. Slabs of согК or fibre wallboards, 
laid on the concrete and covered with 
asphalt, would be of assistance in reduc- 
ing sound transmission, and would at the 
same time provide valuable protection 
against heat losses through the roof. 

Some attention should be paid to the 
composition of the top layer of asphalt 
in order to obtain & material which will 
be sufficiently hard to resist wear without 
being excessively brittle. No doubt a re- 
putable firm of asphalters would be able 
to advise on the grade of asphalt most 
suitable for the purpose. 

In the foregoing notes, reference has 
been made only to impact noises, but dis- 
turbance may also be caused by air-borne 
noises originating above the roof. These 


would probably enter the building chiefly 
by way of the windows, and their effect 
might not be appreciably reduced by 
elaboration of the roof structure. 


Repairs to Bath Stone Porch 
Information on methods of making 

minor repairs to Bath stone masonry was 

desired by a firm of architects. А classic 


porch in Bath stone had suffered 
by the breaking away of some of 
the members of the cornice. The 


defects could be dealt with adequately by 
minor plastic repairs, and it was not 
thought that the work was of such import- 
ance that it was necessary to call in 
specialists in stone restoration, The pos- 
sibility of making good in cement was 
specifically mentioned. 

The porch was painted and would 
require to be repainted. 

Reply.—It is agreed that Portland 
cement mortar would be a suitable medium 
for plastic repairs. Zine oxychloride mor- 
tar is an alternative; but this requires 
considerable experience in manipulation. 
In effecting the repair, the decayed por- 
tions of the stones of the cornice should 
he cut away to a depth of at least 14-2 in., 
leaving a rough surface. To provide an 
adequate key for the repair, a number 
of holes should be drilled at an angle in 
the sound stone, and, in a few of these, 
loops of non-corrosive metal wire should 
be fixed with Portland cement mortar. 
When this mortar has set, the repair can 
be built up with a mix of one part of 
white Portland cement and three or four 
parts of crushed Bath stone of a gritty 
character and not containing an excess of 
dust. The most satisfactory procedure is 
to mould the surface roughly to shape 
without excessive trowelling, to allow it 
to set, and subsequently to dress to the 
required surface. 

It should be pointed out that Portland 
cement mortars have a deleterious action 
on linseed oil paints, and саге should be 
taken in selecting a suitable paint. Tung 
oil primer should be first applied, followed 
hy the normal linseed oil paint, and the 
work should preferably be carried out in 
dry weather during summer. Further

Lifting of Tiles in Church 
oor 


Architects reported trouble with the 
tiled floor of a church built in 1869, which 
proved satisfactory until about ten years 
ago, when the tiles commenced to loosen 
and rise. About two years ago there was 
a leak in the heating system, which ran 
for some time, and the tiles at present 
most affected are near the position of the 
leak. The construction of the floor is 
shown in the sketch below. 

Samples of the various layers were 
submitted for examination. 

Reply. —Consideration of the facts re- 
ported and examination of samples 
strongly suggested that the trouble was 
due to the behaviour of the hydraulic lime 
used in the filling in the floor. It is well 
known that eminently hydraulic limes, 
such as were used in this case, often 
exhibit unsoundness to a marked degree, 
and this unsoundness may show itself 
many years after the lime has been used. 
Such unsoundness has been aggravated 
in this instance by the leakage of water, 
and the consequent “ delayed expansion ” 
has brought about the failure of the floor. 

It is difficult to say exactly what work 
is required in effecting a repair. There 
is a definite possibility that the delayed 
expansion may continue both in the brick 
concrete and lime-sand filling, since both 
may contain further unsound particles. 

As the lime concrete 15 of a very open 
character, there may be sufficient freedom 
to- accommodate а slight further expan- 
sion. It certainly appears, however, from 
the description and sketch, that the lime 
and sand filling is primarily responsible 
for the trouble. This should, therefore, 
be removed and replaced with a cement 
and sand screed. 

Some of the points which should he 
taken into consideration in laying tiles, 
in order that good adhesion may be

Efficiency of Brick Wall in 
* Rat-trap" Bond 


The Engineer to an Urban District 
Council asked for information as to the 
efficiency of walls constructed in “ rat- 
trap" bond. Тһе outer leaf of the wall 
is earried out in Flemish bond, all headers 
running through to the rear, the bricks 
are set on edge and are about 28 in. thick, 
thus providing а cavity 3% in.-4 in. wide. 
In the case under consideration the brick- 
work was to be jointed in cement mortar 
and the outside rendered. 

Party walls, chimney stacks, and all 
walls beneath damp-proof course were to 
be carried out in solid 9-in. briekwork. 

Reply.—The following is a summary of 
present views on the points whieli seem of 
greatest importance in considering the 
suitability of a form of wall construction. 

The requirements of a brick wall which 
appear to bear on the question may be 
noted as follows : — 

l. Strength. 
2. Exclusion of rain and wind. 
3. Thermal insulation properties. 

1. The strength of the ordinary 11411. 
cavity wall or of the 9-in. solid brick wall 
is ample for normal small house building, 
and there 15 no reason to doubt that a 
wall with brieks set on edge with headers 
running through would also be sufficiently 
strong for the purpose. 

2. Cases of penetration of rain through 
а 9-in. solid briek wall are not uneommon, 
but we have not encountered апу case of 
penetration through а properly con- 
structed cavity wall. Тһе construction 
referred to, therefore, falls in an inter- 
mediate class, for, whilst a dis¢ontinuous 
cavity is formed, the headers still provide 
a passage for moisture through the wall. 
It is our experience that, in the case of 
a solid brick wall with through headers, 
penetration of moisture occurs prefer- 
entially through cracks in the mortar or 
between the mortar and brick, and that 
cement mortars are more susceptible to 
this mode of penetration than “ compo ” 
or hydraulic lime mortars. However, -in 
the present case there occurs no through 
joint, and resistance to penetration of 


moisture depends entirely on the rate of 


absorption and rate of permeation of 


water through the header brick. We 
should consider, therefore, that from the 
point of view of resistance to penetration 
of moisture, the wall would be intermedi- 
ate in value between a solid 9-in. wall and 
a properly constructed 11-in. eavity wall, 
built of the same bricks. 

3. The ordinary solid 9-in. brick wall, 
although hardly ideal, is in this country 
usually thought adequate when dry as 
regards heat insulation. When wet, its 
value as а thermal insulator is reduced 
roughly by a half. The ll-in. cavity wall 
is an improvement on the dry 9-in. solid 
briek, and it seems probable, therefore, 
that the proposed form of construction 
should be satisfaetory in this respect. 


Plastering on Plaster Boards 


Ап architect reported trouble with a 
partieular make of plaster board, skimmed 
with plaster, in eeiling work. "The defects 
were general waviness of surface; joints 
(which had been covered with serim) show- 
ing through; cracking at joints; detach- 
ment of small areas of plaster trom board. 
Samples of the plaster were submitted. 
Information on the origin of these diffi- 
culties was desired. 

Reply.—Numerous tests have been made 
at the Building Кезеагећ Station with 


finishing coats of neat calcium sulphate 


plasters (of both the retarded hemi- 
hydrate and so-called “ Keene's? types) 
on plaster boards, generally with 
complete success. The few failures 
experienced have been due to the 
use of plasters which have too 
slow a set, and which, therefore, dry out 
before hydration and “ setting > are com- 
plete. Consequently, it was not found 
possible to consolidate the material during 
setting by trowelling in the usual manner. 
The failure in such cases takes the form 
of “ стосод пр, or closely patterned 
map-cracking, rather than shelling off. 
The latter type of failure may, however, 
occur where the adhesion 15 poor. 

We are aware that the makers of cer- 
tain brands of plaster themselves admit 


that some plasters are unsuitable for 


finishing on plaster boards, and that ìn 
many cases a special quick-setting type 
is recommended. It would be helpful to 
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know what was the initial setting time of 
the plaster used in this case, and if it was 
possible to give the usual trowelling and 
consolidation, 

It is alleged that a notable degree of 
difference exists between various paper 
coverings, some being smoother, less por- 
ous, and providing less “tooth” than 
others. However, the board mentioned 
in the inquiry is commonly employed for 
such purposes, and has proved very suc- 
eessful if skimmed with a suitable fast- 
setting finishing plaster, especially when 
the joints have been covered with scrim as 
described. ‚ 

АП such plasters expand оп зе пр, but 
this expansion is usually restrained by 
adhesion to the backing. However, in cer- 
tain cases, when a plaster which has dried 
out before the sct (with the accompanying 
expansion) is complete, subsequently 
becomes moist, a “delayed expansion ” 
takes place which may give rise to buck- 
ling, blistering, and shelling. The appli- 
cation of a distemper, papering, or 
merely repeated condensation, may pro- 
vide the necessary moisture for this to 
occur. It is naturally most frequent with 
the slower setting varieties of plaster. It 
would appear as if the waving or rip- 
pling, with occasional parting from the 
board as described, might be due to such 
delayed expansion. 

Cracking along joints might result from 
one or more of a variety of causes, either 
in the structure (settlement, movement of 
unseasoned timber) or in the board itself. 
The moisture movements of plaster boards 
are in general low, but not in all cases 
negligible, and it is possible that in un- 
favourable circumstances some cracking 
might arise from this cause. 

Practical plastering trials show that 
plaster boards have a comparatively low 
suction, compared with, for example, 
normal sanded plaster undercoats, or 
bricks, ete., so that the trouble is unlikely 
to be due to the particular type of “ дгу- 
out > due to excessive suction of the back- 
ing, but is probably to be ascribed to too 
rapid drying from the face. 

When using plaster boards it is prefer- 
able to consult the makers as to the type 
and brand of plaster they recommend for 
the skimming coats, and as to any special 
precautions to be taken to avoid 
“ dry-outs." 


LEGAL DECISIONS IN 1934—II 


Біснт оғ Way. 

Іп Todrick т. Western National Отт- 
bus Co., Ltd. ([1934] 1 Ch. 190), Farwell, 
J., held that an easement consisting of a 
right of way can only exist if it is not 
only appurtenant to and for the benefit 
of а dominant tenement, but is also con- 
tiguous, and gives direct access to that 
dominant tenement. 

He further decided that if a question 
of the excessive use of a right of way 
arose it was necessary in deciding that 
question to have regard to the circum- 
stances of the case, the position of the 
parties concerned, and the situation with 
regard to the land when the easement was 
created, for a right of way granted for all 
purposes сап only mean for all reasonable 
purposes, having regard to those con- 
siderations which were all that could have 
been in the reasonable contemplation of 
the parties when the right was created. 

The case, however, went to the Court 
of Appeal ([1934] 1 Ch. 561), who con- 


firmed the learned Judge’s decision on the 
second matter, but as to the first held that 
it was enough that the right of way should 
he beneficial to the dominant tenement, 
and that actual contiguity was not 
essential. 


LEASE FORFEITURE FOR DISREPAIR. 

In Hanson v. Newman ([1934] 1 Ch. 
298), the Court of Appeal considered what 
was the proper method of assessing 
damages under Section 18 of the Land- 
lord and Tenant Act, 1927, in the case 
of the forfeiture of a lease for non- 
performance of the repairing covenants. 

The tenant contended that he was 
entitled to have taken into account, in 
reduction of damages, the fact that the 
landlord, through the forfeiture, had got 
а reversion in possession which was worth 
more to him than the reversion in expecta- 
tion which he had before the forfeiture, 
but the Court rejected the contention, and 
held that the proper measure of damages 


was the difference in the actual value of 
the premises at the date of the forfeiture 
in their “ state of disrepair and the value 
that they would have had at that date 
if the covenants had been duly carried 
out." In arriving at this decision the 
Court affirmed the decision of a Master 
and of Luxmoore, J. 

EXTENSION OF COMPLETION DATE IN 

BUILDING CONTRACT. 

In Miller v. London County Council 
([1934] 50 T.L.R. 479) an important 
question arose as to the powers of an 
engineer under а building contract to ех- 
tend the time for completion. Тһе сосп- 
pletion date in the contract was November 
15, 1931, and it was provided by the con- 
tract that “it shall be lawful for the 
engineer, 1f he shall think fit, to grant, 
from time to time, and at any time or 
times, by writing under his hand, such 
extension of time for completion of the 
work, and that either prospectively or re- 
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trospectively, and to assign such other 
time or times for completion as to him 
may seem reasonable." Тһе contraet also 
eontained provision for the payment of 
liquidated damages if the contractor failed 
to complete by the time limited for 
completion, whether original or extended. 

The engineer, on November 17, 1932, 
that is to say, more than a year after 
the original date for completion, pur- 
ported to extend the time for completion 
until February 7, 1932, the contractor 


having already in fact completed the work 
on July 25, 1932. And the liquidated 
damages relating to the period from 
February 7 to July 25 were claimed. But 
Du Pareq, J., held that the words * either 
prospectively or retrospectively " only 
conferred on the engineer the power to 
wait until any particular cause of delay 
was over, and that he must then act, and 
could not wait until after completion, and 
then ex post facto fix a completion date. 
So the claim for damages failed. This 


сазе also raised a question of the con- 
struction of the contract as to the pay- 
ment of retention money, but this was of 
no general interest. 


LIABILITY OF TENANT AND LANDLORD. 

In Wilchick v. Manks and Silverstone 
([1934] 151 L.T. 60), a passenger on a 
highway was injured by a shutter which 
fell from a dwelling-house, and sued both 
the landlord and the tenant of the house 
for damages. The house was let on a 
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weekly tenancy on the terms that the land- 
lord should be at liberty to enter and 
do repairs, but neither the landlord nor 
the tenant had covenanted to do repairs. 
It was held that both defendants were 
liable to the injured person, the landlord 
because he knew that repairs were needed, 
had power to repair, and did not do so, 
and the tenant upon the ground that even 
if the landlord usually did repair, he 
nevertheless was under a duty to see that 
the premises were so maintained as to 
obviate injury to those lawfully using the 
adjacent highway. 


RiGHT OF APPEAL FROM OFFICIAL 
REFEREE’S DECIS:ON. | 

In Theo Conway, Ltd., v. Henwood 
([1934] 50 T.L.R. 474), the Court of 
Appeal decided а very important question 
as to the rights of appeal from the de- 
eisions of an Official Referee. By See- 
tion 1 subsection 1 of the Administration 
of Justice Act, 1932, it has been provided 
with regard to decisions of Official 
. Referees, in causes, matters, questions and 
issues referred to them for trial under 
the Supreme Court of Judicature (Con- 
solidation) Act, 1925, an appeal shall lie 
to the Court of Appeal on а point of law, 
but, subject to, that no decision of an 
Offieial Referee shall be called in question 
either by appeal or otherwise. 

An Official Referee dismissed a claim 
for want of prosecution, and the Court of 
Appeal held that it could entertain no 
Appeal. 

This is а vastly important decision to 
the building trade, because so many build- 
ing matters are so referred for trial. It 
means that the powers of an Official 
Referee are now, in this respeet, greater 
than those of а High Court Judge, and 
perhaps than those even of the Court of 
Appeal. Lord Justiee Greer observed that 
this was & very serious alteration of the 
rights of the parties, and that he could 
imagine people thinking that the Act un- 
wisely gave to Official Referees power to 
decide matters finally. 


LIABILITY FOR INJURIES. 

In Furness Shipbuilding Co., Ltd., v. 
London and North-Eastern Railway Co. 
([1934] 50 T.L.R. 257), a very common 
provision in building contracts came up 
for the consideration of the House of 
Lords. А bridge repairing contract pro- 
vided that the contractors should be re- 
sponsible for, and provide against all risks 
and contingencies that might arise in 
respect of the works, and pay for any loss 
or injury to any person “ caused in con- 
nection with the works,” and indemnify 
the Railway Company in respect of such 
accidents. Owing to the swinging open 
of a carriage door on a passing train one 
workman was killed and another was in- 
jured. It was at the trial found as a 
fact that the door swung open in conse- 
quence of the negligence of some servant 
of the Railway Company. But it was 
held, nevertheless, that the accident was 
“ eaused in connection with the works,” 
and that therefore, when the Railway 
had paid the claim, brought against them 
on the ground of negligence, they were 
entitled to be indemnified by the соп- 
tractor. 

This case suggests that there should be 
ап exception inserted іп such general 


clauses, to exclude from these accidents: 


directly occasioned by the employer's own 
default, which, one would imagine, were 
never intended to be covered thereby. 

The decision in Liddiard т. Waldron 
([1933] 2 К.В. 319), which was noted in 
our edition of January 19, 1934, on page 
110, was reversed by the Court of Appeal 
(see 50 T.L.R. 172). The Court of Appeal 
held that, as there was no express reserva- 
tion of a right of way no reservation 
eould, on the facts, be implied, and that 
the action must therefore fail. 


CONVERSION OF WORKING-CLASS HOUSES. 

In the case of Johnson v. Leicester Cor- 
poration ([1934] 103 L.J. K.B. 541), the 
Court of Appeal dealt with an important 
point under the Housing Act, 1930. The 
local authority decided that two working 
class dwellings, standing back to back, 
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were unfit for human occupation, and in- 
eapable of being made so fit at а reason- 
able eost. The owner of the houses then 
submitted а scheme for throwing the two 
houses into one, but the authority rejected 
this, and made a demolition order. Тће 
owner appealed against this to the County 
Court, and the judge found that the esti- 
mated eost of the scheme was reasonable, 
and that the work proposed would pro- 
vide a house fit for working-class occu- 
pants. He therefore allowed the appeal, 
accepting the verbal undertaking of the 
owner to do the work. The Court of 
Appeal held that Section 19 of the Act 
allowed that course to be taken, but sent 
the ease back to the County Court Judge, 
so that the undertaking could be reduced 
into writing, in which а specific date for 
the completion of the work could be 
inserted. 


COMPENSATION CLAIMS. 

In The London County Council v. 
Montagu Burton, Ltd. ([1934] 103 L.J. 
K.B. 86), a claim for compensation was 
rejected іп the following circumstances. 
The Council gave notice to treat in respect 
of certain leasehold property which it in- 
tended to acquire for a road improvement 
scheme under the London County Council 
(Improvements) Act, 1930. But the 
Council subsequently withdrew that 
notice to treat under the National 
Economy (Road Services) Order, 1931. 
The lessees of the property then claimed 
to be compensated іп respect of the 
ground rent paid by them during the 
period when the notice to treat was opera- 
tive, and for interest upon the capital 
expended in buying the lease, for the same 
period. But it was held that neither of 
these claims were “ expenses ” within the 
meaning of the Order of 1931, and that 
the lessees could therefore recover no com- 
pensation, although, admittedly, while the 
notice to treat operated, they had been 
prevented from making any profitable use 
of the premises. 


POINTS FROM PAPERS 


Plastics — The Fourth Material 
of Construction 


Ву Мг. W. OWEN GRIFFITHS. 
Extracts from a lecture to the Architec- 
tural Association on January 15. 


The title of my paper indieates three 
undefined materials of construction, and I 
place these as follows :— 

Firstly, timber. 

Secondly, stone, including bricks, 
eement and all eeramies. 

Thirdly, metals. 

The fourth—plasties—is widely em- 
bracive and should rightly inelude potters’ 
clay and that great material which nature 
has provided for the modern needs of 
man—rubber; but we will in the main 
eonfine ourselves to the group which are 
born in the chemist’s laboratory. 

Industrially, the first work was done 
with bitumastie materials, which were 
moulded cold, and mouldings of this 
material continue to have good sale in the 
electrical industry. The bitumastie mould- 
ing compound consists of asphalte or 
Gilsonite, drying oils, colouring matter, 
etc., and for special purposes cement and 
resin binders are used. Cement binders 
are employed to give increased physical 


strength, maximum heat resistance, and, 
most important of all, high are resistance. 

We now foeus our attention on Bake- 
lite, а phenolic moulding compound with 
its trade name derived from Dr. Ваке- 
land, who developed the first of the group 
of which there are now numerous makers 
and grades. Briefly, it is manufactured 
from phenol, which is either а by-product 
of coal tar or a synthetic product and 
formaldehyde, whieh is prepared by pass- 
ing heated wood aleohol mixed with air 
over heated copper or platinum, causing 
partial oxidation. Under controlled eon- 
ditions these two materials are blended 
into a resin which will soften under 
moderate heat, and atterwards harden 
into the form in which it reaches the user 
of the finished moulding, ete. 

The pure resins are seldom made up 
into commercial articles, since they give a 
brittle product, so to give the article in- 
creased strength fillers or reinforeements 
of such materials as wood flour, slate dust, 
asbestos fibre, graphite and cotton linters 
and fabric are introduced. 

Castings differ from mouldings in one 
very important point—they contain no 
filler, and, such being the сазе, they are 
employed more for decorative lines than 


in industry. Due to the moulds being 
lead, the castings cannot be expected to 
be strictly accurate in finished dimensions. 

Phenol, formaldehyde, — plasticisers, 
lubricants and pigments are prepared in 
a mixing kettle under controlled tempera- 
ture conditions. The resultant product 
has a constituency not unlike honey, which 
is poured into hand ladles and transferred 
to the lead moulds. The castings gener- 
ally take the form of sheets, rods and 
tubes for stock purposes, but it is possible 
to prepare special castings against par- 
ticular requirements, Many of the beauti- 
ful forms used for door and furmture fit- 
tings are east in long lengths having the 
required cross section, and when the resin 
is cold it is cut into sections to make 
the widths required on the finished 
articles. 

One great feature of this material is, 
it ean be sawn, drilled, tapped and turned 
with standard cutting tools. Further, it 
Is tasteless, odourless, moisture-proof, 
chemically inert, and, most important of 
all, not inflammable. 

The machined product can be carved, 
engraved, embossed, and shrunk оп to 
metal centres or cores where extra 
strength is required. The machining 
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speeds are practically the same as those 
used for hard timber, and the castings 
take & high polish, and, due to the purity 
of their base materials and absence of 
fillers, they have а deep lustre. 

The fact that artieles have to be tooled 
to size puts castings in resin at a decided 
disadvantage in comparison with mould- 
ings, but the finished article is as superior 
in appearance, but not in physical 
strength, when compared to a moulding, 
as cut glassware is to moulded glassware. 

Demand has made it necessary for 
makers of powders to supply a range of 
reproduction timber shades—or should I 
say imitation timber shades; but it should 
be pointed out that ^ plasties" do not 
owe their rapid development to their use 
as substitutes for anything; they are de- 
finitely replacing other base materials be- 
eause of their marked suitability over 
those which were formerly used. The 
present-day demand from all directions is 
eolour, and as a comparatively new in- 
dustry, “ plastics " has catered for this, as 
the display of articles plainly shows. The 
delicate and pastel shades shown аге 
moulded from one or other of the Urea 
group, the trade names for which are 
Beetle, Pollopas, Mouldrite and Scarab. 
These materials, unlike the previous group 
dealt with, can be prepared to give either 
translucent or opaque finishes, and con- 
sequent on this the depth of colour which 
has particular appeal ean be obtained. 
The base of Beatl and РоПораз has a 
clear semi-translucency, and is light ivory 
in shade in its natural form. This base 
can be pigmented to any shade from pure 
white to jet black, and the major range of 
standard eolours are fast to light and do 
not bleed, Finished mouldings in this 
material are not inflammable, but they 
char in the region of 190 deg. centigrade. 
They stand a temperature of 125 deg. F., 
but above this there is a tendency to 
blister and colours may fade. 

The next material to be examined is 
cellulose acetate, the manufacture of 
whieh can be taken as being а treatment 
of special eotton linters with acetie acid 
and acetie anhydride. A moulding powder 
of this class is comprised of cellulose 
acetate, a plastieiser and pigments. 

There is no chemical change during the 
proeess of moulding, and to ensure the 
removal of а moulding from the mould 
the latter should have its temperature 
dropped 100 deg. F. below moulding tem- 
perature so soon as working cycle is com- 
pleted. Тһе moulded products are elear 
and glasslike, and the colour range equals 
Urea. They are tough and have resilient 
qualities which lead to their employment 
when other materials have failed, due to 
being brittle, Unfortunately its water 
absorption is high, being in the region 
of 2 per cent., and this makes it unsuit- 
able for any form of water vessel. 

Now I will deal with the milk busi- 
ness and its product, casein, the princi- 
pal brand of which in this country is 
* Erinoid." 

Separated milk contains approximately 
3 per cent. of casein, and the well-known 
reaction of rennet upon milk is employed 
to separate this. Briefly, rennet is added 
to pure milk, and as the mixture begins to 
set it is raised gradually in temperature. 
The curd is collected, washed, filtered, 
pressed and dried off. It is then ground, 
pigmented and filled and forced through 
extruding machines which determine the 
size and section of the bar, which finishes 
as а horny plastie material. The material 
ean be stamped, moulded, drilled, turned 
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and pressure polished, but, being some- 
what hygroscopic, it is not recommended 
for outdoor use. 

So far as I am aware, there have been 
no spectaeular inereases in the employ- 
ment of plastie materials in your particu- 
lar channels sinee my paper at the Build- 
ing Centre. The progress has been com- 
mercially steady, which in the long run 
proves to be best for all concerned, and 
the main lines continue to be: (1) Door 
furniture; (2) bathroom fittings; (3) tiles; 
(4) lavatory seats; (5) panelling; (6) 
doors. 


Door Furniture 

Having been trained to the code that a

Something like this must be respon- 
sible for the rapid expansion of the uses 
of Plasties for this purpose. Тһе stan- 
dard designs in blacks, browns, and wood- 
colours are inexpensive, strong, easily 
cleaned with a damp cloth; they are 
smooth and warm to the touch, and they 
do not tarnish.. 


Bathroom Fittings 

Even the most Victorian bathroom to- 
day has at least one plastic article of 
equipment, even if it does take the form 
of a tooth-brush beaker distributed gratis 
with a well-known make of tooth-brush, 
and generally blending with the tooth- 
brush handle and clashing with everything 
else. 

In the modern room the electric-light 
fittings, including shade, soap dish, sponge 
earrier, clothes hooks, towel rails, mirror 
frame, undershelf and brackets, glass 
holder, tooth-brush rack, curtain rings, 
taps, bath surround, wall covering, door 
furniture, shower frame, bell push, win- 
dow fittings, all in * plastics," have taken 
the place of metals and porcelain, and the 
reason given by shipping lines who were 
the first to seriously adopt them are: 

(1) While they are not unbreakable, 
they do not readily crack and they do not 
flake; 
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(2) They clean easily with soap and 
water, so doing away with the use of 
metal polishes, which cleaned the fittings 
but defaced the surrounds; 

(3) They do not spot and tarnish in the 
presence of water and steam; 

(4) They are pleasant to the touch. 

If the articles are made up to a stan- 
dard and not down to a price, they don’t 
warp, and they retain their colour and 
highly polished finish. 

Tiles 

The greatest avenue of consumption of 
these lead overseas and to shipwork. 
They pack well for freight, and break- 
ages are small. They are easily fixed on 
timber or asbestos bulkheads, and more 
delicate colours and shades can be pro- 
duced than with porcelain. 

The forms now available do not require 
any high skill in fitting, and joints when 
sealed with a plastic cement pigmented to 
match the tiles give a smooth surface 
which can be easily washed. 


Lavatory Seats 


These can be pure white, jet black, or 
coloured, and finished with a glaze which 
is permanent and does not readily scratch. 
In section they can be light without any 
sacrifice of strength, so that they will 
withstand rough treatment. They are 
comparable in price with good timber 
seats, and they are hygienic. 


Laminated Sheet 

This, correctly made, is weight for 
weight equal to 60-ton steel; it is one- 
sixth the weight of steel, one-half that of 
aluminium, but two-three times the weight 
of timber. Briefly, its fabrication is as 
follows :—A synthetic resin is dissolved 
in solvents to provide a suitable varnish. 
The fabric to be laminated, be it paper 
or canvas, is then passed through a drip- 
tank containing this varnish, and after- 
wards dried off to disperse the solvent. 
The sheets are then cut to size, and at 
present this size is determined by the 
plant available for the pressing opera- 
tions. A number of sheets are super- 
imposed and placed in the daylights of a 
sheeting press, and if the resin base is 
phenolic the press platens are heated to 
approximately 350 deg. F., and the pres- 
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sure created on the material is 1,500-1,800 
lbs. sq. in. 

Under the combined action of heat and 
pressure а tough, rigid plate is produced. 

Rods and tubes are made by rolling on 
formers. The advantages of this material 
сап be tabulated as follows: 

(a) High ratio of strength to weight; 

(b) Their resilience for absorbing shock 
and stress; 

(c) Low density in comparison with 
other structural materials; 

(а) Resistance to weather, water, oils, 
ete. 

(е) Freedom from rusting and tar- 
nishing ; 

(f) Low heat conduction which renders 
the product comfortable to the touch; 

(g) It is available in colour and surface 
designs not readily obtainable with other 
products; 

(h) It eliminates the necessity of sur- 
face treatment, such as polishing, paint- 
ing, plating, ete. 

(i) It is versatile in the forms in which 
it can be obtained. | 

For veneering to plywood board to 
make table, bar, and counter tops, also 
for wall panelling, counter fronts, skirt- 
ings, ete., it is usually made та in. thick. 

For self-supporting panels and parti- 
tions, 2 in. thick. | 

It сап also be moulded to the surfaces 
of fibre boards, asbestos, and metals, and 
these products are usually used for ex- 
terior work, such as shop-fronts. 

The walls of telephone kiosks and other 
publie places covered with this material 
can be easily washed clean, so removing 
the pencil marks and sketches of those 
who make a habit of this form of 
decoration. 


It is possible to achieve a flush effect 
for wall surfacings without the use of 
beadings or mouldings at the joints, a 
point, I have been given to understand, 
of importance with the modern trend in 
design. 

While I am not conversant with price 
comparisons, other than in a rough-and- 
ready manner which would not. suit the 
quantity surveyor, I should say that the 
materials are fairly expensive for general 
architectural use in their present stage of 
manufacture, but they are being used 
where their outstanding properties can 
be utilised for fireplace facings, radiator 
coverings, and wall coverings in kitchens, 
bathrooms, restaurants, bakeries, food 
shops, etc., for they are sanitary and 
elean and are easily kept that way. -If 
decorative maintenance costs are offset 
against increased initial costs, the advan- 
tage should lay with these materials. 

Turning to its shipbuilding application, 
it is not claimed for the materials that 
they are fireproof, but they have been 
found under test to have a high degree of 
fire-resistance, and, whilst a hot fire would 
destroy the surface and redecoration 
would be necessary, it 1s unlikely that the 
fire could penetrate and so pass into 
adjoining cabins or passages. I am in- 
formed that the increase in cost of a 
passenger vessel, if this material is em- 
ployed for wall covering, is 1 per cent. 

Industrially, its uses far exceed its 
present employment as а decorative 
medium, due to its combined high insulat- 
ing properties and mechanical strength. 
On the purely mechanical side it is used 
for the production of gears and pinions, 
ranging from those used in clocks to those 
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on colliery haulage gear, and recently it 
has been used for the bearings of heavy 
machines, such as steel-rolling mills, where 
it has replaced white metal, phosphor 
bronze, ete. It has been found to have a 
life ten to twenty times that of the 
materials formerly used. 

While we term the material “ lami- 
nated,” the mechanical side is evidence 
that the product is misnamed, for to stand 
up to such work it must necessarily be a 
perfectly bonded homogeneous mass. 


Lacquers and Varnishes 


Similar resins to those for certain of 
the plastics previously mentioned are used 
as the basis of stoving lacquers, enamels, 
and flexible varnishes. Certain phenol 
formaldehyde ала urea formaldehyde 
resins are readily soluble in methylated 
spirits and make spirit lacquers which 
stove to very hard firms. 

So far as colours are concerned, urea- 
tvpe resins have advantages over the 
phenol resins, but both have a rapidly 
extending field of uses. Urea-type resins 
give water-white lacquers which yield ex- 
tremely hard, flexible films, resistant to 
the action of water and weather. These 
films have an extraordinarily high resist- 
ance to heat, and will not discolour after 
prolonged exposure at 350 deg. F. They 
are also perfectly resistant to ultra-violet 
light, which has no effect on them.

PARLIAMENT AND THE 


Aecording to the Prime Minister, 
the Government will shortly introduce 
a Bill to stop ribbon development, and 
it is hoped that Parliament will pass 
this into law by the end of May. 
Although the drafting is not yet com- 
pleted, a Sunday contemporary de- 
scribes the measure as '' drastic "' 
but the ruthlessness appears to be 
limited to conferring power to buy up 
land on either side of the roads—a 
power that, as regards new thorough- 
fares, the highways authorities 
already possess, and might have exer- 
cised if the Transport Ministry’s 
erants had been commensurate with 
the inereased eost. А further intima- 
tion that the Government is not pre- 
pared to undertake the expense of 
removing existing houses suggests 
that the Bill will be retrospective to 
the extent of immediately stopping 
ribbon development that has already 
hegun, and this may inflict consider- 
able loss on the owners of partially 
developed estates. On this very com- 
plicated question, therefore, the 
Government is prepared to take a leap 
before they look; and one can only 
regret that they have not instrtuted 
an inquiry into the matter before tak- 
ing legislative action. There is good 
reason to fear that a hasty measure 
may aggravate the difficulties of a 
problem that has not been fully ex- 


plored, may cause unnecessary hard- 
ship to landowners and builders, and 
fail to achieve the object for which it 
is promoted. There is little doubt 
that the Government has been 
strongly influenced by the oft- 
repeated assertion that ribbon de- 
velopment has quadrupled the deaths 
of pedestrians, mostly young children, 
оп the roads, although a dispassionate 
analysis of the fatality statistics 
would have quickly dispelled this 
illusion. 

Indeed, Mr. H. A. L. Fisher, who 
made it his strong argument for legis- 
lative interference, has somewhat 
modified his views on the point, and, 
in a recent interview, states that the 
death-roll (over 7,000 persons in 
1934) will not be diminished ‘‘ so long 
as pedestrians, cyclists, motor-cyclists, 
lorries, and high-powered ears are all 
allowed to use the same tracks ''; ап 
opinion that brings him into line with 
Mr. Hore-Belisha's expressed convic- 
tion. It follows, therefore, as we long 
ago suggested, that the planning of 


new arterial and by-pass roads must 


be conceived on far bolder, more 


imaginative, and more generous lines 


if they are to comply with modern 
traffic requirements. Mr. Fisher votes 
for handling the problem ‘‘ in a big 


way, in an imaginative way,” but this. 
eosts money ; and the highway autho-

rities wil want to know where it is 
to come from. More pounds rather 
than more powers will appear to them 
the chief desideratum. 

The Warden of New College, how- 
ever, now takes a somewhat less jaun- 
dieed view of private interests. He 
recognises that the stopping of ribbon 
development may ‘‘ slow down "' the 
building programme; that the land- 
owner's sales of land may also be 
slowed down; and that the builder 
will find it less easy to let or sell 
houses away from the roads; but he 
fails to realise, as the explanation of 
these faets, that а great many people 
want to live on main roads for соп- 
venienee, and even enjoy the move- 
ment and the ''life"' that such a 
situation affords. Their wishes are, 
apparently, to be ruled out in соп- 
formity with the ideas of other groups 
of housing intelleetuals with whom 
Mr. Fisher finds himself in uneasy 
allianee in this campaign; the group 
that wants all housing done by public 
authorities, and would welcome a 
slowing down of private enterprise so 
that it can be declared incapable of 
meeting the demand; the group that 
would let the towns go derelict and 
favours the lateral spread that is 
divorcing Oxford University from the 
countryside; . the group that is 
wsthetically infuriated by the produc- 


С 
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tions of the speculative builder; the 
coterie with a recipe for living, that 
would segregate the population in 
village closes for the intensive study, 
presumably, of their neighbours’ eur- 
tains and aspidistras; and, lastly, the 
motorists, oblivious, as they speed 
along in their modern streamline ears, 
of the amenities of the Oxford-London 
road, but conscious of a real grievance 
that the capacity and facilities of 
many of the new roads, constructed 
mainly out of the proceeds of their 


special taxation, are impeded by 
vehicles standing outside ribbon 
houses. 


Amid the conflicting interests of 
this unholy alliance, Mr. Fisher, like 
Agag, walks delicately. He favours 
taking people off the roads and segre- 
gating them in villages; he does not 
see why such villages should not be 
pretty, although he finds it difficult 
to explain why houses that are 
esthetically bad in a ribbon should 
become models of architectural design 
if grouped in a settlement.. He can 
only suggest that '' we have plenty

of architects who are clever at setting 
a house in a landscape.’’ Undoubt- 
edly, but as architects, and especially 
those with this special capacity, are 
not, unfortunately, employed for the 
class of housing we are considering, 
this solution does not carry us very 
far. 

The only real contribution that has 
been made to the solution of the 
ribbon problem is that of the Surrey 
County Council, and this lies, not in 
the powers obtained under their 
special Act, but in the agreement they 
have made under it with their land- 
owners, details of which we published 
in our issue of December 7 last. This 
document provides a reasonable and 
equitable settlement of all theinterests 
concerned, and we commend it to the 
earnest attention of the Government 


while their Bill is still in the drafting 


stage. Under it, the landowner, in 
return for the cession of land, is 
assured of the construction of sub- 
sidiary roads as he requires them, and 
his contribution towards their cost is 
fixed. The one defect in the arrange- 
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ment. is that the width of the sterilised 
belt is insufficient ; but that is a matter 
for adjustment. Mr. Fisher, to give 
him his due, thinks that we ‘‘ ought 
to try to meet the landlord by making 
it easier for him to develop his pro- 
perty away from the highway." To 


this end, ‘‘ landlords should be eom- 


pelled to sell their frontages to the 
road authority at reasonable prices 
апа be helped out of the unearned 
increments accruing to the authority 
to develop their back-lying land.’’ As 
the unearned increment is exacted 
from the landowner, he is apparently 
to be helped by allocating, for the con- 
struction of subsidiary roads, some 
part of the price he is forced to pay 
for a benefit that is denied him. The 
real solution, as the Surrey County 
Council have shown, lies not in keep- 
ing the landowner at arm's length, 
but in enlisting his co-operation in an 
equitable arrangement which is to the 
advantage of all parties, and, to 
achieve which, enlightened land- 
owners are ready to give up land in 
the publie interest.

A.A. Students and the By-laws

and it was evident from the outset 
that a large and determined оррові- 
tion had been mustered to resist the 
proposal. It was rather unfortunate 
that this business preceded, and de- 
layed, the Ordinary General Meeting. 
at whieh Mr. Kavanagh and Mr. 
Green debated the rival merits of 
steel and eonerete, but evidently it 
had not been anticipated that the pro- 
ceedings would be other than formal. 
Mr. Pakington, who presided, tried to 
adjourn the meeting. After two re- 
counts the voting was pronounced 64 
in favour of an adjournment and 65 
for an immediate decision. Ап 
attempt to vote on the changes with- 
out diseussion was also sueeessfullv 
resisted. 

Mr. Crallan, who acted as spokes- 
man for the student opposition, de- 
seribed the offending amendment as 
a revolutionary proposal whieh shat- 
tered at one blow the democratic 
foundation of the А.А. They were 
eonsidering not the granting of a new 
privilege but the removal of an exist- 
ing one. It was the duty of those 
proposing the change to produce 
adequate reasons. Тһе comparison 
with the R.T.B. A. was false; that body 
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was the accredited representative of 
the whole profession, the A.A. was a 
school and of its members the students 
were most directly concerned with its 
administration. At the ЕЛВА. 
efforts were being made to give the 
younger members a more direct т- 
terest in its government. It would be 
ironical, said Mr. Crallan, if at the 
same moment they were to reverse 
that process at the A.A. What the 
students wanted was not less but more 
contact with the Council. 

A vote was then taken and the 
amendment, which had been coupled 
of necessity with the other proposed 
changes in the By-laws, was rejected, 
only a few votes being east in its 
favour.

The R.LB.A. Elections 

To the Editor, THE ARCHITECT &

Sir,—Mr. Harding's letter, and the 
correspondence in your last issue, are 
of very real interest to those who, like 
myself, are still in the student stage. 
It does seem that some of the younger 
members of the R.I.B.A. are unac- 
quainted with the details of its eonsti- 
tution and working, and also unaware 
if due and adequate notiee is given of 
the annual Elections, whieh rather 
confirms the general impression that 
many of them are not very keen, or 
are rather diffident about their capa- 
bilities. 

In the not-so-distant past a һесотп- 
ing modesty was accounted a great 
virtue in the voung; but I think most 


of our elders to-day would agree that, 
if the Institute is to be served, the 
younger generation must be trained 
up to fitness for the reins of office in 
their turn, and must be encouraged to 
come out of its shell. 

The Institute, I am told, has not 
produced an orator; but, in face of 
the wide range of duties and responsi- 
bilities, external and internal, that its 
growth and standing now entail, the 
ability to think on one’s feet, to mar- 
shal facts concisely, and to express 
one’s thoughts clearly, lueidly, and 
without hesitation, would be a great 
asset. to holders of. office, and almost 
essential to holders of its highest office. 
Your readers will readily agree that 
such proficiency сап only be obtained 
by active and constant participation 
in committee work and debates. 
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This, I feel, is the logical outcome 
of Mr. Harding’s promptings, and the 
most interesting. Something more is 
needed, however, than a spasmodic 
activity at annual elections, or over 
some special question. The Council, 
by the institution of the informal dis- 
cussion meetings, have opened up one 
training ground; they might readily 
agree to a Junior Council as a means 
of inculcating responsibility and 
foeusing the opinion of youth.

It might be desirable that Associate 
members of the Council be restricted 
to Associates under the age of, say, 35. 

Mr. James is probably right when 
he says that it would be a pity not to 
observe the unwritten rule with re- 
gard to the nomination of the Presi- 
dent and Vice-Presidents, but it is 
necessary to remind those members of 
the R.LB.A. who are dissatisfied, 
that this is merely an unwritten law 
and that they have the power to 
nominate candidates for these offices.

London’s Green Belt

The London County Council has 
now declared its willingness to con- 
sider applications from the County 
Councils of Bucks, Essex, Herts, 
Kent, Middlesex, and Surrey, as well 
as the county boroughs of Croydon, 
East Ham, and West Ham, in the 
matter of contributing towards an 
approved scheme of land purchase or 
‘* sterilisation ’’ for such a belt. 

This offer will be open for a period 
of three years, and the London 
County Council commitment over that 
time will be a limit of £2,000,000. 
May I suggest that local landowners 
should be urged to offer desirable 
areas of land for acquisition by the 
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county authorities at the most reason- 
able figure possible ?—Y ours, ete.,

Architects and the State 


To the Editor, THE ARCHITECT & 
BUILDING NEWS. 
SIiR,—Your correspondent, Mr. Е. 
Skinner, is correct in pointing out 
that real wages in Germany have de- 
clined since 1930 as compared with 
to-day. They were highest, for in- 
stance, in 1931, when there were over 
four and a half million unemployed 
on the German labour market, and 
they were still higher than they are 
to-day in 1932, when there were over 
five and a half million unemployed in 
Germany, and when every third 
worker was dependent on his relatives 
or charity for the means of existence. 
When the National Socialists came 
to power in 1933, there were over six 
million unemployed and building ас 
tivity, according to the League oi 
Nations, was one-third of the 192 
standard. Building activity has in- 
creased under Fascism by over half as 
much again since the National Social- 

ist party took control. 

The number of houses constructed 
in the first half of 1934 was exactly 
double the amount constructed in the 
first half of 1932. 

If your correspondent will consult 
the League of Nations Labour Review 
for 1934 he will find that real wages 
have steadily increased in Italy since

CURRENT NOTES ON MATERIALS : 


Laxton's Builders’ Price Book.— 
The annual appearanee of this in- 
valuable aid to builders and archi- 
tects? is an event worthy of more 
than passing eomment. Comparison 
of one year's edition with the pre- 
eeding one may appear to show only 
trifling differenees; to get the true 
impression of constant expansion in 
trade resources and  ever-varying 
basis of priees, editions with, say, ten 
years' interval must be compared, but 
even as between succeeding issues 
there are important revisions т 
detail. А remarkable (and not the 
least useful) feature is the alphabetical 
list of proprietary articles апа 
materials which runs to 220 pages of 
closely-printed type—something over 
10,000 individual names! It would 
be a useful reminder to the dis- 
illusioned client, who shows obvious 
surprise that his once-trusted archi- 
teet should be manifestly unaware of 
the existence of one item of this ever- 
expanding list, if he eould be induced 
to see and read it in extenso. Even as 
it stands it is ineomplete and eapable 
probably of substantial addition. 
Applying the only possible test—that 
of looking up established materials 
actually known and in use—I have 
discovered two omissions in twenty ; 
‘< Teeuta ’’ eopper-and-bitumen roof- 
ing and '' Byrekota’’ cement-and- 
bitumen eowhouse floor finish. 

The varied uses of this monu- 
mental referenee book are so manifold 
and the task of keeping it manage- 
able in size so severe that it is only 
natural that there should be omissions 
sueh as this, and that an urban out- 
look on materials and priees should

prevail. In natural materials (stone 
and slates) it would be impracticable 
to include local materials not com- 
monly distributed, or uncommon 
methods of measurement which still 
persist locally. But it might perhaps 
have been expected that such matters 
as the standardisation of common 
building components (e.g., tiles and 
stock doors) by B.S.I. specifications 
would have received some recognition. 
These, however, are small defects, and 
“ Laxton `` is, and will no doubt re- 
main, a reliable standard work—it 
may not tell us all that is right, but it 
tells us nothing that is wrong. 
Swimming Baths. — When every 
community not already provided with 
such seems determined to equip itself 
with either an indoor bath or an out- 
door pool, the value of a disinterested 
report touching on the various aspeets 
of the problem of bath construction is 
apparent. Under the rather mislead- 
ing title, ‘‘ The Cost of Publie Baths 
and Washhouses,’’* the Special Com- 
mittee appointed by the R.LB.A. to 
advise a Department Committee of 
the Ministry of Health has issued a 
report which comprises these matters. 
It is, from any point of view, a valu- 
able performance, for it covers much 
more than the title promises. The 
actual materials and finishings of 
both indoor and outdoor swimming 
pools are discussed in detail, and both 
recommendations and exclusions 
rather beyond those commonly ven- 
tured by representative Committees 
are put forward. As instances the 
following opinions can be quoted: 
“Тһе Committee is of the opinion 
that cement rendering on reinforeed 
eonerete is not satisfactory " as a 
finish for the sides of swimming pools; 
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“ folding dressing-boxes аге very 
costly and liable to damage іп 
handling, and their use is to be 
deprecated ''; “ water chutes are un- 
necessary and frequently dangerous 
in crowded baths.’’ 

The Committee quite fairly points 
out, as regarding the common desire 
of local authorities to employ a 
covered bath as a public hall during 
winter months, that ‘а building 
planned for a dual purpose is seldom 
entirely satisfactory.’’ If there were 
no other reason, the need for hard im- 
pervious surfaces for the bath hall 
and for non-resonant surfaces in a 
hall for concerts or speaking would 
furnish sufficient reason; but other 
difficulties relative to movable floor- 
ing and seats and regulations as to 
exits make the case still stronger. 

Specifications of Slating and Roof 
Tiling.—It may be wished that there 
is some truth in the saying that 
'* what Manchester does to-day, Eng- 
land will do to-morrow,’’ at any rate 
so far as the excellent work which is 
being done by the Manchester Archi- 
tects’ апа Builders’ Consultative 
Board. Report No. 5 (price 1s.), just 
issued, and obtainable from James 
Denver, 2 Conyngham Road, Victoria 
Park, Manchester, 14, deals most 
admirably with all relevant details in 
соттоп practice for slating and tiling 
and embodies model specification 
elauses. "Throughout, this is a most 
knowledgeable produetion both from 
the architects’ and builders’ points of 
view. It gives the range of sizes and 
qualities commonly available in all 
types of slate (including stone slates). 
and similar general information as to 
tiles—plain, pan, and interlocking. It 
surveys ridge, hip, and valley treat- 
ment, eaves, verges, battens, nails. the 
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virtues апа defects of bedding, 
torehing, and pointing; in fact, there 
is little information relative to eover- 
ing pitehed roofs upon which 
euidanee is not forthcoming. І ean 
detect only one point in which the 
model specifications depart from 
established good custom without соп- 
vineing reason. Specification No. 4 
(Roof tiler), in deseribing the fixing 
of purpose-made valley tiles, says, 
“ Each valley tile and tiles each side 
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of valley tile to be nailed." This is 
advisable as regards the lie-bys, but 
as regards the valley tile, most of such 
tiles are prepared without nail holes 
and are sufficiently held in place by 
the courses on either side which 
entirely prevent their loosening or 
removal when all are in position. 
The suggested model elause for Slat- 
ing—as a substitute for the absurd 
but usual ‘‘ best Countess ’’—is, 
'* The slates to be... in size between 
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24 in. by 12 in. and 18 in. by 9 in. 
(only one size to be used). Samples 
and sizes to be approved by the archi- 
teet before the slates are ordered.” 
The general adoption of a clause with 
latitude on these lines would be 
equally a boon to quarry owners and 
clients, both of whom should reap ad- 
vantage, the one by greater freedom 
in eonverting slate-rock, and the latter 
by reduced cost consequent оп 
avoidance of the favourite size. 


CURRENT NOTES ON PLANNING 


Entrances.— Entrances to hotels are 
of four main types. First, there is 
the main entrance to the hotel itself. 
Secondly, there are subsidiary en- 
trances, either to the hotel or directly 
to rooms, such as restaurants and ball- 
rooms, which are likely to be used 
mainly by outside visitors rather than 
the hotel guests. Thirdly, there is the 
luggage entrance, and, lastly, the 
goods entrance to the serviee depart- 
ments of the hotel. 

The main entrance should be from 
the most important street adjoining 
the site and the subsidiary entranees 
to the hotel proper may be plaeed in 
other streets, but it should be re- 
membered that every additional en- 
tranee involves extra staff, such as 
porters, for supervision, the cost of 
which frequently cannot be justified. 
All entrances likely to be used by 
visitors should lead to the main vesti- 
bule, and the main entrance must be 
placed adjoining the main vestibule 
where the various desks for room 
clerks, enquiries, cashier and head 
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porter аге situated. Luggage еп- 
trances should always be placed close 
to the main entrance so that luggage 
may be removed quickly from waiting 
cars or taxis, to avoid the necessity 
for these having to drive to anothet 
place away from the main entrance 
to unload. The proximity of 
the luggage entrance 15 very im- 
portant when guests are leaving 
the hotel to avoid delays. Ex- 
eept in very small hotels, luggage, 
other than small hand baggage, should 
never be taken through the main en- 
tranee into the vestibule, but should 
оо to bedroom floors by means of ser- 
viee lifts. The passenger lifts should 
not be used for this purpose. Sub- 
sidiary entranees leading to special 
rooms, sueh as the grill room or ban- 
queting suite, should be so placed that 
vehieles arriving at these entranees do 
not disturb the main hotel entrance; 
also, if special entrances are provided 
to certain rooms, they should lead to 
them as directly as possible, leaving 
only suitable vestibules and lounges in

which visitors may wait for friends 
and from which cloakrooms may be 
approached. Service entrances should 
һе as far from guest entrances as pos- 
sible, and when the site permits they 
should be in different streets. Thev 
should be placed near the departments 
which they are to serve and should 
have space in which vehieles may 
stand while unloading without dis- 
turbing the general traffie on the road. 
It should be borne in mind that goods 
entrances tend to be noisy and every 
effort should be made to prevent such 
noises disturbing guests in rooms 
above. 

The aetual size and number of doors 
in eaeh entranee must be dietated by 
the requirements of eaeh individual 
seheme, but it is wise to err on the 
generous side in order to be sure that 
there will be no congestion. Whon- 
ever the local bye-laws permit, mar- 
quees should be placed across the 
pavement, to the width permitted, at 
all entranee doors; these marquees are 
not only useful in wet weather but 
also mark clearly the position of the 
entrances for approaching vehicles. 
It is customary and advisable in in- 
stalling revolving doors at guest en- 
trances to reduce draughts and cold. 
but when they are used, ordinary 
swing doors should ђе provided in 
addition on one or hoth sides for use 
during rush periods. The actual 
doors must be set hack from the front- 
age line to aeeommodate the outward 
swing as they should always swing 
hoth ways. but this set-back is also 
desirable as a pause between the doors 
and the pavement. Fig. 1 illustrates 
two typical main entrances to hotels, 
together with luggage entranees: in 
each example the main doors аге set 
hack to form an external lobby and 
the luggage entrances are placed on 
the frontage line. A marquee covers 
each entrance and extends over the 
side at a slightly lower level to cover 
the luggage entrance. Example B. 
shows the provision of a small office 
for the door porter on one side and 
а parcel receiving office on the other 
side, communieating with the luggage 
reception room whieh has a separate 
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entrance from the street. It must be 


remembered that the luggage entrance 
cannot have steps at the approach as 
barrows have to be used to move the 
heavier baggage; the luggage doors 
should be about 5 ft. wide in the clear. 
Revolving doors, when used, should be 
at least 6 ft. in diameter. The ser- 
viee entrances will be discussed in 
greater detail later in this series of 
articles, as part of the service section 
of the hotel. 


The Entrance Hall.—The main en. 
trance hall is the centre upon which 
the whole working of the hotel turns, 
so far as the guest is concerned. 
Effieieney in the planning of the en- 
tranee goes a long way towards 
making an hotel successful, as the 
quickness and ease of service given to 
the guest at this point often has соп- 
siderable effect upon him, while еоп- 
gestion ereates a very bad impression. 
Fig 2 shows a general analysis of the 
various eireulations of guests in the 
main entranee hall. This hall is 
generally a lounge, adjoining which 
are the various offiees or counters 
dealing with enquiries, rooms, letters 
and cash. There may also be shops 
or selling counters round part of the 
entranee hall. In some hotels this 
entrance hall is kept small and eut off 
from the general lounge but in others 
it is only part of a large lounge 
placed at one side or end, and not 
even separated by screens. The guest, 
on entering the hotel, wishes to go as 
quiekly as possible to his bedroom 
where he leaves his property. Before 
going to his room it is necessary to 
register and obtain a room Кеу; the 
circulation, therefore, should link the 
entrance to the lifts, passing the 
necessary registration and key desks 
on the way. These various desks or 
counters should be placed where they 
may be quickly seen by the guest on 
entering and should have ample 
length in proportion to the number of 
guests ; they should be so placed that 
persons waiting do not disturb ејт- 
culation in the hall, and so that those 
standing at the counters are not dis- 
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turbed by passers-by. АП the 
counters dealing with guests and their 
rooms should be grouped together and 
should only be sections of one long 
counter, except for the hall porter's 
desk. The front entrance hall should 
give direct access to the main lounge 
from which the other publie rooms 
may be approached, while corridor 
connections should lead to other 
rooms, such as the grill and ball rooms. 
Cloakrooms should be accessible from 
the main entrance hall. The lifts and 
main staircase serving the bedroom 
floors should be placed so that they 
discharge into this main hall, but they 
should be placed to one side and not 
in sueh a position that they disturb 
the main ground floor eireulation, as 
many people enter the hotel, while 
only guests have to use the lifts or 
stairs. It is better if the lifts which 
are the main source of vertical cir- 
culation are easily visible from the 
enquiry and key desks, while the 
staircase, which needs less control 
than a lift (which has an attendant), 
should be so placed that the porter 
сап have visual control from his desk 
to prevent persons other than guests 
having aeeess to bedroom floors. As 
the staircase, except in hotels having 

few floors, is no longer used to any 
large extent, unless it also gives access 
to publie rooms on a mezzanine or the 
first floor, it need not have a pro- 
minent position on the ground floor, 
but on upper floors it is advantageous 
to group the lifts and main staircase 
together to form a main approach to 
eaeh floor of bedrooms. 

Most hotels have at least one shop 
or kiosk in the entranee hall at which 
newspapers, tobaecos and confee- 
fionery are sold, and in large hotels 
these become of great importance and 
are very valuable revenue’ assets. 
whether operated by the hotel or 
leased as concessions. Also in larger 
hotels it is general to have hairdress- 
ing saloons, whieh, however, do not 
as a general rule affect the planning 
of the main entrance hall as they may 
be placed in basements or on a mez- 
zanine or first floor.

COUNTRY MEMBERS" VOTES 


In the contemplated reforms at the 
Institute how are the country mem- 
bers to benefit? Under the present 
charter they are entitled to all the 
privileges enjoyed by the London 
members and are on precisely the 
same footing as regards the payment 
of subscriptions. On the Council they 
are represented by five members, 
being one third of the whole number. 
The charter, however, limits the power 
of voting to Fellows who are present 
at the meetings, and all Associates are 
debarred from voting or otherwise in- 
terfering in the affairs of the Insti- 
tute—the office of Auditor being the 
only one excepted. Country members 
complain, and as we have often said 
on this subject, justly complain, that 
the restrictions in voting are vexatious 
to them, and should as far as possible 
be removed. We can see no valid 
reasons against taking powers, under 
a new or separate charter, to extend 
the power of voting to every archi- 
tect who supports the Institute by his 
subscription. At the time of the 
charter granted by William IV the 
majority of architects of any eminence 
in the profession were resident in the 
metropolis, so this limitation in voting 
was natural. Now all over the Umted 
Kingdom there are architects of great 
ability, and the Institute ought, if it is 
to be representative, to include every 
man of note 1n the profession, but to 
do this it must give some quid pro 
quo. We have often heard the expres- 
sion of country architects, ** What is 
the good of joining the Institute? 
We can seldom attend their meetings, 
and unless we are present we cannot 
excercise our vote.’’ 

It is in the election of the Council 
that country members may fairly de- 
mand to have a voice, which unless 
present, they cannot at present use. 
We can see no reason why all elec- 
tions to the various offices now in the 
hands of Fellows, and elections to the 
Council, should not be conducted by 
voting or balloting papers.

Site. — The proposal to eut a new 
road running north-east from Avenue 
Road gave the site its wedge-shaped 
outline. This outline is reflected in 
the shape of the plan, two sides of 
which follow the two converging 
boundaries in order to utilise the area 
as fully as possible.

Planning.—The ruling factor has 
been the admission of plentiful sun- 
shine to every flat in the building; 
hence the courtyard with its wide 
opening towards the south. This ob- 
ject has been further facilitated by 
the local town planning authority’s 
ruling that buildings in this area 
should not be more than three storeys 
in height. Thus the tendency for one 
part of the building to hide the sun 
from other parts is substantially 


diminished. A further storey in the 
roof was permitted, and advantage has 
been taken of this in the centre part 
of the main bloek; the additional 
storey is, however, only occupied by 
boxrooms. 

There are ten flats on each floor. 
The dining-room and sitting-room 


are, in every case, separated by a fold- 
ing partition. The kitchen, pantry, 
maid’s bedroom and maid’s sitz-bath 
are placed together, with a small sepa- 
rate lobby. Every flat has a house- 
maid’s closet, heated linen-cupboard 
and hanging-eupboards.

the way in which the iron service 
stalreases are introduced. They are 
open at one end and thus come within 
the eategory of open wells, allowing 
baths and cloakrooms to be lighted 
and ventilated from them. At the top 
these staireases are eovered with flat 
elass-and-eonerete slabs. 

There is a basement dwelling for 
tlie porter under the east wing. 

Construction.— The outer walls are 
of solid briekwork and there is a 
“© spine "' of steelwork running down 
the middle of each bloek. Patent eon- 
erete floors with а maximum span of 
16 ft. or 17 ft. are used, the width 
of the bloeks being arrived at by set- 


from them. 


ting off their span on either side of 
the spine. 

The exterior is faeed with brown 
Sussex brieks, with Monks Park stone 
dressings. Where the comers are 
rounded, the bricks are laid т 
“© soldier `` courses, a device which 
avoids the use of curved “© specials."' 

The mansard roof is covered with 
brown tiles. 

The main stairs are of wood eon- 
struetion, and the exposed woodwork 
throughout the interior is of oak. The 
front doors of the flats have oak 
veneers arranged in squares. Тһе 
floors of the principal rooms аге 
covered with 2-in. strip boarding; 
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The service staircases are treated as open wells so that lavatories and cloakrooms can be ventilated 


those of the bathrooms are in statuary 
marble and those of the entranee halls 
iu travertine. 

The walls of the entranee halls and 
landings are deeorated with mirrors. 
The light fittings are of the two types 
shown in the aceompanying drawings. 

The roof consists of a reinforeed 
conerete flat, covered with asphalt, 
and a separate ceiling below, leaving 
an air-spaee for insulation purposes. 
In the flats on the top floor, advantage 
is taken of their position to light the 
eorridors by means of glass-and-con- 
erete lay-lights (see drawing). 

Heating.— The heating chamber 15 
in the basement of the north-east 
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wing. There are two cast-iron sec- 
tional boilers, one for the heating 
system, the other for the hot-water 
supply. Both are fitted with 
mechanical stokers, thermostatically 
controlled. The two boilers are inter- 
coupled so that in case of one break- STANOAGD LIGHTING FITTING 
ing down the other сап partially 
supply both systems till repairs have 
been effected. All the rooms except 
the bathrooms and attics are heated 
by means of concealed panels in the 
ceilings. The bathrooms have heated 
towel-rails. The heating can be соп- 
trolled in every room by the use of 
a key in an orifice sunk in the wall.

The circular plan, with its absolute 
unity and exquisite susceptibility to 
changing lights, has always been 
cherished as the most monumental 
of architectural shapes. But as a 
point of departure for complex plan- 
ning it presents so many obvious diffi- 
culties that, as such, it is hardly ever 
used. It breeds the fearful intricacies 


associated with odd angles and wedge-

shaped spaces, while for ordinary 
town building its use is ruled out by 
the inevitable rectangularity of sites. 

Nevertheless, there are occasions 
on which the circular plan may be 
altogether more practical than the 
rectangular. It will be remembered 
that some months ago we illustrated 
a proposal for circular blocks of flats 
at Liverpool, and it was pointed out

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that great economies in approach gal- 
leries, as well as advantages in the 
matter of lighting, were effected. At 
the same time it was observed that the 
use of a fluid material like concrete 
overcame all the difficulties of circular 
construction in brick or stone. 

The two circular hotels at Ses- 
trières belong to a group of three. 
One, not circular, is a “ de luxe "'

hotel. Of the other two, one is called 
a ' first-class,’’ the other a ‘‘ second- 
class ”” hotel. The circular plan was 
adopted in order to reduce the run- 
ning expenses by centralising all 
communications. 

The second-class hotel, known as the 
Torre di Sestriéres, accommodates 160 
euests. At its base it is attached to a 
funieular railway station and res- 
taurant, but the hotel proper 18 
entirely comprised within the tower. 

The tower is about 125 ft. high with 
a diameter of 58 ft. А eireular hall 
rises from bottom to top of the build- 
ing, while a spiral ramp gives access 
to the bedrooms, all of which аге 
wedge-shaped. 

The strueture eonsists of an outer 
evlinder of reinforeed conerete and 
nine interior columns. "The floors are 
also in conerete and are supported 
between the columns and the outer 
eylinder. 

On each floor, besides the 16 rooms, 
are water-closets and а ИЁ-зрасе. 
The servants' quarters are at top and 
bottom of the building, while the top- 
most storey of all is oeeupied by à 
reading room and reereation room. 
The roof is arranged as a terrace. 

The partition walls are in hollow 
brick. Built-in cupboards are dis- 
posed on either side of the windows, 
providing an air-space which insulates 
the building from the cold atmosphere 
outside. Further insulation is pro- 
vided by the double windows. Тһе 
floors, both in the rooms and on the 
ramp, are eovered with rubber. 

Each room has a divan bed, two 
built-in eupboards, and a wash-basin, 
as well as tables and chairs. There 
is also a radio plug in each room. 
Heating is by forced cireulation. The 
eround floor has a restaurant, and in 
the basement are shower-baths and а 
room for storing skis. Other services 
of the building are accommodated in 
an annex. 

Substantially the same plan is used 
in the second-class hotel, the ‘‘ Duchi 
d'Aosta," but here an additional 
degree of comfort is achieved by in- 
sulating the bedrooms from the noise 
of the central well by the interposi- 
tion of a ring of small rooms; also by 
the provision of private bathrooms 
and w.e.s to all the rooms. The tower 
in this ease is 154 ft. high and 82 ft. 
in diameter, but the terrace base 
whieh runs about two-thirds of the 
way round the tower brings the tota! 
height up to 187 ft. The entrance is 
on the ground floor, from which stairs 
lead down to the basement where the 
reception desk and dining-rooms are 
accommodated. Тһе basement is 
ceiled over so that cooking smells 
cannot rise in the central well. 

As in the Torre di Sestriéres, the 
windows are double. The bathroom 
windows are disposed in long vertical 
strips running up the outside. The 
eonstruetion in general is the same 25 
that in the other hotel.

The High Street of Edinburgh, 
unique as an architectural curiosity, 
rich in historie interest, and not with- 
out a certain grim functional beauty, 
has for some years been undergoing a 
slow process of reconstruction. Many 
of its tall, picturesque houses are 
slums, or in a condition which makes 
virtual rebuilding inevitable, while 
here and there the exigencies of mod-

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ern life require the. introduction of 
completely new structures. 

The extensions of the City Cham- 
bers, almost opposite St. Giles Cathe- 
dral, have involved the erection of 
two wings, one on either side of the 
old building, whose lines and orna- 
ments they adopt. Dating from 
1754-61, the building was originally 
the Royal Exchange and was designed 
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by a little-known architect, John 
Fergus. It consists of a courtyard, 
with wings, and an arched screen 
along the High Street front, and is 
built of Craigleith stone. 

The extensions have been carried 
out with the help of a grant from the 
Unemployment Grants Committee, 
and the chief object has been to group 
together all the central offices of the

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Corporation. The City Chamberlain’s 
offices occupy the east side of the 
interior of the quadrangle, while the 
new east wing contains on the ground 
floor the whole of the City Collector's 
Department, and on upper floors the 
whole .of the City Assessor’s, both 
departments having been formerly 
housed at a considerable distance from 
the City Chambers. 

The west side of the interior of the 
quadrangle contains the Town Clerk's 
offiee, and the west wing is planned 
as a technical group, containing an 
extension of the City Architect’s office, 
which it adjoins, and the whole of the 
offices of the Lighting and Cleaning 
Department, and of the City Engi- 
neer, whose office is thus in direct 
communication with the Dean of 
Guild office. 

The outer walls of the new wings 
are of Darney stone, the roof being 
eovered with Ballachulish slates апа 
a lead platform. The whole of the 
floor loads are carried on steel fram- 
ing. Special full-size experiments 
were made in connection with the 
transmission of sound through the 
floors. As a result, these are of pre- 
cast concrete slabs with screeding coat 
and creosoted wood bearers covered 
by flooring and cork carpet, while the 
ceilings are fixed to the main beams 
without any contact with the floor 
slabs. This has proved very satisfac- 
tory in avoiding transmission of 
impact noises. 

A special feature of the east wing 
is the City Collector’s office, which is 
about 87 ft. by 80 ft., on one floor, 
and has excellent natural lghting 
over the whole area. The heating is 
by low-pressure hot-water radiators 
round the perimeter of the room, 
assisted by electric panels in the 
centre parts of the ceiling. А boiler- 
house in the east wing provides the 
low-pressure hot-water system for the 
whole of both wings, the system being 
accelerated by pumps.

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THE APPRECIATION OF ARCHITECTURE 
VI.—Building Dangerously—Part Ш 


The last part of the second of Mr. Goodhart-Rendel’s lectures during the present term. 
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Lincoln, looking east. 


The nave of Lincoln eathedral is сош- 
monly supposed to be one of the noblest 
architectural achievements of English 
Gothic, but this opinion I am unable to 
share. Many of its details are of the 
highest elegance, but I am shewing it to 
you not for its details but to illustrate a 
serious defect in general design. The 
main areade is admirable and the tri- 
forium would be very pretty if it could 
be properly seen without ruinous fore- 
shortening. The vault, however, seems to 
me dreadful, both in design and position. 

Its springing point is forced down 
below the clerestory, so that it cuts 
into the triforium storey іп the 
awkwardest way imaginable. Its prin- 
cipal surfaces are divided by Пете 
ribs, the supply of which seems to 
have run out when the intersecting sur- 
faces above the windows were being built. 
Unfortunately they cannot have run out 
quite, since one lonely mb on each of 
these intersecting surfaces rises to meet 
its vis-à-vis in a boss that covers a slight 
accident in the shaping of the transverse 
ridge-ribs, This accident I need not ex- 
plain here, my object being to execrate 
its results, for these bosses and the nbs 
supporting them go in perspective crash 
against the diagonal mbs all down 
Ше nave and destroy with their awkward- 
ness all fluency of pattern in the entire 
vault. Except in that of the chapter- 
house Lincoln eathedral is not lucky in 
its vaulting, that in the eastern presbytery 
having the same partial baldness of ribs 
that we have observed in the nave and that 
in the choir having another ungraceful 
peculiarity that I need not specify here. 
Yet if ever elegance of detail could atone 
for defects in general design it would be 
at Lincoln. 

In this respect it contrasts strongly 
with the cathedral at Salisbury where 
awkward details everywhere damage an 
internal design that possesses much 
general merit. The nave arcade has 
columns of a form both severe and 
shapely and arches that are well-propor- 
tioned if a trifle heavy. The vault springs 
from the clerestory sill, and if this results 
in the clerestory deforming its curvature, 
that fault is a common one and far less 


disfiguring than the low and apparently 
fortuitous springing level chosen for the 
vault at Lincoln. In itself, too, the vault 
is almost irreproachable, of simple quadri- 
partite pattern that only needs colour 
decoration better than that which the 
nineteenth century has applied in the 
choir to be thoroughly satisfactory. The 
clerestory is elegant of its kind. The 
triforium however is probably the ugliest 
thing the thirteenth century has left us in 
England, with its sprawling misshapen 
arches and its profusion of silly little 
marble shafts. Its enclosing arches, so 
broad and heavily moulded quarrel 
violently with the steeper arches of the 
nave arcade and the ungainly breadth of 
its bays leaves no room for the main 
vaulting shafts to come down between 
them, so that these vaulting shafts have to 
be cut ridiculously short and stopped upon 
corbels. Its tympana are filled with a com- 
promise between bar and plate tracery 
that combines all the defects of both kinds 
with few of their merits. The excessive 
mouldings that characterise much English 
work of the thirteenth century are not 
here contrasted as they are at Lincoln 
with capitals richly carved in the forms 
of foliage; there is hardly any carving 
except in a few corbels and at the ends 
of drip mouldings, and consequently 
nothing to console the eye for the fatigue 
of innumerable parallel lines. Salisbury 
seems to me always to be a cautionary 
example of how utterly the work of the 
hand can be wasted when undirected by 
any clever head or clear eye. It has 
certainly been more disfigured than most 
other cathedrals by nineteenth century 
restorers, but can never in its heyday have 
been of any great architectural merit in- 
ternally. Not to admit this must be to 
fail in appreciation of the beautiful work 
eoeval with it at Beverley and Wells. 

I do not know whether it is only 
patriotic prejudice that makes me con- 
done at Exeter and Lincoln the liney-ness 
that to foreign eyes must probably seem 
а grave indiscretion in most of the earlier 
Gothic in our country. At Salisbury it 
is hard to excuse, but at Exeter it appears 
to me to enhance by contrast the breadth 
of the masses to which it is applied, and 
at Lincoln to lead up to the delicacy of 
the sculptured foliage. Yet even from 
these buildings what a pleasure it is to 
turn to the noble severity of Chartres 
where nothing is swamped by profusion, 
where at the very moment the mind of 
the artist was satisfied his hand was 
stayed! The breadth of the nave of 
Chartres and the height of its vault are 
almost exactly the same as those of the 
choir of York Minster, so that by the 
French standard it is relatively low. 

In none but over-all sizes is there any 
similarity, however, since not only does 
each bay of the York clerestory contain a 
five light window with a bit of wall left 
over on either side, each bay of the clere- 
story at Chartres being completely filled 
with a window of only two lights, but the 
scales suggested by this contrast are con- 
tinued throughout each whole design. Toa 
French eathedral-builder York would look 
miniature work, however much there may 
be of it; to an English eathedral-builder 
Chartres would look eyclopean. We need 


not prefer either scale to the other, both 
сап make good architecture, but we must 
allow that the Chartres architect has sue- 
ceeded in a task more diffieult than any 
attempted at York. To construct of parts 
so few and so large a church that loses 
none of its actual size in its appearance, 
to extract such tremendous grandeur from 
no very tremendous dimensions, such 
shapeliness from harsh material so simply 
wrought, is a noble feat of artistry and a 
rare one. Тһе glorious cathedral at 
Amiens has grandeur, loveliness, purity, 
as it were by nature; at Chartres we feel 
that these qualities are the outcome of 
struggle and tribulation. If Amiens has 
the perfection of the angel Chartres has 
the perfection of the saint. 

You will gather from these high-flown 
words that 1 like the design of Chartres 
cathedral very much indeed, and I hope 
that you all do too, because I am sure 
that no one who feels cold about it can 
ever really understand Gothic architec- 
ture. Before its picture leaves the screen 
I will ask you to remark the unusual 
character of the octagonal columns, the 
nobility of their capitals, and the cluster 
of vaulting shafts whose bases all stick

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their toes out at the bottom in the direc- 
tion their heads are turned at the top, 
in the direetion that is to say of the 
various ribs it is their mission to support. 

In а much larger cathedral, that of 
Bourges, you will find an architeeture 
almost as pure and noble as that of 
Chartres, but with the magic left out of 
it. Bourges, like Milan and many other 
foreign cathedrals, has two aisles on either 
side of the nave, but has one peeuliarity 
that I do not remember to exist elsewhere. 
The eustomary divisions of clerestory, tri- 
forium, and arcade, are here repeated on a 
smaller scale in the outer walls in the 
inner aisles, so that the resulting section 
is exactly what would happen if you were 
to eut a small church in half longi- 
tudinally and to apply half to either side 
of a big nave below its own triforium, Of 
such secondary triforia in aisles it is quite 
likely that other examples exist that I 
have either forgotten or never known, but 
their effect at Bourges if not unique is 
certainly highly unusual. Bourges is re- 
markable also for the complication of its 
system of external abutment, a good deal 
of which is—shall I say ?—hopeful rather 
than seientifie. Even with its faults, how- 
ever, it is a magnificent speeimen of 
what will be considered the noblest form 
of Gothic by those who believe with me 
that more was lost than gained in that 
style's subsequent developments. 

This general opinion must, of course, be 
shaken in many partieular instances. To 
find any fault with the ећитећ of St. Ouen 
at Rouen is not to know perfeetion when 
one sees it, and it would be absurd to 
be ungrateful for many beautiful novelties 
first developed at Winchester. St. Ouen's 
must be the last of the clerestoried 
ehurehes I shew you today, seeing that 
there is other ground I must cover. It 
exhibits internally the continuity and uni- 
fication that I spoke of in my last lecture 
as being the goal of medieval designers, 
and in that respect may be compared with 
the English example I then shewed you 
of the same characteristics—the nave of 
Canterbury. 

Our architectural critics of the 
nineteenth century were mostly соп- 
vinced that both the flamboyant of St. 
Ouen and the perpendicular of Canter- 
bury represented the decline of Gothie 
chureh-building and I have already said 
that to me they seem products of an art 
that had passed its best. Nineteenth 
century crities, however, with their eyes 
foeussed on detail rather than upon essen- 
tials, put the zenith of the style at a 
point that seems to me but an awkward 
moment in its development. In the build- 
ings known to them as “ decorated” or 
“middle pointed,” in Cologne cathedral, 
in the nave at York, pinnacles and 
window-traceries, niches and mouldings, 
figure sculpture and the sculpture of 
foliage, may all be at their richest: their 
designers and carvers were heirs to a great 
deal of experience and were as yet little 
disciplined by the architect in its use. 
The general design, however, of the build- 
ings upon which they lavished their skill 
was in transition from the system of lay- 
ing storey upon storey to that of running 
all storeys into one, it had passed the 
balanced combination of these that was 
reached at Chartres, and had not yet 
arrived at anything else. 

To compare upon equal terms Canter- 
bury nave with that of St. Ouen would be 
unfair to the English example which is on 
much the smaller seale of the two. To com- 
pare their styles, however, is reasonable, 
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St. Ouen, Rouen. 


and will shew us a great divergence in 
principle between the continuous Gothie of 
England and that of France. The prin- 
ciple of continuity and unification throws 
strong emphasis upon the vertical lines of 
structure and in France this verticality 
was contrasted wherever possible with 
lines no less continuous but sinuous and 
flexed. In St. Ouen you will observe that 
the antithesis between the curved lines of 
the window-tracery and the straight lines 
of the mullions and columns has been 
made as forcible as possible. In England, 
on the other hand, the inevitable verti- 
eality of strueture was embodied in a 
general system of rectangularity; hori- 
zontal lines were run aeross wall surfaces 
and windows, and a gridiron method of 
design evolved that has certainly won its 
triumphs. I confess that I find this method 
a little wearisome and am reminded by it 
of Whistler's imaginary musician whose 
symphony in F consisted of nothing else 
but *F.F.F.F.F.F.—Fool!" There is 
nevertheless a particular and valuable 
quality in the rigid network that overlays 
the choir at Gloucester cathedral, and that 
constitutes nearly the whole external 
adornment of many of our grandest 
towers; and this quality it behoves us not 
to belittle, seeing that it is one of our 
most important national contributions to 
the treasury of Gothie architecture.

Gloucester: 
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is covered by three parallel vaults branch- 
ing out at the same level from the columns 
I remarked that this arrangement was un- 
common, Rarer still is the plan particu- 
larly affected by the Jacobin order. Of 
their church in Paris nothing now remains 
but the record in drawings, but I presume 
that their church at Agen instanced by 
Viollet-le-Due сап still be seen. The illus- 
tration I shall shew you is of a third 
specimen, that at Toulouse. The pecu- 
liarity of these churches consists in their 
aisleless bodies that you can describe 
either as double naves or as broad naves 
divided by a range of columns down the 
middle. I am not convinced by the com- 
mon supposition that this range of 
columns was intended to divide the 
religious from the laity, but I think it 
more likely that, just as medieval halls 
and refectories were often made broad for 
convenience of use and divided up by 
eolumns for eonvenienee of vaulting, so 
these churches were made exceptionally 
capacious in order to hold lay congrega- 
tions and were interrupted by supporting 
columns placed only where they would be 
in nobody’s way. In a church with a nave 
and side aisles, it is only from the nave that 
everybody can see the altar and hear the 
preacher, whereas in a church with a row 
of columns bisecting the middle passage 
a preacher standing against one of those 
columns could be seen by everybody, and 
so too could an altar. I do not imagine 
that the visibility of an altar was regarded 
as of much importance by the English 
builders who readopted this plan after 
the Reformation in such churches as those 
of Burton in the Wirral, of Compton 
Winyates, of St. John’s, Leeds, but the 
readoption in a preaching age of a plan 
formerly favoured by a preaching order 
is not insignificant. 

In the later middle ages, churches not 
intended to be vaulted were often built 
to a plan even better adapted to preach- 
ing than this; the plan of an uninter- 
rupted aisleless hall covered by a roof of 
large span. Of these the classical 
example was the Dominican church at 
Ghent, now, unhappily, destroyed. In the 
early architecture of Aquitaine aisles 
were infrequent in churches not excep- 
tionally large, and it is probably due to 
the memory of these that the builders of 
Albi cathedral conceived the idea of their 
magnificent vaulted nave flanked only by 
chapels between its buttresses, the upper 
storeys of these chapels being connected 
so as to form a gallery. This cathedral 
is a larger version of the church of the 
Cordeliers at Toulouse and the external 
massiveness of both has led to their being 
regarded as fortified. At Albi certainly 
defence in emergency seems to have been 
provided for, and the narrowness of the 
windows may be due to such forethought. 
Whatever its causes the design is architec- 
turally self-sufficient and extremely im- 
pressive, having no fault that I can see 
except the pinching in of the vault 
between the windows in order to obtain 
for them their remarkable loftiness. 
Neither in the church of the Cordeliers 
nor in the church, again very similar, of 
St. Bertrand de Comminges, does the ex- 
ternal wall inclose the buttresses for the 
whole of their height; in both the but- 
tresses are external once they have risen 
past the roofs of comparatively low 
chapels. This reduces the section of these 
buildings to the more ordinary one that 
we find also at King’s College chapel in 
Cambridge, although there associated with 
architecture of quite another kind, Ап 
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extremely elegant version of the Albi 
system on a small scale can be seen by 
Londoners in the Victorian church of St. 
Augustine at Kilburn, where the design 
of the vaulting is faultless; and the same 
arrangement has been rather meaning- 
lessly reproduced by many modern archi- 
tects in conjunction with wooden roofs. 

As I suggested in my last lecture 
churches with wooden roofs of any kind 
will if their architecture be Gothie be 
by-products rather than the staple output 
of that style. Their success or failure 
will normally depend upon how alert their 
designer has been to detect and eliminate 
from the style’s repertory those forms 
that imply the existence of the vault that 
would not actually be there. England is 
a land of wooden-roofed churches and 
when in subsequent lectures I make a 
further review of the medieval achieve- 
ment we shall see that many of them are 
of great interest and value. 

In seeular architecture the wooden roof 
is dominant both at home and abroad. 


Wren and the Abbey

Certainly the most striking part of this 
new volume of the Wren Society is that 
which deals with Wren’s proposals for a 
central tower at Westminster Abbey. 
That Wren did work at the Abbey and 
that he had something to do with the two 
somewhat discreditable western towers is 
fairly generally known. But Mr. Bolton’s 
admirable summary at the beginning of 
the book tells the whole story, while 
among the illustrations we are given 
Wren’s drawings for some of the addi- 
tions he proposed. 


Wren’s connection with the Abbey 
began in 1698, and for nearly a quarter 
of a century he was responsible for its 
maintenance and repair. He secured the 
choir vault and restored the two transept 
ends, and in 1713, at the age of 80, pro- 
duced a report giving a fascinating 
account of the architectural history of 
the fabric as he conceived it. The origins 
of Gothic seem to have intrigued him; his 
own opinion was that Gothic “ should 
with more Reason be called the Saracen 
style: for those people wanted neither 
Arts nor Learning; and after we in the 
West had lost both, we borrowed again 
from them, out of their Arabick Books, 
what they with great Diligence had trans- 
lated from the Greeks.” 

Wren’s drawings for his central tower 
are of the greatest interest. He describes 
his design as “not very expensive but 
light, and -still in the Gothick Form." 
The version dated 1715 consists of a 
tower with two windows on each side, a 
short twelve-sided drum, a conical cupola, 
and an ogival fléche surrounded by a 
small iron balcony, reminiscent of St. 
Martin’s, Ludgate. It is a delightful 
design, though it must not, of course, be 
judged by the standards of copy-book 
orthodoxy which the later Gothie Revival 
set up. Wren's Gothie seems to have been 
totally devoid of the feeling for romantic 
dramatisation which moved his successors 
to employ the style. Behind all his 
Gothic designs one sees the cool inventive 
originality, the fine sense of scale and pro- 
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The Jacobin Church, Toulouse. 


The aspect of Gothic implied in the 
title * Building dangerously " is not, of 
course, the only one in which the style 
must be viewed by those who would grasp 


its nature. It is, however, by far the 
most important and by far the most 
generally neglected. Тһе esthetic law 
enjoining fitness for purpose that is so 
noisily overstressed today was in Gothie 
active, but active unobserved; the major 
preoccupation of those who obeyed it was 
the exciting demands of stability, with the 
difficulties of structure. Moreover their 
aims were primarily architectural—the 
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Wren’s design for a central tower at 
Westminster Abbey. 
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great height of their naves, the deep re- 
cessing of their portals, the exaggerated 
extent of many of their windows, are all 
things that contribute nothing to con- 
venience or to physical comfort. Had 
they wished merely to cover the altar and 
a congregation they need never have taken 
any more risks than those run by the 
humblest builders of the earliest Christian 
age, in short had they been what are 
now called “ funetionalists" the world 
would never have known Gothic. Nor, 
I think, would the world have known 
modern engineering either, since a natural 
extension of the Roman technique to meet 
more than Roman needs would, if unin- 
fluenced by the poetry of the Church, 
have resulted merely in a technique more 
than Roman but still of the Roman kind. 
To this consideration I may not have 
oceasion specifically to return in my next 
lecture, but it must be at the back of our 
minds whenever we attempt, as we are 
attempting now, to estimate “the 
Mediæval Achievement.” 


portion which characterises his purely 
classical buildings. 

Wren prepared a design for completing 
the two western towers, but unhappily 
his drawing, acquired by the Abbey in 
1732, is missing. Hawksmoor, of course, 
took many liberties with Wren’s design. 
To him Gothie was, as Mr. Bolton re- 
marks, “something of the nature of 
Baroque,” and he used it as if it had 
more plastic capabilities than the classic 
instead of infinitely less. 

The book contains 64 plates, and among 
the more interesting are Wren’s designs 
for the dormitory at Westminster School, 
for the buildings at Christ’s Hospital, and 
for the charming school built for Sir John

It would be diffieult to commend too 
highly Mr. Russell’s learned, thorough. 
but at the same time vivid and entertain- 
ing book about the Abbey. Не sueceeds 
in making history (real history, not just 
anecdote) come to life, against a well 
drawn background of architectural facts 
and criticism. The abbey, as Mr. Russell 
says, ‘suffers terribly from being one of 
the Sights of London.” That = 
disastrously true; for even those whose 
tastes and habits of thought enable them 
to ignore what is architecturally and 
historically irrelevant, cannot help being 
repelled by the mass of platitudinous 
sentiment which hangs about the Abbey. 
But there is no nonsense in Мг, Russell’s 
chapters. There are, moreover, good 
photographs and plans. 

Mr. Tanner (who contributes a fore- 
word to Mr. Russell's book) has written 
two useful guides, which are the first and 
second of a series. They are carefully 
documented and will be invaluable to any- 
one who wishes to enter on a detailed 
study of the Abbey’s history. J.N. S. 
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POINTS FROM PAPERS AND ADDRESSES 


Government Housing Policy 


Diseussing the policy of the new Hous- 
ing Bill at a luneheon of the Building 
Societies’ Association last week, Sir E. 
Hilton Young, the Minister of Health, 
said that criticism of the policy of the 
Bill had centred on the single point that 
it would tend to discourage the decen- 
tralisation of the urban population, and 
it came particularly from the champions 
of garden suburbs and satellite towns. 

The encouragement of such suburbs 
and new suburbs was wholly desirable, 
but the fear that the effect of the Bill 
would be to diseourage them, or to stabi- 
lise an undue eentralisation of the popu- 
lation, was, he thought, the result of some 
misapprehension both of the purpose of 
the Bill and of its methods. The purpose 
of the Bill was, in the least possible time, 
to seeure proper accommodation for all 
living under overcrowded conditions. The 
method was to ensure the greatest pos- 
sible elastieity in providing the additional 
aceommodation which would be needed. 
The new dwellings to be provided would 
not be exclusively dwellings in the central 
areas. They would inelude whatever num- 
ber of dwellings in the outskirts of the 
towns was required for the overerowded 
population that was being dealt with. 
The Bill would thus have & double effect. 
For that part of the overerowded popula- 
tion for which residence in the inner areas 
was necessary, it would provide а suf- 
fieient number of dwellings under proper 
conditions. It would provide also for 
those who were able to move into the 
outer areas. The effect of the measure 
would thus be actively to promote the 
decentralisation of that part of the over- 
erowded population which it was possible 
and desirable to decentralise. 

Mr. Lloyd George, in & recent speech, 
had referred in his picturesque way to 
the Government's plans resulting in huge 
barracks in overcrowded areas where 
there were no open spaces. The effect of 
the redevelopment work to be done under 
the Bill would, he was confident, be 
exactly contrary to this description in 
each particular. Overerowding would be 
remedied by the provision of additional 
accommodation; there would be no huge 
barracks, but well-spaced groups of those 
healthy and attractive modern wage- 
earners’ flats of which they could already 
see examples in some cities; and the pro- 
cess of redevelopment would secure those 
open spaces in the central areas which 
were now lacking. 

The fear had been expressed that the 
financial provisions of the Bill gave undue 
advantage to central development at the 
expense of development on the outskirts. 
He must point out that this was not so. 
The Bill made provision for effective 
financial help where it was necessary for 
development on the outskirts just as much 
as for development in the inner areas. 

Suppose that they were to make it a 
condition of the rehousing of that part of 
the population now crowded into the 
inner areas that they should be decen- 
tralised, and that the new accommodation 
to be provided for them should be in 
garden cities, suburbs, and satellite towns, 
the result must be either to infliet upon 
them intolerable hardship or to postpone 
the remedy for overcrowding which was 
so urgently required to a far distant 


future. The measure of decentralisation 
that was possible and desirable could be 
and would be best attained by the 
methods proposed in the Bill. 


A New Glass

Decay of Timber in Houses. 


I.—FUNGI INJURIOUS TO TIMBER. 

Extracts from а paper read by K. St. 
G. Cartwright at the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution on March 4. 


FonEST. 

The only diseases of the standing tree 
which directly affect the buyer of timber 
for constructional purposes are the heart- 
rots which are sometimes present, especi- 
ally in over-mature trees, and which may 
in the final stages cause а complete 
hollowing out of the tree. The fungi 
responsible for such heart-rots may con- 
tinue their development in the timber 
after felling and conversion. In ap- 
parently sound parts of the trunk adjoin- 
ing the decayed area there may be no dis- 
colouration or outward sign of decay ap- 
parent, but if fungus threads are present, 
these may continue to develop so long as 
conditions of moisture are suitable. In 
addition’ such timber may 
weakened mechanically by the action of 
the fungus. It is advisable, therefore, to 
eut away 8 inches to 12 inches beyond all 
visible sign of attack. 


Тик FELLED TREE. 

The fungi occurring in the living tree 
are often specialised, and many of them 
cease growth soon after the tree is felled, 
though others may continue their growth 
in the log until there is insufficient 
moisture left. It is exceptional for any of 
the species occurring on the living tree to 
be found eausing serious trouble in build- 
ings; but several species may eause damage 
if the timber is exposed to very damp 
conditions such as occur in some coal 
mines and in fencing posts, ete. 

Some fungi cause complete rotting of 
the sapwood if drying is not sufficiently 
rapid, leaving the heartwood in the case 
of such a timber as oak quite sound. In 
less durable species, such as beech, a num- 
ber of fungi complete the destruction of 
both heart and sapwood, thus reducing the 
log finally to humus. 


CONVERTED TIMBER. 

On conversion timber is still susceptible 
to decay by the numerous fungi that 
attack the log, and if the log was infected, 
decay сап proceed so long as conditions 
of moisture and temperature are suitable; 
but directly the timber dries below what 


have been 


is known as the fibre saturation point, 
little or no fungus growth will take place, 
and below 20 per cent. based on the oven- 
dry weight no growth will oeeur. 


DECAY OF TIMBER IN SERVICE. 

Decay of timber in service will take 
place in any situation where the necessary 
conditions of moisture and air are pre- 
sent. 

The oldest method of prolonging the 
life of fence-posts consisted in charring 
the portion buried in the ground up to a 
point just above ground level; but 
although this is effective up to a limited 
extent, the better and more up to date 
method is to dip this portion in a coal-tar 
creosote. The best practical method for 
butt treatment is to place the ends in a 
container with the preservative and to 
warm this up to about 200 deg. F., holding 
it at this temperature for approximately 
40 minutes, and then allowing it to cool 
down before removing the posts. 

In the case of important structures, 
such as rail sleepers and telegraph posts, 
pressure-treated timber is always used in 
this country, thus ensuring the longest 
possible life. 


BEETLE AND FUNGUS ATTACK. 

The two types of damage are in reality 
quite distinct. Beetle attack in buildings 
is usually restricted to the drier wood, 
such as old oak beams, panels, furniture, 
ete., whilst fungi attack wood іп a moist 
condition, and therefore outbreaks of dry- 
rot are usually found to originate on the 
ground floor, in damp cellars, or in roofs 
where а leak has occurred. 

Damage by beetles is usually charac- 
terised by the presence of narrow tunnels 
filled with dust produced by the larve. 
of the beetles feeding on the wood. ЈЕ 
the attaek is still progressing, little piles 
of wood dust will generally be found 
beneath sueh timber. Тһе surface of the 
timber will also usually show round holes 
made by the beetles when they emerge 
from the timber. Wood in certain stages 
of attack may show pronounced warping, 
and cracks may develop on the surface. 
In the later stages deep cracks running 
longitudinally and across іһе grain 
develop, and the type of cracking, 
whether mainly longitudinal, or both 
longitudinal and across the grain, is of 
assistance in the identification of the 
species of fungus causing the decay. A 
pronounced discoloration of the timber 
is also a common feature of fungus 
attack. The wood in the final stage of 
decay in the most serious forms becomes 
friable and сап be easily crushed in the 
hand to a fine brown powder. At times, 
of course, both insect and fungus attack 
may be present, but in such cases the 
fungus attack has usually more or less 
stopped, the beetles often showing a pre- 
ference for such wood. 


Funct IN BUILDINGS. 

Although a great many species of fungi 
may occur occasionally in houses, by no 
means all of these cause serious damage 
to the wood, and some of them are іпсар- 
able of damaging it at all, although they 
indicate that moisture conditions are pre- 
sent which would favour the development 
of destruetive fungi, and thus they may 
be looked upon as indieators of possible

future trouble. Such fungi are of the 
mould type, and are characterised by 
possessing a powdery superficial growth 
on the surface of the wood which can 
easily be brushed off. The growths are 
often coloured green, but grey, yellow, 
black and white ones are also common. 
These fungi do not attack the wood, but 
obtain their food supply from the contents 
of the wood cells, and so are most common 
on the sapwood, the cells of which usually 
contain starch and sugars. 


Кохот CavsiNG Decay. 

Growths of fungi which cause decay of 
timber, in distinction to those of moulds, 
are usually less fluffy in appearance, and 
are generally closely adpressed to the 
wood. The mycelium frequently radiates 
outwards, forming fanlike growths, fine 
threads or even quite thick strands. The 
growths are not merely superficial, except 
in the very early stages of development, 
and in consequence cannot be easily 
brushed off the surface of the wood. A 
green coloration is never present, the 
growths being most commonly white or 
with yellow or lilac tinges in them; they 
may, ш some species, be golden brown to 
blackish. 

If there is any doubt as to whether a 
growth is that of a wood destroyer or not, 
it is best in such cases to submit the 
fungus to a mycologist for examination. 

The two most frequent fungi causing 
serious trouble are Merulius lacrymans 
and Coniophora cerebella, and of these 
two the former is by far the most trouble- 
some, being the one responsible for the 
worst form of dry-rot. 

Merulius lacrymans in the early stages 
forms white somewhat cottonwool-like 
growths, which usually soon show traces 
of bright sulphur yellow or lilac tinges. 
In severe attacks, strands which may be 
as thick as a lead pencil are often formed, 
and these can penetrate mortar joints and 
erevices in the brickwork. 

The decay is characterised by deep 
eross and longitudinal cracks which divide 
the wood up into large cubical portions. 
The colour of the wood darkens, and in 
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the final stages of decay the latter becomes 
extremely friable. 

Conioph^ra cerebella—This fungus 15 
one of the inost common, causing a type 
of dry-rot in houses, and is called the 
Cellar fungus. 

It is a frequent cause of decay in solid 
floors whicl have been covered over with 
an impervious covering such as linoleum 
before the concrete has had time to dry 
out thoroughly. 

The growths of this fungus are charac- 
teristie—in the very early stages they may 
resemble similar growths of Merulius, but 
soon strands, never coarser than fine 
twine, are formed; these become reddish 
brown and eventually black. The decay is 
characterised by fine cracks running 
parallel to the grain, and, although cross- 
cracks also occur, the fissures are never 
as deep as they are in eases of attack by 
Merulius. 


Rarer House Funai. 

Lentinus lepideus.—The growths of this 
fungus are rarely seen on the exterior of 
the timber, the fungus usually causing an 
internal type of deeay. The deeay caused 
by this fungus is of the brown eubieal 
type; the wood becomes dark brown in 
colour, and divides up into small eubes. 
The fungus attacks coniferous timber as 
does Parillus. 

Phellinus eryptarum.—'This fungus is 
considered to be а rare species, although 
it is probably much more frequent than 
records show. It usually oecurs on oak 
roofing timbers where a leak has occurred, 
and was the species concerned in causing 
extensive damage in Versailles Palace. 
The deeay is characteristic, and is easily 
to be distinguished from that caused by 
Merulius ог Coniphora. Тһе wood 
becomes lighter in colour and eventually 
stringy and of a pale yellow colour inter- 
spersed with patches of white. 


Пкү-кот. 

Ап indication that dry-rot тау be 
present is the warping outwards of 
panelling or of skirting boards with a 
cracking of the paintwork: if this is 
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observed, investigation should be made, 
when it will often be found that dry-rot 
is active behind. If there is any suspicion 
of possible trouble it ean often be detected 
by sounding skirting and panelling in 
any suspicious place, or by jabbing a 
pointed instrument into the wood; in the 
former case a hollow dead sound will be 
indicative of trouble; in the latter, if the 
wood is sound, the point of the tool will 
be gripped by the wood fibres and conse- 
quently resist removal, whereas if the 
wood is unsound this resistance will be 
reduced, and the poiut can be removed 
with ease. The woodwork adjacent to anv 
алар wall should be carefully examined, 
and, if necessary, boards removed for this 
purpose. Attention should also be paid 
to all woodwork in odd corners, such as 
that of cupboards under staireases. In 
skirting boards, joist ends and panellings 
the attack is most usually due to Merulius 
lacrymans or Poria vaporaria: im solid 
floors Coniophora cerebella is the species 
most commonly present, as also in the 
timber of damp cellars and in leaky roofs. 

In our experience attack by this fungus 
is most prevalent in the type of floor in 
which the flooring is fastened directly to 
untreated wooden fillets embedded in con- 
crete (without a damp-proof course), a 
type which should not be sanctioned by 
anyone responsible for a building scheme. 
Such floors are far too common, and the 
case is usually aggravated by the laying 
of an impervious covering such as lino- 
leum over the floor boards immediately on 
completion. Тһе remedy hes in laying 
down more stringent regulations in regard 
to building construction and in drying 
out the building thoroughly before 
occupancy. 

STEPS AGAINST Dry-ror. 

When an outbreak of dry-rot 15 dis- 
covered, the first step to take is to decide 
whether the fungus responsible for the 
attack is Merulius lacrymans or Conio- 
phora cerebella. 

As a rule this is easily decided if the 
investigator has once seen an active of this 
fungus: if, however, any doubt remains, 
samples should be sent for identification 
to an expert. 

Although Merulius lacrymans requires 
a good supply of moisture for initial 
attack, when once it has obtained a hold 
it is able, unlike Coniophora, to spread 
to dry timber, and (theoretically at any 
rate) may, given a good start, spread 
throughout the house. 

If, after careful inspection, one is satis- 
fied that the attack has been caused by 
Coniophora, or is of a similar type, the 
next step to take is to remove all affected 
wood and to find out the root of the 
trouble, which can often be traced to a 
leaky pipe or overflowing cistern. In 
roofs the cause can often be traced to a 


“displaced tile or to water running under 


upturned lead flashings. The absence of 


а damp-proof course in chimney stacks 


may at times lead to trouble. 

On the ground floor in the hollow-floor 
type of construction it may be found that 
water has percolated through porous 
brickwork of solid walls; or, in the case 
of cavity walls, the cavity may have be- 
come bridged by mortar droppings ог 
rubbish during construction. 

А very frequent cause of trouble. 
especially on poorly drained soils, is due 
to damp rising up from the soil, and in 
such a ease the absence of a damp-proof 
course will allow free access of water to 
the timber. If, on the other hand, a

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damp-proof course is present, and yet it 
is apparent that water is gaining 
access to the woodwork, it points to 
the fact that the damp-proof course is 
defective either through the use of un- 
suitable material, e.g., a thin bitumen 
layer whieh may have become squashed 
out, or through mechanical damage. In 
many cases flower-beds are made up to a 
level above that of the damp-proof course, 
thereby destroying its effectiveness. Such 
faults should be remedied immediately on 
discovery where this is possible, and if 
the source of dampness 15 removed, 
further trouble will be stopped. In such 
vases 1t may not be necessary to remove 
timber, except that which is actually 
mechanically unsound, although it is wise 
to take out all which shows any sign of 
fungus. If, on the other hand, owing to 


the lack of a damp-proof course, or the. 


presence of some other radical fault, it is 
impossible to prevent further access of 
moisture, the only way is to pressure-treat 
timber, that is if reconstruction is not 
possible. 

In hollow floors lack of ventilation is 
often the major cause, and attention 
should be paid to improving this by the 
insertion of more air bricks so as to ensure 
a through current of air: it should be 
stressed, however, that it is only as an aid 
to drying out the timber that ventilation 
is of service, and that ventilation with 
damp air may be worse than no ventila- 
tion at all. 

Another cause of trouble which is some- 
times encountered in centrally heated 
houses is due to faulty heating, resulting 
in uneven temperatures in different parts 
of a room; this may lead to condensation 
of moisture in certain places. 

The case of a damp external wall due 
to porosity of the bricks is very difficult 
to remedy permanently, and although the 
application of certain water-proofing sub- 
stances to the wall may afford a 
temporary cure, it is doubtful whether 
any of them are permanent in their effect, 
and treatment has to be repeated from 
time to time. 


REMEDIES. 


In cases where Merulius is present more 
drastic remedies are necessary as drying 
ой the timber is not alone sufficient to 
ensure immunity from further trouble. 
The power of transporting moisture 15 
well shown in cases where strands of the 
fungus may run along brickwork or metal 
girders, and from them spread on to and 
attack dry wood many vards distant from 
the focus of attack. These strands can 
also penetrate deeply into mortar and into 
erevices in the brickwork, and I have 
come across a case where a 5-ft. thick 
wall has become permeated by the fungus. 

If an attack is discovered whilst it is 
still localised, eradication need not differ 
materially from the less drastic treatment 
advocated for Coniophora attack, except 
that all affected timber should be removed 
well beyond all visible sign of attack 
(6 inches to 8 inches), and that care 
should be taken to burn all fungus growth 
from the brickwork by means of a blow 
lamp. It is wise also in making replace- 
ments to use only treated wood. 

The first step to take is to open up 
the skirting and floorboards in the neigh- 
bourhood in order to find out the full 
extent of attack. 

A few of the most vulnerable points are 
joist ends, skirtings, the woodwork by 
chimney-breasts, and any wood embedded

in masonry, The type of construction in 
which Merulius attack is most prevalent 
is in the hollow floor which is insufficiently 
ventilated; this is most pronounced on 
heavy clay sites where the drainage is bad 
and where the damp-proof course 15 
faulty or absent. In many modern houses 
on the ground floor a hollow floor adjoins 
a solid one; with such construction owing 
to faulty ventilation, outbreaks of dry-rot 
are very commonly encountered. Too 
often in such cases air-bricks are only 
provided on the side of the hollow floor 
away from the solid floor, and in conse- 
quence there is no through ventilation of 
air. In order to ensure through ventila- 
tion, pipes should be laid in the concrete 
underneath the solid floor connecting up 
with the air-bricks to the exterior. The 
common terra-cotta type of air-brick, so 
often used, sometimes has a very inade- 
quate air-space area, the metal ones being 
much better in this respect, and if more 
thought was given to the design of 
efficient air bricks, one frequent source of 
danger would be removed. When putting 
in additional air-bricks in order to in- 
erease ventilation, care should be exer- 
eised that these are not inserted where 
joists or any other portion of the under- 
floor construction obstruct the free 
passage of air. 

The main points to which attention 
should be drawn are as follows :— 

(1) Trace out the full extent of attack. 

(2) Remove all infeeted timber well 
beyond this point. 

(3) Find out the origin and cause of 
attack. 

(4) Remedy the defects in construction 
where present, or repair those that may 
have developed. 

(5) Sterilise infected brickwork. 

(6) Use only treated timber if it is im- 
possible to ensure the removal of all 
fungus as is the ease in badly infected 
thick walls, 


PRESERVATIVES. 


There are three main classes of pre- 
servatives : — 

(1) Tar oil preservatives and deri- 
vatives of this, of which coal tar creosote 
is the most widely known, | 

(2) Water soluble salts, eg., zine 
chloride, magnesium silieo-fluoride and 
sodium fluoride. 

(3) Preservatives made up in a solvent 
other than water, e.g., Cuprinol, Drynol. 

For external use a good quality coal 
tar creosote conforming to British 
Standards Institute specification has 
proved thoroughly efficient, and timber 
properly treated with this is to АП intents 
and purposes immune to decay. Creosote 
can also be used for interior woodwork 
for joists in many cases; but its smell, 
which 18 somewhat persistent, and also 
the fact that wood treated with it cannot 


be painted except after special prepara-- 


tion, rule it out for many purposes; in 
addition, it cannot ђе safely used near 
plaster work owing to its tendency to 
ereep and thus discolour the plaster. 

In cases where objections to tar oil pro- 
ducts hold, the use of a water soluble 
preservative is indicated, and of these we 
usually recommend sodium fluoride in a 
strength of 6 ozs. of the salt to each 
gallon of water for indoor use. Zine 
chloride is efficient, but both it and mag- 
nesium sileo-fluoride have а corrosive 
action on metal and glass. Corrosive 
sublimate, though effeetive, is too poison- 
ous for general] use by  workmen. 
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Water soluble preservatives are not suited 
for use on external woodwork, as on ex- 
posure to rain they will soon wash out. 
For internal use they possess the ad- 
vantage that woodwork treated with them 
ean be painted provided the wood is 
allowed to dry out thoroughly after treat- 
ment. 

The last main elass of preservatives are 
a comparatively recent development, and 
combine to а certain extent the ай- 
vantages of both creosote and water- 
soluble salts. 


METHODS OF APPLICATION, 


There are three principal methods of 
applying а preservative :— 

(1) Pressure treatment: (a) Full eell; 
(b) Empty cell. 

(2) Open tank treatment. 

(3) Surface application: (a) Dipping; 
(b) Brush treatment. 

Pressure treatment, if carried out satis- 
faetorily, renders the non-durable sap- 
wood of sueh timbers as Seots pine (red 
deal) practically rot-proof for а long 
period. When dealing with а severe out- 
break of dry-rot caused by Merulius I 
should recommend the use of pressure- 
treated timber (preferably the empty cell 
process, as timber treated by the full-cell 
proeess is liable to weep) for replacements 
of joists and all timber embedded in in- 
fected walls, especially where it is impos- 
sible to ensure complete eradication of all 
traces of fungus and where access of 
moisture cannot be entirely prevented. 

Where it is difficult to obtain pressure- 
treated timber, the open tank treatment 
can be employed on the spot, and it is 
very suitable for the treatment of joist 
ends where replacements have to be made. 

The most frequent method of applying 
preservatives in ordinary building prac- 
tice is by brush application on the surface 
of the timber. Although brush treatment 
is by no means ineffective it should not 
be depended upon іп situations where 
conditions are very favourable for the 
growth of dry-rot, such as joist ends, 
fillets embedded in concrete, ete. Its use 
should be restricted to floor-boards and to 
such lighter wood structures, also in cases 
where it may not be found feasible to use 
pressure-treated timber on the grounds of 
expense or other causes. 


CHOICE or SITE. 


It is obvious that a house built on a 
well-drained sandy soil will be less liable 
to outbreaks of dry-rot than one built on 
a heavy retentive soil such as clay. The 
slope of the ground has also to be taken 
into account in this connection. Dry- 
rot will often be found to follow 
roughly certain contour limes which 
correspond more or less to such ill-drained 
ground, and again, it is often thought that 
dry-rot is prevalent in the soil of certain 
sites, and suspicion often falls on those 
which have previously been woodland. 
There is little foundation for this belief 
in the case of Merulius at any гаје, On 
the other hand, on old building sites the 
possibility of dry-rot being present on 
timber embedded in the soil and growing 
through it cannot be ignored. 

Probably the frequency of serious . 
attacks in new housing schemes is, in the 
first place, owing to low-lying sites being 
often the only ones available, at any rate 
at а low price. In such cases, by careful 
attention to drainage prior to house егес- 
tion, much can be done to minimise the 
risk of dry-rot outbreaks. 


CONSTRUCTION. 

One of the most important points is 
that a good damp-proof course be present 
to eut off the passage of moisture from 
the soil, and this will often involve both 
а horizontal and vertical damp-proof 
course. The damp-proof eourse must be 
such that it will not become squashed out 
by pressure as may happen where a thin 
bitumen one is depended upon. Bitumen 
telt, slate, and blue briek are most 
commonly employed for damp-proof 
courses. The damp-proof course is usu- 
ally placed about 6 inches above the 
ground level, and trouble is often caused 
Бу omission to insert one in sleeper walls. 
They may also with advantage be put in 
chimney stacks to prevent the passage of 
moisture downwards through porous 
brickwork. One of the greatest difficulties 
is to ensure dry exterior walls as brick 
is more or less porous, and by treating 
the exterior wall with an impervious 
covering the moisture cannot escape 
except inwards. Probably the best 
method to overcome these difficulties is the 
eavity wall; in this сазе care must ђе 
taken to see that the cavity at the base 
does not become filled up with mortar 
droppings during construction, since if 
this occurs and the droppings fill up the 
eavity to above the level of the damp- 
proof course, this will render the damp- 
proof course inoperative by bridging it. 

As mentioned earlier, special attention 
should be paid to affording through ven- 
tilation to every part of the floor by pro- 
viding an adequate number of air-bricks 
of a type with a large percentage of air- 
space to its total area. Some of the terra- 
cotta type used often to fail in this res- 
ресі, and for this reason the metal ones 
аге often preferred. It has been stated 
that from 1 to 2 square inches of air space 
should be allowed for 1 foot of wall 
length. In addition, саге should be taken 
that they are not placed opposite bearers 
on floor joists. 


Егоок CONSTRUCTION. 
The best type of floor construction 1$ 
the well-ventilated hollow floor, and, if 
full attention is paid to ventilation and 
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damp-proof course no trouble will be ex- 
perienced. 

In the best type of construction the 
joists carrying the floor are not embedded 
іп the brickwork, but rest on а sleeper 
wall built in honeycomb bond clear of the 
external wall and also provided with a 
damp-proof eourse. The presenee of this 
sleeper wall near the external one is apt 
to obstruct the free circulation of air, 
and an improvement on this, which is em- 
ployed by some architects, is to support 
the joists on corbels or brackets of blue 
brick, two bricks thick, built out on the 
internal side of the wall. 

ТЕ the joists are supported by ет- 
bedding in the briekwork of the external 
wall, they should be treated under pres- 
sure with a preservative or enclosed in 
a bituminous felt covering. It is advis- 
able, in addition, to provide ventilation 
by leaving a free passage round the ends. 


бом!» FLOOR CONSTRUCTION. 

In the case of solid floors the most im- 
portant point to be borne in mind is that 
no eonerete сап be considered as im- 
pervious to moisture, and that therefore 
the laying of concrete will not prevent 
moisture rising through the soil and up 
through the concrete to the flooring tim- 
bers. It is unwise to trust to treatment 
of the surface of the concrete with patent 
waterproofing materials, as, although 
some of these may be quite effective, none 
of them are permanent. It is therefore 
important that the upper surface of the 
concrete be covered with a layer of bitu- 
men of sufficient thickness to ensure that 
at no point does the wood touch the con- 
erete. The bitumen should be of good 
quality and about + inch thick. Untreated 
fillets should never be embedded in the 
eonerete; they should be pressure treated, 
and, in the absenee of bitumen, floor 
boards should also be treated, Тһе most 
satisfactory type of solid floor is that in 
whieh pressure treated fillets are laid in 
the concrete and the whole covered with a 
continuous and adequately thick bitu- 
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minous layer. Even in such cases it is 
advisable to leave the flooring uncovered 
until sufficient time has elapsed for the 
drying out of the whole. 


HEATING AND Dry-ror. 

It is probable that very little trouble 
will be experienced if an efficient central 
heating system is present; in fact, the 
instalment of such a system would 
probably in many cases go а long way to 
check the spread of even a serious attack 
of dry-rot. On the other hand, unless the 
heat is evenly distributed, condensation of 
moisture may occur sufficient to cause ап 
outbreak. 


CHOICE OF TIMBER. 
It can be stated straight away that. 
although the use of high-quality timber 


-is desirable, attention to details of con- 


struction is far more important. 

More important than the quality of the 
timber 1s the moisture content when put 
into the house. Too often timber is either 
used in a partially seasoned condition, or, 
if reasonably well seasoned, is allowed to 
pick up moisture by lying in the open 
prior to use. The stipulation that timber 
13 so many weeks or months air seasoned 
is not sufficient, as the moisture content 
of such timber would vary considerably 
according to weather conditions during 
this period. 

It will be seen that the main principle 
governing control of dry-rot is prevention 
of access of moisture to all timber, and, 
given this, no trouble from dry-rot will 
ever be experienced. The main points in 
construction to achieve this аге : — 

(1) Provision of damp-proof courses. 

(2) Good ventilation.

BUILDING NEWS IN PARLIAMENT 


WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

MIDDLE CLASSES AND OVERCROWDING. 

The Minister of Health has promised to 
give full consideration to a question which 
was raised in the Standing Committee 
that is now considering the Housing Bill, 
with regard to houses oceupied by the 
“lower middle classes,” or, as they are 
now called, the “ black-coated workers." 
The ВШ as it stands deals with over- 
crowding only in houses occupied by the 
working classes. Lord Winterton and 
other members of the Committee feel that 
this narrows the scope of the Bill, which 
ought to be made to cover overcrowding 
wherever it occurs. Certain organisa- 
tions which are specially interested іп 
housing also take this view. The Minister 
of Health stated that he had already 
begun to reconsider the question, and that, 
so far as he had gone, he was confirmed 
in his view that the purpose desired by 
Lord Winterton and others would be 
achieved by the Bill as it stands. He 
undertook, however, to look into the ques- 
tion again, and probably it will be dis- 
eussed on the report stage in the House 
of Commons itself. 


REDEVELOPMENT OF TowNs. 

The Standing Committee have now 
reaehed the important part of the Hous- 
ing Bill which directs local authorities to 
prepare redevelopment plans and submit 
them to the Minister of Health. Аз the 
Bill stood originally, the authorities who 
have this duty imposed upon them are 
authorities in towns of fifty thousand 
population and over. Тһе Minister, оп 
the representations made to him by 
several members, accepted an amendment 
to extend this duty to loeal authorities in 
all urban areas, but he eonsidered it un- 
necessary to extend the provision to the 
rural distriets. Another amendment which 
he aeeepted will to some extent widen the 
чеоре of this part of the Bill. As framed, 
it proposed that areas for redevelopment 
should be those in which fifty per cent. of 
the houses are working-elass houses, Тһе 
definition has now been changed by sub- 
stituting “one-third” of the houses in 
the area. Ап effort was made by Labour 
members, particularly by Mr. Strauss, 
who is specially interested in housing in 
the London County Council, to have the 
duty of redeveloping placed upon authori- 
ties where the pereentage of working-class

houses is less than one-third, if the Minis- 
ter so directed. Не agreed that this 
would give a useful elasticity іп adminis- 
tration. 

The Minister of Health refused, how- 
ever, to aecept this diseretionary power. 
Не desired to have the terms of the Bill 
so precise that local authorities would be 
left in no uneertainty as to the areas in 
which there ean be redevelopment, and he 
pointed out that to vest the proposed 
power in him would be to abolish the 
definite limitations. 


* OLp" HovsEs. 

Dissatisfied with the definitions of the 
kind of houses specified in the Bill as 
those whieh made redevelopment legally 
necessary, namely, those which are * over- 
erowded or unfit for human habitation 
and not eapable at reasonable expense ot 
being rendered so fit, or so arranged as to 
be congested,” Mr. Strauss proposed the 
substitution of the words, “ overcrowded. 
old, dilapidated, or defeetive as regards 
sanitation." Sir Francis Fremantle 
pointed out that this definition would de- 
feat its end because of its indefiniteness

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“old” house? Many houses built two 
hundred years ago were sound, and many 
built since the War were unsound. 
* Dilapidated " was also a term to which 
no precise meaning could be attached. 
The only definite standards—those to 
which medical officers of health and sani- 
tary inspectors all over the country had 
to work—were that the houses were over- 
crowded or unfit for human habitation. 
The Minister of Health appreciated the 
reasons which had prompted Mr. Strauss, 
out of his knowledge of housing in Lon- 
don, to move his amendment, but he could 
not accept it, for the reasons already 
stated by Sir Francis Fremantle. . 
Lord Winterton said there were many 
houses in the South of England built very 
long ago that were structurally sound, 
and many that had been built in the last 
20 or 25 years that were not structurally 
sound. Therefore the age of a house was 
not the question. Mr. Strauss remarked 
that that might apply to country cottages, 
but in the towns the fact that a house 
was old often meant that it lacked the 
modern conveniences. After further dis- 
eussion the amendment was negatived. 


VOLUNTARY ACTION BY LANDOWNERS.* 

The next question raised was that of 
the position of landowners who were will- 
ing themselves to carry out redevelop- 
ment within the time desired and to the 
satisfaction of the Minister of Health. 
Sir Hilton Young gave the assurance that 
sueh sehemes соша be submitted to him, 
and the loeal authorities were empowered 
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to accept them. Lord Winterton said it 
was a serious thing to propose, as the 
Bill did, that if a landlord was willing 
to carry out redevelopment, а local 
authority should be able to step in and 
say that he should not do it. Sir Hilton 
Young undertook that he would look into 
that matter. 


DESIGNS OF BRIDGES. 

Recently Sir John Pybus requested 
answers from the Minister of Transport 
with reference to the Minister’s recom- 
mendation to local authorities applying 
for grants to build bridges that they 
should submit their proposed designs to 
the Royal Fine Arts Commission. Sir 
John Pybus, who is an ex-Minister of 
Transport, asked whether local authorities 
would be assured that they would rank 
equally for a grant even if they preferred 
to submit their designs not to the Fine 
Arts Commission, but to some other 
acknowledged body of architectural or 
engineering experts. He also asked 
whether the Minister, when he made his 
recommendation to the local authorities, 
“had taken cognisance of the fact that 
when the London County Council adopted 
this course and submitted a design for a 
new Waterloo Bridge by Sir Giles Gilbert 
Scott, his then. colleague on the Royal 
Fine Arts Commission, Sir Reginald 
Blomfield, strongly opposed the scheme 
on the ground of ugliness and unsuit- 
ability for its immediate environment and 
the neighbourhood of Somerset House." 

Mr. Hore-Belisha has replied: in these 
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terms: “ Local authorities require, so far 
as I am aware, no reassurance іп this 
matter. І have every reason to believe 
that they are most anxious to co-operate 
in seeuring the highest attainable stan- 
dards. I am not, of course, concerned 
with individual differences of opinion, if 
such arise, about matters of taste, but I 
am anxious that questions of architec- 
tural design and suitability of the sur- 
roundings, which are matters of special 
importance in the case of road bridges, 
should receive the most careful considera- 
tion, and a reference to the Royal Fine 
Arts Commission seems to me appropriate 
and reasonable.” 


BuILDERS’ Woopwork. 

A suggestion that woodwork used by 
builders should be, in this country, on 
house building, of British workmanship 
was made to the President of the Board 
of Trade by Mr. Caporn.

"THE BUILDING INDUSTRIES SURVEY ” 


The Special Committee for Public 
Relations of the Building Industries 
National Council has been gradually 
progressing towards a more complete 
economic survey of the industry with 
which it is concerned; and the out- 
come is now before us in the first issue 
of The Building Industries Survey, 
whieh is to be issued regularly each 
month. Іп a special article de- 
seriptive of the objeets and purposes 
of this new publication, Colonel 
C. W. D. Rowe draws attention to the 
long-existent lack of authoritative 
statistical information in the building 
and allied industries; and to the need 
of it that became pressingly im- 
portant following the economie crisis 
of 1931, when the various industries 
were drawn together in а common 
effort to counter the disastrous situa- 
tion. 
essential both for a study of the posi- 
tion and for the formulation of a 
remedial policy; further, without 
them it was impossible, at the first 
onset of the “ economy "' campaign, 
to counteract the great damage done 
to building and to the building trades 
by the quotation of figures which, 
though clearly wrong to those with 
knowledge of the industry, could not 
be proved so in the absence of authori- 
tative data. 

The collection and analysis of 
statistics relating to the industry was, 


Facts and figures were then. 


therefore, one of the first important 
duties undertaken by the Council’s 
Committee for Public Relations; and 
as this work proceeded, its value be- 
came apparent, not only for the pur- 
poses of the Council in drawing 
publie attention to the real facts 
about the position of building, but 
also for the information of individual 
units in the various sections of the in- 
dustry in pursuance of their ordinary 
business routine. The latter develop- 
ment became evident through the 
steadily increasing requests received 
by the Council for such information. 
The immediate object of The Build- 
ing Industries Survey, then, is to 
bring all the available authoritative 
information eoneerning the building 
industries together in one publieation. 
А good deal of the information col- 
lected month by month regarding un. 
employment in the industry, approval 
of plans by 146 local authorities and 
the estimated cost of the buildings 
eoneerned, information on housing, 
ete., has been regularly eireulated by 
the Public Relations Committee. 
Similar information, for the month of 
February, is included in this first 
issue of the Survey. Notes on the 
more important building develop- 
ments, and details of imports and ex- 
ports of building materials, are now 
included. It is, however, intended to 
secure improvements in the informa- 


tion available; and additional in- 
formation, received through the 
eourtesy of the Government Depart- 
ments concerned, has been incor- 
porated. То extend still further the 
sourees of statistieal information, the 
Speeial Committee for Publie Rela- 
tions aims ultimately at collecting 
particulars from the various sections 
of the building industry. This should 
be of special service to the individual 
firm, which will be enabled to review, 
month by month, not only the position 
of its own seetion, but also of other 
branehes, and of the condition and 
prospeets of the industry as а whole. 
Special quarterly issues will contain 
information only available quarterly, 
together with an analysis of the past 
quarter. 

Another feature will be special 
articles on developments of special 
interest. One such article, in the first 
issue, deals with a scheme of co- 
operation between the Building In- 
dustries National Council and the 
British Standards Institution, which 
has been concluded and unanimously 
adopted by both bodies, with the 
object of establishing the lines upon 
which standardisation in the building 
industry will develop in the future. 
Standardisation has long been talked 
about; but, as the article points out, 
its development has, hitherto, been 
piecemeal, and treated exclusively as 
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a technical problem. Actually, it 
should be viewed in the much broader 
economie light of a means to reduce 
waste, to lower costs of production 
and distribution, to forward the ap- 
plication of mass-production methods 
and to substitute competition т 
design and price for the always un- 
satisfaetory competition that merely 
resolves itself into a reduetion in 
quality. Many important issues are 
involved, whieh it will be the duty 
of the two bodies to examine. А 
minimum standard of quality is, 
obviously, a neeessary social safe- 
guard; dimensional standards for the 
purpose of applying mass-produetion 
methods and reducing costs is another 
important aspect. А too rigid system 
of standardisation, determining the 
details of building teehnique, would, 
it is considered, be an infinitely 
greater obstacle to progress than the 
present system of building by-laws

The Housing Bill 


The amendment to the Housing Bill, 
now in Standing Committee, to secure 
to property owners a right of appeal 
to the county court against clearance 
orders has been defeated by a sub- 
stantial majority. The Minister of 
Health was successful in convincing 
the Committee that the existing pro- 
cedure is perfectly fair to the pro- 
perty owners. He also established the 
point that there has been no substan- 
tial amount of complaint against the 
procedure, and that in fact the de- 
cisions as between the local authorities 
and the property owners, where clear- 
ance orders were sought, were fre- 
quently in favour of the latter.

which is generally condemned by the 
industry. The question is approached 
rather guardedly in this article, but 
there are so many directions in which 
standardisation can be effected, with- 
out fear of the rigidity which will 
debar progress, that we may hope that 
this co-operation of the two bodies 
will result in some helpful and con- 
structive planning for the industry. 
The study and analysis of current 
movements will be one of the main 
items of The Building Industries 
Survey. Іп this first issue, the 
'* General Position '' is regarded as 
distinctly hopeful. Increases in work 
for publie authorities is anticipated, 
also further inereases in industrial 
and commercial building, particularly 
for concerns catering for the home 
market. The latter category, how- 
ever, may be affected by any move- 
ment adverse to British industry, and 
the devaluation of the Belgian 
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currency is regarded as a_ possible 
source of danger. Housing will, it is 
thought, constitute the chief source of 
activity for the building industry this 
year; private enterprise may be ex- 
pected to maintain the improvement 
of last year and make some further 
advanee. The building of houses as 
a result of slum clearance should, 
however, show a considerable advance 
if the five-year programme is to be 
carried through. 

An ambitious programme has been 
set for the new publieation, which 
will take time and effort to bring to 
complete fulfilment. It has made а 
very promising start, and succeeding 
issues will, we feel sure, maintain the 
interest and exhibit the inereasing 
scope and usefulness which the 
National Council put forward as one 
of the principal objects for establish- 
ing it. 


NEWS OF THE WEEK 


Answering the critics who asked why 
an appeal to the county court should 
be allowed in the case of demolition 
orders where single houses were con- 
cerned and denied in the case of clear- 
ance orders where blocks of property 
were involved, the Minister of Health 
said that property owners would be 
well advised in their own interests to 
seek a change from the county-court 
procedure. He laid special stress on 
the point that the real objection to the 
Bill on the part of property owners 
had been removed by the concessions 
made in respect of compensation for 
slum property the owners of which 
had spent money in keeping it in 
repair.

Slums and Compensation 


Another amendment which is being 
pressed is to the effect that an inde- 
pendent person should be appointed 
to hear appeals in the case of clear- 
anee orders. The independent person 
was defined by the supporters of the 
amendment as a person who was not 
employed either by the Ministry of 
Health or by the local authority. The 
Minister of Health pointed out that 
the exclusion of those two classes 
would mean that volunteers would 
have to be found to perform the work, 
and he declared that the proposal 
would be unworkable. The critics of 
this part of the Bill were not con- 
vineed, and the argument will be 
resumed when the Standing Commit- 
tee meets again on Tuesday, April 30. 


The Building Industry 
Settlement 

The National Joint Couneil for the 
Building Industry announces a settle- 
ment on questions recently occupying 
the attention of the industry. From 
July 1 this year, the cost of living 
datum figure is reduced from 78 to 65, 
provided, however, that the 14. in- 
erease іп wage-status of craftsmen 
thus granted shall take place in two 
stages, on July 1 next and January 1, 
1936, respeetively (with the appro- 
priate proportionate increases to 
labourers); provided also that no fur- 
ther notice of constitutional amend- 
ment to modify the wage-status shal! 
be given until after February, 1940, 
subject always to the normal opera- 
tion of the annual review under the 
Sliding Seale Clause. A small joint 
Commission will visit the depressed 
areas to consider whether the second 
stage of the increase of wages is to 
apply in those areas or to any part 
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thereof. There is to ђе a general re- 
spite from regrading applications for 
a period of three years. The subject 
of the working of portable machine 
tools is to be further considered by 
the Executives of the adherent bodies 
with the object of arriving at guiding 
principles to be applied in the solu- 
tion of questions relating to the use 
of such tools. 

Building Societies' Rift 

Sir Harold Bellman has announeed 
his resignation of the chairmanship 
of the Council of the National Asso- 
eiation of Building Societies, a few 
weeks before the termination of his 
second year of office. His action is 
believed to be the result of some dif- 
ference of opinion among the con- 
stituent societies over the recent 
announcement of а reduction in 
interest rates, and has been dictated 
by his desire to leave his colleagues 
with complete freedom to deal with 
an issue which is said to turn oma 
matter of procedure rather than 
policy. Under the title of The Thrifty 
Three Millions, Sir Harold has re- 
cently published an interesting his- 
tory of the rise and growth of the 
Building Society movement, with some 
special chapters on the Abbey Road 
Society, of which he is Managing 
Director. Copies can be obtained 
from the Abbey Road Building Soci- 
ety, Baker Street, London, N.W.1, at 
2s. 6d. (stiff covers) and 5s. (cloth 
boards). This is in the nature of a 
sequel to Sir Harold’s earlier book, 
the Building Society Movement, as it 
brings under consideration the recent 
immense expansion of building society 
business. 


The Preservation of Oxford 


The eighth annual report of the 
Oxford Preservation Trust has, for its 
principal theme, the difficulties and 
dangers of traffic congestion in the 
main streets of the city; particularly 
as regards the effect on the ancient 
buildings of the University, some of 
which, it is asserted, are exposed to 
slow disintegration as a result of 
vibration. The remedy is said to lie 
in the diversion of traffic by means 
of by-pass roads; and the Trust is 
pressing the public authorities, cen- 
tral and local, to hasten on this 
urgently needed but still uncompleted 
work. The use of rubber paving in 
some of the central streets might, it 
is thought, help to reduce noise; but 
its efficiency for reducing vibration, 
which is the chief danger to the build- 
ings, is considered doubtful. 


More Flats for London 


The freehold of the site in Grosvenor 
Road, Westminster, formerly occupied 
by the buildings of the Royal Army 
Clothing Factory, has been acquired 
by Messrs. Richard Costain, Ltd., for 
the erection of flats. The site, extend-

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CURRENT NOTES ON MATERIALS 


By Epwin Gunn, A.R.I.B.A.

Light Copper Tube “ Plumbing." 
—A noteworthy innovation must be 
added to the possible ways of jointing 
light-gauge copper tubing in domestic 
water services. Up to the present the 
use of light tubing has been made 
practicable by the employment of one 
or other highly ingenious fitting em- 
bodying a mechanical wedging action, 
gripping the pipe circumference by 
the actuation of screw collars. “© York- 
shire ’’ fittings, now available from 
stock, consist essentially of plain tees, 
elbows, crosses and such-like, embody- 
ing within each female socket a ring 
of solder as an integral part of the fit- 
ting, so proportioned as to supply just 
sufficient metal to coat and unite the 
inserted tube and its socket when 
melted by the external application of 
heat. 

The principle involved in the pro- 
cess of making such a soldered joint 
is that of capillary attraction—the 
property liquids possess of travelling 
between closely fitting surfaces. Direc- 
tions for making such a connection are 
as under :— 

(1) Cut the tube off squarely with a 
fine hacksaw and remove burr. 
(2) Clean the outside of tube and in- 
side of fitting with sandpaper 
(not emery) or steel wool to a 
bright finish. 
(3) Apply flux liberally and evenly 
to the cleaned surfaces. 
(4) Insert tube until it reaches the 
tube-stop. Rotate it once or twice 
in the fitting to assist even dis- 
tribution of flux. 
Apply heat with a blow lamp to 
the surface of the fitting, and 
gradually warm up until con- 
tinuous rings of solder appear 
round the mouths of connections; 
then cease heating. 
These fittings are stated to have heen 
used under test conditions for two 
years past, and reports from the 
National Physical Laboratory of 
searching experimental tests show 
that joints made in this fashion have 
very high efficiency, whether against 
leakage, pressure, tensile stress, vibra- 
tion, or alternate heating and cooling. 
Perhaps equally important to the 
strictly scientific data supplied is the 
concluding phrase ‘‘ no difficulty or 
failure occurred in making the joints 
with a blow-lamp.’’ As all “ York- 
shire ’’ tubes are tested to 1,000 Ib. 
per sq. in. hydraulic pressure, and 
when testing to destruction, it was in 
every case the tube which burst, the 
strength of the connections and fit- 
tings may be held established, and 
they have been accepted by leading 
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water authorities. It is possible to 
take apart and reassemble joints with 
ease. (Yorkshire Copper Works, Ltd.) 


Community Aerials. — Townsmen 
seem increasingly disposed to live in 
big blocks of flats. Concurrently, and 
largely in consequence, the number 
and variety of domestic electrical ap- 
phances multiply daily. And, with 
all this, each flat dweller probably 
desires radio. Unquestionably the only 
satisfactory way to deal with this 
problem is for radio to be ‘‘ laid оп”? 
from a community aerial and the elec- 
tric mains, under which conditions it 
is possible for each individual tenant 
to be assured of a higher degree of 
perfection in reception than he could 
reasonably hope for as an indivi- 
dualist. The К.В. '' Rejectostat ’’ 
system, designed to eliminate the elec- 
trical interference which is so trouble- 
some a feature in the neighbourhood 
of electric trams, trolley buses, elec- 
tric lifts, and even such minor domes- 
tic apparatus as refrigerators and 
vacuum cleaners, should be known to 
all flat designers. (Kolster-Brandes, 
Ltd.) 


Specifications.—By coincidence two 
works, each intended as a guide to 
students in the irksome, responsible, 
and necessary work of preparing 
building specifications, have reached 
me within a few days.* The two books 
are treated on entirely different lines, 
and, of the two, the American example 
is the more thought-provoking. This 
is not to say that Mr. Evershed’s book 
has less merit, but it consists in the 
main of a collection of familiar speci- 
men clauses of the type which en- 
eourages '' specification English’’ and 
leads to the copying from one speci- 
fication to another of directions which 


have ceased to march with the advance 
of building practice. To make this 
point clearer, the perpetuation of 
directions for mahogany bath and 
w.c. enclosures, for wood casing and 
capping to contain electric wiring, 
and of cast-iron tile-pins seems un- 
necessary on the one hand, while space 
might have been found for some re- 
ference to copper tube water services, 
garage doors .which are not so ob- 
viously coach-house doors renamed, 
and for some suggestion that red ridge 
tiles are hardly the best practice in 
conjunction with slated roofs. The 
index (an important feature in a book 
of this description) is lamentably 
weak. Turning up “ boardings ’’ 
leads to a reference to barge boards 
(!), but none to roof-boarding, and 
there is no entry for felt—though 
both boarding and felt appear in due 
place. It is noteworthy that no quan- 
tity surveyor ever writes a book about 
specifications without assuring us that 
the quantity surveyor is the right per- 
son to write them. No doubt he tends 
to be more precise in defining details 
than do most architects, but he also 
tends to be more hackneyed in the 
methods and materials he describes. 
On the whole, though a specification 
at best is a laborious task from which 
anyone might pray to be relieved, it 
seems best for architects to do their 
own ; they should then be sure what is 
comprised, and that things are done 
as they want them. But, of course, 
time is at the bottom of the matter. 
In so many cases now, drawings are 
rushed, quantities prepared before 
they are properly finished, and when 
this position is reached, it is almost 
obligatory that the quantity surveyor, 
who alone knows just what his quan- 
tities prescribe, should extract that 
information in the form of a speci- 
fication. 

The American book is one to be 
read rather than referred to. It is 
descriptive and analytical, and bristles 
with astute conclusions and sound ad- 
vice on the organisation and expres- 
sion of meaning in a specification. 
Grammar and eonstruetion are seri- 
ously tackled in relation to the build- 
ing up of clauses, and, by exposition, 
some bad but typical clauses are ex- 
posed as the awful examples they are, 
and better forms suggested. Few 
speeimen clauses, as commonly under-

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stood, are given, but some very useful 
examples of window, door, and room- 
finish schedules are included, and it is 
to be wondered at that specification 
writers do not more frequently avail 
themselves of this elear and labour- 
saving method of presenting particu- 
lars of items which have much in сот- 
mon with minor points of difference. 
The inclusion of information in this 
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form greatly facilitates the work of 
the superintendent and of the person 
responsible for ordering fittings—e.g., 
locks and furniture. 

As well as giving good advice on 
the preparation of the doeument, a 
chapter of even better advice on its 
emplovment is ineluded, which ex- 
pands into exposition of sound rules 
for professional practice touching соп- 
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tract works. The book cries out for 
quotation, which, however, would have 
to be on a lavish scale to do it justice 
—more than space ean afford. But 
mark this point, for which ample evi- 
dence could be given: ‘ a copied кре 
cifieation becomes full of ridiculous 
clauses which show the contractor 
that the author does not know what 
he is writing about." 


CURRENT NOTES ON PLANNING 


Hotels—No. VII

Bedrooms (continued). — Fig. 1 
illustrates the comparative areas occu- 
pied by bedroom and bathroom units 
where the bedrooms are of the same 
area, 120 sq. ft., the bathroom being 
placed internally in type A and exter- 
nally in type В. Type A requires 
12 ft. frontage per room and type B 
15 ft. 6 in. frontage. The depth re- 
quired from the outside wall to the 
eentre line of the corridor of a wing 
is 21 ft. 8 in. for type А and 
16 ft. 5 in. for type В. The approxi- 
mate total areas required are very 
little different, being 260 sq. ft. in 
type А and 254 sq. ft. in tvpe B, or 
270 sq. ft. in type C, which has a 
wider bathroom than type B. The 
important factor is, however, that 
type A gives slightly over 8 units per 
100 ft. of frontage, against about 61 
units in type B, which affects many 
schemes very considerably, although 
in the internal bathroom type the 
extra eost of artificial ventilation is 
also involved. Ву the elimination of 
the cupboards in the entrance lobbies 
to the bedrooms and by turning the 
rooms so that the longest dimension is 
at right angles to the window wall, as 
shown in Fig. 2, type B, there is a 
still further gain in frontage. The 


advantage of the bathroom in type C 
over that shown in type B in Fig 1 
is that the fittings may be arranged 
better and the pipe duct placed on 
the external wall, which presents 
fewer difficulties below the lowest bed- 
room floor where pipes have to pass 
through main publie rooms without 
interfering with the lavout of the 
latter. Bathrooms are frequently 
built with the eeiling height at a lower 
level than the adjoining bedrooms in 
order to eoneeal the plumbing as much 
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as possible, and by having loose panels 
in the ceilings the suspended plumb- 
ing may be made easily accessible. 
In the previous article the bedroom 
with the external bathroom was the 
main consideration, and it is now pro- 
posed to diseuss the plan types involv- 
ing internal bathrooms having arti- 
ficial ventilation. Fig. 2 illustrates 
the two most usual plan arrangements. 
of which type B is more generally 
adopted in congested sites to econo- 
mise frontage. Type А has one exter- 
nal and one internal bathroom placed 
on each side of a pipe duet, and both 
these rooms are approached directly 
from the bedrooms, which do not have 
entranee lobbies from the eorridors. 
Туре А also tends to make the room 
somewhat congested when the furni- 
ture is in position, due to the loss of 
part of one of the main walls for the 
bathroom door. Туре В has both 
bathrooms placed internally adjoining 
the eorridor; these bathrooms are 
entered from a cut-off lobby acting as 
a noise and ventilation buffer between 
the bedroom and the bathroom and 
eorridor. As the bedroom doors and 
corridor doors are opposite each other 
the passageway may be reduced зоте- 
what, leaving space for two eupboards 
side by side, one for the use of each 
of two adjoining rooms. In the larger- 
sized rooms of type B it is quite usual 
to place a continuous fitment of 
shelves, trays, and hanging space the 
full length of the wall separating the 
room from the bathroom, іп which 
case the beds are placed with their 
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heads to the side wall parallel to the 
window wall and out of the draught 
between the windows and the door; 
but in smaller rooms of this type the 
bed-head is usually placed against the 
wall dividing the bedroom and bath- 
rooms. These two layouts of beds 
appear, ш practice, to provide the 
most. spacious arrangement of furni- 
ture. 

Fig. 3 illustrates bedroom and bath- 
room units of a more elaborate charac- 
ter incorporating a dressing-room; 
units such as these are only applicable 
to hotels of the luxury class or to a 
few suites in high-grade hotels. The 
two types shown have practically the 
same accommodation, but in type A 
the bathroom is placed externally and 
the dressing-room internally, whereas 
in type B the positions are reversed 
in order to provide daylight in the 
dressing-room; this is in all proba- 
bility the most desirable arrangement. 
Hotels such as would require units of 
this type would need bedrooms about 
18 ft. by 12 ft. 6 in, there being 
plenty of space in this length for both 
the bathroom and a small dressing- 
room. Type B also has the advantage 
that the dressing-room not only has 
daylight but also aets as a cut-off 
between the bathroom and the bed- 
room, and in addition, as the bathroom 
is artificially ventilated, the air is 
extraeted through the dressing--room, 
thus eliminating the risk of steam 
being blown by an open window into 
the dressing-room and ultimately into 
the bedroom. Тһе dressing-room, if 
considered to be too small, may be 
inereased in area by throwing the 
entrance lobby into the area occupied 
by the bathroom and dressing-room, 
and also by approaching the room 
directly from the corridor, although 
this is not particularly desirable in 
hotel suites of this class. 

The equipment of bedrooms varies 
very considerably according to the 
hotel charges. It is general in all 
hotels, except the very cheapest 
grades, to provide central heating in 
all bedrooms; the only other excep- 
tions being hotels at seaside and simi- 
lar situations, if they are onlv to be 
oeeupied in the summer months; but 
even in these, unless the season is very 
short, central heating is often a desir- 
able feature and in addition has its 
usefulness in keeping the building т 
good condition during the months 
when it is closed. The radiators in 
each room must be controllable by the 
individual guest, as temperature 
requirements vary so much, and it 15 
also important that the heating sur- 
faces should be such that very rapid 
increases of temperature are obtain- 
able. 

The provision of lavatory basins in 
all bedrooms, even those with bath- 
rooms attached, has become general in 
all grades of hotels, not only for their 
obvious convenience to guests but also 
because of the great saving in labour 
caused by the elimination of the 
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carrying of hot water and the removal 
of ** slops."' 

An adequate number of lighting 
points is required, properlv placed 
and switehed in relation to the dress- 
ing-table, lavatory basin, and bed- 
head, as well as for the general light- 
ing of the room. In the better grades 
of hotels and in all elasses at least two 
lights are desirable, one to light the 
room, more particularly the dressing- 
table and shaving mirror, and the 
other for the bed, the latter being 
controlled from the bed. 

Heating, in addition to the eentral 
heating, 1$ essential in sitting-rooms, 
but is beeoming less general in bed- 
rooms, where central heating is 
installed, even in luxury types of 
hotels. When subsidiary heating is 
provided or heating is required for 
bedrooms of lower-prieed hotels with- 
out central heating, gas or eleetrie 
fires are generally installed with сот 
slot meters attached so that the guests 
рау for their own fuel eonsumption 
without it appearing on the bill, and, 
moreover, опју pay for fuel while 
they are in the room, an advantage 
which is not possible with coal fires. 

The remainder of the equipment of 
the bedrooms may be more strietly 
termed furnishing, but, as much of 
this is now built in as fixtures, it 
becomes essentially part of the build- 
ing. The amount of built-in fitments 
varles, exeepting only the wardrobe 
eupboard, which is beeoming a fitment 
in most hotels; the wardrobes in small 
hotels are small, simple, and eheaply 
produced, but in other grades thev 
have become large and very elaborate 
pieces of equipment. The other fur- 
niture, which is sometimes built in, 
comprises dressing-tables, bed-head 
fitments, window seats, curtain boxes. 

In the higher grades of hotels close 
carpeting of floors has become: а 
general practice, which eliminates all 
forms of floor finishes, since the ear- 
pets are laid on thick felt placed 
directly on to a fairly smooth sereed 
over the structural floor. Cheaper- 
grade hotels, however, do not appear 
to be able to bear the eost of close- 
earpeted floors, and therefore use 


polished floors and one or two small 
rugs; but the cost seems to be very 
similar if moderately good flooring 
timbers are used. 

Bathroom equipment usually соп- 
sists of the bath, a basin, towel rail, 
and а w.c., and in most higher-grade 
hotels the bidet is becoming a usual 
fitting. Shower baths are not often 
provided as separate fittings in this 
country, but many baths in better- 
class hotels have a shower placed over 
them. The shower bath only with a 
basin and w.e. is fairly common in 
Ameriean hotel rooms of the commer- 
cial and lower grades ; the installation 
of sueh bathrooms shows a saving in 
spaee over those with tub baths, but 
little saving 1n upkeep, espeeially in 
regard to eonsumption of hot water.

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY HALL, WORTHING 


Architect: C. Cowles-Voysey, F.R.I.B.A. 


The addition of an assembly hall 
to the Worthing munieipal buildings, 
which we illustrated exaetly two years 
ago, has partieular interest not only 
in the completion of a notable com- 
petition seheme, won by Mr. Cowles- 
Voysey in 1930, but in the graceful 
departure from the somewhat 
traditional forms of the principal 
building. The columned entrance 
front of the competition drawings has 
given way to а serenely modern 
facade which contrasts pleasantly, 
yet not violently, with the main 
elevation. 

Designed as a multi-purpose hall 
(although not equipped for dramatic 
performanees) it is intended that this 
building shall be used for meetings, 
lectures, chamber musie and daneing, 
and it has a seating capacity of 868 on 
the ground floor and 224 in the 
gallery. It is approached from the 
municipal offices through a reception 
room, but the publie approach is from 
à separate entranee in a side road. 
There is a small buffet on the west 
side with pleasant mural decorations, 
with service room where light refresh- 
ments only will be provided. Cloak- 
room and lavatory accommodation has 
been reduced to a minimum, there 
being additional provision in an ad- 
joining block, which could be used 
when required. 

The building has a steel frame, roof | 
trusses and сауйу brick walls. Тһе Detail of the main entrance. 
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Тһе buffet: the walls are decorated with incised line drawings, painted red, ons 
polished hard plaster, 


main rooms are finished with hard- 
wood panelling, acoustic and fibrous 
plaster. The walls of the buffet are 
decorated with incised and painted 
line drawings оп polished hard 
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plaster, while the walls апа ceilings 
of the foyer and stairease are finished 
in stue painted a bronze colour. The 
main hall has a level floor of oak 
boards in narrow widths, and the 
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Pay-box detail in the entrance hall. 


floors of the foyer, lavatories and 
cloakrooms are іп terrazzo. The 
retiring rooms have teak blocks and 
the remainder of the building a pile 
carpet and underfelt. 

The hall is lighted from side 
windows and a large toplight, the 
main souree of artificial light being 
from above this lay-light. Concealed 
lights illuminate the ceiling. Сте. 
matograph rooms have been incor- 
porated as well as a publie addres 
system. 

The plaques over the main entrance 
are by Mr. Laurence Bradshaw, who 
was responsible for the other 
sculptural work апа the bufet 
decorations. 

The west side faces the сте group 
which was completed at the same time 
as the main building, and is separated 
from it by a pleasant lawn. The hall 
is connected to the main building on 
its minor axis through the reception 
room. 

The architect has paid partieular 
attention to details of external layout, 
and in its newly eompleted state this 
group of buildings ean be taken as à 
model of its kind, an excellent ex- 
emplar for both town councils and 
architects faced with similar problems

Broadly, the two alternatives above 
mentioned dictate either а fairly 
drastie reconstruction of the area 
west of Feethams and a compara- 
tively conservative development else- 
where, or а comprehensive reconstruc- 
tion east of the river and improve- 
ments to the western part devised 
for gradual execution. Тһе first 
visualises a compact eivie group, the 
latter an expanded one. I consider 
that taking all things into considera- 
tion the first alternative conforms 
more nearly to the requirements and 
natural development of the centre of 
Darlington. 

Considering the respective designs 
in detail, E is very loosely planned as 
regards the eleared area to the west, 
the buildings are badly grouped and 
the market too far from its old- 
established position, but the river side 
layout is very attractive. 

F has a better grouping, perhaps 
a little too grandiose, and a 
diminished scale in layout would 
probably be better; here again, the 
market is too remote, and the plan 
ignores to too great an extent the line 
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Louis de Soissons.

Design F shows the most appro- 
priate general position of buildings 
and indicates the instalments by 
which the work would be earried out, 
but the loeation of the markets is un- 
likely to be satisfaetory. 

Design E is inferior to F in the 
lines of the layout and the market in 
this ease also is badly placed. 

Design D is a very striking one and 
has many merits, but the separation 
of the municipal group from the busi- 
ness eentre of the town would not be 
advantageous, while this group would 
lose dignity by being on such a low 
Design placed third.

А SCHOOL NEAR PARIS 


Architect: Jacques Debat-Ponsan 


Situated in the suburb of Boulogne- 
Billancourt, this new school occupies 
a site at the corner of the Rue de 
Sévres and a newly-formed street, 
along which the school buildings are 
ranged. The site 18 open towards the 
south, providing ample space for 
playgrounds. 

The kindergarten is placed in the 
angle of the site and is entirely on 
ground floor level, so that there are 
no stairs for the infants to climb. 
The boys’ and girls’ schools are, on 
the other hand, planned in vertical 
series so that as much of the site as 
possible is unencumbered with build- 
ings. The ground floor of the main 
building is treated as a covered play- 
ground. It is divided into two parts, 
one for girls, the other for boys, and 
between them is the entrance and 
porter’s lodge. This central portion 
projeets behind the building in the 
form of a low building containing 
w.c.s and workshops. Behind the 
lodge is & small lift for the head 
master and head mistress, who have 
studies on the seeond floor and resi- 
dential quarters on the fourth. 

On the courtyard side the covered 
playground is elosed in with a glass 
partition, with four doors. On the 
street side is a mezzanine, forming 
а balcony and containing the re- 
fectory, kitchen and shower baths. 
The staircases are situated at the 
extreme ends of the building and 
serve all floors. Near the staircases 
are the lavatories. 

The halls are lit from windows run- 
ning the entire length above the 
lockers which line the walls. The 
teachers’ rooms are in the centre, 
between the boys’ and girls’ blocks, 
an arrangement permitting either 
staircase to be used for both depart- 
ments in case of emergency. 
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In the covered passage connecting the тат building to the workshops. 


The covered playground, with the balcony of the mezzanine on the left. 
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The school, seen from the road. Тһе main entrance is in the centre of the facade. 
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Each room is 22 ft. 4 in. wide by 
23 ft. 11 in. deep and 13 ft. 2 in. 
high, and accommodates 40 pupils. 
The corridor is 13 ft. 3 in., but this 
is reduced by 4 ft. 3 in. by the lockers, 
which are in sheet iron and easily 
moved. On the third floor the plan 
is modified to provide north lighting 
for the art rooms. 

The site consists of made-up soil, 
but 13 ft. below the surface is a layer 
of alluvial sand on which the founda- 
tions rest. The structure consists of 
a eonerete frame, the facades being 
supported by cantilevered beams 
slightly in advance of the columns. 
Because of the proximity of the 
Seine there is no basement apart 
from a small one for the heating 
plant. 

The classrooms are paved with 
asphalt blocks. The outside walls are 
of hollow brick construction with 
stucco facing. 

Generally speaking, the school is an 
excellent illustration of the extreme 
flexibility of the modern manner 
when ably handled. Тһе awkward 
shape of the site, far from obstruct- 
ing the architectural idea, adds 
interest to the group as a whole by 
introducing a long curve in the main 
part of the plan. Тһе tall, gaunt 
facade towards the road is perhaps 
rather forbidding, and lacks the more 
easily apprehended coherence of the 
remainder of the buildings. From the 
courtyard side, the low kindergarten 
buildings form an effective contrast 10 
the high elassroom blocks, while the 
long projecting wing leading to the 
workshops adds still further to the 
interest of the group. Internally, the 
mezzanine gallery is а logical and 
effective architectural feature. The 
cantilever method of construction 
makes possible the impressive expanse 
of glass walling seen in the photo- 
eraphs.

REHOUSING IN LEEDS 


Housing Director : 


In a recent issue we reported a meet- 
ing of the West Yorkshire Society of 
Architects, at which it was stated that 
Leeds had a housing programme im- 
measurably larger than that of any 
other municipality in the kingdom. 
On this and the opposite page are 
illustrations which give some idea of 
the character and magnitude of two 
of the schemes in progress. 

The Marlborough Street Scheme, 
illustrated on this page, covers an 
area of 34 acres and is planned to pro- 
vide accommodation for 135 families. 
There will be sixteen one-bedroom, 
fifty-one two-bedroom, sixty - two 
three-bedroom, and six four-bedroom 
flats. 

The model, illustrated above, which 
has been made in the department to 
the design of the Housing Director, 
shows the massing of the building and 
the strong horizontal treatment. The 
simplicity of design, the provision of 
large open spaces and playgrounds, 
and the attention given to the pro- 
vision of light and air are points 
worthy of note. Special attention has 
also been paid to the grouping of the 
self-contained balconies, the central 
communal wash-house flanked on 
either side by flats for ageing persons, 
and the row of ten shops fronting on 
to Park Lane. 

The Quarry Hill Estate scheme 
occupies nearly thirty acres, and there 
is to be accommodation for nearly 800 
families, with playgrounds, stores for 
perambulators, bicycles and traders’ 
vehicles, a public hall, kindergarten, 
wash-house and a central refuse dis- 
posal station. The blocks will include 
small flats for ageing persons as well 
as two-, three-, four- and five-bedroom 
flats. A community centre is proposed 
at the west end of the site incorpor- 
ating a hall, kindergarten, communal 


wash-house, refuse disposal station 
and a shopping centre with accom- 
modation for twenty shops. | 

From the plan it will be seen that 
the central axis of the scheme links 
up with that of the Headrow, and the 
bird’s-eye perspective shows the semi- 
elliptical treatment adopted to ter- 
minate that important vista. 

It is intended to develop the scheme 
as one complete unit, although it will 
be necessary to divide the work into 
convenient building sections. Archi- 
tecturally the modern horizontal 
treatment is to be followed, and a 
centralised system of refuse disposal 
is to be introduced whereby all kinds 
of domestic refuse can be placed in 
a receptacle indoors, flushed and con- 
veyed to an incinerator, and the heat 
utilised for heating water. 

Each flat is approached by a stair- 
case which gives access to two flats

from each landing and is served by a 
goods hoist; each flat has its own 
private balcony. 

The plan of the flat (plan marked 
“ E”) is on a unit principle so 
designed that very little alteration is 
required to make it a two-, three, 
four- or five-bedroom flat as the case 
may be, each flat will contain a back- 
-to-back range and its own receptacle 
for domestic refuse. 

All soil and service pipes are 
grouped together at one end of the 
balcony, thus avoiding the unsightly 
appearance of such pipes on the face 
of the building. 

Great attention has been given to 
the amount of light and air that each 
flat will enjoy. Provision is also made 
for playgrounds on the roofs of the 
various blocks of flats, in addition to 
the playgrounds as provided for in 
the particular development.

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THE APPRECIATION OF ARCHITECTURE 


X.—Ihe Vitruvians 


The first part of the fifth of Professor Goodhart Rendel’s lectures at Oxford during the spring term. 


At the beginning of my last lecture 
1 complained of the art historian’s habit 
of finding for every external event a 
pertectly fitting suit of consequences in 
the artist’s mind; for supposing that the 
Norman Conquest made native builders 
preter all at once a different sort of 
doorway, that the Crusades gave country 
masons Oriental dreams, that an after- 
symptom of the Black Death was an obses- 
sion with straight lines. That new experi- 
ence gives men new ideas cannot be 
denied, but I am convinced that such 
renewal must be superfieial wherever it 
is easily traceable. In architecture coeval 
with the Renaissanee of Learning a re- 
newal of ornamental detail is so obvious 
as to need no traeing, but of architectural 
essentials no transformation is at first 
apparent. When that transformation 
came it came from within, and if the 
Renaissance gave it its direction and 
added to its force, that, I think, was the 
full extent of its external causation. 
Accumulated skill had made construetion 
so easy, accumulated experience had made 
possible ornament so bewilderingly mani- 
fold, that neither necessity nor single- 
mindedness was keeping architecture any 
longer in order. To embrace a rule would 
be a real relief to everybody. 

I feel quite sure that if most of the 
late medizval architects had chanced to 
wander to Monte Cassino and had studied 
the codex of Vitruvius preserved there, 
they would have seen at once that there 
was a great deal in it that might be 
useful to them. I imagine that it was 
there that the great Alberti got the mate- 
rial for his book on architecture, in which 
the five orders are carefully reconstructed 
from Vitruvius's direetions. Тһе editio 
princeps of Vitruvius was published about 
fourteen years after Alberti's death, and 
therefore about forty-two years after the 
death of  Brunellesehi; so that the 
ordinary man must have been long accus- 
tomed to seeing revived Classical detail 
before he had any easy aceess to Vitruvian 
precepts. Alberti was impassioned with 
Roman antiquity and consequently ob- 
served these precepts in/his designs as 
faithfully as his first-hand knowledge of 
Roman monuments left him any need to 
do. If Brunelleschi, on the other hand, 
ever studied his Vitruvius it must have 
been with greater interest in the books 
relating to engineering than in those that 
prescribe the minutia of architectural 
detail. Like Alberti’s, Brunelleschi’s 
detail looks as though it were studied 
from the life, that is to say as if it were 
adapted less trom things in books than 
from the actual remains of Classical an- 
tiquity. Neither of the two men ever lost 
an outlook upon architecture that was 
primarily that of the painter, neither of 
them foresaw or would, I think, have 
weleomed the full system of whieh their 
experiments had laid the foundations. 

I hope that there may be somebody in 
this room whose ideas as to what 
Vitruvius was are hazy enough to justify 
my giving here a few facts about him. 
Vitruvius was a military engineer in the 
reign of Augustus who fancied himself 
(but was not fancied by others) as an 
architect. Having, through the influence 
of the Emperor’s sister, been “ placed 
beyond the reach of poverty” by an 
appointment as опе of four super- 
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The Colosseum, Rome. 


intendents of baliste, he used his leisure 
in writing а book, or rather ten books. 
He was not, I am afraid, a very good 
writer, and it is only in his simple aecounts 
of building processes that he escapes ob- 
seurity, diseursiveness and pretension. No 
better eomment eould be made upon his 
literary method than that unwittingly 
furnished by the index to the standard 
English translation, from which I may 
quote as а fair specimen, “ Адуос 
'оптижос, Loose ground, Л оотрбу, 
Love-siekness, Lucania." ^ Probably his 
elaborate analyses of architectural forms 
seemed a little ridiculous to the better 
edueated among his contemporaries, who, 
if less copiously informed than he, knew 
better how to understand what they had 
seen and read. But of all classical 
treatises upon architecture (and judging 
from the number of those mentioned by 
Vitruvius himself they must have been 
many), his is the only one that remains 
to us. To him alone is due what Guadet 
calls the architecture chiffrée—the busi- 
ness of dividing this into seven parts and 
taking three for that and four for the 
other—that has proved at first the salva- 
tion but at last the ruin of neo-Classical 
architecture since the Renaissance. 


The three orders. 


In my preliminary lectures of last term 
1 pointed out at some length that the 
normal method of architectural ornament 
throughout the ages has been the sculp- 
tural representation of forms originally 
constructional. In the Middle Ages these 
forms were generally those of the arcade. 
Now the ornamental arcade has no fixed 
proportions either in itself or in relation 
to the wall it adorns; it may be of many 
shapes and sizes and may occur in almost 
any situation. In southern Europe super- 
posed arcades may sometimes constitute 
the whole of an architectural design, as 
in the cathedral facade at Ferrara or 
the leaning tower of Pisa, but commonly 
the arcade is incidental and can exercise 
no control over the general proportions 
of a building. When, on the contrary, the 
Romans applied their wall eolonnades to 
the Colosseum, these colonnades, which 
display the conventional proportions of 
the orders to which they belong, are 
responsible for the height of the storeys 
they cover and to a large degree for the 
shape of the arched openings they frame. 
In fact the colonnades rule the archi- 
tecture; if they are well proportioned and 
appropriately placed the whole elevation, 
whieh is merely their sum, will be well 
proportioned also. 

To have readopted such a system of 
conventional proportions, to have toler- 
ated that ornamental elements should 


regulate structural form may seem to have 


been a submission over-great for the 
emergency that made it prudent. Тһе 
embarrassment of late mediwval architec- 
ture could theoretically have been relieved 
by the sort of return toward primitive 
simplicity that it often seems desirable 
for Art to make, but that when attempted 
has always proved unreal and insalutary. 
No such attempt, however, was likely to 
be made at a time when the eyes of 
Europe were turned baek toward the 
splendours of Classical antiquity; И 
architecture were to put on chains the 
chains must be of Roman gold. Let me 
now give some account of the Vitruvian 
fetters and their forging. 

Columns used in Roman and neo- 
Roman architecture are principally of 
three kinds: those whose height is about 


eight times their diameter and which 
have capitals formed of mouldings; 
those that are slender and have 
capitals formed of spiral horns or 


volutes; and those, slenderer still, whose 
capitals are bell shaped and enriched with 
carved acanthus leaves. These three 
derive from the Greek columns typified 
respeetively in those of the Parthenon, of 
the Erectheum, and of the choragic monu- 
ment of Lysierates, and are distinguished 
by the names Doric, Ionic and Corinthian. 
A column exists to support a beam, ealled 
an architrave; the architrave exists, pre- 
sumably, to support a roof, the eaves- 
mouldings of which are ealled a cornice. 
Architrave and cornice are usually, but 
not always, separated by а flat band 
called the frieze, and all three in combina- 
4ion are spoken of as an entablature. A 
column or range of columns may or may 
not stand upon a pedestal. Each kind 
of eolumn has its proper entablature and 
pedestal, and with these constitutes an 
order. 'The pedestal, as I have said, 15 
frequently omitted in use, and the frieze 
is omitted sometimes, but more rarely. 
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The five orders. 


For the principal parts of these orders 
Vitruvius makes recommendations 50 
detailed that the variation in drawings 
made to accord with those recommenda- 
tions must be small. Of one other order, 
the Tuscan, he writes more vaguely, pre- 
scribing the form of its column but 
giving only very general directions for 
its entablature, which he presumes to be 
of wood. All enthusiasts for the Vitruvian 
new deal, however, agreed that when you 
were taking to orders you might as well 
have as many of them as you could. They 
endeavoured therefore to provide sealed 
patterns not only for the fully canonical 
three, but also for this partly accredited 
Tusean and for one entirely apocryphal 
which they concocted from Roman 
remains not otherwise classifiable and 
entitled Composite. Thus were enthroned 
the Five Orders of Architecture, whose 
names in their proper sequence were 
Tuscan, Doric, Ionic, Corinthian and 
Composite; the Composite having the 
slenderest column, the Tuscan the most 
massive. 

If Italian artists at the time of the 
Renaissance were real lovers of Classical 
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antiquity and intelligent students of its 
monuments, and there can be no doubt 
that they were both, they must have 
known perfectly well that no ancient 
architect, had he ever heard ot 
Vitruvius's rules, would have bothered his 
head about them for a moment. Within 
the broad divisions of Dorie, Ionic and 
Corinthian there are hardly two Roman 
examples of an order that are alike, and 
all Vitruvius's synthesis, collation and 
idealisation were obviously no more than 
an outlet in theory for the energies of à 
man whose practical services were little 
required by his contemporaries. Never- 
theless, something of such systematisation 
was what architeeture needed toward the 
end of the Middle Ages—needed far more 
certainly than it did the Romanisation 
that was its instrument. Architects and 
sculptors could not but feel this need, 
whether they recognised it or not, and— 
in the words of Guadet—“ malheureuse- 


.ment ils reeontrérent le néfaste Vitruve.” 


The rules of the neo-Vitruvian game 
are essentially simple, although in their 
applieation many emergencies have led 
to their elaboration. The first and last 
really is that all the external wall-surface 
of a building shall be accounted for in 
terms of an order—or of several orders 
in superposition. Below the order a 
basement is allowed, above it an attic, 
and Тог these additions no fixed propor- 
tions аге prescribed, but their height must 
none the less be regulated so that it bears 
some easily perceived relation to that of 
the order itself. (Vitruvian basements and 
attics, I need hardly remark, are not what 
is meant by those words in common 
speech: the basement is a strong storey 
above ground, the attic a low storey sur- 
mounting an order’s cornice, but below, 
not in, the roof.) 

When I say that the wall-surface must 
all be accounted for in terms of an order 
I do not mean that columns or pilasters, 
согпісе, architrave and frieze are indis- 
pensable. I mean rather that whatever 
element of an order is displayed (it may 
be no more than a corniee) must be of 
the shape and proportions that would be 
proper if all the other elements were 
supplied. Thus the height of an Јопіе 
cornice, even if it appears alone in the 
world with no other Ionic accompani- 
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Two plates from James Gibbs’s “ Book of Architecture.” 
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ments, will be about three thirty-fifths of 
the height from its top to the base of 
the wall it surmounts. This is because 
if that wall were ornamented with 
columns and entablature the height of that 
entablature would by rule be one-fifth 
of the total height, and three-sevenths ot 
this fifth would be allotted to the cornice. 
I do not ask you to pay any heed to 
these figures, indeed there was no absolute 
agreement upon them among the great 
Vitruvians, almost every one of whom, 
in one respect or another, was certain 
that he was right and all the others 
wrong. What I do ask you to observe 
is that in the striet Vitruvian system the 
hand of the order, however hidden, соп- 
trols every projection and every hori- 
zontal division in a design. 

Simple Vitruvian design might, I think, 
be very well done by a machine not 
beyond the powers of human invention to 
supply. This machine would be adjusted 
before operation to the height of wall 
available, to the number of orders desired 
in superposition, and to the required spac- 
ing of the window openings. It would have 
a special attachment for basements and 
attics, and if it were set for incompatibles 
it would ring a bell. Such a machine 
would produce in different sizes and 
adaptations the wall design of the Colos- 
seum, from which the architect could then 
rub out all the parts that he did not 
want. Arches might be replaced by win- 
dows, columns might ђе replaced by 
pilasters or removed without any substitu- 
tion, even the friezes and architraves 
might disappear; but whatever was left 
would be strictly orthodox, and, it must 
be admitted, perfectly agreeable to look 
at. 

Thus, in the engraving I now shew you 
from the book of rules published by James 
Gibbs in 1732, all of the Dorie order in 
the figure on the left is suppressed in the 
figure on the right, except the entablature, 
which itself is greatly simplified. It is 
nevertheless present in controlling the 
proportions of the lower storey. In an- 
other plate in Gibbs's book the lower 
storey is simpler still, but the proportions 
of the arches are exactly what they would 
be were an order present.

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The Life of Nash 


John Nash, Architect to King George IV. 
By JOHN SUMMERSON. (Allen & 
Unwin.) Price 10s. 6d. 

An over-enthusiastic critic some years 
аро described John Nash as one of the 
four greatest English architects. That 
opinion was expressed during the excite- 
ment over the threatened demolition of 
Carlton House Terrace, when high tem- 
pers perverted judgment; but it is charac- 
teristic, nevertheless, of the lack of bal- 
ance which has marked almost all com- 
ment on his work from his own day to 
this. Hitherto judgment on Nash has 


never had a chance; almost all opinion 


has been based on a complete misunder- 
standing of what Nash was attempting 
to do and a puritan disapproval of what 
he has done, or on a reaction from it. The 
first disability is now and for ever 
removed by Mr. Summerson in his 
remarkable life of John Nash. The second 
has, it may be hoped, faded with the 
Victorian pedantries that begot it. Nash's 
work never could justly be submitted to 
the yardstick of pedagogic theory, nor 
could the Regency years be understood 
as long as they remained under а cloud of 
moral disapproval. That has now gone, 
and Mr. Summerson has found his oppor- 
tunity апа has used it brilliantly to pro- 
duce one of the best architectural biogra- 
phies that has ever been written in 
English. Тһе portrait, coherent and 
minutely drawn, сап be compared with 
nothing so effectively as with one of 
Thomas Shotter Boys! drawings of Re- 
gency London. There is the same under- 
standing of architectural values in relation 
to the life that was lived in and about 
the buildings, the same clear air, sharply 
defined profiles, and the same modesty in 
the use of colour. (Mr. Summerson's 
literary qualities are strong enough to 
carry the weight of this long metaphor !) 
The * colour ” to his description, provided 
by Mr. Summerson's critical powers and 
erudition, is never applied with over- 
emphasis, and he never allows his obvious 
enjoyment of his subject to get the better 
of his judgment. 

There are two ways of writing bio- 
graphy: the Strachey way, which leaves 
the reader uneasily aware that the chances 
.are at least even that the biographer may 
have got hold of the wrong end of the 
stiek in his determination to bring dia- 
matic values to the surface, and another, 
the proper historieal way, which ulti- 
mately gives the author just as good а 
chance to show himself between the lines 
but does so without prejudice to his sub- 
ject. There is room for both, but there 
is no doubt that Mr. Summerson, who has 
chosen the historical method, is right in 
this instance because this is the first 
biography of Nash to be written, and the 
author has bravely taken it as one of his 
first duties to draw an accurate and 
factual portrait. He has had an appal- 
ling amount of spadework to do to estab- 
lish the facts of Nash’s life, and has found 
the facts alone more than sufficient to 
maintain the interest through almost three 
hundred pages. Now that Mr. Summerson 
has done his work, others will be able to 
write their lively little character sketches; 
but no one will be able to approach the 
subject of Nash or his buildings except 
by way of Mr. Summerson’s Life of him, 
unless they too are prepared to do as he 
has done and visit almost every Nash 
building from Cardigan to Haggerston, 
and to read the interminable evidence of 
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select committees and to establish contacts 
with all the surviving descendants of Nash 
and his confréres. The quality of the 
book does not depend on its encyclopedic 
qualities or on the erudition of the 
author, but on the success with which he 
has arranged all the information he has 
gleaned to make а lively and convincing 
pieture of Nash, of his architecture, and 
of the social background. 

We have talked at some length about 
the manner in which the book is written 
because the appearance of such & consum- 
mate performer as Mr. Summerson on the 
sparsely populated stage of arcliitectural 
biography is a thing deserving notice on 
its own account, and particularly in a 
paper which has Mr. Summerson as a 
member of its staff. 

Naturally, the greater part of the Life 
is that dealing with Nash’s work in 
London, but of hardly less importance in 
the development of Nash’s own history is 
the part dealing with his work as a 
country-house architect. 

If Nash had never planned Regent Street 
or the Regent’s Park, if his name had never 
been linked with George IV and his palaces, 
we should remember him because of his 
country houses. As it is, they are almost 
forgotten. 


In his houses he can be seen evolving 
his compromise with all the contradictions 
of classicism and romanticism which pro- 
vide the greatest riddle for critics of his 
work. “ He was born of those two great 
complementary influences of the eighteenth 
century, classicism and romanticism; the 
pursuit of reason . . . and the involuntary 
escape from it, the urge to close an avenue 
with & portico and the urge to let the 
avenue wind out of sight." 

For the first part of this period Nash 
was working hand in glove with Humphry 
Repton, both of whose sons worked in 
Nash's office, the younger, who remained 
for many years, being the author of а 
great collection of drawings, several of 
which are reproduced in the book. Nash 
profited from the Repton alliance, which 
taught him all he knew about landscape 
architecture and made him able to relate 
the loosely compounded classicism of his 
buildings to the romantic conception of 
site. He profited more directly by getting 
introductions to clients: “ My ingenious 
friend Mr. Nash,” wrote Repton with 
reference to Luscombe, near Dawlish, 
“has given the house an outline which 
from its chaste simplicity must always 
please the Eye of Taste. Its very irregu- 
larity will give it consequence, while the 
offices and mere walls which in a modern 
building it would be essential to conceal, 
by partaking of the character of the 
Castle, will extend its Scite and make it 
an apparently considerable pile of 
buildings.” 


This, which Mr. Summerson describes 
“ pretentious nonsense,” may be pre- 
tentious, but it was sincerely held by Nash 
and Repton to describe the desirable quali- 
ties of building, and they succeeded in 
getting them into their work. At worst it 
is similar to the nonsense which architects 
of all periods have described architectaral 
virtues to their clients. 

The turning-point in the book and in 
Nash’s life comes with his appointment 
in 1806 to the insignificant post of archi- 
tect to the Chief Commissioner of Woods 
and Forests. If the post as Nash found 
it was insignificant, the fact of his 
appointment was of the greatest signifi- 
cance to himself and London. He 
probably guessed or was “ put up to” the 
fact that this humble post would lead 
somewhere, and lead somewhere it did. 
Out of it came Marylebone Park, Regent 
Street, the Pavilion at Brighton, and 
finally the tragic affair of Buckingham 
Palace. Thereafter Nash was a Person- 
age. Not all at once, but by dint of hard 
work in the office and behind the scenes, 
by backing his judgment with wild finan- 
cial speculation and even, it is hinted, by 
consenting to а discreditable alliance 
between his wife and the Regent. 

“This enclosure,” said Crabb Robinson 
of Regent’s Park, “with its new street 
leading to it from Carlton House, will give 
a sort of glory to the Regent’s Govern- 
ment which will be more felt by remote 
posterity than the victories of Trafalgar 
and Waterloo, glorious as these are.” 
To-day the only product of that age which 
bears the Regent’s name is the architecture 
of which Nash was master. The whole 
story of Regency London is so brilliantly 
told in the book that it is better to leave 
its readers to find it there than to attempt 
deseription which can hardly do justice 
to the excellence of Mr. Summerson's 
narrative or to the sureness of his cautious 
judgment. Through all the figuro of Nash, 
pert and irresistible, darts in and out, 
keenly furthering his own ends but more 
elearly intent on something larger than 
that, the idea which dominated his later 
years, & vision of his London which now 
we have іп part destroyed. Тһе interven- 
ing years have raised * а noble ghost, 8 
fietion of elegance, dignity, and urbanity 

. accorded more honour than his соп- 
iemporaries would have believed ров- 
sible." Mr. Summerson has destroyed some 
of the falsity of the fiction, but Nash is 
now more surely established in the history 
of English architecture than ever before. 
Reality in Mr. Summerson's hands is often 
unkind, though never so unkind as the 
fictions and pedantries which have resulted 
in so much misunderstanding and suc- 
eeeded in removing half his work from 
our streets.
